FRESNO DISTRICT. 


H. W. Peck read his report, as follows: 

It is with a heart filled with gratitude to God that I make report 
to you of the splendid band of men, and the charges committed to my 
care. Our heavenly Father has been exceedingly good to us, and our 
ranks have not been broken by death. 

Easily first among us, and honored by all, are three brethren whose 
years of active work in the ministry are over, but they themselves 
are towers of strength and inspiration to the pastors and people on 
whose charges they are. I refer to Rev. C. W. Stowell, Santa Bar- 
bara; Rev. C. W. Nelson, Arroyo Grande, and Father J. W. Leach, 
Tulare. May God bless them abundantly and long continue them 
with us. 

Where all are deserving of mention and honor, it is impossible to 
single out any for special praise; let me rather briefly refer to work 
done and results obtained on the charges. 

The working force of the District was increased this year by~ th 
following brethren: Wm. Vimont, Kernville; George B. Hilton, 
Tehachapi; C. D. Hicks, Waukena; O. W. Ostrom, Sanger; Alfred JJ. 
Hughes, Traver; Thos. Maxwell, Lindsay; Walter G. Buckner, Dinuba. 

A parsonage costing over $2200 has been completed at Paso..Robles. 
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Oceano 


A $3000 church has been built and paid for at Oceano on the Arroyo 
frande cireuit. At Lompoe the former M. E. Church, South, building 
has been purchased and is being added to our church, at a cost of about 
$4000, in order to accommodate the enlarging Sunday School and con- 
gregation. 

Two church buildings are in course of construction on the Waukena 
circuit, one costing about $1500, at Wasco, and the other about $2500, 
at Corcoran. These will be completed during the coming year. First 
Church, Hanford, spent about $650 on organ, piano, carpets, etc. 
Reedley made an addition to its church building, costing $435. 

A eontract of sale has been made with the United Brethren at 
Sultana for their nearly completed church building, which, owing 
to local complications, they could not use. We have used it since 
December, and are the only denomination doing work in the place. 
At Dinuba, on the same circuit, lots have been purchased, and the 
church formerly used by the Disciples of Christ, at Traver, bought. 
It will be taken down and moved to Dinuba, and we expect to worship 
in it by January 1, 1908. 

A $10,000 church is now being built at Selma, which, when com- 
pleted, together with the cost of lots and the parsonage just bought, 
will make a property worth about $15,000. The old church, long 
since outgrown, has been sold, and it is the intention to sell the 
former parsonage also. At Lindsay, four lots worth $1200 have been 
bought, a tabernacle worth about $900 has been built and this is all 

~paid for except $600, which is secured by personal notes. 

An additional $500 has been expended upon Bethel Chapel, Fresno, 
completing it, and preparing it to be the center of a new circuit. 
The Ladies’ Aid of First Church, Fresno, have spent over $1200 in 
completing and furnishing the basement, and that church now has a 
splendid equipment for social gatherings. 

Porterville is now building a $10,000 church. It is being made of 

-reinforced concrete: 

In addition to these, improvements aggregating over $2000 have 

been made at Delano, Easton, Farmersville, Goleta, Grangeville, Kings 
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Fresno Chapel 


River, Fowler, Kernville, Sanger, Santa Maria, Santa Barbara, Tulare, 
Tehachapi, San Miguel and Visalia, making a total of $46,285 for 
buildings completed or under way. : 

San Miguel paid $150 on its debt; Porterville paid $250; Kings 
River paid the last of its debt, $300; Orcutt paid $408; Santa Barbara, 
$420; Visalia, $3600, and Bakersfield, $5228, a total of $10,356 paid 
on old debts. I would not be doing justice did I not stop and say 
that this Conference owes a debt of gratitude to the pastors at Visalia 
and Bakersfield; they have worked heroically, and saved those 
splendid churches, which were really in grave danger of being lost 
to us. 

‘Increases in pastors’ salaries ranging from $100 to $600 have been 
made this year, or already promised for next, at Arroyo Grande, 
Delano, Dinuba, Easton, Farmersville, Fresno, Kings River, Lindsay, 
Orcutt, Parkfield, Parlier, Porterville, Reedley, Sanger, Selma, Traver, 
Waukena, and we believe that most of the other charges will emulate 
this example at the first quarterly conferences. God has abundantly 
blessed the Fresno District with great crops and good prices. The 
membership is responding splendidly to the large calls being made 


upon them, = 


Lindsay 


I preached in Lindsay October 19, organized a class November 5, 


dedicated their tabernacle January 20. This charge now has property 
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worth $2100; a membership of fifty-five; a Ladies’ Aid, Sunday 
School, Class Meeting, Epworth League and Junior League; and wiil 
pay its pastor $500 next year. ’Tis a healthy babe. 

At Sultana, on December 16, Brother W. D. Smith, a local preacher, 

organized a Sunday School... On April 8 the Dinuba circuit, consisting 
of Sultana and Dinuba, was organized. On June 23 a Sunday School 
was organized at Dinuba. The two schools now have an enrollment 
of 153. We have here thirty-four members and probationers, with 
over half as many more Methodists living near, who have sent for 
their letters and will swell our ranks. Two churches have been 
bought, and when remodeled will be worth about $2300. At present 
we owe about $700 on them, but expect to wipe that out before the 
first of the year. 
_ The Reedley circuit is te be divided. Reedley itself will raise her 
present pastor’s salary to $800 and parsonage. Parlier, which raised 
$225 this year toward the cxpenses of the circuit, promises $700 
toward the salary of a pastor of their own. They have secured two 
lots next to the church, and the present pastor writes me they are 
determined to have a parsonage ready by October, and have part of 
the furniture already promised. 

The pastor at Easton has been preaching at Bowles and two other 
outlying points. These are to be separated from Easton and organ- 
ized into the Bowles circuit. The work at Sanger has been revived, 
the reorganization taking place May 24. The parsonage, which had 
been rented, is to be vacated by October 1 for the incoming pastor. 
Del Rey and Kutner are associated with Sanger, and together they 
promise $600 toward the pastor’s salary for next year. They have 
two Sunday Schools, with fifty-nine enrolled. They report forty-five 
members and twenty upon probation. 

Waukena, which, because of its isolation and small membership, 
has been heretofore a forlorn hope, has during the year been associated 
with Corcoran and Wasco, both new points. Corcoran is an important 
railroad center. An immense beet-sugar factory is being built there, 
and the town is rapidly growing. A class of fifteen was organized 
in June and they are now building a church. Wasco was organized 
January 30. It has twenty-six members and probationers, a Ladies’ 
Aid, Epworth League, Class Meeting and a Sunday School of forty. 
Six lots near the center of the new town were given as a site for a 
church and parsonage, and an additional five acres just on the edge 
of town. 

Oreutt during the year has been under the supervision of our 
pastor at Santa Maria. It was served part of the time by a local 
preacher, It promises $230 toward a pastor’s salary next year. 
Beteravia has been organized during the year with a small class. It 
will be associated with Oreutt. 

Parkfield, a new point, and Shandon and Creston, where work has 
been aevaved, have been associated during the year with the Estrella 
cirewit, Work of the old heroic kind has been done by the pastor on 
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this circuit. Three sermons and thirty or more miles of driving has 
been the regular Sabbath day’s work. During the year he has 
traveled over 4000 miles in attending to his immense circuit. Park- 
field desires a pastor stationed there, and has raised a good sub- 
scription for that purpose. 

Nearly every church has its Ladies’ Aid Society. The ladies of 
these societies are always faithful workers, and in not a few places 
are making ¢hurches possible because of their tireless efforts. “The 
W. H. M. 8. and W. F. M. 8. are doing good work on the District, 
and I would be glad to have them on every charge. 

There are fifteen Junior Leagues, with a membership of about 400. 
We have thirty-two Epworth Leagues and 1352 Leaguers. The 
Epworth League convention at Tulare in December became a revival 
service, the altar each night being filled with those seeking salvation, 
or a Closer walk with God. Ten were received into the Tulare church 
the last night of the convention. We were greatly assisted by Rev. 
Hugh E. Gibson and Rey. Will. A. Betts. We have fifty-seven Sunday 
Schools in the Fresno District, with an enrollment of 5375. Splendid 
work is being done in them and some of them are pioneering the way 
for the Methodist churches of tomorrow. Special care is being taken 
to have all our officers and teachers active Christians, with the object 
of bringing all the Sunday School children to Christ, and into His 
church. 

A great temperance campaign was carricd on during the year in 
San Luis Obispo county. Our pastors and people took a leading part 
in it and helped to win a notable victory. Over in the San Joaquin 
Valley still another victory was won and Tulare added to the list of 
prohibition towns. The forces are lining up for a great battle with 
the liquor traffic on the Coast, and in all that immense valley, and 
the nearly 10,000 Methodist pastors, members and young people are 
certain to be found on the right side, and in the thickest of the fight. 

Notwithstanding the heavy drafts made upon our people for the 
payment of old debts and the construction of new churches, the 
reports so far received indicate a gain this year of about 62 per cent, 
$1800, for missions. Total benevolences, $9093, a gain of about $5000. 

One, and in several cases two, revival services were held during the 
year in the following places: Save, Visalia, Farmersville, Reedley, 
Parlier, Kings River, Hanford, River Bend, Grangeville, Corcoran, 
Waukena, Tulare, Kernville, Santa Barbara, Lompoc, Santa Rita, 
Sultana, Santa Maria, Arroyo Grande, San Luis Obispo, Paso Robles, 
San Miguel, Estrella and Parkfield, Hundreds were converted and 
joined our own and other churches. Nine evangelists have been at 
work on the District during the year: Bulgin and Gates, Morris and 
Fowler, H. D. Kennedy and wife, J. W. Patterson, J. W. Robinson 
and Prof. Miller; the last two named have worked the whole year. 
It was my privilege to lead in three of these services in places where 
they were not able to call in outside help. The brethren have reported 
to me the reception of 996 on probation and by certificate. There 
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will be a net gain over our losses of about half that number. Two 
camp meetings have been held during the year; one, the upper 
Salinas, near San Miguel, was held in April and was fairly well 
attended. It resulted in much good to the churches of that vicinity. 
The camp meeting at Arroyo Grande was the greatest in its history, 
being widely attended and far reaching in its effects. Evangelists 
Robinson and Miller had charge of both meetings, and were ably 
assisted at Arroyo Grande by Rev. F. G. H. Stevens. 

I greatly appreciate the work upon the District of my predecessors, 
Drs. Green, Miller and Thomson. They have labored and I have 
entered into their labors. Nor would I forget the many unselfish 
pastors and their noble wives, who in former~years labored upon this 
great field. They are remembered and blessed by many. J wish to 
thank you, my brethren of the District, for your unfailing kindness 
and generous hospitality during the year, and congratulate you upon 
the splendid work which you, under God, have accomplished.

LOS ANGELES DISTRICT. 


A. W. Adkinson read his report, as follows: 


With profound gratitude to God I submit my fourth annual report. 
I desire to record my sincere appreciation of the faithfulness of both 
pastors and churches. My own health has been perfect and I have 
been able to hold every quarterly conference. 

With few exceptions the pastors as assigned at Conference have been 
steadily at their posts. 

Dr. Cookman, contracting a heavy cold which developed into acute 
bronehitis, reluctantly yielded to the advice of his friends to rest for 
the remainder of the year. The result is that he comes to the Confer- 
ence in better health than he has had since he came among us. J. A. 
Johnson, of the Central Hlinois Conference, has in a most masterly 

“manner completed the year’s work at Hamilton. 

The hopelessness of maintaining Grace Church having been fully 
demonstrated by the joint counsel of the Board of Church Location 
and the directors of the City Missionary Society, and with the full 
consent of both societies, Grace Church was merged into Newman 
and the two properties consolidated. The pastor of Grace Church, 
C. J. Miller, opened a new work on West Vernon avenue, the portable 
church formerly used by West Adams being relocated for that pur- 
pose. 

At Sunnyside W. C. Snyder, a student, was secured as supply, but, 
being compelled to relinquish the work, C. H. Sutherland of the 
Methodist Church of Canada was appointed to the pastorate. In 
addition to caring for this society, he has formed a new society at 
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Florence Heights. New work is being opened at Ivanhoe and also 
on West Washington street. 

A new church has also been formed at Belvidere,,one and a half 
miles east of Boyle Heights. Twenty-two members from Boyle 
Heights and nine from Euclid Heights went into the new organiza- 
tion, which started off finely with fifty members. J. L. Dimmitt is 
pastor. 

Dr. J. P. Widney has moved his Mission Bethel to a new site in 
East Los Angeles, within the bounds of the Pasadena District. 

The financial depression has temporarily tied up a number of 
important enterprises. 

First Church, Long Beach, but for unavoidable delays would have 
entertained this Conference in its splendid new building. The work 
is now being pushed vigorously and the year has been a most suc- 
cessful one. ; 

Newman Church has conversions at nearly every service, but is 
badly hampered by the long delay in the church building. 

St. James has had a fine year, but the building enterprise is tem- 
porarily blocked. 

Gardena has secured a fine subscription and has moved the par- 
sonage and old church building, preparatory to erecting the elegant 
new auditorium. The church work goes forward successfully. 

But we have erected some buildings. West Adams has built and is 
occupying beautiful and well-arranged suite of Sunday School rooms.

Echo Park has built a combination church and parsonage, which con- 
stitutes a home for both pastor and church. Edendale has erected 
a neat $1500 chapel. Florence has added to the church building a 
suite of rooms for the Sunday School. 

Santa Monica is erecting the Sunday School rooms of what will be 
a commodious and convenient church building. The old building will 
be moved to another part of the city to house a second church. 
Inglewood is erecting a neat chapel which will soon be ready for 


occupancy.

A glance at the churches already named gives much cause for 
gratitude and hopefulness. 

Compton goes steadily forward and the future is hopeful for larger 
things. 

Hynes has had by far the best year of its history. 

Huntington Park and Central Church, Long Beach, have each had 
a year of splendid growth. 

Alamitos Park, though only four years old, is already one of our 
fine charges. 

Boyle Heights has had a year of uninterrupted prosperity. The 
missionary offerings are 125 per cent in advance of a year ago. 
' Brooklyn Heights has had a successful year. 

Epworth Church has had the best year of its history and plans are 
almost complete that it is hoped will secure additional room. 

Euclid Heights, with the Ss of the City Missionary Society, has 
paid its debt. 

First Church is pulling wel up to the 2000 mark ix its membership 
and is exerting a constantly widening influence. 

Haven has already come to be one of our strong churches, though its 
resources are not nearly all developed. 

Melrose Avenue is doing a fine work, steadily paying off the 
church ;’ebt and gaining steadily in real strength. 

Pico Heights occupies one of the most strategic points in the city 
and is steadily gaining strength. ae 

St. Marks is one of the youngest and weakest societies, but is 
developing and evidently has a useful future. 

South Main Street is solidifying and conserving her forces and 
vonfidently expects that the next year will be one of positive growth. 

Our Spanish Mission shows wonderful vitality and we hope to take 
better care of it next year. 


Union Avenue has had one of the best, if not the best, years of 
its life. 
University has had a good year; has renovated its buildings, and 


at the end of Dr. Healy’s seven-year pastorate stands in a most 
enviable position. 
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Vernon has had a prosperous year; Vincent is looking forward hope- 
fully to the clearing away of the balance of its debt, and-Westlake 
is shaking off its chains and getting ready for an aggressive onward 
movement. 

Moneta has had a year of spiritual uplift. 

Ocean Park, in spite of severe financial depression, has had a year 
of prosperity, and the same is emphatically true of San Pedro. 

Redondo has had a specially prosperous year, and the largest 
growth of any year in its history. 

Sawtelle has had a good year and comes up with a good showing. 

Watts has had a severe conflict with the saloon powers, and while 
defeated in its efforts to keep out the saloon, is greatly strengthened 
by the conflict. 

Wesley Chapel has grown to be one of the great colored churches 
of our denomination and is stronger now than ever; while Mason’s 
Chapel in Los Angeles and Myrtle Avenue in Long Beach are each 
doing an excellent work. 

Our Korean Mission, under the supervision of Mrs. Florence Sher- 
man, though on account of the discouragements among the Koreans 
on account of the attitude of Japan toward their country we are 
compelled to curtail expenses by going to less expensive quarters, is 
prospering. 

Taking a hasty view of the District at large, we find ourselves with 
what data we are able to gather in advance of the carefully tabulated 
reports, with about 1400 net increase in membership; about 900 per- 
sons admitted to the church on probation, and an advance of about 
$2500 in the collection for Foreign Missions and for Home Missions 
and Church Extension. 

We have collected and distributed about $3500 through our City 
Missionary Society, and have helped build churches outside of the 
city, by special gifts of friends, to the amount of about $800. 

You will, of course, hear in detail of the work of your University 
through the Committee on Education, but I cannot refrain from 
saying that the past year has been far in advance of any  revious 
year in the number of students and in the work done. Nor that the 
enrollment this year is nearly 50 per cent larger than at the corre- 
sponding time last year. Special attention is being given to the 
development of the spiritual life of the students, and this attention 
is not being given in vain. 

All over the District special attention is being given to the Sunday 
School and Epworth League as real, practical, soul-saving institutions. 
The result has been greatly increased interest in these departments, 
_and better results are being obtained. When the right sort of atten- 
tion is given to the Junior League it has proven itself a most effective 
means of helping our boys and girls, while the Intermediate League 
solves the problem of holding our youths to this church. 

We are trying to make practical evangelism the keynote of our 
work on the Los Angeles District. 
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We are by no means satisfied with the year ’s work. There are so 
many things that it seems to us should have been done. But we 
have tried to do our best, and with such results as we have been able 
to obtain we bring our offering to our King. 


PASADENA DISTRICT. 


S. A. Thomson read his report, as follows: 


We bring to you our fourth annual report of the work on Pasadena 
District. The year has been one of toil and care, but joyous success 


‘has marked the labors of pastors and people. The Lord has dealt 


very kindly with us, our effective ranks have not been broken by 


“death, nor has the shadow fallen ou any parsonage home. The health 


of the preachers and their families has been uniformly good, for which 
we thank Him to whom we belong and whom we serve. Last Con- 
ference Rev. Thomas E. Robinson took a superannuated relation, 


“hoping that a year’s rest would bring to him some of the spring and 
‘vigor of former years, but those expectations were not realized. 


Early in the Conference year the silver cord was loosed, and the 


‘pitcher was broken at the fountain. During the past month Rev. 


Robert Samuel Maclay, D. D., one of the greatest missionary leaders 


‘in the modern church, heard the ‘‘well done’’ of his Lord and went 


up to his home in heaven. 
Last Spring at Altadena a church was organized with its varied 


“departments of work, and regular services are maintained on the 


Sabbath. A large lot has been purchased for church and parsonage. 
In Pomona a second church has been started on the north side of 


‘the city. The organization has been incorporated until the title of 
‘Trinity Methodist Episcopal Church. Lots have been purchased in 


a good location, and a contract let for a church to cost $25,000. The 


‘work of building is under way and the house will be ready for dedica- 


tion early in 1908. In June it was thought best for a pastor to take 


“charge of this work, and by the consent of Dr. J. L. Pitner and the 


approval of the Bishop, Dr. P. P. Carroll of Huntington Beach was 
released from there and appointed to Trinity Church, Pomona. 

For two years we have had this appointment on the list of charges 
under the name of North Side Pomona, and Rev. S. H. Enyeart placed 
in charge with the understanding that no work was to be done until 
the proper time came, This arrangement compelled Brother Enyeart 
to take up business for the maintenance of his family. When the 
time for action came he was in the northern part of the State and 
the time of his return not definitely known, and his business engage- 


‘ments such that he could not immediately close them advantageously, 
hence the appointment of Dr. Carroll. In this transaction not the —

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Lake Avenue, Pasadena 


Lake Avenue has finished one of the most beautiful churches in 
the Conference. The cost of the lot and building is $48,200. This 
young society, with a faith and heroism almost matchless, has erected 
this beautiful house of prayer. It is none too good for the congrega- 
tion and the time will come when the financial burdens of these good 
people will be lifted and they will rejoice over the completion of the 
task that cost such sacrifice in accomplishment. 

Highland Park has had a very prosperous career. A little over' 
three years ago work was begun in a portable church; last year a 
new and desirable location was secured, plans for a new church 
procured, and at the present time a commodious and beautiful stone 
church is in process of erection, which when finished will meet the 
wants of our work for a good many years in this growing section 
of the city. Dr. John A. Jackson is the commander of this post. 

Covina has moved its old church to the rear of the lot, raised $9000 
towards the building of a spacious, modern auditorium, the foundation 
of which is already in. The completed structure will cost about 
$15,000. All bills are paid for work done. The year has been very 
successful and closes with money in the treasury. 

At Chino a new parsonage has been purchased at a cost of $1000; 
of this, $500 has been paid. This was a bold move when we consider 
that the little society last year built a new church and is carrying 
quite an amount of indebtedness, but Brother Chase, with his courage 
and financial skill, successfully managed it. 

At Moorpark the little society was reorganized and incorporated, a 
new church has been made out of the Epworth Church, which was 
unused and uninsured, giving us a property at Moorpark worth $3500. 
Mr. M. L. Wicks of Los Angeles generously gave us a lot 75x300 feet 
on a good corner, also a liberal subscription toward. the building. 
Moorpark is now the head of a circuit of five appointments. Great 
credit is due the pastor, Rev. E. E. Damon, for this work. 

At Ventura the church and parsonage have been improved by a 
good coat of paint and the expense paid. 

Lincoln Avenue, Pasadena, has expended $1130 on improvements. 
All bills paid. Cucamonga, repairs on church and parsonage have 
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been made and expenses paid. The parsonage is now a very comfort- 
able home. Ontario has installed a new pipe organ, which adds to the 
impressiveness of the service; also a new furnace, which adds to 
the comfort of the worshippers in cold weather. At Alhambra $300 
was spent on improvements. The church at Fernando has been im- 
proved; expense not known. 

Liberal amounts have been paid at Asbury, Los Angeles, Santa 
Paula, Glendale, North Pasadena, South Pasadena, El Monte and 
Scott Chapel. The last is a colored church, and our few poor people 
in that organization are paying more out of their poverty than many 
vf the churches in the District. With $500 help next year they will 
pay off their debt and be free. This our white people ought to give 
them. 

The spiritual work of our churches has not “been neglected because 
of the many large and important material enterprises which have 
engaged the attention of our people. There has been no general 
revival on the District, but a steady spiritual movement upward. In 
many of the churches souls have been converted and the religious 
life of the people quickened. Revival services have been quite gen- 
erally held, some with the aid of evangelists, others by the pastors 
themselves. In all, great good has resulted; revival fires are burning 
on our altars and we are praying and expecting great things from 
God in the immediate future. 

In a large part of the Pasadena Distriet the saloons have been 
closed, and in those places where they are still open our ministers 
and people are waging an unceasing warfare on the nefarious liquor 
traffic. We want neither high nor low license, but total prohibition. 
We stand for sobriety, purity and righteousness. 

The pastors have carefully presented the benevolent work of our 
great church to the people and they have made favorable response. 
The Pasadena District has not simply maintained the high mark 
reached last year, but the statistical tables show a good advance. 
But, brethren, while we roll up good collections for China, Japan 
and India, and all our foreign fields, we are not doing our duty to 
the weak places in our own Conference. We have several men toiling 
on a mere pittance; we must help these brethren. We do not ask 
to withhold your gifts from Foreign Missions, or even lessen them, 
but the strong must help the weak at home. 

The Woman’s Foreign and’ Home Missionary Societies are doing 
a work for God and humanity that my pen is too feeble to describe. 

Brothers F. B. Cherrington and John Pittenger ask for a-change 
of relation because of failing health. These brethren have our 
deepest sympathy. 

We have about thirty Epworth Leagues on the District, with a. 
membership of 2000. This growing army of young Christians is 
working for a noble purpose, ‘‘To promote intelligent and vital piety 
in the young members and friends of the church, to aid them in the 
attainment of purity of heart and constant growth in grace, and to 
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train them in works of mercy and help.’’ May all our young people 
realize the greatness of this purpose and try to carry it out. 

In all our preaching places Sunday schools are established; the 
literature and helps of our church are used. The scholars exceed 
6000, superintendents and teachers are capable, and the work being 
done is of priceless value. 

The District is the youngest in the Conference—just four years 
since it was formed. We began with thirty charges; we now have 
torty. The increase in membership is large, in pastoral support $5835, 
and in benevolent collections $7436. - The increase in the valuation 
of church property is $126,950. If we could have had the reports of 
this year these figures would have been largely increased. 

Dr. W. L. Sterling, pastor of Asbury Church, this city, reports a 
gift from one of his members of $15,000 to establish a girls’ school in 
Foochow, China, to be known as the ‘‘Payne Memorial School,’’ in 
memory of a little daughter who died some years ago. In addition, 
he has left money amounting to more than $15,000 which at the 
death of the persons to whom it was entrusted will go to help to 
maintain the school. The work of Asbury Church during the last 
few years is worthy of favorable mention. It has built a fine 
auditorium, paid all the indebtedness but $1800, which will be can- 
celed this coming year. 

In conelusion I take no credit for the good work reported; it belongs 
to the faithful pastors who have carefully supervised every detail 
of their work, and to the generous people who are ever ready to 
give for the extension of the Kingdom of God. 

I give thanks to God for the blessings bestowed, for the privilege 
of working in His church, and for its sacred fellowships, and to my 
brethren in the ministry and laity for constant kindness and faithful 
co-operation,

SAN DIEGO DISTRICT. 


John L. Pitner read his report, as follows: 
Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

Through the providence of God, the year progressed prosperously 
and closes pleasantly. Very little has occurred to hinder the efforts 
of the pastors. Sickness has visited the families of few, but did not 
tarry long. 

The closing year has been an eventful one. Hard and successful 
labors have been the rule. The pastors began energetically the work 
assignd them, and, with rare enthusiasm, brushed all obstacles aside, 
achieving splendid results in all lines of church work. 

In the statistics you will read the story of their successes, written 
but in part. The full scope of the services rendered is not adequately 
recorded in the cold figures that crowd the columns of the statistical 
tables. 
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Early in the year F. A. Leak was taken ill, and it was found 
necessary to remove him from Holtville, and he was appointed to 
Murrietta, where he soon regained his wonted health. G. C, Skafte 
was transferrel from the Troy Conference and appointed to Holtville. 

A. M. Gibbons returned to First Church, San Diego, after the last 
session of the Conference; he remained for a few weeks, then resigned 
the charge, surrendered his parchment and withdrew from the ministry 
and membership of the church. 

After some unavoidable delay, L. T. Guild was transferred from 
the Wesley Church, Minneapolis, Minn., and stationed at the First 
Chureh, San Diego. He has proven the wisdom of the arrangement 
by meeting the delicate situation in a masterly way. 

At Taylor Church and La Mesa the brother appointed to supply 
the work found it necessary to retire owing to an affection of the 
throat, and H. H. Weyant, otf Topeka, Kan., was secured to take the 
city end of the circuit. 

Over-fatigue from long hard labor in building the church at Orange 
eaused T, H. Woodward to ask for a prolonged vacation, and Henry 
Riossy, a local elder, well equipped for the work, has performed al] 
the duties of pastor until now. 

During the year C. W. Dane was transferred to the New York 
East Conference, and F. L. Buckwalter was in exchange transferred 
to us and to Arlington Station, Riverside. This case demands the 
attention of the Conference, on account of the state of health in 
which we found Bro. Buckwalter on his arrival. He was and is still 
a very sick man. 


Orange 


Already we have referred incidentally to the new church at Orange. 
It is by far the most commodious and tasteful edifice of the kind | 
in that beautiful little city. The dedicatory services consumed an 
entire week, during which time sermons were preached by a number 
of the brethren. The dedicatory sermon was preached by Eli MeClish. 
The house was formally dedicated by the Presiding Elder. 
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Calexico 


The church at Calexico is the most modern and beautiful in the 
Valley. It was dedicated without the common ordeal of money 
raising. The debt was fully provided for by good subscriptions, 
Much credit is due the pastor, W. M. Harkness, a recent transfer 
from Kansas. 


San Diego 


First Church, San Diego, is a great building. It would be difficult 
to find a more convenient or beautiful temple of worship. The ground 
on which it is erected is one hundred and fifty feet square, and the 
building practically covers it all. There are more than forty rooms, 
with every facility known to the modern Sunday School worker, and 
all the appointments of an up-to-date church are found there. A 
chime of bells will soon grace the ample tower and be the occasion 
of a novel and imposing service. 

The dedication of the church was a great occasion for those devoted 
Methodists who had waited long, weary years for the realization of 
their hopes. Governor Buchtell, of Colorado, one of our ministerial 
brethren, was present and preached morning and evening. Twenty 
thousand dollars was raised; and at night the Presiding Elder read 
the ritual, solemnly dedicating what many think the most perfect 
and convenient Methodist Church in the West. 
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Pacific Beach 


At Colton plans have been adopted for a modern building, to be 
erected on the lots adjacent to the present church. Great pains have 
been taken to have, at once, a building not only beautiful but con- 
venient. The money has been subscribed and work will soon begin. 

Brawley and Silsbee, in the Imperial Valley, have raised the funds 
to build two more good churehes in that rapidly growing part of our 
territory. 

Much money has been expended in repairing and improving the 
churches and parsonages. 

Artesia, Buena Park, Clair, Colton, Corona, Highlands, National 
City, Rialto, San Diego Central Church and San Jacinto have made 
substantial improvements. Particular mention should be made of 
Highlands, where new costly pews have been placed in the auditorium. 
Central Church, San Diego, has placed elegant pews and electric lights 
in the church. 

During the year Imperial has built a handsome parsonage, wel] 
adapted to the weather conditions of the Valley. Grace Church, 
Redlands, has recently purchased a neat house, convenient to the 
church, to be used as a parsonage. 

Del Rosa has paid the last dollar of indebtedness on the parsonage, 
and has in view a lot on which to eventually build a church. 

Fullerton, too, has burned the last note owing on the parsonage 
there, and is entirely free from debt. 

The ten thousand dollars debt on First Church, Riverside, is rapidly 
diminishing. [ was present when the ninth one-thousand-dollar note 
was cremated. Ah, that was a beautiful blaze! Only one more note 
remains, and a rapidly-filling treasury will soon bring entire emanci- 
pation from the debt. At other points small obligations have been 
no less heroically met by willing churches. 

Imperial Valley is no longer a part of San Diego County. A divi- 
sion has occurred and the new county starts with every prospect of 
great prosperity to be long continued. El Centro has been chosen 
as the capital of the county. We are on the ground and have a fine 
location, A good-sized congregation and Sunday School has been 
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gathered. A pastor will be sent there, with every reason for unusual 
growth. 

Taylor Chureh has been organized during the year. The membership 
is increasing, and lots have been secured for a proposed building. 
Taylor Church is on University Heights, San Diego. 

Olinda is a new name to us. Some miles to the eastward of Fuller- 
ton is a thickly-settled country, and from thence came a ery like the 
one from Macedonia of old. We have responded, and a pastor will 
be at work there soon. 

National City appears independent, and, as the city is growing 
rapidly, we fully expect the church to share the common prosperity. 
Nestor and Otay will constitute a new circuit. 

Silsbee has demonstrated ability to sustain an independent organiza- 
tion and has become one of the more thrifty charges of the Valley. 

Winchester, in the Perris Valley, has awakened from a long sleep. 
New families have moved into the community, a class has been 
formed and regular services are being held. It is the plan to unite 
this point with Florida and make a circuit. 


Grace Church, Riverside 


Grace Church, Riverside, appears for the first time. It leaps full- 
fledged from the heart of First Church. Through the generosity of 
the Mother Church a very modern chapel has been erected east of 
the Santa Fe and Salt Lake tracks. The cost will aggregate about 
$6000 when the lights and furnishings are in, A membership of 
one hundred and fifty awaits the coming of the first pastor. This 
is a splendid move, and the years will not be many before a very 
strong church will exist on the east side. 

This is a record-breaking year on the district in the matter of gifts 
to the benevolences. All the interests have been carefully guarded, 
and the statistics will reveal a substantial advance over the aggre- 
gates of last year. The steady, phenomenal growth in the amounts 
given to missions, from year to year, has been a source of gratitude. 
The munificent gift to missions of $10,344 last year was larger than 
that of some entire Conferences, but this year the offering amounts 
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to $15,300. The largest special gift to missions was that of Mr, Hall, 
who sends $1000 to help the work in Porto Rico. While all have 
done well, Central Church, San Diego; First Church, San Bernardino; 
First Church, Riverside, and Corona have made unusual gains. 

The district is a great giver. Last year the gifts were more than 
twenty-four dollars per member; this year I am sure the per capita 
is larger. One of the smaller churches has just informed me that 
the thirty-three members, mostly all in moderate circumstances, gave 
to all purposes this year $97.00 per member. 

We have in F. P. Sigler a great apostle of tithing. His fine ad- 
vocacy of the ‘‘Tithe Covenant Plan’’ has resulted in golden harvests 
for many of the churches. 

Some churches which, a few years ago, were paying five and six 
hundred dollars salary, and paying them with difficulty, are now, 
without apparent effort, advancing to the $1000 and $1200 mark. 

In this day, when results are the things aimed at, we should be 
willing to try what God seems to bless. 

On many of the charges successful meetings have been held, with 
evident benefit to the churches in the numbers added to the rolls, 
and the very general revival of interest in things spiritual. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies. This efficient auxiliary, organized in 
most of the charges, has been constant in labors. Debts have been 
paid, the sick and afflicted comforted, strangers visited, and many 
parsonages made brighter and more comfortable by their skillful and 
willing hands. 

The Missionary Societies managed by our sisters have accomplished 
wonders in money raising and all the other matters pertaining to 
the causes represented by them. 

The Sunday Schools and Epworth Leagues are in a prosperous con- 
dition. The number of scholars in the schools is greater, and the 
League membership has grown rapidly. 

Since I have traveled the district it has been my desire to sce 
the preachers more liberally paid. The advance in salaries has been 
steady, if not at all times satisfactory. We have reached a better 
average, but we are yet too far from our ideals. 

The needs of many of the brethren have been pressed upon me 
in so many ways. How some of them get on at all I cannot see. 

After much thought and close observation, I came to the conclusion 
that we have the remedy largely in our own hands. It is Christian 
for the strong to bear the burdens of the weak. Acting on the 
suggestion necessity offered, a plan was matured to relieve the 
situation. A tentative constitution was prepared and will be offered 
to this body for ratification. 

Concluding, I must express my gratitude for the hearty co-operation 
of the pastors and officials, and thank them for the many kindnesses 
shown. Three years ago we determined to bring the district to the 
highest degree of efficiency, and long strides have been made in that 
direction, None but the optimistic can be happy in the pulpits of the 
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San Diego District. We have no easy places. We want none. Oppor- 
tunity must be met with enthusiasm, industry, tact and faith on the 
part of all who labor there. 


Question II—Question 2 was called, ‘‘Who have been readmitted?”’ 
Upon recommendation of the Committee on Conference Relations, 
E. E. Damon was readmitted. 


Question V—Question 5 was called, ‘‘Who have been continued on 
trial>’? KE. Guy Talbot, E. E. Price and W. F. Lusk were called, 
their characters were passed, the Registrar reported, and they were 
advanced to studies of the second year.

C. W. Dane was said to be transferred. 

A. G, Lerma was called, his character passed, the Registrar reported, 
and he was advanced to studies of the fourth year, conditioned in 
‘‘Land of Israel.’’ 

F. H. Ross, H. H. Hunt and A. B. Embree were called, their char- 
acters were passed, the Registrar reported, and they were continued 
in studies of the third year. 


Question V—Question 5 was called, ‘‘Who have been continued on 
trial???’ 

J. C. Elkins was called, the Registrar reported, the Bishop spoke 
of his work in Panama, and he was continued in studies of the third 
year. 

Luther A. Rice was called, his character was passed, the Registrar 
reported, and he was continued in studies of the third year and left 
without appointment to attend one of our schools. 

J. A. Crouch was called, his character was passed, the Registrar 
reported, and he was continued in studies of the third year. 


Question IX—Question 9 was called, ‘‘What members are in studies 
of the fourth year?’’ 

Paul Penzotti, B. A. Johnson and Charles A. Wentworth were called, 
their characters were passed, the Registrar reported, and upon motion 
of their respective Presiding Elders they were continued in the studies 
of the fourth year. 


Transfer—The Bishop announced the transfer of Ole N. Oleson from 
the North Dakota Conference. 


Question X—Question 10 was called, ‘‘What members have com- 
pleted the Conference Course of Study?”’ 

T. C. Knowles, Ole N. Oleson, W. L. Summers and G. W. Deniston 
were called, their characters passed, the Registrar reported, and they 
were discharged from the Course of Study and elected to Elder’s 
orders. 
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B. S. Haywood—The Bishop called B. 8. Haywood, Superintendent 
of the Porto Rican Mission, to the platform, and he spoke of the 
excellent work being done by Paul Penzotti. He recounted some- 
thing of the trials and triumphs of Methodism and Americanism in 
the island and bespoke for the workers in Roman Catholic countries 
the sympathies and prayers of the brethren. 

At the request of W. A. Betts, J. M. Taylor was made Chairman 
of the Committee on Benevolences. 


Adjournment—The announcements were made, the Doxology was 
sung, and the benediction was pronounced by B. 8. Haywood.

Transfers—The Bishop announced the transfers of L. T. Guild 
from the Northern Minnesota Conference, and J. A. Johnson from 
the Central Illinois Conference. On motion of J. L. Pitner, A. M. 
Gibbons was permitted to withdraw under the provision of Ques- 
tion XIX. 


Public Worship—The following committee was appointed on Pulpit 
Supply: A. W. Adkinson, G. E. Foster and R. 8. Fisher. 


Statistics—The brethren presented their reports to the Statistical 
Secretary and Conference Treasurer. 

The Secretary read a communication from the Treasurer of the 
Episcopal fund, and it was referred to the Presiding Elders for appor- 
tionment to the various districts. 


Question XVIII—‘‘ Who have been located?’’ was called. None. 

On motion of W. A. Knighten, it was ordered that F. D. Mather 
have the privilege of selecting associate counsel, if he so desire, before 
the select number. 

The time of the meeting of the select number was fixed for Thurs- 
day at 2 p.m. 

On motion of R. S. Fisher, the following were appointed a Com- 
mittee on Men’s Work: V. H. Brink, F. D. Mather, E. A. Healy, 
T. C. Knowles and E. J. Inwood. 

The Conference adjourned with the benediction by E. J. Inwood.

Book Concern—The Bishop presented a report of the work of the 
Book Concern for the past year, and it was read by the Secretary 
and referred to the Committee on Publishing Interests. 


Deaconess Board—W. A. Knighten presented the report of the Con- 
ference Deaconess Board and it was adopted. (See Report.) 


Question XXX—Question 30 was called, ‘‘Where shall the next 
Conference be held?’’ 

There being but one place placed in nomination, upon motion of 
S. A. Thomson, Los Angeles was selected as the place for the Con- 
ference of 1908. 


Conference Entertainment Committee—S. A. Thomson moved that 
the Presiding Elders and the pastors of Los Angeles be a committee 
to arrange for the entertainment of the Conference of 1908. 

S. J. Carrol offered the following resolution: 

Whereas, Our civil and religious leaders are having their attention 
drawn more and more to South America, and we are so fortunate as 
to have with us a man than whom no living man is more fully 
informed concerning that continent; and, 

Whereas, Wherever his great lecture on South America has been 
delivered it has created a profound impression; therefore, 

Resolved, That we invite him to deliver that lecture next Monday 
evening. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 


State of the Church—Robert Barton presented the report of the 
Committee on State of the Church, and it was adopted. (See Report.)

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Miss Mabel Lamb, a Deaconess, was introduced and addressed the 
Conference on the work of the San Francisco Bible Training School.

Charles H. Scott, Samuel Hughes, G. E. Twomley, C. W. Roberts, 
J. C. Elkins and W. F. Lusk were called, and all responded except 
Samuel Hughes and J. C. Elkins. 


Bishop Neely’s Address—‘‘A Charge to Keep I Have’’ was sung, 
and the class was addressed by the Bishop, who spoke of the import- 
ance of the minister being a speaker, and urged strict self-examination 
as to the purpose in entering the ministry. He emphasized the fact 
that the preacher must be a student, that he must preach the Serip- 
ture, must be a shepherd of souls, yet he must conserve his strength, 
physical, mental and spiritual. 

Oliver Saylor, who is on probation in another Conference, waa 
asked the questions with the other members of the class. 

The class answered the regular disciplinary questions; they reported 
whether they had taken the benevolent collections, and were excused.

Charles H. Scott was called, the Registrar reported, he was repre- 
sented by his Presiding Elder, admitted to full membership, and 
advanced to studies of the third year. 


Samuel Hughes was called, the Registrar reported, and because of 
his unavoidable absence he was continued in studies of the second 
year, with permission to take the studies of the third year. 


G. EK. Twomley, C. W. Roberts and W. F. Lusk were called, the 
Registrar reported, their Presiding Elders represented their cases, 
they were admitted to full membership in the Conference, elected 
to Deacon’s orders, and advanced to studies of the third year.

Resolved, That this Conference request our United States Senator 
and Congressman to aid in securing a pension for C, W. Tarr, one of 
our preachers, who was honorably discharged from the service by 
reason of sickness contracted in the army before he had been three 
months in the government ranks. 

The Bishop and Secretary were instructed to certify to this resolu. 
tion and forward it to the proper parties. 


Constitutional Amendment Number One—The Secretary read the 
amendment which provided for the election of Bishops for races and 
languages. The vote was taken, resulting as follows: 

Yeas—17. Noes—127. 


W. S. Matthew—W. S. Matthew, representing the Board of Home 
Missions, was introduced and addressed the Conference. He was 
interrupted by the return of the tellers. 

There were 167 ballots, but no candidate received a majority. 
Another ballot was taken. The tellers retired. 

The Conference adjourned until 2 o’clock. The benediction was 
pronounced by W. 8. Matthew.

Bishop’s Lecture—The Bishop announced the receipt of a check 
for $125, the amount of the offering made-at the lecture given by 
him on Monday evening. The Bishop thanked the Conference and 
stated that it would be appropriately used in the South American 
work. 


Board of Stewards—J. C. Elliott read the trial report of the Board 
of Stewards, showing that the Conference has been able to disburse 
over $13,000, the best provision ever made in the history of our Con- 
ference. The report was adopted. 


Question XXVII—Question 27 was called, ‘‘What are the claims 
on the Conference Fund?’’? The Beard of Stewards reported $14,000 
as claims on the Conference funds. 


Question XXVIII—Question 28 was called ,‘‘ What has been received 
on these claims, and how has it been applied?’’? The Board of Stew- 
ards reported $13,009 received on these claims. (Hor distribution of 
these claims see the Stewards’ report.) 


Central California Territory—H. W. Peek presented the following 
resolutions and they were adopted: 


Whereas, The commissions of the California Conference and South- 
ern California Conference have agreed, and Bishop Thomas B. Neely 
has consented, to the return to the Southern California Conference 
of the territory lying along its northern boundary; and 

Whereas, The church property in the city of Merced, within the

presented the report of the Committee on Memorials to the Generai 
Conference. The memorial of the Troy Conference asking for the 
restoration of the time limit was presented by the committee without 
recommendation. 

J. A. Johnson moved that this Conference concur. The motion 
was lost. 

The committee reported the memorial of the New York Conference 
providing for the election of Presiding Elders by vote of the Con- 
ference, and recommended its adoption. After thorough discussion 
it was adopted by a vote of 79 yeas and 42 nays. 

The committee reported the memorial of the New Hampshire Con- 
ference providing for Episcopal supervision by the same Bishops 
over one district for a quadrennium, without recommendation. The

nays. 

The committee reported the memorial of the Lay Electoral Con- 
ference of the Southern California Conference, providing that the 
work of the Presiding Elders be so arranged that the holding of the 
Second and Third Quarterly Conferences be delegated to the pastors, 
so that the Presiding Elders may be free for the work of aggressive 
evangelism. The Conference concurred by a vote of 121 yeas to 


5 nays. 
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The committee reported the memorial of the Lay Electoral Con- 
ference providing for a joint session of the Lay Electoral Conference 
and the annual Conference once a quadrennium for the consideration 
of all questions pertaining to General Conference except the election 
of General Conference delegates. The Conference concurred by a 
vote of 89 yeas to 18 nays.

He gave the men 
of the Conference a strong exhortation dealing with the ethics of the 
itinerary.

REV. F. W. JOHNSON. 


Rey. Frank W. Johnson was born at Hast Tilton, N. H., in 1851, 
After a course in school he took charge of a colored mission school 
at Charleston, 8. ©., for two years. At the age of 24 Rey. Johnson 
began to preach at West Randolph, Vt. He married Miss Katherine 
Swift of that town. The young 
couple shortly afterward removed 
to Custer City, in the Black Hills, 

South Dakota. 

From Custer City, Rev. Bro. 
Johnson went to Phoenix, Ariz. 
He preached both in Globe and 
Phoenix. Finally, in delicate 
health, the earnest home mission- 
ary removed to this state with his 
family. He located at Boyle 
Heights and rapidly regained his 
health. He soon achieved a great 
reputation as a church builder. 
He was instrumental in erecting 
several churches in this state. On 
more than one occasion he paid 
out his last dollar in order that 
chureh construction might go on. . 
He leaves two children. Rey. Mr. Johnson later went to Long Beach 
to live. : 

Some time ago his sight failed and he became unable to perform 
chureh work, but organized a home department Sunday School, which 
included 100 members at the time of his death. 

3r0. Johnson was an untiring toiler for the cause he loved. He 
left behind him several monuments in churches erected under his 
fostering care, in which he put a wealth of unfailing love and many 
hard-earned dollars. He always endeared himself to the people he 
served. 

He was an example of good cheer and hopefulness in the midst of 
his many afflictions. I have never known a case where so many ills 
seemed to center in one man, yet he was so encompassed by the 
encircling grace of God as to be buoyed up and tided over the waves 
of disaster. 
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REV. A. M. OGBORN. 


Amos Martin Ogborn was born at Pine Village, Indiana, January 20, 


1856. On February 9, 1871, in the old Methodist Church of Pine 
Village he was born again. He was licensed as a local preacher 
September 8, 1877, and in 1880 was appointed preacher in charge of 
Ambria Cireuit, Indiana. He 
was admitted on trial in the 
Northwest Indiana Conference, 
September 5, 1881, transferred 
two years later by Bishop Peck 
to Nebraska Conference, received 
in full connection and ordained 
Deacon by Bishop Wiley Septem- 
ber 9, 1883, and ordained Elder 
by Bishop Andrews at Seward, 
Nebraska, September 20, 1885. He 
served Ambria, Indiana; Rising 
City, Nebraska; Raymond, Utica, 
and transferred to Southern Cali- 
fornia Conference in 1886. Dur- 
ing his stay with us he has served 
in the following charges:  Es- 
condido, Murietta, National City, 
Lompoc, Arroyo Grande, South 
Riverside (now Corona). At this appointment he broke down ané 
went to Los Angeles for treatment. In September he took a super- 
annuated relation and had a surgical operation performed, from which 
he never fully recovered. In March, 1898, he went to Glendale, Ari- 
zona, which appointment he supplied until our Conference in Septem- 
ber, when he returned to us, was again made effective, and appointed 
to Hueneme. The following year he organized our work at Oxnard. 
At the close of these two years of service, on account of ill health, 
he was again made supply, and in 1902 asked for superannuated 
relation, whieh he has sustained ever since. 

He was married on August 26, 1877, to Miss Jennie Gray, who died 
in March, 1881, leaving him with two children, Eva and Everett. 
On December 27, 1882, he was united in marriage to Josie M. Jones. 
Four children were born to them, three of whom are living—Raymond, 
Gladys and Gerald. For sixteen weeks he had been sick. All that 
loving care and attention could do was done for him, but all in vain, 
and on Friday morning, November 23, 1906, at- twenty minutes to 
eight o’clock, he was not, for God took him. 

It has been my privilege to be Bro. Ogborn’s pastor twice, first 
in Boyle Heights and again in Riverside. A more faithful, helpful, . 
loving, devoted Methodist preacher could not be found, and for one 
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who loves to preach and longs to be in active service, the superan- 
nuated relation is not easy. It is easier to march than to wait, easier 
to do God’s will than to suffer it, but Bro. Ogborn was sweet and 
patient and submissive through it all. Did you ever hear him pray? 
Few men that I have known seemed to have learned that holy art 
as he had done. It came as the result of long vigils alone with God, 
linked to a life of closest fellowship and complete surrender to 
Christ. 

John, Wesley said, ‘‘Our people die well.’’ That is still true. A 
consecrated life means a triumphal death, and it was so with our 
brother. There was no gloom or shadow or darkness as his feet drew 
near the Jordan. 

I remember one day at the hospital, he said to me: ‘‘My feet 
seem to be slipping, but they will soon be on solid ground. I have 
had a marvelous experience since I have been here, and it gets more 
wonderful every day.’’ 

His last act of publie service was on Sunday morning, July 22nd, 
when he baptized by immersion an entire family who had recently 
found Jesus. Now he has entered the fuller, richer service of the 
skies. There they serve God day and night in His temple. 

As I think of Bro. Ogborn’s Christly life and remember his victor- 
ious, triumphant going out, I say to myself, that if such dying follows 
such living, my life shall be all for Jesus. God grant to us all that 
when we shall be called to exchange the shadows of this mortal life 
for the unseen realities of eternity, we may be able to say as truth- 
fully as could our Bro. Ogborn, ‘‘I have fought a good fight, I have 
finished my course.’’

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REV. THOMAS E. ROBINSON. 


Rev. Thomas E. Robinson was born in Winton, Westmoreland, Eng- 
.and, July 20, 1836. He was converted in young manhood, and at 
once began Christian work, serving as class leader and conducting 
evangelistic services. He came to America in 1874 and entered the 
regular work of the ministry in 
the St. Louis Conférence. He 
was ordained Deacon April 2, 
1876, by Bishop Jesse T. Peck, 
and Elder, March 30, 1879, by 
Bishop Isaac W. Wiley. He 
served Hartville, Licking, Leba- 
non, Carthage and Holden in that 
Conference. In connection with 
his ministerial labors he also took 
a course in the McKendree Col- 
lege at Lebanon, IIL, graduating 
in June, 1882. 

He was transferred to the 
Southern California Conference in 
1883, and served the following 
charges: Compton, Asbury, Los 
Angeles, Santa Barbara, Monro- 
via,, Central, Los Angeles, Alham- 
bra, Newman, Los Angeles and Garvanza. Under his lead, and 
by much toil with his own hands, Central and Newman Churches 
and the chapel at Garvanza were erected. He was closely identified 
with many interests pertaining to the Redeemer’s cause in this Con- 
ference. In all of these he was faithful and painstaking. He was 
a genial, open-hearted, true-spirited man. He professed and lived a 
fully devoted life. His preaching was clear, scriptural and tender; 
sinners were converted and Christians built up in faith and love. 
He was a wise teacher in the deep things of God. A close student of 
the Word, having a well-balanced mind, he carefully avoided mysti- 
cism and fanaticism. He was a faithful pastor, beloved by young 
and old. , 

Late in July, 1904, he was stricken with paralysis and was obliged 
to retire from active service. This affliction he patiently endured, 
rejoicing that he had been permitted to preach the Gospel for more 
than forty years. He greatly desired to be present at the. opening 
session of our last Conference that he might partake of the Holy 
Sacrament with his brethren once more. This he was permitted to 
do, and to him and others it was a solemn yet glorious event, for all’ 
felt it would be his last communion on earth.

Rev. W. H. Jennings was born in Warren county, Ohio, January 21, 
1859, and departed this life at his home in Cloverdale, Ind., October 4, 
1906. He attended school at Ohio Wesleyan University one year, and 
at DePauw University at Greencastle, Ind., nearly three years. He 
also attended the ‘‘ Phy- 
sio Medical College’’ at 
Indianapolis, where he [© 
graduated, and in the 
class of 1887 received 
the degree of M.D. This 
profession he had chosen 
for his life work, yet he 
felt the call of the Spirit 
to the work of the Chris- 
tion ministry so urgently 
that two years atter 
graduation he gave up 
his profession and joined 
the Nebraska Conference 
and was appointed to 
the Wanneta Cireuit. He 
was later transferred to 
the Indiana Conference 
and entered DePauw 
University, and was ap- 
pointed to Quincy and 
Cloverdale charges suc- 
cessively. From the last 
charge he transferred to 
the Puget Sound Confer- 
ence, Washington, and was stationed at Slaughter, and the next fall 
was appointed to Montesano. He remained in this charge two years, 
and was transferred to the Southern California Conference and sta- 
tioned at Artesia. At the end of two years he took a supernumerary 
relation and went East. The following September he returned to 
California and was appointed to Westminster. At the end of the year 
he was sent to Highlands, where he remained three years. He was 
then sent to Fullerton, but on account of failing health he resigned 
his charge the following January, and returned to Highland, and in

April went East again. In July last, after weeks and months of 
intense suffering, the longed-for summons came for him to come up 
higher, and with an eager joy he hastened to obey his Lord, and 
sweetly and calmly he passed from among us to join loving friends 
upon the other shore, 

Rey. Mr. Jennings was ordained Deacon by Bishop Walden at Puyal- 
lup, Washington, August 21, 1892, and Elder by Bishop Joyce in 
Tacoma, Washington, September 8, 1894. He was united in marriage 
to Jennie A. Clark, August 9, 1893, and attended the session of his 
Conference for the last time at Pomona in 1902. 

Rev. Mr. Jennings was a man of far more than ordinary ability 
as a preacher. He was a faithful and truly sympathetic pastor, 
entering fully into all the sorrows and sufferings of his people.

THE REV. ROBERT SAMUEL MACLAY, D. D. 


Dr. Maclay’s life has been a most memorable one. Brought up in 
a Christian home, where the Catechism was taught and the Holy 
Scriptures were studied, in early life he found the Savior. His higher 
education was received at Dickinson College, where he obtained his 
B. A. and M. A. Then in due 
time his Alma Mater honored him 
with D. D. 

In 1847, having offered himself 
for mission work, he was sent as 
one of our first missionaries to 
China. But in a short time, the 
head of the mission retiring from 
the field, Dr. Maclay was put in 
charge, and was for many years 
the Superintendent. At Foo Chow 
especially did this faithful mis- 
sionary devote himself to study 
and preaching. He not only 
learned that most difficult lan- 
guage, the Chinese, but, with Dr. 
C. C. Baldwin, compiled a diction- 
ary of the Foo Chow dialect, a 
fine volume of 1160 pages. Then 
he translated the New Testament into the same dialect. Also in that 
great city he had a part in founding the Anglo-Chinese College. 

In 1873 our missionary authorities, thus having had experience of 
his efficiency, transferred him to Japan, where he founded a mission 
that has developed in a most marvelous manner over that whole 
empire. Here, again, he applied himself to study and mastered 
another most difficult language. His scholarship being of a high order, 
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in 1883 he was made first President of the Ei Wa Gakko, a college 
which embraced the Philander Smith Biblical Institute and an Anglo- 
Japanese Academy. Further, Dr. Maclay was a memberof the Com- 
mission that translated the Holy Seriptures into the Japanese lan- 
guage. and gave valuable service in rendering the New Testament into 
the speech of the people. 

Some time ago our Missionary Society was moved to seek an en- 
trance into Korea, and Dr. Maclay was appointed to go to the ‘‘ Hermit 
Kingdom’’ and to secure permission from the Emperor. Previous to 
this, however, a certain Korean gentleman had brought some students 
from his country to Japan in search of western learning, and these 
students had received instruction from Mrs. Maclay. Through this 
Korean official, then in high office, the Emperor was at last prevailed 
upon to grant a favorable answer to the petition. Dr. Maclay himself 
thus deseribes the never-to-be-forgotten event: ‘‘When I called next 
morning on the Minister to hear the result, T knew instantly it was 
a success. = I heard his ringing voice announcing, ‘The King 
has granted your request most willingly. Now tell your society to 
send men at once and commence work immediately.’ ’’ 

Our dear sainted brother has three valid claims to distinction and 
to gratitude from the church he was pre-eminently a founder of mis- 
sions, a translator of the Holy Scriptures, and an educator, Even 
after his great life work in foreign countries was completed, the 
chureh did not let him rest, but appointed him as Dean of the College 
of Theology, which his honored brother, the late Senator Maclay, 
established at San Fernando. 

Dr. Maclay was trusted, honored and loved by his brethren. He 
was a delegate to the first Ecumenical Council of Methodism which 
met in London, England, in 1881, and to the General Conference of 
our church which met in New York in 1888. He stood in high places 
not by means of self-seeking, but his pre-eminence was won by sound 
scholarship and Christian fidelity to duty. Rare must have been 
his application as a student and his ability to acquire knowledge. 
He was certainly one of the most accomplished sinologues in this 
country. But his deep piety gave him the simplicity and sincerity 
of a child, while his beautiful life furnished an unanswerable witness 
to the truth of the blessed Gospel which he preached for more than 
half a century in three of the greatest languages on earth. 

As was fitting, on Sunday morning, August 18th, in the 84th year 
of his eventful life, this founder of missions in great peace entered 
into the Holy City. ‘‘The weary wheels of life stood still at last.’’ 
The funeral was held at the residence of his nephew, Dr. J. P. Widney, 
when loving and grateful tributes were paid to his memory. Then 
he was laid to rest, in sure and certain hope of a glorious resurrec- 


tion.’’? ‘‘The memory of the just is blessed.’’

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MRS. O. L. BARSTOW 

Lottie Jane Mooers was born in St. Joseph, Mich., November 17, 
1859. She came to California with her parents while yet a child. She 
was married to the Rev. Ormand L. Barstow in 1880, and for eight 
years shared with him the lights and shadows of itinerant life. Rey. 
Mr. Barstow was a devoted and talented minister of the Gospel, but 
his health failed early and he died at Plano, Cal., leaving his young 
wife and three children. Early in her widowhood Mrs. Barstow set- 
tled with her little ones in Pomona and soon became vitally identified 
with the life of the church in that place. She loved her Savior with 
a heroic and undying love, and her soul burned with desire to work 
for Him. She took charge of the Children’s Class, and for four years 
conducted a remarkable work of salvation among the children. Many 
were converted and received into the church from Mrs. Barstow’s 
class. The writer, who was her pastor during those years, considers 
her work with children the most beautiful and fruitful he has ever 
known. Mrs. Barstow was an all-round Christian. She was an ex- 
ample in all things. She carefully tithed her meagre income, and 
as a result was often the largest giver to the beneyolences in the 
church. Her life, and that of her family, gives proof that God keeps 
His promise to honor those who honor Him. Every one of her chil- 
dren, though frail in childhood, has grown to splendid maturity, has 
completed a university training, and entered upon a successful career. 
For this end their devoted mother toiled and planned. When that 
was accomplished she seemed to feel that her life work was done, 
and sank gradually to the end. Her last days were as serene and 
beautiful as a summer evening of the land she loved so well. She 
fell asleep at Covina, Cal., February, 1907. Many arise to call her 
blessed.

MRS. FRANCIS M. MOODY. 


Grace Butler Mix was the daughter of Hon. John B. Mix and Emily 
E. Hull of Wallingford, Conn. Our sister was born Mareh 19, 1873. 
She graduated from Wallingford High School and then attended 
Rosemary Hall, a select classical school located in her native town, 
She attained high rank in the study of history, English literature, 
French, German, Greek and Latin. She was widely known for the 
qualities and culture of her voice in song, and filled important places 
and engagements in the world of music in many cities and towns. 
She was a gifted leader in song, and brought several choirs under 
her training to wide renown. She united with the Baptist Church 
at the age of fourteen. In the year 1895 she was married to Rey. 
Francis Miner Moody. Shortly after marriage she united with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. Their itinerant life was spent in West 
Suffield, Conn.; Bloomfield, Conn.; Floral Park, L. I.; Redding, Conn.: 
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Grace Church, Wakefield, New York City. In broken health, she came 
with her husband to Southern California in February, 1902. They 
served most acceptably at Elsinore until her failing health forced 
them aside, and they took residence in Pasadena, where, after a long 
and painful illness, she closed her mortal life, Sunday, September 22, 
1907. Her funeral services were conducted at the home by Rev. W. 
M. Sterling, assisted by the writer and Dr. A. N. Fisher.

Rules of Order 


Adopted 1885 


1. Committees of Examinations shall meet the classes on the day preceding the 
day appointed for the opening of the session of the Conference. 

2, Candidates for the Conference classes shall be marked on a scale of 100, which 
shall be the maximum, and 70 shall be the minimum and no person shall be advanced 
if conditioned in more than one study. } 

3. Conference shall meet at 8:30 a.m. spend halfan hour in devotional exercises, 
the regular business session commencing promptly at 9:00 and closing at 11:45 a. m. 

4. Theregular Standing Conimittees shall be appointed at the morning session 
oe ae ae ae Elders shall bea Committee to nominate Standing Committees. 

6, All motions must be reduced to writing at the request of the Secretary of the 
Conference or of the Presiding Officer. 

7. When a member wishes to speak he must arise and address the chair, but 
shall not proceed until he is properly recognized by the President. 

8, The President shall distinctly call the name of the member to whom he 
assigns the floor. 

g. Motions made aud seconded, reports made and accepted, shall be deemed the 
property of the Conference, and cannot be withdrawn without the consent of the 
Conference. 

1o, All motions to lay on the table, to take from the table, to indefinitely post- 
pone, shall be taken without debate. 

1 The following motions may take precedence of the original motion and pre- 
cedence of each other in the order they are here named: (1) ‘To adjourn toa given 
time. (2) Toadjourn indefinitely. (3) Totake up the order of the day. (4) Tolay 
onthetable. (5) To move the previous question. (6) To postpone to a given time. 
(7) To refer toa Committee, (8) Toamend. (9) To postpone indefinitely. 

12, Members shall not be interrupted while speaking, except by the President, 
or a member through the President, 

33. All questions of privilege must be decided by the President. 

14. No members shall speak on any questions more than once until all who wish 
have spoken. No member shall speak more than ten minutes, except by permission 
of the Conference, Nor shallit be in order to move the previous question, nor to lay 
on the table at the close of aspeech iu which the pending question has beeu discussed. 

15. The one who offers a motion or resolution may have five minutes to close the 
debate and this right shall not be forfeited by a motion ordering the previous ques- 
tion orto lay on thetable. 

16 Any person votingin the majority may move a reconsideration, but such 
motion shall not be debatable. 

17, All members are required to be present at the regular sessions of the Confer- 
ence. 

18. No one is allowed to vote outside the bar of the Conference. 

19, The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the call of one-third of 
the members present. 

20. Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule during the devo- 
tional exercises, 

21. All reports prepared for adoption shall be presented in duplicate, one copy ot 
which shall besuitably written in ink for the printer, using one side of the paper. 

22. Allpersons desiring a change in their relations shall first be considered by the 
Committee on Conference Relations. ; 

23, Applications for admission on trial orinto full connection shall be considered 
with closed doors, and no one shall be admitted except by a two-thirds vote, and said 
session shall be held each day from 11 to 12 a. m. if found necessary, 


24. The Memorial Service shall be held the first morning of the Conference. im- 
mediately following the organization.

THE CONFERENCE DEACONESS BOARD. 


This Conference has no department of Christian work of greater 
importance than the self-sacrificing and constantly increasing labor 
of tha Deaconesses. The great need of the church is for more of 
these consecrated young women. The demand for them has become 
universal, and their ministry to the sick and bereft, the poor and 
the tempted, is recognized by all as a very essential auxiliary to 
the pastor and his work. 

We are sorry we cannot report a larger number. We have fourteen 
Deaconesses, and five of these have been on leave of absence during 
the year; five parish, one evangelist, one ‘superintendent, two Travel- 
ers’ Aid, one student, one unlicensed and one nurse Deaconesses. 

The labor performed is worthy our earnest consideration.

The Conference Board of Nine, after consulting the officers of the 
Woman’s Home Missionary Society and a careful discussion of the 
question, voted unanimously to recommend the Conference to again 
increase the allowance for our Deaconesses, this time from $10.00 to 
$20.00 per month. We earnestly hope that this honorable body will 
gladly take such action, and request the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society to comply. 

After hearing again of the unhealthful atmosphere, the annoying 
rattle and noise of machinery around the Hewitt Street Home, and its 
injurious effects upon the health of our Sister Deaconesses, we recom- 
mend that the proper authorities proceed at once to secure a more 
pleasant, satisfactory and comfortable home. They can rent the old 
home until such time as it can be sold. 

We regret that the authorities were compelled to close the hospital. 
We have tested the matter far enough to know that we need a 
Methodist Hospital to be connected with our Deaconess work in this 
Conference. 

We recommend that you elect as members of the Deaconess Board 
of Nine for the term of three years, Mr. A. E. Pomeroy, Mr. Valentine 
Peyton and Mrs. D. M. Welch. 


STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


Conditions in our own country and in other lands point to the 
pressing need for increased effort along the line. The man who tells 
you that Christianity is dying out is to be classed with the man who | 
says in his heart, ‘‘There is no God.’’ As Shaler Matthews says: 
‘‘Christianity is no dying faith. It is splendidly vital. The chureh 
is not moribund. It faces dangerg, but they are born of its strength 
quite as much as of its weakness. It is not as completely in touch 
with its age as it should be, but it can be brought into closer union 
with the other forces that are making our new social order.’’ ie 
the church is facing dangers, she is not alone. Our country itself is 
face to face with one of the greatest crises in its history. The red- 
flag danger signals flutter on the free winds of our native land, while 
men of alien birth insult our flag in the ‘very streets of our strong- 
holds. Are our free institutions therefore dying out? God forbid. 
They were’ never stronger and never freer than they are today. Out 
of every struggle we gather new strength and courage and. wisdom 
for future conflicts. Then why should we fear? But if this has 
been the history of our free institutions for a hundred and thirty 
years, it has been the history of Christianity for IOS than nineteen 
hundred years. Like her Master, she may be crucified, but only to 
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rise again to a higher life and greater victories. Immortal in herself, 
she is the surest defense of our free institutions. The creation of 
Christian and patriotic sentiment is the creation of armies and navies 
when the need arises. ‘‘And the work of righteousness shall be 
peace; and the effect of righteousness, quietness and assurance fo1- 
ever.’’? (Isaiah 32:17.) If the past of the church has been glorious, 
her future shall certainly be far more glorious, for God has pr omised 
it. ‘‘The saints of the Most High shall take the euis oe and shall 
possess the kingdom forever, even forever and ever. Damir is) 
Whatever was or is the state of the church, the future is certainly 
radiant with promise, and everything is moving toward that future. 
‘Wherefore * * * speak unto the children of Israel that they 


go forward.’’ 


PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 


_ We are happy to say that ‘‘progress’’ has been the keynote of the 

year. Our gréat Book Concern has been pouring out a stream of 
general and religious literature to bless the people mentally and 
spiritually, and incidentally putting $150,000.00 into the pockets of 
our Conference claimants. 

Your committee insists that it is the religious duty of our Methodist 
pastor, as far as he possibly can, to secure his Sunday School supplies 
from our own publishing house; to do otherwise is to rop our 
Superannuates. We would also emphasize the propriety of our Ep- 
porth League being self-supporting, releasing the Book Concern of 
any expense in supporting that organization. 

We are very glad to note the vigor and prosperity that have char- 
acterized the Book Concern. The policy of the manager has ever been 
‘‘forward.’’ And this year splendid advances have been made. Our 
Depository at Berkeley is equal in every way to the best publishing 
houses in San Francisco, furnishing the best general and religious 
literature. Last year the amount of business done, in spite of the 
earthquake, footed up the splendid figure of $78,000.00; this year thus 
far $80,000.00, and by the last of October (the end of the church year) 
the amount will reach $90,000.00 or more. Our Depository at present 
occupies rented quarters, but it is hoped that soon conditions will 
be such as to permit the erection of a building worth at least 
$100,000.00. Dr. Bovard is the manager, and is most ably assisted by 
Bro. H.W. Waltz. 


Your committee is emphatic in insisting that every Methodist family 
should have a Methodist newspaper, and we commend our own Cali- 
fornia Christian Advocate. 


We pledge ourselves as a Conference to heartily support our brothers 
in their great work for our Coast Methodism in the San Francisco 
Depository. 
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WOMAN’S HOME MISSIONS. 


The auxiliary society of this Conference is one of the most aggressive 
in the connection. Financially it stands abreast with Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and Detroit. Our ladies raised this year $22,096. 

The deaconess work is fully recognized as a great helper of our 
pastors and churches. There is universal need for more of them. Our 
pastors should seek out eligible young women for this service and 
send them to the San Francisco Training School. We commend the 
recommendation of the Board of Missions to make their allowance 
$20.00 a month. 

We rejoice in the success of the Frances De Pauw Training School 
for Spanish speaking girls at Prospect Park. Through the beneficience 
of the W. H. M. 8S. and our churches this school educates and trains 
a git] for a home maker at a charge of only $50-a year. 

The Indian school on the Yuma reservation has been taken up, also. 
Here are 1000 Indians under the care of Rev. J. M.-Ochitree. This 
school came to us as a gift from the National Indian Association. 

This Conference requests the Presiding Elder of the San Diego 
District to call the attention of the Department of the Interior to 
the fact that all the children in the Indian school at Yuma are given 
over to the religious care of the Roman Catholic church, with the 
request that the religious affiliations of the children be allowed to 
be determined by the parents of the children. 

Until this year they have annually raised a goodly fund for the 
frontier preachers. They performed this service for twenty years 
and kept the wolf from the door of many a parsonage. We commend 
them and their work and desire a continuance of the good feeling and 
harmony existing between this society and our churches.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 
FINANCIAL RULES. 


1. All the funds of the Southern California Annual Conference 
shall be in the custody of its Board of Trustees and shall be held and 
administered under such rules as the Conference may from time to 
time adopt for their guidance, and such rules when once adopted shall 
not be changed except in an executive session of the Conference and 
after at least one day’s notice of the proposed change shall have 
been given. 

2, All permanent endowment funds shall be invested by the Board 
of Trustees only in first-class properties and securities, never for 
speculative purposes, but always in order to keep them safe and pro- 
duce a reasonable income for the Conference. 

3. The Trustees shall annually report to the Conference through 
their Secretary or Treasurer the condition of the various funds held 
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by them, and shall pay to the Board of Stewards the amounts in 
hand for disbursement to the Conference claimants. 

4. The Treasurer of the Board of Trustees shall give a bond, to be 
approved by the said Board, for the faithful performance of his 
duties, and his books, accounts and the securities of which he is the 
custodian shall at all times be open to the inspection of any com- 
mittee appointed by the Conference for that purpose, or of any 
member of the Conference who may ask for that privilege. 

5. The Trustees are authorized to receive cash or income producing 
property as gifts to the Conference for any of its endowment funds, 
under their agreement to pay the donors thereof a certain amount of 
annuity thereon, during the term of the donors’ life. The amount 
to be paid under such agreements with donors, shall be determined 
by the Trustees in view of the purpose of this rule—to safely facilitate 
the making of donations of money and property to the Conference as 
a religious and benevolent institution, and not as a business enter- 
prise in competition with secular annuity and insurance societies. 

6. At the close of each Conference session all unexpended balances 
of appropriations to the Conference claimants shall be returned to the 
Trustees of the Conference by the Board of Stewards, and shall be 
equitably distributed to the capital account of the Endowment Funds. 


rr 


7. The Hough Endowment Fund shall be administered by the 
acting Conference Trustees and three additional trustees, who shall 
be lay members of the church, in accordance with the terms of the 
deed of trust which constituted this fund, which deed was given 
September 14, 1895, by A. M. Hough and Anna G. Hough. 


8. The accounts of the Hough Fund shall be kept separate from 
those of other funds in the hands of the Trustees, and its securities, 
eash or other credits shall not be held in common with them, nor 
shall this fund be in any way involved in business transactions with 
other Endowment Funds in the custody of the Trustees. 


9, All monies and properties received by this Conference in trust 
for our churches, our connectional societies or other beneficiaries to 
whom we may become legally accountable, shall in every case be 
promptly reported to the Conference itself, to the church or society 
or other beneficiary interested, and paid to the proper parties as soon 
as practicable and while held by the Trustees shall be kept in separate 
accounts from the Endowment Funds of the Conference. 

10. All property, except such as is in the Hough Endowment Fund, 
whether of money, lands or other kinds of value, received for the 
support of our Conference claimants, shall be placed in two permanent 
endowment funds, to be known as the Necessitous Endowment Fund 
and the Annuity Endowment Fund. 


11. The Necessitous Fund shall consist of receipts from the fol- 
lowing’ sources: 


(1) ’- Annual collections from the churches, 
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(2) Dividends from the Chartered Fund. 

(3) Dividends from the Book Concern, 

(4) The total annual income from the Hough Fund. 
(5) Specific bequests. 


12. The net income from the investments of Necessitous Endow- 
ment Fund, together with the above-named annual receipts, shall be 
disbursed to the claimants annually through the Board of Stewards 
in accordance with such rules as the Conference may enact from time 
to time, and such disbursements shall be made to the claimants on 
the basis of their respective needs. 


13. The Annuity Fund shall consist of the following items: 

(1) All permanent endowment funds in the hands of the Con- 
ference Trustees and not otherwise specified. 

(2) All payments by the effective members of the Conference of 
one-half per cent. of their salary receipts for the current year, includ- 
ing rental value of parsonages and missionary appropriations; pro- 
vided that no payment shall be less than $3.00, and provided further 
that two probationary years may be counted for the purpose of this 
rule as effective years after a probationer’s reception into full mem- 
bership. 

(3) All otherwise unappropriated funds which the Conference may 
set aside for this purpose. 

(4) Specific gifts and bequests. 

14. The income of the Annuity Endowment Fund shall be admin- 
istered as follows: 

First—The net annual income shall be paid to the claimants who 
have paid their assessments to the fund, in shares proportionate to 
the number of their annual payments. Should any member voluntarily 
relinquish his share, or should any share allowed not be claimed within 
one year, it shall be added to the permanent capital of the fund. 

Second—Upon the death of a claimant, his widow shall receive the 
full amount of his claim, and upon her death or marriage, the children 
ef the claimant shall receive the full amount of his claim till they 
reach the age of 16 years. 

15. When a member in good standing, who has paid assessments 
to the Annuity Endowment Fund, ceases to be a member of this Con- 
ferenec he may, if he applies for it within one year, receive back 
the full amount of his payments; otherwise all claims terminate with 
his membership in the Conference. 

16. All annual assessments in the Annuity Endowment Fund are 
due of the first day of each Conference session, and become delinquent 
thirty days thereafter. Not more than two delinquent assessments, 
bearing 6 per cent. interest from the date when they become due, 


shall be received. 
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EPWORTH LEAGUE. 


The Epworth League of the Southern California Conference has 
closed the most encouraging year’s work of its history. 

We note with pleasure not only a substantial increase in membher- 
ship but a rising tide of interest. 

We hail with delight the organization of the State Epworth League 
of Southern California and most heartily indorse it. 

We pledge our support to our efficient General Secretary, Dr. E. M. 
Randall, and commend to all our young people ‘‘The Epwortn 
Herald,’’ so ably edited by Dr. Herbin. 

We recommend that the Conference organization be merged into 
what is now known as the State Epworth League of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

In closing we recognize the splendid work being accomplished for 
the young people of the Southern California Conference by our Uni- 
versity, and we express the sincere hope that soon all our people, 


young and old, will come to a more keen appreciation of our splendid | 


institution of learning in the Southland. 


AGGRESSIVE EVANGELISM. 


Your Committee on Aggressive Evangelism believe that the time 
has come for a long step forward. The Methodist church is distinetly 
a revival church. It ill behooves us to falter on this line at the very 
time when other churches are pushing evangelism as never before. 

We have three recommendations: : 

First—The city churches and the larger outside churches have no 
difficulty in securing evangelists to assist the pastors, for here their 
salary is assured. Not so in the smaller charges, and yet the smaller 
and weaker charges are the places where the pastors generally are 
in the greatest need of assistance. 

We therefore recommend that a Committee on Aggressive Evan- 
gelism be appointed, consisting of the Presiding Elders and one pastor 
and one layman from each District, this committee to have authority 
to open an office and put a secretary in charge, and to be prepared 
to furnish evangelists and singers to assist the pastors. We sug- 
gest to this committee that the salary of the evangelists and singers 
be paid directly by the committee and that the offering for them be 
taken directly for the committee, thus relieving the evangelistic 
meetings of the pecuniary feature which is always present when an 
offering is made directly for an evangelist or singer. 

Where pastors prefer to do their own evangelistic work, we would 
suggest that the committee could assist them by providing singers. 

Second—Our second suggestion is that the Presiding Elders combine 
the second and third Quarterly Conferences, or else avk neighboring 
pastors to hold these two Quarterly Conferences, thus leaving the 
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Presiding Elders free for three to six months to assist the pastors 
in evangelistic work. 

Third—We are facing the city problem in the metropolis of the 
Southwest. Yet while we are doing good work along many lines of 
city work, we are failing in one. 

We refer to the down-town work. We have withdrawn First Church 
and, during this past year, Grace Church from this central field of 
operation and the mission work is being carried on by a dozen inde- 
pendent missions. Brethren, this ought not to be. Methodism should 
have in the midst of the theaters, dance halls and saloons of Los 
Angeles a center of influence and power. Our brethren of the Wes: 
leyan Church face this problem in a brave way. We therefore recom- 
mend that the Committee on Aggressive Evangelism, in conjunction 
with the officers of the City Missionary Society, secure options on suit- 
able sites in the down-town district, and report at our next session, 
with the understanding that at our next session @ man be set aside 
for this work, be given a three-months’ leave of absence to study the 
methods of city work as carried on in the great city mission halls of 
England by the Wesleyan Church. 


AUDITING PRESIDING ELDERS’ ACCOUNTS. 


Your committee has examined the accounts of the Presiding Elders, 
for missionary appropriations, and find them all correct. 


ANTI-POLYGAMY. 


Polygamy, like a festering sore, has fastened itself on our land and 
is scattering its infection broadcast by every available agency and 
with utterly unscrupulous methods. 

We urge all our pastors to fully inform themselves and their people 
concerning the nature and evident purposes of this foul enemy of the 
home, the church and the nation, and to use every possible effort 
to check its insidious advances and defeat its unhallowed purposes. 

We also urge our representatives in congress to secure the sub- 
mission of a constitutional amendment forever prohibiting the prac- 
tice of polygamy in our nation, that we, as a people, may be free from 
this reproach and curse. 


TEMPERANCE. 


Never was the outlook briguter for the temperance cause than it is 
today. The civilized world is becoming awake to the magnitude of 
the evils of intemperance, and foreign governments are beginning to 
recognize it as a national peril. A tidal wave of antagonism to the 
saloon is sweeping over our Southern states, and everywhere in our 
land religious and moral forces are strenuously pushing the battle 
for personal abstinence and for the legal suppression of the traffic. In 
addition, many great industrial organizations are requiring abstinence 
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on the part of their employes, and many great secret orders have 
closed their doors against the rum seller. 

The saloon must go; the rum power shall be pulverized; and Meth- 
odism is going to be in at the death. To that end be it resolved 
that we bid God-speed to all worthy temperance effort; to the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union and kindred organizations. 
That we heartily approve of the Anti-Saloon League as one of the 
most effective of modern forces against the liquor traffic. Also that 
we will support for office men not under the domination of the liquor 
interests. Also that we will give to temperance that prominence in 
our church provided for by our Discipline. That we recommend our 
Methodist people to read at least once a year paragraph forty-three 
in the appendix to our Discipline. And finally, that we definitely and 
continuously beseech God for His help in the destruction of one of the 
greatest foes of our race and one of the greatest hindrances to the 
coming of His Kingdom. 


BIBLE CAUSE. 


We rejoice in the revival of Bible study in our Conference. 

We recommend that the study of the Bible be accomplished by 
intelligent marking, more especially with a view to increased efficiency 
in personal work during our coming evangelistic campaigns. 

We urge that more energy be used in raising funds for the Bible 
cause this year, not only because the work deserves it, but also because 
by the action of this Conference the funds are to be divided, half 
remaining on this coast and half being sent to New York for use in 
the wide field. 

We recommend the formation of a commission, to co-operate with 
other similar commissions appointed by other Christian bodies, whose 
work shall be to have removed the present restrictions on the use of 
the Bible in our public schools, and to in other ways exalt the 
Scriptures. We nominate as members of this commission, represent- 
ing this Conference, the following persons: H. W. Peek, W. A. 
Knighten and R. 8. Fisher. 

There has been organized an interdenominational association under 
the name of The Bible League of North America, the object of which 
is to counteract as far as possible the influence of the destructive 
criticism of the Bible, and to promote comprehensive, thorough, 
scholarly and reverent study of the Bible. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church is represented in the Board of 
Directors of the League by Dr. Henry A. Buttz, President of Drew 
Theological Seminary, and Dr. Luther Townesend. 

Therefore, be it resolved, that this Conference express hearty 
approval of the object of The Bible League of North America, and | 


urge our pastors and people to co-operate earnestly with the League 
in its work. : 
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MEN’S WORK. 


This is an age of organization. The men, outside of looking after 
the business affairs, have little part in the average church. This ig 
not because they are less religious than the women, it is not because 
they are overwhelmed in commercial, social or political life so much 
as that, up to this time, they have been permitted to find elsewhere 
what the church should have provided for them. 

In the judgment of your committee the time has come for the 
organization of such societies and brotherhoods among the men and 
boys of our churches as will quicken the social, religious and moral 
life of the church. 

We therefore recommend to the pastors and official boards of all 
our churches the wisdom of an early organization of the men and boys 
of their several charges into Wesley Brotherhoods, of which our Pre- 
siding Bishop is the national head. 


HUNTINGTON BEACH CAMP MEETING. 


The Camp Meeting was a great success from every point of view. 
In the interest and far-reaching results it surpasses all previous gather- 
ings of the kind in this part of the state. 

Dr. R. A. Torrey came and conquered by more than meeting the 
expectations of the people. Never have we heard the word of God 
more constantly exalted or more effectively preached than by this man 
upon whom the Holy Spirit has so evidently fallen. He held them 
by the almighty power of the truth in the Gospel of Christ. 

Those who attended went away feeling as if they had been sitting 
at the feet of a messenger sent of God to restate the truth and revive 
‘interest in the faith once given to the saints. 

A revival of Bible study began with the meeting. Over one thou- 
sand Bibles were examined and thoroughly marked by those pledged 
to personal work for the salvation of men. 

A Christian Workers’ League has been organized, with headquarters 
at Los Angeles, with Rev. G. E. Foster, president. The aim is to 
stimulate interest in Bible study and train men and women in the 
high art of winning others to Christ. 

About two hundred were known to have confessed Christ at the 
altar, but this by no means indicates the extent of the harvest. It is 
firmly believed that more than one thousand persons intelligently 
advanced to the higher plains of the Christian life. A wave of con- 
viction has started over Southern California, as a result of the meet- 
ing, and it is confidently expected that the coming winter will be rich 
in spiritual blessings. 

The request for the return of Dr. Torrey is general, and the man- 
agers are very hopeful of securing him not only for the next camp 
meeting but for a great campaign that will sweep the whole state. 
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SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


We have heard with pleasure the address of Bishop T. B. Neely, in 
which he so fully supported the importance of the Sunday School as a 
center of theological learning and evangelistic effort. 

We recognize that the Sunday School is one of the most import- 
ant factors in the religious and educational life of this country. 
The total Sunday School population of the United States is more 
than thirteen millions, and more than three million two hundred 
thousand scholars are in our own Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Inasmuch as the education of the young in religion is of the high- 
est importance, we hope the time is not far distant when every 
teacher in our Sunday Schools will be a follower of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

We recommend that the literature for the Sunday Schools supplied 
by, the Methodist Episcopal Church be used in all our Sunday Schools. 

We recommend that wherever practicable, the Home Department 
and the Cradle Roll be established in connection with our Sunday 
Schools. : 

We recognize and appreciate the great work being accomplished 
by the Sunday School Union of our great church. It is only fair 
that the work being done in the interests of education among the 
young in our own land should come in for a full share of sympathy 
and support. Therefore, the importance of placing emphasis upon 
Lincoln Day and Rally Day. 


WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


The W. F. M. S. has had a year of advance along all lines. It 
is with gratitude that we recognize the work being done among 
women which would otherwise be neglected, and especially the work 
in South America, where every door of entrance, long closed and 
barred by the strong arm of Roman Catholicism, must be forced. 

The Society has in its care 21 hospitals and dispensaries, four 
colleges, 68 boarding schools, 38 training schools, 21 orphanages and 
600 day schools, their pupils numbering a total of 35,000. In this 
Conference this year, besides helping to erect schools in Japan and 
India and support 12 missionaries, this organization maintains over 
200 scholars and 75 Bible women. It has established eight new 
Anxiliaries and five Young People’s Societies, the young people 
alone supporting a missionary. Outside the children’s societies, there 
is now a total of 124 organizations. During the year there has been 
received $3000.00, the first payment of a $15,000.00 special gift of 
the late J. D. Payne of Los Angeles; $1000.00 on annuity plan and 
$1200.00 for the support of a perpetual school, making a grand 
total of $22,650.00, an increase of $6100.00 over last year. We heart- 
ily commend the aggressive work of this Society and cheerfully 
pledge them our support. 


REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES 91 


THE HUNTINGTON BEACH CHAUTAUQUA. 


The week preceding the Camp Meeting was given to Chautauqua 
and Epworth League work. Attractive programs were prepared and 
for the most part rendered as advertised. Notable addresses were 
made by Rey. Robert Meredith, D.D., Dr. James Hoose, Rev. A. W. 
Lamport, D.D., Rev. Robert Fisher and Dr. S. A. Thomson. 

The evenings of Chautauqua week were devoted to lectures. Fine 
audiences enthusiastically attested the wisdom of the management 
in attempting the new feature. 

The opening lecture was given by Rev. Robert Fisher. Next came 
Dr. A. W. Lamport, who gave his splendid war lecture on ‘‘What a 
Hoosier Boy Saw in Dixie.’’ Mr. J. Clement Ambrose followed with 
“The Fool in Polities’’ for a theme. 

Miss Penlah Wright, Dean of the College of Oratory of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, gave an evening of readings, and, 
as, usual, captured the large audience. The Rank Quartette sup- 
ported Miss Wright splendidly. 


MEMORIALS TO THE GENERAL CONFERENCE. 

The following resolutions were presented and concurred: 

' Memorial to the General Conference of 1908. 

*“The New York Annual Conference on April 5, 1907, by a count 
vote of 188 in favor to 6 against, asks the General Conference of 
1908 to change the method of selecting presiding elders from ‘Selee- 
tion and appointment’ by the Bishops, to election by ballot, without 
debate, by the members of the respective Annual Conferences.’’ 

Whereas, The growth of our denomination numerically and the 
great extension of its field of labor have been such as necessarily 
to deprive the church of the direct leadership of our General Super- 
indendents; and, 

Whereas, There is an increasing conviction among ministers and 
laymen that for greater efficiency there is a need of a more sympa- 
thetic and closer relation between the Bishops, pastors and official 
members and representatives of the church generally; therefore, 

Resolved, That we, the members of the New Hampshire Confer- 
ence, respectfully petition the General Conference to request the 
Board of Bishops that they so arrange the plan of Episcopal super- 
vision and visitation that the individual assignments be made so 
far as possible to a group of contiguous Conferences, during a period 
of not less than four consecutive years. 

Memorial to the General Conference of 1908. 
Whereas, We, the Lay Electoral Conference of the Southern Cali- 
‘fornia Conference, desire the church to sustain and enlarge her 
present leadership as a spiritual organization for the salvation of 
mankind, and believing the church can be made more effective along 
the lines of aggressive evangelism by modifying the duties of the 


Presiding Elder; 
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Resolved, That we petition the General Conference of 1908 to so 
arrange the duties of the Presiding Elder, that instead of holding 
the Second and Third Quarterly Conferences, which may be held by 
the pastor in charge, he shall give that time to the work of aggressive 
evangelism upon his district. 


Memorial to the General Conference of 1908. 


On joint session of Laymen with Ministers’ Annual Conference. 

Resolved, That we respectfully and earnestly petition the General 
Conference of 1908 to send down the following question to the An- 
nual Conferences: Shall the Lay Electoral Conference and the 
Annual Conference meet together.as one body quadrennially to con- 
sider and act upon all matters pertaining to the General Confer- 
ence, except the election of delegates? 


Memorial on Labor. 


Whereas, Methodism was born among the toilers and early brought 
salvation to the working classes, and many of her communicants 
have been called from the ranks of labor to the sacred ministry; 
and as the Methodist Episcopal Church has ever stood at the fore- 
front of civil and religious progress; be it 

Resolved, That we will seek to bring about a better understanding 
between organized labor and the church by preaching on the ques- 
tions of supreme interest to laboring men on the Sunday preceding 
Labor Day. 

Resolved, That we ask our Ministerial Associations to send fra: 
ternal delegates to Federations of Labor wherever possible. 

Resolved, That we memorialize the General Conference of 1908 
to ereate a Department of Labor and to establish a Commission 
of Labor which shall work io bring about a better understanding 
between the church and organized labor, and for a sane and safe 
solution of the present difficulty between capital and organized labor. 


Memorial to General Conference. 


Whereas, By securing changes in their articles of incorporation, 
and in other ways, or by the omission in their articles of incor- 
poration, or fundamental agreements, and effort has been, or is 
being, made to remove from the unbiased and Godly supervision of 
the Board of Bishops the control, or removal for just and serious 
cause, of professors in our theological schools, thus endangering the 
purity of the teachings and opening the door to influences danger- 
ous to the life and destructive of the spiritual power of our church; 
therefore, 

Resolved, That we memorialize, and do hereby memorialize, the 
General Conference of 1908, which will assemble in Baltimore, to 
see to it that none of the supervising power now in the hands of 
the Board of Bishops in this matter be taken away, and that the 
necessary legislation may be had to place all the professors in all 
our theological schools upon the same basis and under the same 
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careful and matured supervision, it being clearly understood that 
this is in no way intended to apply to the relation of any teacher 
or professor to his Annual Conferencé, as a minister in the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church, but wholly and solely to his relation to any 
of our theological schools as a teacher or professor; and that we 
instruct, and they are hereby instructed—our delegates to the General 
Conference at Baltimore—to use their utmost endeavors to further 
the ends of this memorial. 


MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 


During the past year the Interdenominational Commission on Mar- 
riage and Divorce for Southern California has tried to reform our 
State laws on this question, even moderately, and has found it im- 
practicable until the citizens of this State shall arouse themselves 
and elect a better Legislature and another Governor. 

The annual message of our President Roosevelt, sent to the Na- 
tional Congress last December, declares strongly that, ‘‘The whole 
question of marriage and divorce should be relegated to the authority 
of the National Congress.’’ 

We therefore ask our people to co-operate with the President of 
our nation in securing an amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States that will place the question of polygamy and divorce 
forever beyond the reach of State politicians, local prejudices and 
personal passion, on Truth’s broad base. : 

Whereas, Ministers of the Gospel are persons who usually perform 
the marriage ceremonies in this country; 

Resolved, That all ministers should refuse to perform the marriagu 
ceremony in the cases of divorced persons, excepting as such persons 
have been divorced on the ground of adultery and are innocent par- 
ties, according to the recognized scriptural standard; and further, 
be it 

Resolved, That, recognizing the comity which exists between the 
several branches of the true Church of Christ, which acknowledge 
the law of Christ alone as supreme, our General Conference should 
enjoin all ministers under its authority to refuse to unite in marriage 
any member of such church whose marriage is known by the minister 
to be prohibited by the laws of the church in which such person holds 
membership; and, 

Resolved, That all ministers should refuse to marry divorced per- 
sons until assured that a period of one year has elapsed from the 
date of the decision allowing the divorce. i 

These resolutions embody the substance of resolutions handed 
down to the churches by the Inter-Church Conference on Marriage 
and Divorce,, and are offered for transmission to the General Con- 


ference by our delegation with the recommendation that they be 


adopted. 
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SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 


Recognizing the fact that no law of the decalogue is more vitally 
related to the perpetuity of a Christian commonwealth, and none 
more conducive to pure worship, than that of the Sabbath, and the 
further fact that the strenuous life of our times creates an increas- 
ing tendency toward all forms of Sabbath desecration; therefore, 
be it 

Resolved, That we, the members of this Conference, pledge our- 
selves to increased fidelity in the observance of Paragraphs 30 and 
144 of our Discipline, preaching with all due frequency upon the 
sacredness of the Christian Sabbath. 

That we deplore the lack of deep, soul-moving conyiétion on the 
part of many of our people touching pleasure seeking, social visiting, 
certain forms of work, and that subtle foe, the Sunday newspaper. 

That we do hereby heartily commend the efforts of the Los Angeles 
Sunday Rest League and its Secretary, Rev. Dr. Wm. F. Ireiara, in 
seeking to close by legal authority the Sunday theaters. 

That we ¢all upon all who love the cause of Christ to vigorously 
resist every encroachment of that mercenary spirit which in this land 
and age would turn the hours of God’s day into financial gain, and 
to cease not to watch and pray until both by legal enactment and 
loyal endeavor we are truly possessed of a Sabbath holy unto the 
Lord our God. 


BENEVOLENCES. 


We can scarcely express our feelings of gratitude to God and the 
brethren of our layety and ministry in beholding what is before us 
in the sum of totals from every source and for each cause. 

For missions, we rejoice in an especially large increase over last 
year. Last year’s increase has been almost doubled, with a total 
of over $50,000,.00 or an increase over last year of over $13,000.00. 

And again we are called upon to eredit nearly one-half of this 
increase to the San Diego District, giving nearly $6000.00 beyond 
last year, and going last year $3000.00 beyond previous years. A 
phenomenal increase for which we can find no other explanation 
than the increase of the adoption by the churches of that district 
of the seriptural, practical and only plan which God proposes and 
promises to bless—the bringing of the tithes into the store-house. 

We commend and rejoice in this splendid progress of all our 
churches and the brethren in this line. 

We recommend that this Conference, by adopting this report unani- 
mously, recommend and commend to all the churches this plan, and 
whomsoever we may appoint and employ in the interest of this 
scriptural plan. 

We desire also to emphasize the necessity of a larger apportionment 
of missionary support for the work among the colored people of this 
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Conference, and recommend that the Conference ask our Presiding 
Bishop to urge this interest before the General Committee, and ask 
that the request of last year for not less than $1200.00 be granted 
for this work among us this year. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS. 
Bishop Neely. 

Resolved, That the Conference has greatly enjoyed the able and 
courteous presidency of our beloved Bishop, Thomas B. Neely; that 
we will ever pray for the Divine blessing upon him in the arduous 
labors of the Episcopacy, and that we will heartily welcome him as 
our presiding officer when the Great Head of the Church shall so 
order, and we cordially invite him to visit Southern California as 
often as possible. 


Resolved, That we are again placed under obligations to the 
pastor and officiary of the First M. E. Church of Los Angeles, who 
have opened her doors to this Conference with such unselfish hos- 
pitality. 

Resolved, That-the splendid work of the Committee on Entertain- 
ment, and the generous response of our people in Los Angeles, com- 
mands our admiration, and we heartily thank all concerned. 

Resolved, That we recognize the constantly growing excellence of 
the California Christian Advocate, and commend the high quality of 
the editorial work done by Dr. F. D. Bovard. 

Resolved, That this Conference pledges itself to endeavor to secure 
1000 subscribers for the Advocate before January Ist. 

Resolved, That our thanks are due to the railways centering in 
Los Angeles for generous concessions upon transportation. 

Resolved, That we recognize the attention which the press of Los 
Angeles has accorded to the Conference, and we hereby express our 
thanks for the same. 


EDUCATION. 


In the great work of education fostered by the General Conference 
of our church, we report for the first time this year, as working under 
one banner, the fourth hitherto distinct organizations of the Ireed- 
men’s Aid and Southern Education Society, Sunday School Union, 
Tract Society, and the Board of Education. While the last men- 
tioned may be most prominent in our thought, it must not be forgotten 
that the Tract Society touches waysides that otherwise would not 
be reached; that the Freedmen’s Aid grapples a task whose accom- 
plishment is essential to the life of our nation; and that the Sunday 
School Union representa a cause that is coming to its proper place. 

It will appear later in this report that your committee, with the 
aim of bringing Sunday School and College into closer relation, has 
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placed in nomination for membership. in the Trustee Board of our 
University the name of H. W. Brodbeck. 

The Board of Education in the year last reported has loaned to 
1926 students the sum of $108,000.00, of which sum $75,000.00 was 
contributed by 134 Conferences, our own gift being $782.00. By 
stipulation the Children’s Day collection is the only source of cur- 
rent revenue for this Loan Fund, and becomes, therefore, of the 
greatest significance. With an increase of $25.00 last year, our con- 
tribution amounted to three cents per member. Brothers, let us do 
better. Rally Day, Lineoln Day, and Children’s Day should each 
be a day of enthusiastic rally to the support of these four sacred 
claims. 

Reports from our schools and colleges throughout the land are 
encouraging, the Drew Theological Seminary reporting 57 students 
and expanding interests. 

Hight colleges, with an excellent preparatory school, constitute the 
University of Southern California. The colleges are well equipped 
and are steadily growing in favor and in efficiency. We are glad 
to report the past year, the 27th since the opening for students, as 
the best year in its history. 

A Chemistry Building has been placed on the south side of the 
campus at a cost slightly more than $5000.00, and with a floor space 
of 112x66 feet. With its equipment of machinery, apparatus and 
appliances, chemical science has a home here of which we may well 
be proud. The furnishing of its laboratories and those of the Bio- 
logical Department in the main building are said by an eminent 
scientist to be unexcelled. 


Receipts last year from tuitions alone were over $23,000.00, and 
the total receipts, including rentals, interest, donations and the 
Conference collections of $3740.00, amounted to $46,796.00 as the 
year’s income. 

The expense account, comprising annuities, interest, insurance, re- 
pairs, a tax bill of $2609.00 and a salary list of $27,000.00, shows 
a total expense for the year of $48,292.00, and a deficit of $1495.00. 
Improvements and repairs that the Trustees were compelled to make 
on Simpson Auditorium, reducing its net contribution to the Univer- 
sity treasury to $3500.00, though its gross receipts were $6778.00, 
more than account for the deficit; and the careful reckoning that so 
nearly balances income and expense is deserving of high commenda- 
tion. The annual statement of the University Treasurer and Finan- 
cial Agent to the Board of Trustees has been put in our hands, and 
is a clear showing of the various funds, properties and securities, 
as well as of the transactions of the year. By a sale of land in San 
Diego, in which the Trustees concurred, Dr. G. H. Hartupee ‘made a 
donation of $22,500.00 in cash to the University. Though this is less 
than the benefaction originally intended by Dr. Hartupee, it is a 
munificent gift, changing non-productive land into active endow- 
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ment, and in recognition the Trustees will note in the Year Book in 
perpetuity, ‘‘The Presidential Chair upon the Gaylord H. Hartupee 
Foundation. ’’ 

The gross assets of the College of Liberal Arts are shown-to be 
$606,249.00. The indebtedness is $75,000.00, toward the liquidation 
of which conditional subscriptions of about one-half the amount have 
been pledged. 

To aid in qualifying for sharing in the great benefactions to the 
cause of education, the Trustees Lave taken action, of which we 
now ask your approval, leaving the Annual Conference free to elect 
Trustees without restriction, except as to their number, which is 
to remain as now. 

There are four literary societies in the College and three in the 
Academy. There are flourishing Young Men’s and Young Women’s 
Christian Associations; a library, needy, but growing and highly 
prized by professors and students. Health facilities are excellent 
in gymnasium, tennis and basket-ball courts, and athletic field. The 
purity of athletics is carefully guarded. A new residence for girls 
has been rented and furnished. The educational standing of our 
College is very gratifying. Our students are admitted to grade 
without examination in the great universities, including Stanford, 
Berkeley, Harvard, ete. 

The University enters upon this year with every prospect of 1200 
students in all its Colleges. Expansion means expense, and every 
member of the Conference is urged to talk and work for his Uni- 
versity, securing students and cash whenever and wherever it is 
possible. 

We place in nomination the following as Trustees to succeed those 
whose terms expire in September, 1907, these to serve till September, 
1910, to-wit: Dr. W. W. Beckett, A. J. Wallace, G. F. Bovard, A. W. 
Adkinson, B. C. Cory, W. M. Bowen and H. W. Brodbeck. 

For visitors to the various Colleges, the following: College of 
Liberal Arts, A. W. Lamport and L. T. Guild; College of Medicine, 
Dr. C. A. Briggs and Dr. Eleanor Seymour; College of Law, A. G. 
Park and E. C. Campbell; College of Dentistry, Dr. A. C. Snavely; 
College of Oratory, D. F. Howe; College of Pharmacy, Ed. Hender- 
son; College of Music, Geo. W. Coultas and E, A. Healy. 

Your committee calls the attention of the Conference to the master- 
ful superintendence of our University system by its President, Dr. 
George F. Bovard. 


Report of the Trustees 


The only changes of importance occurring in our funds during the 
year past were those effected by the work of your Field Secretary. 
The routine business was carried on without special difficulty, and 
with as great safety as usual. While the expenses of the Board were 
larger than ever because of the Field Secretary’s salary and items of 
travel, literature publication distribution, ete., there was an encour- 
aging increase of total assets, and the Board feels that the same 
general plan of work for the increase of our endowments should be 
followed another year. 

In reference to the subscriptions which have added to our resources, 
I feel that the donor of any amount, however small, deserves equal 
recognition with every other donor, and I file herewith a list of all 
subseribers to the funds. I also think it a not invidious distinetion 
to mark the progress of the work by mentioning some of the leading 
incidents which greatly encouraged us in our efforts. The first sub- 
scription was by Mrs. Charlotte O’Neil, who gave $1000.00 to the 
Conference Endowment. The first cash paid was by our honored 
brother, T. S. Urenn, of $1000.00 to the Annuity Fund. Mrs. R. A. 
Matlack of Riverside soon followed with another thousand dollars. 
K. W. Wing, of Union Avenue, Los Angeles, deeded to us a valuable 
lot in the city of Minneapolis. J. C. Lennox, of Glendale, deeded to 
us a good lot in that town, the proceeds of the sale of which are to 
be equally divided with the Southwestern Kansas Conference. We 
recently collected $1000.00 on the mortgage assigned to us by John 
Marden, of Arroyo Grande, and that warrants us in estimating as 
available annuity capital the balance of $1000.00 that remains on 
that security. Forty-seven donors of amounts ranging from 25 cents 
to $700.00 are on this list of patrons who added nearly $7000.00 to 
our resources, 

My comment on the various funds will be brief. The property of 
the Hough Endowment shows a slight increase of appraised value. 
The gross earnings exceeded any former year. After providing for 
current expenses and a sinking fund of $480.00, there is still left 
$294.00 more for the claimants than ever before. 

The capital of the Conference Fund shows a slight decrease in value, 
which will be much more than made up on the collection of subserip- 
tions that are now due and will soon be in hand. 

But we do not count any subscriptions, however good, as a capital 
asset. Cash negotiable securities and realty only are placed im that 
account. The funds are safely invested, and the net earnings are 
slightly in excess of last year.

The capital of the Annuity Fund has been increased $7468.61, Among 
the items added to the capital are the following. Payments of dues 
and arrearages by members, $984.65; collections by the Field See- 
retary of cash, $3863.00; a mortgage of $2000.00, and $1000.00 in real 
estate. The greater part of this is subject to annuity charges, hence 
is not immediately available for income, but it is all in our hands 


irrevocably.

Lay Association ealled to order in Choral Hall, Temple Auditorium, 
at 9:55 a. m., President B. P. Daymon in the chair. Prof. J. W. 
Patterson of Long Beach led the assemblage in singing ‘‘A Charge 
to Keep I Have.’’ Bro. Andrew McAllen of Covina led in prayer. 
Minutes of last meeting of Association read and approved.

Nominations—Wm. F. Cronemiller, W. Burt Clark, Los Angeles; 
Andrew MeAllen, Covina. 

Prof. J. W. Patterson favored with solo and replied with encore. 

Tt was voted that delegates, duly appointed, but whose credentials 
had not been furnished, that on their statement be recognized by 
Credential Committee and they be allowed the rights of a delegate. 

Committee on Credentials reported credentials reported by pastors 
and handed in by delegates amount to 381, and that said credentials 
were in correct form. Report adopted. 

Memorial from New York Conference reached Secretary, in which 
the General Conference of 1908 is asked to change method of selecting 
Presiding Elders to election by ballot, instead of present method of 
appointment by Bishop.

The Bishop spoke in an inspiring manner of the Christian’s hope 
beyond the grave and led the Conference in prayer. 


Question XIII—‘“Was the Character of each Preacher examined’’? 
was asked. 
J. L. Pitner was called, his character passed and he read the 
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Bishop Warren, Fathers and Brethren: 

Before entering upon the details of this report, I desire to humbly 
“ acknowledge my gratitude to God for protection and guidance through 
all the busy year. To the brethren who have so faithfully co-operated 
with me in maintaining the advance of the District over many ob- 
stacles and discouragements I extend hearty thanks in addition to the 
many words of appreciation spoken during the year. To their cheer- 
ful well kept homes I have been always welcomed and have uniformly 
been ‘treated with kindest consideration. 

The Conference year began with a wide spread financial panic; 
money, largely withdrawn from circulation, made business depression 
general. The outlook was gloomy and grave fears threatened to blind 
the eyes of faith. ‘‘Can we keep the pace set by the preceding year?”’ 
That was the obstrusive question on almost every tongue. 

Victory and advancement or failure and retreat depended largely 
upon the pastors. A glance at the roster shows how splendidly the 
district is manned. Knowing them to be alert, courageous, capable, 
godly and efficient we could in the name of God defy the hard times. 
The pastors went to the work with the enthusiasm and steadiness 
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of veteran soldiers going into action. They talked, labored, prayed 
and preached like the splendid optimists they are. 

The churches were ready for such leadership and responded cour- 
ageously as the records of the year’s work attest. 

Revival meetings were held quite generally with gratifying results. 
Eight hundred conversions are reported, the membership has increased 
eleven hundred and thirty-four. The Sunday School attendance has 
been increased by fifteen hundred and twelve. The Epworth League 
has added six httndred and thirty to the membership, and the preach- 
ers report more than nineteen thousand pastoral visits. These figures 
prove the genius of Methodism to be evangelistic. 

During the year no less than thirteen places have commenced build- 
ing enterprises of considerable magnitude. 

At Brawley a tasteful church costing four thousand dollars has been 
completed and dedicated without a cent of debt. On the day of dedi- 
cation we raised money to build a parsonage in which the pastor now 
lives. It is in architectural beauty and convenience the equal of any 
residence in the town. 

Silsbee is to-be credited with a great achievement. In the face of 
tremendous obstacles the society has built one of the neatest little 
churches to be found in the Conference. The building is of stone with 
concrete floors, castellated tower, and stained glass windows of rich 
patterns. 

Holtville is putting the finishing touches on a new church which 
for size and appearances is not surpassed in all the great valley. 

El Centro, the capital town of the new Imperial County, has the 
ground and plans are being prepared for the most expensive church 
in that County. 

Banning at the gateway to the desert, has long suffered for proper 
facilities. The old site was disposed of and lots secured in a better 
part of the town where a modern auditorium was built, beautifully 
adorned and comfortably seated with opera chairs. We dedicated it 
without having to ask for money. 

Grace Church, Riverside, has made an exceptional record in the matter 
of new churches this year. Shortly after Conference they occupied 
their neat chapel on the east side. So rapid was the growth of con- 
gregation and Sunday School that another and larger church was 
necessary. The newer church, built by the side of the chapel, is now 
finished. It is a tasteful structure, ample in size and well adapted to 
the needs of the society. The dedicatory services will be conducted 
by Bishop Hughes on December 6th. 

Arlington, too, has shared in the blessings of enterprise. The lot 
on which the old church stood, was sold-and one of the most desirable 
corners on the justly famed Magnolia Avenue, was secured. The old 
church was removed to the new site and placed on the rear of the lot 
where it will be used for the Sunday School, Epworth League and as 
social hall. On the front a large auditorium has been built, with 
bowled floor. modern circular pews and corner pulpit. All things

considered no more heroic work has been done on the entire District. 

La Mesa Springs, one of San Diego’s charming suburbs, has made a 
splendid contribution to the better churches of the District. For 
years the little flockstruggled with almost every kind of difficulty. 
The School House was the only place of worship. A new era has 
dawned. The touch of wealth has started activities and a large in- 
flux of superior people made the new church a necessity. 

Central Church, San Diego, has lost much in membership to La 
Mesa, but has filled all the vacated places and added yet other names. 
The Sunday School has grown to such size as to rightly demand 
modern facilities. These are now enjoyed in the new and unique 
addition to the church which was recently dedicated by Bishop 
McIntyre, assisted by S. A. Thomson, a former pastor. 

Taylor Church, San Diego, has obtained through changes of pro- 
perty and purchase an unusually fine location on the avenue near the 
Normal School. Building plans have been adopted and the young 
society will soon be housed in it’s own church. The structure will be 
an ornament tothe city. 

Colton began the erection of what will be one of the gem churches 
of the Coast. Inspired and led by Dr. Isaac Jewel, the people earnestly 
advanced to the work. Unhindered in his planning, he sought to em- 
body his ideals in the new building. The work of construction began 
with every promise of unretarded progress. Then the pastor was 
sorely smitten by illness and lay on the grave’s brink for months. 
Slowly he crept back to a convalescence more seeming than real. 
Chafing under the restraint disease had imposed he took charge of his 
work for awhile, overtaxed his wasted body and a relapse came. He 
sought the shore hoping for the healing of the sea. It was too late; 
he could not rally; death claimed him and he now rests from long and 
abundant labors. The shock caused by the pastor’s death was dread- 
ful. The church staggered, then steadied itself and pressed the work 
with zeal. The building is inclosed and will, I trust soon be ready for 
the worshipers. 

Mention has been made of the parsonage at Brawley. 

Work is being done on a home for the pastor at Silsbee. 

The old brick house at Hemet used as a preacher’s house has given 
place to a large new structure of modern design with all the conve- 
niences that belong to the ideal latter-day house. The pastor and his 
family are enjoying their ample and tasteful quarters. 

Substantial improvements have been made on our, properties at 
Redlands First Church, where five thousand dollars were expended. 
The basement has been remodeled and is now a light and well venti-- 
lated room suited to the requirements of Sunday School, Epworth 
League and social functions. 

Needed improvements have been made at considerable aggregate. 
cost at Whittier, Winchester, Fullerton, Corona, Highgrove, Buena 
Park, Huntington Beach, San Marcus, Westminster, Wintersburg,. 
Escondido, San Jacinto, National City, Artesia, Calexico, Highlands,, 
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Elsinore, Santa Ana, Rialto, and the Spanish Mission. Something 
like one thousand dollars worth of furniture and improvements have 
made attractive the church at Oceanside. Perhaps no church in the 
Conference can boast so handsome a pulpit and communion set. 


THE LADIES AID SOCIETIES 


These societies are in every sense a blessing to the churches. Their . 
work is well done and their labors are many. In the social life of the 
church they are unceasingly helpful. In caring for the strangers and 
the sick they are efficient, while their skill in raising funds for various 
church enterprises is acknowledged. I cannot now recall a single 
auxilliary that failed to report large expenditures and a balance in 
the treasury. 

The women’s missionary societies have been faithful to their trusts 
and have done much for the causes they represent. 

The class meeting seems to be a varying quantity. In some churches 
it flourishes—in some it languishes. Is it because the other meetings 
trespass on the class meeting? At prayer meeting and Epworth 
League devotional meetings testimonies are asked for and given. 
Some of the older class leaders believe their occupation is gone. 

I challenge comparison with one class in San Diego District. At 
the fourth Quarterly Conference the leader reported as follows: 

Members in class, 94; average attendance, 65; members supporting 
the church by giving, all; number of heads of families and who have 
family worship, all. : 

This is at Highgrove where the Millenium seems to be dawning. 

Our people are generousand devoted to everyinterest of the church. 
Intelligent, progressive liberality is what we <re trying to secure. 
During the past year in spite of the continual alarms in the business 
world this District gave more 1.vishly than ever before to the great 
causes dear to the hearts of every loyal \ ethodist. 

In addition to more than sixty thousand dollars spent on improve- 
ments and building, and many thousends more on former obligations, 
the benevolences were splendidly: supported. 

The salaries of the pastors in nearly every instance were substan- 
tially increased and fully paid. 

The remarkable advance in missionary giving last year seemed to 
indicate a mark beyond which we dare not hore to go. Our assign- 
ments for Missions, Home and Foreign, this year was the snug sum of 
ten thousand dollars. As we gave near fifteen thousand last year we 
had some reason to hope for enough to meet the apportionments. In 
view of church debts, increased salaries, and the many new building 
enterprises it seemed like a forlorn hope to try to scale the heights 
where we planted the banner one year ago. The fact was empha- 
sized that the Lord’s claims must always have precedence. Duty 
was plain. Preachers and people met their obligations so well that 
we have not only reached the assessments for Missions, but the aggre- 
gate from all sources for the parent board this year reaches the splen- 
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did sum of nineteen thousand. For all Missions the total for the year 
is slightly over twenty thousand. All other benevolences reach the 
forty-five hundred,mark. One of our churches, First Church, River- 
side, comes up with twelve thousand dollars for all benevolences; six 
thousand seven hundred for Home and Foreign Mission boards. 
God be praised for the men and churches on this great District.

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REPORT OF LOS ANGELES DISTRICT. 


Bishop Warren and Members of the Southern California Conference. 
Dear Brethren: 


In presenting my fifth annual report of the Los Angeles District, it 
is with a more profound sense of the faithfulness and the ability of the 
pastors and of the heroism and real spirit of sacrifice manifested by the 
churches than at any previous report. 

With one exception, the pastors went promptly to their appointed 
places and have done splendid work. Wm. Love, assigned to Pico 
Heights, felt himself aggrieved by the character of the appointment, 
and informed the Bishop and myself that he would not go to his ap- 
pointment, and Bishop Neely appointed J. A. Wood, Jr., to take his 
place. 

A number of appointments appear in the list to be supplied. Henry 
Goodsell of the West Wisconsin Conference was secured for Edendale 
and Elysian Garden; Edwin P. Ashcraft for Hynes; Roy Mealy for 
Inglewood; Myrtle Avenue Long Beach, colored, was connected with 
Mason Chapel, this city, and put under the charge of H. C. Cooper. 
J. L. Dimmitt was appointed to Belvidere; F. A. Smith to Brooklyn 
Heights; W. M. Sapp to Vermont Square; and splendid work has been 
done in each of these charges. It has been impossible to organize 
any work at Burleigh, South Hollywood, or the Palms; but these fields 
have been under the watchful eye of C. J. Miller, and we will be ready 
to take possession at the opportune time. 

Death has entered two of our homes during the year. The wives of W. 
A. Brownof the Vernon Church and R.I. McKee of Sawtelle, noble 
Christian women and true helpmeets for their husbands in the Mas- 
ter’s service, have been called home. 

A general revival interest has prevailed throughout the District. 
In few charges are we compelled to report that there have been no 
conversions, while in most of the charges the revival spirit has been 
present throughout the entire year, and as the result there will be a 
handsome increase in the membership throughout the District. 

We have organized four new churches. Under the faithful service 
of C. J. Miller, we have two new societies. Hobart Boulevard, located 
on Hobart Boulevard and 4th’street, and housed in a building loaned 
to us for that purpose was organized just a few weeks ago. Normandy 
Avenue, located2near Normandy avenue and 39th street, is the out- 
come of two Sunday Schools, together with a tent meeting of four 
weeks conducted by Evangelist Kennedy and wife, and assisted by 
Bro. Miller and A. A. Burge. The society starts off with over forty 
me nbers and the Rindge Portable Church, moved to that location 
was occupied last Sunday. The purchase of the lot on which it stands 
was made possible by a subscription taken by Bishop Hamilton at the 
University Church, the }last Sunday morning he spent in California. 
Another new society on Gramercy Place was organized last Sunday 
afternoon being the‘outcome of the efforts put forth during the last 
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few months by the Men’s Praying Pand of First Church. By the cour- 
tesy of E. W. Elder, it is housed in a comfortable hall furnished to the 
society without charge. The fourth is at Belle Vernon, a tract not far 
from Compton, and is the result of the sagacity and zeal of C. A. Bun- 
ker of Compton. 

While this has not been a church building year, we have been able 
to do some good work along that line. The Santa Monica Church, 
F. G. H. Stevens, pastor, finding itself hampered in its Sunday School 
work, resolved to build the Sunday School part of a new church, The 
parsonage was moved, and a superb Sunday School plant was erected 
at a cost of about $17,000. 

At Boyle Heights, Alfred Inwood, pastor, the need of larger quar- 
ters for the Sunday School has long been.apparent. A gift of $3000 
from a generous friend made the building of a splendid suite of rooms 
for the Sunday School a possibility. The improvement has cost 
about $11000.00, and the year has been one of fine success. 

The Belvedere Church is only thirteen months old. It was granted 
the use of the-Rindge Portable Church, in which to start, but to our 
surprise in less than a year, having an offer to secure two large school 
rooms, it moved these rooms to its lot, rebuilt them in one spacious 
room and now, at a cost all told of about $1300.00 has a very com- 
modious and presentable church building. Over $1000 of that amount 
has already been pledged, and we confidently expect the building to be 
paid for within a year. J. L. Dimmitt has been the leader in this good 
work. 

; The Epworth Church, Robert Barton, pastor, has long felt the ned 

of a new building. Realizing the impossbility of getting it within any 
reasonable time, the trustees decided to add a row of Sunday School 
rooms on the East side, and to put on two large rooms for Sunday 
School and Epworth League purposes in the rear. When the new 
carpet and the new chairs shall have been put in place, Epworth will 
have one of the cosiest buildings for a home church to be found within 
the City. The cost has been about $3000, with no indebtedness. 

Brooklyn” Heights, F. A. Smith, pastor, needed another room for 
Sunday School and Epworth League work and so built on a very neat 
addition to their church. 

Echo Park, Maurice Walton, pastor, has added a fine room for its 
Sunday School work and the year has been a prosperous one. 

At St. Marks, Burton Hamlin, pastor, it became more clearly evi- 
dent as time went on that the location was an unfortunate one. 
Throigi the persistent efforts of the pastor a new lot was secured, 
finely located, the church was moved to the new site, and enlarged to 
almost double its original capacity. 

The opening of the year found the work at Newman in a critical 
condition. George E. Foster was returned to the charge for the fourth 
year. and set to the task of so adjusting the complications as to save 
the enterprise. The City Missionary Society co-operated heartily in 
this work anda union was brought about between Newman and Grace 
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churches. The Grace Church building was leased to the Salvation 
Army. Thejbasement of the Newman church was put in shape for 
occupancy, and the crisis in that church is passed. The income from 
the old Grace Church building will more than meet the obligations for 
interest and other necessary expenses. 

Pico Heights finding the parsonage too small to accomodate the 
pastor and his family added another story to the building and trans- 
formed a small cottage into a neat and commodious home. 

The University church, E. J. Inwood, pastor, succeeded in finding 
one more spot on their_lot which had not been utilized for Sunday 
School work, and are now spending $1000 in building three more 
class rooms. 

The Gardena Church, Harold K. Vann, pastor, finding it impossible 
to go forward as they had planned and build a new auditorium, re- 
building the present auditorium into a Sunday School building, de- 
cided to do the last thing first, and have rebuilt their present building 
into a fine Sunday School plant, and will build the auditorium later. 

Church Debts—In the buildnig of the Church at Sawtelle, it was 
necessary to carry a debt of $1300, but under the wise management of 
R. I. McKee, the pastor, ably seconded by the official board, the entire 
debt has been cancelled. 

Vincent Church, B. C. Cory, pastor, found itself at the end of three 
years from the time of dedication, when all the subscriptions taken 
on that day had been paid in, with a debt unprovided for of about 
$4000. The Church rallied to the call of the pastor and official board, 
and with George A. Hough of San Francisco to lead the forces, nearly 
the entire amount was pledged in good subscriptions. 

Huntington Park, John G. Hill, pastor, in order to provide for its 
church building and parsonage was compelled to assume too large a 
debt. A note for $1000 and interest fell due during the latter part 
of the year and had to be met. The seemingly impossible has been 
accomplished and that note has all been provided for. The charge 
has had a fine year along spiritual lines. 

One of the’ most difficult propositions in the entire city has been the 
Hamilton Church, J. A. Johnson, pastor. Twenty monthsago,it wasa 
serious question whether the work would not have to be abandoned 
and the church building sacrificed. A note of long standing for $2164 
had to be met. Bro. Johnson and his people determined to meet the 
emergency and save the church. With generous help from the City 
Missionary Society and the practical sympathy from a number of 
friends outside the entire amount was raised. 

Wesley Chapel, G. R. Bryant, pastor, has grown to be one of the 
great churches among our colored people. It was a heroic proposi- 
tion to erect such a building, and the debt has been too heavy to be 
easily carried. Gradually however, the floating indebtedness has been 
liquidated, the interest paid, the church has assumed a firmer financial 
condition and spiritual interests have prospered. 

At Long Beach, W. A. Betts, pastor,'after the new building had been 
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enclosed it was necessary to suspend work entirely on account of the 
financial stringency. The trustees decided to issue $50,000 in bonds 
in order to get money to go ahead and finish the work. More than 
$30,000 of these bonds have been sold. The work has been resumed 

and will be vigorously pushed to completion. : 

By the election of Robert McIntyre to the Episcopacy the pastorate 
of First Church was vacated. The eye of the Church turned to 
Brooklyn, New York, and the consent of Dr. Charles Edward Locke 
of Hanson Place to come to the vacant pulpit, and the consent of Bis- 
hop Warren to transfer him, had been secured. 

At Florence, S. W. Carnes has completed five years of successful 
service and the church is in excellent condition. 

At Alamitos Park and Central churches, A. E. Johnson and W. A. 
Lusk, respectively, have been battling against conditions that made 
their work extremely difficult, but both of them have succeeded. 

At Euclid Heights, Fred H. Ross has also completed five years of 
service. In that time he has been instrumental in organizing the 
Church, gathering together a congregation, erecting a commodious 
church building, and bringing into existence a society, strong and 
vigorous in spiritual and material things. 

C. H. Sutherland has had a successful year at Florence Heights and 
Sunnyside. 

The work at Haven under the pastorate of Frederick Miller has 
gone steadily forward along all lines and the charge is in excellent 


condition. 
Melrose Avenue under W. F. Wenk, has become one of our most 


promising suberbs. 

H. C. Cooper has had a difficult field at Masons Chapel, and at 
Myrtle Street, Long Beach. At Long Beach there are comparatively 
few colored people, hence the congregations at Myrtle Street are 
necessarily small. Under adverse circumstances Bro. Cooper has 
done faithful service. 

At St. James and South Main Street, G. W. Coultas and C. H. 
Lawrence respectively, have pushed the battle vigorously along all 
lines, have succeeded well and the charges are growing and in excellent 
condition. 

Will A. Knighten has had his best year at Union Avenue. The 
congregations have been the largest in the history of the church, and 
a firmer hold has been maintained on the community at large than ever 


before. ; 
At Vernon Church, W. A. Brown has been preaching to large con- 


gregations and all departments of the work are well cared for. The 
church is in healthy vigorous, growing condition. 

The work at West Adams, Eli McClish, pastor, has undoubtedly 
been hampered by the large indebtedness necessarily incurred in the 
building of the church. Pastor and people are in hearty sympathy 
with each other, congregations are good, the financial condition is well 
in hand, and the outlook for a great future for the church is unques- 


tioned.

At West Lake, D. F. Howe is building steadily, the spiritual life of 
the church is deepening, the membership is growing, and the church 
going steadily forward to larger things. 

It has been impossible to open out anything at West Washington, 
to which P. H. Bodkin was assigned, but we hope that in the not dis- 
tant future we shall be able to occupy it. 

At Moneta, W. C-Loomis has had a good year and the improvements 
in the church life spiritually, socially and financially, are most marked. 

At Ocean Park, E. W. Pasko has been contending with the difficul- 
ties that have been peculiarly marked in the Coast towns, but espe- 
cially so at Ocean Park. However, he has had a good year. will make 
an excellent report and all the interests are in excellent condition. 

A peculiar condition of things has existed at Prospect Park. At 
the beginning of the year the church consisted of two distinct ele- 
ments, and the church divided hopelessly on the question of removal 
to a new site. The progressives carried the day and the conserva- 
tives took their letters to other churches. In spite of a large depar- 
ture of members the Sunday School and the congregations have been 
larger than before and the finances have been less difficult of manage- 
ment. A new site has been secured just inside the City limits of Holly- 
wood, but about two miles from the Southern Methodist Church, so 
that there can be no conflict of interests betweenthem. James Black- 
ledge is the pastor. 

F. A. Zeigler has taken up the work at Redondo, pushed it on vigor- 
ously in all departments, won a large place in the hearts of the people 
and had a successful year. 

At San Pedro W. C. Botkin has*done a splendid work and the years 
record will compare most favorably with any in the life of the church. 

At Watts, William Reberger, besides carrying on his work at the 
University has built up the church, won anenthusiastic request for his 
return, and established a reputation as one of the strongest young 
preachers in the conference. 

The University of Southern California enrolled last year in its 
various colleges more than one thousand students, being an increase 
of just about fifty per cent within two years. The administration of 
President Bovard has been eminently satisfactory to the board of 
directors, and to the students and patrons of the University. Our 
University is worthy of our heartiest support and our young people 
should patronize it in yet larger numbers, while’ our offerings for its 
support should be increased commensurate with the larger work that 
it is doing. 

Our City Missionary Society has suffered more than other institu- 
tions from the financial depression, but we have collected and spent 
$2345 for the support of the weaker societies, the payment of debts, 
and the extension of the work. 

This report would not be complete if there were no reference to the 
splendid work being done by the Epworth and Junior leagues, by the 
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Ladies’ Aid Societies, by the Sunday Schools, by the Womans’ Home 
and Foreign Missionary Societies. 

One of the choicest spirits among the devoted women of our church, 
Mrs. Julius A. Brown, passed to her Heavenly home a few days ago. 
She left in the custody of her husband to be administered in the inter- 
est of our great benevolences, property worth about $80,000. One 
third of this amount goes to our parent Boards and one-third each to 
the W. H. M. S. and W. FM. S. 

The results of the year have not been in all respects what we had 
hoped, but looked at from this standpoint furnish abundant reason 
for thanksgiving. With devout gratitude to God, and abiding in His 
presence and power, we turn our faces resolutely to the future.

REPORT OF FRESNO DISTRICT. 
Bishop Warren, Fathers and Brethren: 

Of the five veteran pastors living on the Fresno District at the 
beginning of the year, one, C. W. Stowell, of Santa Barbara died dur- 
ing the year. He served some of our difficult charges very faithfully, 
and was a patient, quiet, thoughtful. deeply spiritual servant of God 
to the end of his life. 

We have been re-enforced during the year by the following brethren, 
who except in one instance, have led the advance on new places: C. 
F. Coy, Harold J. Smith, J. W. Morris, H. Irwin Farr, Clarence Hunt, 
Gustaf A. Hiden, Geo. R. Short, C. H. Fowler. 

New Work. A strip of territory larger than the State of New Jersey 
was returned to us from the California Conference by the recent Gen- 
eral Conference and added to the Fresno District. In that territory 
work has been steadily pressed in the following places: 

Parkfield and Echo Canyon have been attached to the Estrella 
circuit and faithfully served during the year. It necessitated a drive 
of 25 miles every Sunday and three sermons, but the days of the cir- 
cuit rider are not yet over. ‘ 

Revivai services were held at Parkfield, which is a colony of about 
65 families, and such an interest awakened that they desire a pastor 
of their own. Near by is the Stone Canyon coal mine into which the 
Southern Pacific is running a 28 mile spur from its main line, and 
where from 500 to 1,000 men will soon be at work. It is proposed to 
make these two points into a new Circuit. 

The work at Soledad and Gonzales was re-opened by C. F. Coy, 
early in the year. He opened up work at Greenfield seven miles away, 
and with the assistance of Evangelist J. W. Robinson, held a revival 
service and organized a class of about 35. We also began work near 
the site of the old Jesuit Mission. This new circuit reports 53 mem- 
bers and probationers. 
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At Gonzales the English speaking Americans have been almost 
completely displaced by Swiss-Italians, who to the number of about 
10,000 have settled in that section of Monterey County. We have 
a church and parsonage at Gonzales, and with the consent of the 
Missionary Society the intention is to ask for an appropriation toward 
the support of a Methodist Swiss-Italian preacher and colporteur 
who cun live in the parsonage and use the church to evangelize his 
people. 

The work at Madera was opened by sending in J. W. Morris and C. 
H. Fowler to ho!d a month’s revival service. At the close of the ser- 
vice Brother Morris was placed in charge of the work. He reports a 
class of about 25 and the outlook very promising. A suitable site 
has been selected and the initial steps toward a church-taken. 

After assisting at Madera Brother C. H. Fowler was put in charge 
of the worx at Yosemite. Of necessity it. is confined to the tourist 
season, We are now negotiating with the California Conference with 
the object of uniting with them to’establish a Chatauqua and camp 
meeting in that world-famous resort. 

H. Irwin Farr. a retired pastor living at Turlock had started a 
Sunday School and was preaching every two weeks at Irwin City six 
miles within the new territory. Using that as a starting point and 
Brother Farr as a Home Missionary, work has been opened at Steven- 
son Colony, Livingston and Atwater. <A large tract of over 50,000 
acres has just been opened at Livingston and the settlers are coming 
in rapidly, while 150 families already live at that point, Stevenson 


Colony and Irwin City. 
Atwater is in the centre of a rich fruit section which strangely 


enough has been without regular religious services until now. For 
the next year it will form a part of the Merced circuit. 

Our pastors at Visalia and Farmersville began preaching services 
at several outlying points near them. These were formed into the 
Visalia circuit and T. D. Lewis placed in charge. Two of these are 
to be formed into a charge this year. 

A large colony of Finns, thrifty, intelligent, prosperous, has settled 
recently at Reedley. Living a few miles away was Gustaf A. Hiden, 
a former presiding elder in Finland and recently pastor to the Finns 
at Fort Bragg, California Conference. After consultation with Bishop 
Hamilton, Bro. Hiden was sent in to supply that work and a special 
grant secured toward his support. 

About two months ago a class of 27 members and probationers was 
organized at Caruthers after faithful work by O. W. Ostrom, who is a 
supernumerary pastor in the Swedish Methodist Church. We expect 
to open work at Fowler, at once, and join that work with Caruthers. 

After preaching to them on the 8th of August the Union Association 
at Alpaugh decided by a very large majority to ask us to take charge 
of that work, as a large part of the membership belonged to the Meth- 
odist Church and nearly all desired the stability and assistance of a 
spiritual denomination behind them. A circuit will be made of this 
and two other places. 
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The churches at Corcoran and Waukena have grown until they 
demand ail the time of a pastor; and hence Wasco, which has been 
served by their pastor, though 40 miles away, has had to be separated 
from them. A new colony composed of people from the region of 
Anaheim has during the year settled about a place, recently, named 
“McFarland.””. They are not only anxious to have a pastor but also 
to build a church. We expect to associate them with Wasco and an 
intermediate point thus forming a new circuit which will very soon 
be self-supporting. 

After two services on Sunday, December 29th, at Lancaster, seventy 
eight miles north of Los Angeles, the people decided to organize a 
Methodist Episcopal Church. This was done by me on the 6th of 
January. Clarence Hunt was placed in charge. He organized a 
class at Neenach and preached there once a month. We now have 
30 members and probationers on that charge. 

The pastors at Grangeville and Kings River have united in estab- 
lishing a flourishing Sunday School and bi-weekly preaching service 
at Hardwick the center of a rapidly settling section about 5 miles 
from Hanford.. It is certain to be a charge by itself in a short time. 

Brother Taylor of Grangeville has also opened up Armona a neigh- 
boring and neglected railroad town, which joined with Lakeside will 
make a self-supporting charge in a year or more. 

New Churches. At Del Rey, an outlying point on the Sanger cir- 
cuit in the midst of a prosperous farming community, a church costing 
$2,100 has been built during the year. At the beginning of the year, 
we had a preaching point and a class composed of a poor man and his 
wife at this place. At the end of the year, we have this beautifullv 
situated church built chiefly by cash subscriptions, the balance all 
provided for; a class of 15 members; a Sunday School of about 50 
scholars, and a people willing to contribute half the salary of the pas- 
tor of that circuit. 

The purchase of the uncompleted United Brethren Church at Sul- 
tana on the Dinuba charge was completed, the church finished, and 
dedicated on April Sth. 

Another church was also secured and moved to Dinuba. It is 
centrally located in the town, and is worth about $3,000. It was 
also dedicated on April 5th. It was dedicated in a much better way, 
during the two weeks preceding its formal dedication, by severai 
scores of souls who found Christ Jesus as their Savior at its altars. We 
had 11 members there at the beginning of the year; we have 115 now. 

A fine $12,000 church built of concrete blocks has been erected at 
Porterville during the year. $9,000 cash was paid, and the balance 
more than provided for bysubscriptions. It was dedicated April 19th. 

Porterville is the centre of a rapidly growing orange section and 
Methodism has taken her rightful place in the city. 

Chiefly through the personal efforts of the pastor, a new addition, 
much larger than the former structure, has been made to the Reediey 
church, at a cost of $2,500. $2,200 of that being cash. It gives our 
people a well arranged Sunday School room and auditorium. 
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Unable to secure the school house, or a hall, in which to hold revival 
services and being determined to have one, our pastor at Lancaster 
decided that a church must be built. There is a new $1,000 church 
in Lancaster today; the only Protestant church within 50 miles. It 
was also the District Superintendent’s privilege to lead in the revival 
at that point. The pastor with C. H. Fowler and the Superintendent 
worked for souls at night, and worked on the building during the day 
to complete it. 

Delayed by local difficulties over which he had no control,the pastor 
at Corcoran has a church, which when completed will be worth about 
$3,500, about three-fourths finished. Under a broiling sun, he did 
most of the shingling, and no smail part of the other work. It is not 
to be wondered at that the building is slowly but steadily nearing com- 
pletion, or that his membership at that point has increased 300 per 
cent during the year. 

At Wasco, 40 miles away on the same circuit, the lumber has just 
recently been ordered for a new church at that place. 

The old church and parsonage have been sold at Selma; a new central 
site purchased with a parsonage upon it and a beautiful brick church 
costing $11,000 erected. The whole property is worth about $15,000. 

At Lompoc; the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, was purchased 
moved over beside our church and the two transformed into a com- 
modious, well-arranged church worth $11,000. The new addition 
cost $7,000; paid for in cash or thoroughly covered by reliable sub- 
scriptions. 

The debt on the church at Orcutt was paid off during the year and 
that church dedicated early in May. ‘ 

A new $4,000 organ has been installed in First Church, Fresno, 
during the year, adding much to a church already well equipped. 

A parsonage costing $1,500 has been completed at Parlier, which 
was an outlying point on the Reedley circuit last year; it has built a 
parsonage and paid its pastor $900 this year; and with its Sunday 
School and congregations crowding its church to the doors, will be 
compelled to build very soon. . 

A new parsonage costing $3,500 is nearing completion at Hanford, 
and subscriptions amounting to $9,000, all covered by negotiable 
notes, secured toward a new church. 

Under the heads of “Other Improvements” and ‘‘payment of debts” 
the pastors have reported to me as follows:—Santa Maria, $1,100. 
$750 of that being an old Church Extension debt of 15 years’ standing, 
which nothing but the indomitable patience and perseverance of the 
pastor could have secured; Visalia, $615; Lakeside, $200; Porterville, 
$200; Irwin City, $330; Parmersville, $300; Traver, $87: San Miguel, 
$225; Lompoc, $100; Lindsay, $675; Santa Barbara, $920; Delano, 
$150; Easton, $160; Parlier, $200; Arroyo Grande, $375; Orcutt, $285; 
Fresno, $2,000; Fowler, $50; Paso Robles, $500; and Grangeville $200. 

The total value of the new churches and parsonages and other im- 
provements built, or made, during the year is over $50,000. 
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The addition to the District of the counties of Mariposa, Merced, 
Madera, and most of the counties of San Benito and Monterey calls 
for a large increase in the working force, and a corresponding increase 
in Missionary money with which to start the work. 

Fowler, Kingsburg, Dinuba, and Kings county have driven out the 
saloons during the year, and from this Conference will go over a 
score of pastors to swing their battalions into the battle now on 
against the saloons in Fresno city, Tulare, and Fresno counties. 

We are glad to highly commend the work of the Ladies Aid Socie- 
ties of the different charges. It is simply astonishing how they will 
gather money for good causes where brother stewards report nothing 
in sight. 

W.F. M.S. and W. H. M.S. The work of both these societies was 
more vigorously pressed this year than last. As reported to me the 
W. F. M. Society gained $300, while the W. H. M. Society gained 
about $400 over last year. 

Pearl Sigler, Secretary of our Benevolences visited most of the charges 
during the year and established tithing bands in 27 of them. We 
have about 500-tithers on the district, largely asa result of his efforts. 

There was an increase of over $5,000 in pastor’s salaries during the 
year, and as a result there was less of anxiety and much more of com- 
fort in the parsonages. 

There has been a gain of 500 in membership. The gain has been 
chiefly in the newer and smaller charges; some of which have grown 
wonderfully. Five charges, Waukena, Lindsay, Greenfield, Parlier 
and Dinuba having to their credit 308 of the total increase. 

Sunday Schools. There has been an increase of over 100 officers 
and teachers and about 300 scholars reported to me during the year 
in our Sunday schools. 

Epworth Leagues— The Epworth Leagues have had a moderate 
increase duriny the year amounting to about 150. The Junior Lea- 
gues have increased about 350 in membership. The work of both 
Leagues has been well handled by the officers of the District. 

The regular missionary offerings more than held their own, not- 
withstanding the almost total loss of any ‘‘Special gifts.”” The Home 
Missionary Society gained about $500 over last-year, while the Foreign, 
after deducting a loss of about $600 in “‘special gifts” a little more 
than saved the day. The total of all benevolences was over $10,000: 
a gain of over $1400. 

Our largest and most valuable offering to Missions was in the person 
of our pastor at Lindsay, Thomas C. Maxwell, who left us to take up 
work in Malaysia, receiving in things visible his board, lodging and 
$16.66 per month. God’s heroes are not all under ground. 

Revival services have been held at 30 places in the District during 
the year. The gains in membership have been lar gely due to that work. 

Assisted by C. H. Fowler, soloist and fine personal worker, it was my 
privilege to lead in six, two weeks’ services and to see several hundred 
of earnest souls crowding our altars.

REPORT OF PASADENA DISTRICT. 


Another year has passed and we have come together in our annual 
assembly to report our work, plan for the future, and encourage each 
other in the important affairs committed to our care by the Lord and 
His church. This work is spiritual and we are particularly called to 
it; if we closely follow the Lord and do not permit ease, honor, or any 
earthly consideration to enter our plans, we are sure of success. Our 
business is to labor and preach to save men, such a purpose marks the 
true servants of God. Where this aim is wanting failure is sure to 
result. 

During the year no disasters have occurred, much has transpired 
that calls for gratitude. Of the forty two reapers who went forth with 
us a year ago into the great harvest fields all have been permitted to 
return to make their reports. 

Sickness has notseriously interrupted the work of any of the pastors. 
The death angel visited two of the parsonages homes. Erother and 
Sister C. V. Cowan have been called to mourn the death of their young- 
est son Howard, eighteen years old, bright, intelligent,cheerful, with a 
promising future. His sun went down ere it was noon, but it set in a 
cloudless sky, happy in the love of his Savior he passed to his eternal 
home. Brother and Sister E. H. Price mourn the absence of their 
dear little boy who brightened their home for about three years then 
without the knowledge of evil went to be forever with the Lord. 

Improvements were made at Bardsdale amounting to $200. At 
Lordsburg to $500, no debts in either case. Covina has suitably fur- 
nished the new Sunday school rooms at a considerable expense. This 
church has raised and paid out this year $6,000. Azusa has brightened 
the interior of the church with paper and varnish. South Pasadena 
has placed new carpets in their beautiful auditorium at a cost of $300. 
The First Church, Pomona, has raised $12,000 for new Sunday School 
rooms. Lincoln Avenue has added a lot to their church property 
worth about $1,500. 

New Work—Pasadena District presents to the Conference three 
new charges. Trinity church, Pomona, with a membership of 320 and 
a Sunday School of about the same number. West Alhambra with a 
membership of 40 and a Sunday School of 80. This new organiza- 
tion is full of hope and enthusiasm, success is sure. We were fortunate 
in securing in the opening of the work Luther A. Rice as pastor, just 
from Drew Seminary, strong in body, hopeful in spirit and with a 
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mind well equipped for the work of the ministry. Puente has been 
organized by O.T. Nichols of El] Monte with a membership of 17 and a 
Sunday School of more than 30. 

New Churches—Four new churches have been erected during the 
year and the fifth commenced. Moorpark has been constructed from 
the old Epworth property, value $3,000, E. E. Damon pastor. E. S. 
Chase deserves great credit for the success of the enterprise at Alta- 
dena. He inspired confidence in a people almost discouraged. He 
made a personal subscription of $500, the entire salary the church es- 
timated for him, then by gleaning for weeks in Pasadena he secured 
in small amounts $500 more, and the Board of Church Extension 
aided by a donation of $300, thus the church was made possible. 
When finished the lot and building will be worth $4,500. Montebello, 
value $2,500. This church is the result of the toil and sacrifice of 
Rev. J. R. Yost and his faithful little band. They are proud of their 
cosy church home. Trinity church, Pomona, value $35,000. This 
is one of the finest churches in the Conference.. The formation of the 
new society and the building of the church met with many difficulties 
in the beginning, but time has proved the wisdom of the enterprise. 
The First Churchis nearly as strong numerically as it was before the new ~ 
one was organized. The new church has 320 members, 90 of whom 
have been received this year. The membership of the Sunday School 
is about equal to that of the church. From this church over $1,100 
will be reported for benevolences. The pastor deserves great credit 
for his patient heroic work. Hindered in the beginning of the year by 
having no place in which to gather the people; then the Unitarian 
church was secured for an evening service, this was continued until 
August 2nd, when the beautiful new church was dedicated to the wor- 
ship of God without a dollar of indebtedness. We have now in the 
city of Pomona property worth $70,000, and a membership of over 
1000, and an enrollment of over 600 in Sunday School. At Cuca- 
monga work has begun on the fifth church, it will be a beautiful stone 
structure costing about $5,000. C. R. Norton, a supernumerary 
member of the Iowa Conference is the capable pastor who by his cour- 
age and toil made this new church possible. 

Debts Paid—Asbury, Los Angeles, began the year with an indebt- 
edness of $1800, which has this year been paid and on the fifth day of 
July the mortgage was burned in the presence of a grateful and happy 
people. The amount paid by this church during the past three years, 
including interest was $6500. Also, from the Payne Memorial Fund 
this church has paid into the treasury of the Womens’ Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society this year $5000. Asbury is a happy family church, 
blessed of God, without friction or faction. The return of the pastor 
is earnestly desired for the fifth year. South Pasadena has paid $2500 
on indebtedness, North Pasadena, $3000, Lake Avenue, $5000, El 
Monte $650, clearing the property of debt. Monrovia $564 on par- 
sonage debt. This charge has had a good year, 101 have been added 
to the membership and the benevolent collections reach $1200. Gar- 
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vanza has paid $1000, Highland Park $1200, Scott Chapel—this heroic 
little band while struggling for existence has paid a debt of $650 leay- 
ing their property free of debt. First Church, Pasadena, deserves 
credit for the aid rendered this church. Chino has paid the debts re- 
maining on church and parsonage. Other debts have been paid the 
particulars of which I have not received. The First Church, Pasadena, 
has liberally aided in the work of rehabilitation in San Francisco, and 
also aided Lake Avenue church. This as a great church in every 
sense. Dr. A. W. Lamport has served it for six years and now closes, 
at his own instance, one of the most successful pastorates in the his- 
tory of that church. The people sincerely regret the severance of the 
pastoral ties, and will ever remember him as a pastor beloved, faithful 
in duty, able in the pulpit, full of good works, and wise in administra- 
tion. 

Pastors’ Salaries—Notwithstanding the financial stringency the sal- 
aries of many of the pastors have been increased and in most instances 
fully paid. We are happy to report that strict business methods have 
been adopted by: most of the Official Boards and as a result the un- 
certainties formerly connected with pastoral support have passed away, | 
and most of our ministers are paid regularly every month. The tith- 
ing system adopted by many in our churches has been a great blessing 
to our people. 

Sunday Schools—No work is more important than that of the Sun- 
day School. These are maintained in all our churches and preaching 
places, they are supplied with the excellent literature of our church, 
organized into missionary societies, give missionary information, and 
contribute regularly to the support of missions. There will be quite 
an increase in the enrollment of scholars as several new schools have 
been formed and the old ones rapidly growing. 


Epworth League—On the Pasadena District the Epworth League is 
an aggressive organization. It is evangelistic in spirt, aids local finan- 
cial enterprises, contributes to the support of missions both at home 
and in the foreign field, and has classes for Bible and missionary study. 

Benevolences—Money matters have been hard this year making 
it difficult to reach the high mark in giving that has characterized our 
people in the past. The benevolences have received my personal at- 
tention in the quarterly conferences, and I am sure the pastors have 
been careful in the presentation of the various causes. We may not 
reach the generous figures of last year, but think we will exceed the 
apportionments in the aggregate. , 

Temperance—There are only two places outside of Los Angeles on 
the District where intoxicating liquors are sold openly. Our pastors 
and people have contributed largely to the success of the work of the 
Anti-Saloon League. Let us never rest while a plague spot of intem- 
perance remains. 

The Ladies Aid Societies—These societies true to their name have 
been abundant in labors, and are a power in the spiritual, social and. 
material life of the churches. 
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The Womens’ Home and Foreign Missionary Societies continue in 
their good ways and carry on their work with an ever increasing mom- 
entum. Who can sum up the results of a year of labor of forty two 
consecrated ministers and their wives and children, together with over 
six thousand noble loyal laymen. Who can estimate the value of 
these lives. The recording angel will set down to many an unher- 
alded deed the highest praise. We are thankful to you brothers for 
your fellowship and co-operation in the great work of the church, and 
with gratitude to God for His grace and the presence and comfort of 
His Spirit we turn our faces toward the future feeling

The Bishop called the class to be admitted consisting of E. Guy Tal- 
bott, E. H. Price, C. H. Seymour, Samuel Hughes and L. A. Rice and 
they presented themselves before the altar.. 


An appropriate hymn was sung and the Bishop led in prayer.

On motion of E. A. Healy the secretary was instructed to cast the- 
ballot for the trustees named in the report. 


President Geo. F. Bovard, Dean E. A. Healy and the Bishop ad— 
dressed the Conference on the importance of Christian education, the 
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report was adopted and the secretary cast the ballot for the trustees 
and they were elected. 


Public Morals—J. A. Johnson read the first section of the report 
of the Committee on Public Morals, dealing with temperance and it 
was adopted. (See Report). 


A. W. Lamport read the second section of the report of the Com- 
mittee on Public Morals relating to Sunday law and other issues and 
it was adopted. (See Report). 


Wm. Love—G. W. Coultas read the report of the committee in the 
matter of Wm. Love’s appointment for last year in which they re- 
ported that they found no ground of action against him The report 
was adopted. 


State of the Church—G. W. Coultasread the report of the Committee 
on State of the Church and it was adopted as amended by a motion of 
L. D. Van Arman. 


Question V—‘‘Who have been Continued on Trial?’’ was asked. 


A. R. Moore, M. R. Walton, Wm. Reberger, Oliver Saylor, Burton 
Hamlin, Clarence D. Hicks, and Maynard D. Beckwith were called. 
Those present reported their collections, the Registrar reported, and 
they were advanced to studies of the Second Year. 


J. L. Moore and Wm. Vimont were called, the Registrar reported 
and they were continued in studies of the First Year. 


Upon the motion of F. M. Larkin, Wm. Love was granted a Super- 
numerary relation. The case of W.C. Chew, supernumerary member of 
the North Dakota Conference, whose transfer was requested, was 
referred to the Committee on Conference Relations. 


B. S. Haywood—The secretary read greetings from B. S. Haywood, 
superintendent of our work in Porto Rico, a member of this Conference. 


Amendments—The Amendment to the Constitution of the Confer- 
ence Missionary and Evangelistic Society as proposed on Saturday, 
was adopted upon motion of J. L: Pitner. 


Marriage and Divorce—F. M. Moody presented the report of a special 
committee on marriage and divorce, and it was adopted. (See Re- 
port ). 

C. E. Webb addressed the Conference on the matter of Social Purity. 


Bible in the Public Schools—H. W. Peck presented the report of the 
commission on the Bible in the public schools and it was adopted. 
(See Report). The time was extended. 


Bible Cause—C. V. Cowan presented the report of the committee on 
Bible cause and it was adopted. (See Report). 
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F. D. Bovard represented the interests of the California Christian 
Advocate before the Conference. 


Conference Relations—Upon motion of J. B. Green, J. M. Baxter 
was granted a Superannuated Relation. R. B. Coons was referred to 
the Board of Stewards. 


The rules were suspended and the Committee on Conference Rela- 
tions reported against requesting the transfer of W. C. Chew into this 
Conference and the report was adopted. 


Upon motion in was decided that when we adjourn we adjourn to 
meet at 2:30. 


The Bishop appointed J. B. Green to preside at the afternoon session 
and announced that the appointments would be read at the close of 
the evening anniversary service. 


On the recommendation of the Conference Relations Committee, 
W. F. Wenk was granted a Superannuated Relation. The announce- 
ments were given and the Conference adjourned with the benediction 
by the Bishop.

Miss Ada J. Breckenridge of San Francisco represented the work of 
the San Francisco Training School for Deaconesses. 


Pastoral Address—C. H. Lawrence presented the Pastoral Address 
and it was adopted. (See Address). 


Publishing Minutes—E. J. Inwood presented the report of the secre- 
taries in publishing the minutes and it was adopted. (See Report). 


Official Journal—Upon motion of E. J. Inwood the published min- 
utes were made the Official Journal. 


Conference Trustees—On motion of A. Inwood the secretary was 
instructed to cast the ballot of the Conference for conference trustees: 
W. M. Sterling, J. B. Green, W, A. Knighten, S. A. Thomson, I. L. 
Spencer, F. D. Mather, and E. J. Inwood, and they were declared 
duly elected. 


Upon motion of A. Inwood, J. B. Green was appointed to act as 
treasurer of our benevolences in the interim of Conference sessions. 
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Divorce—The committee on Public Morals was instructed to appoint 
three members as our representatives on the Inter-Denominational 
Commission on Divorce. 


Epworth League—On motion of G. B. Cliff the officers of the South- 
ern California State Epworth League were elected as the officers of 
the Conference Epworth League. 


On motion of G. W. Coultas the Board of Control of the State Ep- 
worth League was requested to discontinue the publication of the 
Epworthian and to accept the proposition of F. D. Bovard to publish 
a page of Epworth League news in the California Christian Advocate. 


Evening Session 


The Bishop took the chair at 8:30. 


The minutes of the morning session were read and approved. The 
minutes of the afternoon session were read and approved. 


Episcopal Residence—E. A. Healy presented a request from the 
California Conference for the Southern California Conference to assume 
$200 of the $300 expenses on the Episcopal Residence at San Fran- 
cisco. Upon motion of E. A. Healy, the District Superintendents were 
instructed to apportion the $200 among the charges of their districts 


Conference Relations—Upon motion of J. B. Green, Silas Sprowls 
was changed from a Supernumerary to a Superannuated Relation. 


Board of Stewards—J. C. Elliott read the report of the Board of 
Stewards, showing that the Conference has been able to disburse 
$13942.50, the largest amount ever disbursed in the history of the 
Conference. The report was adopted. 


Question XXVII—‘‘ What are the claims on the Conference Fund?” 
was asked. : 


The Board of Stewards reported $16,500 as claims on the Conference 
Fund. 

Question XXVIII—‘‘ What has been received on these claims, and 
how has it been applied?” was asked. The Board of Stewards reported 
$13942.50 disbursed on these claims by annuity, special, and Preacher's 
Aid Society payments. 

Question XX VI—“ What is the aggregate of the benevolent collections 
ordered by the General Conference, as reported by the Conference 
Treasurer?’ Treasurer F. D. Mather reported the amount of these 
collections as $96,563, and gave the totals of the different benevolent 
collections. 

Statistical Report—Carl M. Ross, the Statistical Secretary, read the 
totals of the statistics and they were adopted (See statistical Report ).

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Upon motion of Carl M. Ross the Statistical Secretary was relieved 
from sending out Epworth League report blanks, as the necessary 
data will be included in the new report blanks. 


Question I—‘‘ Who have been Received by Transfer and from what 
Conferences?’’ was asked. 


The Bishop announced the transfer of H. E. Murkett from New Eng- 
land Southern Conference; J. A. Dearing from Upper Iowa Conference ;

The appropriations of the missionary money for the ensuing year was 
read by A. W. Adkinson (See Report ). 


Huntington Beach Camp Meeting Directors—On motion of A. W. 
Adkinson, the Secretary was instructed to cast the ballot for the 
following as Directors of the Huntington Beach Methodist Assembly: 
John L. Pitner, J. C. Elliott, S. A. Thomson, Geo. E. Foster, F. D, 
Mather, A. W. Adkinson and B. C. Cory. The ‘Secretary cast the 
ballot and they were declared elected. 


Bishop McIntyre—W. F. Wenk presented the following resolution 
and it was adopted by a rising vote. 


Whereas, During the past year a member of this Conference has been 
elected to be one of the General Superintendents of the church and 


Whereas, knowing it to be in accordance with his desire to remain

Therefore, Resolved that the name of Robert McIntyre be kept on 
the roll of our Conference and called at each annual session.

Years in 
Ministry 


ISAAC JEWELL. 


The old maxim runs: ‘‘Say nothing but good of the dead.” How 
could anything but good be said of a minister of Jesus Christ, who 
like his Master, ‘“‘went about doing good.’’? Such an one was Isaac 
Jewell, Ph. D., the subject of this sketch. The earthly lamp was 
turned low long before time for the dawn of the new day to arrive. 
In the midst of life he was in death. Isaac Jewell had the native 
characteristics and instincts of a minister. He was essentially a true 
gentleman, polite, agreeable, sociable. 

Early this year he was stricken down with pneumonia and for some 
time his life was despaired of. He rallied and heartened his faithful 
wife and friends with the hope of ultimate recovery. He was in the 
midst of a new church enterprise and its tug was felt by every throb- 
ing nerve in his body. He did more than a convalescent man should. 
Early in July he sought the cooler airs of Huntington Beach, but the 
change of climate was too sudden and too extreme to meet his case. 
He was taken to the Glendale Sanatarium where he sank rapidly and 
passed on to his glorious reward on July 29th. His funeral service 
was held at First Church, Los Angeles. and the interment was in 
Mountain View Cemetery, Pasadena. 

Isaac Jewell was born in Truro, England, November 1, 1848. He 
moved to America when but a youth, settling in one of the Eastern 
States. A call to the ministry stirred in the young man’s breast and 
he began making preparation for his life work. In 1870, at the ag® 
of 22,he entered the Wilmington Conference and continued his work 
there until 1894, when in consideration of his wife’s health he sought 
a change to a, more salubrious climate. He was then transferred to 
this Conference, where he continued until his death. The charges 
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a 
favored with his ministry were: Perris, Santa Ana, Fresno, San Ber- 
nardino, North Pasadena, Covina and Colton. In 1883 he was mar- 
ried to Ada Estella Carter in Queenstown, Md. He prepared for his 
theological degrees in Harriman University, Tenn.; and in Yale under 
the late Dr. Harper. His father, mother and only sister preceded him 
to the Heavenly home. He is survived by his widow and one brother. 

Dr. Jewell’s library has been donated to the University by his widow. 
The books are of.a high character, showing in a marked degree the 
literary tastes of their former owner.

JOHN PITTENGER. 


Some men can afford to be transparent. They have nothing to 
conceal. John Pittenger was such a man. To know him intimately 
was a privilege. Whoever thus knew him could but place a high es- 
timate on his character. The statement made over the dead body of 
John Knox, ‘‘Here lies one who never feared the face of man,” is as 
true of John Pittenger. He was fearless. He had strong convictions 
and never lacked the courage to express them. No one ever had to 
guess as to his position on moral questions. In the discussion and the 
settlement of such questions he never consulted expediency. That 
word, in that connection, was not in his vocabulary. 

He despised pretense and shams. He lived in the atmosphere of 
truth and purity. Associating with his fellow ministers, mingling 
with the people of his pastorates, standing before the congregations 
to deliver the divine message, everywhere and always he was a Chris- 
tian gentleman, commanding the respect and winning the confidence 
of his associates in the ministry, of the people to whom he ministered, 
and of the citizens in the communities where he lived. 

Brother Pittenger became a member of the Southern California 
Conference in 1889 by transfer from the New Jersey Conference, of 
which he had been a member for six years, having previously labored 
two years in Kansas. 

His first appointment here was Nipomo, where he remained one 
year; his subsequent appointments being Piru, two years; Elsinore, 
two years; San Diego Central, two years; Epworth, Los Angeles, 
four years; Orange, three years; Glendora, one year; and Tropico, 
three years. 

At the Conference session a year ago he was compelled, on account 
of failing health, to take a supernumeraryrelation. Removing soon 
thereafter to Elgin, Illinois, he immediately identified himself with 
the First Methodist Church, in the work of which he was much in- 
terested, taking especial pleasure in the sessions of the Ladd Bible 
class, of which he was one of the most active workers. 
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Though his health and strength were declining all through the year, 
his departure which occured August 21st, was sudden. His last ill- 
ness was short. He was confined to his bed only four days, heart 
failure coming to relieve him of his sufferings. I need not tell you of 
his faith and comfort in Christ. He went home to Jesus as he said. 

Brother Pittenger was born December 9, 1848, near Steubenville, 
Ohio. He received there his early education and later attended Mt. 
Union College. 

Devoting himself to the study of law, after finishing the prescribed 
course, he was admitted to the practice thereof in the courts of Ohio, 
but feeling the divine call to the ministry, he left the noble profession 
for which he had prepared, thenceforth to engage in the greatest work 
possible for man. He never felt that by so doing he had made any 
sacrifice. When, at the Los Robles Camp Meeting, eighteen years ago, 
one high in position and authority in the church, talked about the sac- 
rifices that the ministers present had madein order to enter the minis- 
try, calling attention to the fact that at least two of them had left the 
legal profession for that purpose. Bro. Pittenger was indignant, andin 
conversation with some of us afterward, declared that no minister of 
the gospel should think that he made any sacrifice to enter that work, 
but he should consider himself-to be highly honored to have been 
called thereto, and should esteem it the greatest possible privilege to 
engage therein. 

That was the keynote to his ministry and his life. He was faithful 
to his commission, and the ‘‘joy of the Lord was his strength.” 

He was a good preacher, a faithful pastor, a true man. 

To sister Pittenger and Edward, and the others who are especially 


bereaved by his departure, we extend our deepest sympathy.

CHAS. W. STOWELL. 


Charles W. Stowell, a gentle, loving, saintly man, went home to 
God January 5th, 1908. The following summary of his history is 
quoted from the single page of a biographical note written by his own 
hand: 

“Born in Flushing, Genesee County, Michigan, November 24th, 
1853. At six years of age his parents moved overland to Iowa, thence 
after a few years to New Hampshire, where his mother died when he 
was sixteen years of age. 

“He was converted March 7, 1875, at West Concord, Vermont, re- 
ceived on probation March 13, baptized March 14, and received into 
full connection in the Methodist Episcopal Church on December 12th 
of the same year, under the pastoral labors of Rev. Ipk Wiss Worthen. 
His education was obtained in the Common School and St. Johnsbury 


as 
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Academy at St. Johnsbury, Vermont, and Howe High School at Billerica, 
Mass. He joined the Vermont Annual Conference on trial in April, 
1882, after preaching two or three years as a local preacher. Trans- 
ferred to the Southern California Conference Septerfiber, 1883. 
The page closes with this sentence. “Any further items desired 
may be obtained from the Southern California Conference Minutes. 
The Minutes show that Brother Stowell did seventeen years effective 
work in our ranks in the following charges: Kernville, Merced, Sel- 
ma, Traver, Plano and Porterville, Waukena, Easton, Goleta and 
Santa Barbara Ct. and was for seven years on tHe non-effective list. 
Fourteen of his seventeen effective years with us were spent in frontier 
fields, amid hard conditions of climate and society, often under the 
depression of poverty and not infrequently greatly burdened by ill- 
ness; but patiently, faithfully, lovingly he toiled, winning his way and 
his Saviour’s way to the hearts of the people, preaching a pure gospel, 
and building the Church of Christ into the new cilivization to which 
he was sent. Brother Stowell was a beautiful Christian character, 
devout as any saint of old, modest, gentle, loving, unselfish—thorough- 
ly saturated with the word of God, familiar with the way of prayer, 
believing in God with all his heart and walking with Christ in constant 
fellowship. His home life was beautiful and one could there see him 
at his best. When he married he found New England birth and train- 
ing, New Testament faith and experience and a devotion to home and 
church that matched his own, in the wife who shared his labors, mul- 
tiplied his joys, and created the atmosphere of the home in which he 
took such pleasure and in which he developed many of his finest traits. 
Many a time was the writer blessed with the privilege of fellowship 
with this good man in his home and always with a higher appreciation 
of his unselfishness and graciousness of character. Scrutinized from 
any point of view, he never disappointed the expectation of those 
who looked to see in him the tokens of the presence of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Nor was helackingin his more public activities. Hewasagood 
preacher, very familiar with the Bible; careful in his preparation, 
earnest in delivery, evangelical in doctrine; wise in his adaptation of 
Scripture and illustration to the needs of his people, and every where 
leading some souls to Christ and edifying the church.. 
Superannuation from leadership to the ranks again, is a supreme 
test of a Methodist preacher. Brother Stowell triumphed gloriously 
in that. He ever stood well the unfair test of secular competition. 
During his last nine years at Santa Barbara he won the respect and 
confidence of the business men of the city in a remarkable way and the 
church took him into her council and to her heart without reserve. 
This regard was not a mere sympathy, nor was it limited to a simple 
appreciation of past services to the church and society, but it was a 


tribute of loving confidence in a genuine Christian character which was 
maintained to the end. 
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An illness of but three days closed this faithful life. The glory of 
the kingdom has opened to the promoted soldier. A wife bereaved 
of a loving companion and a daughter robbed of what was-of such in- 
estimable value to her, with other kindred and a multitude of friends 
tarry in the comfort of ‘‘a like precious faith” till they be made sharers 
of his triumph. 

I close as I began, ‘“‘A gentle, loving, saintly man has gone home to 
God.”’

JANE A. HAZZARD. 


“The wife of the late Rev. A. C. Hazzard has gone. She wondered 
why-she tarried so long. She was waiting the call home. She heard 
and answered July 3, 1908. A more beautiful character is seldom 
seen. She was self forgetful, prayerful, generous, transparent, loyal 
to the church, and a careful and consistent reader of the word of God.” 

Jane A. Lee (her maiden name ) was born July 1, 1825, at Naples, 
N.Y. At the age of ten her parents moved to Branch county, Michi- 
gan. Her education was finished at Albion College, Mich. Mrs. Haz- 
zard had from her early life the missionary spirit. Soon after she left 
College she engaged in missionary work among the Potowatimas 
Indians and while she was thus engaged she met and married the Rev. 
A. C. Hazzard Sept. 11, 1851, with whom she lived a happy and de- 
voted life for over half a century. In 1864 they were transferred to 
the California Conference and served successfully many important 
charges. In 1883 she moved with her husband to Southern California 
and settled near Los Angeles in the district now called Whittier. She 
was a constant inspiration to her husband in the many benefactions 
they were able to make to education, missions and the different 
churches. There were no self-denials too great for her when the 
cause of God required it. Two Methodist churches one on each side 
of their land-holdings owe their existence to the wisdom and generosity 
of Father and Mother Hazzard. Their motto was not only one-tenth 
of their income but to give as God prospered them and as their wealth 
increased the gifts increased, until one half of all their income and 
property were given to God and humanity. She was the inspiration 
of the large gift they were able to make to the W. F. M. 5S. College in 
China. ; 

Her last years were her richest. The harvests from the early 
sown seed were coming in. Her soul seemed at times to illuminate 
the thin and wasted temple in which she lingered—A cheerful smile 
more heavenly than earthly and a light more spiritual than natural 
would enlighten her face when she met a friend or spoke of her be-" 
loved Lord. Her soul was without spot or wrinkle or any such thing. 
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She fell asleep, so they say, but rather the awakening of the new 
life within—to the full glory of the heavenly, blinded the earthly visions, 
and the lids gently fell over the windows of her soul. 

She leaves a large family of children and grandchildren who ever 
look and think of her as a noble example of Christian fidelity and 
charity. The funeral services were held by her pastors, Rev. W. W. 
Cookman and Rev. W. A. Betts, and were impressive in their simplicity. 
Her body sleeps beside that of her beloved husband in the Whittier 
side hill cemetery.

Beware of those seductive systems, calling themselves “‘Christian,”’ 
while ‘‘treading under foot the Son of God, as such, and counting the 
blood of the covenant an unholy thing.”’ 

We beseech you, to help us guard the sacredness of God’s day and 
house; in a personal example free from the Sunday newspaper and ex- 
cursion, and full of loyalty to the Word of God and divine worship. 

We commend your splendid efforts of the past in the field of moral 
reform, true to the traditions of the Fathers, especially in the prohi- 
bition of the manufacture and sale of alcoholic stimulants. Stay not, 
till the last recruiting center has felt the omnipotence of a Christian 
ballot reinforced by an aroused and educated public sentiment. 

Finally, we pray you to be able always to answer the materialistic 
cry of the age. ‘‘Where is thy God?’’ with the victorious daily life 
that can only be the product of the indwelling of the Holy Ghost. 

Thus shall our great Church, our mutual joy and pride, be as ‘“‘she 
that looketh forth as the morning, fair as the moon, clear as the sun, 


and terrible as an army with banners.”

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STATE OF THE CHURCH 


We wish to declare our gratitude to Almighty God for the achieve- 
ments of the Church; yet we feel humiliated when we think how un- 
faithful it has been to the great commission, and to the trust placed 
upon it. 

While we rejoice in the financial triumphs of this Conference, we 
feel that not sufficient emphasis is laid upon its spiritual victories. 

Therefore, we recommend that the District Superintendents be 
asked to report the number of conversions on their districts, and that 
time be given during Conference to hear of special victories in the sal- 
vation of sinners. 

We appreciate the tithing plan that is being adopted by our churches 
not alone for its financial benefits but chiefly for its spiritual benefac- 
tions, and hope all our churches will be blessed by accepting it. 

As our gospel is the good-news to all men, lifting them out of moral 
and spiritual thraldom, we wish to endorse the sentiment of the General 
Conference concerning capital and labor, and to express our sympathy 
for any wrongs inflicted upon either. 

We heartily endorse the work of the Epworth League, and commend 
the system of self-support established by the General Conference, 
and the new educational work just planned. Last year the Conference 
organization was merged into the State League of Southern Califor- 
nia. We now recommend that the Conference Epworth League be 
reconstituted. 

Realizing the importance of the Sunday School we welcome more 
efficiency in methods and studies, and therefore greet with pleasure 
a graded system of study offered by the International Committee. 
While we find our own literature growing in strength and usefulness, 
we hear that some of it is not acceptable to many of our people because 
of articles that are un-Methodistic in tone and liable toinfuse doubt in 
some minds. We affirm our belief that the Sunday School is not the 
place to suggest that which would weaken faith in the Word or arouse 
doubt concerning truth. 

We recommend the action of the Conference in forming a Board of 
Sunday Schools, and we further recommend that, as soon as practical, 
the above Board shall provide for a field agent, whose duty shall be to 
aid and organize Sunday Schools within the bounds of this Conference. 

Praying that a deeper spiritual life and stronger conviction for the 
needs of the unsaved world may come upon the Church, we respect- 
fully submit this report.

In the language of the episcopal address: ‘‘There must not be any 
reaction from the wrath with which all good and Christian citizens 
pursue this law-breaking and murderous traffic. It deserves neither 
charity nor mercy. There is no law it will keep, no pledge it will 
honor, no child it will not taint, no woman it will not befoul, no man it 
will not degrade. It falsely claims to be a great public interest be- 
cause it employs thousands and pays heavy taxes. But no money in 
the pockets of employers and no taxes in the treasury of the city, 
county, state or nation can balance the monetary losses of the nation 
through this traffic. No profits, however real or immense, can com- 
pensate for the corruption of our politics, the emptiness of the drunk- 
ard’s home or the fullness of prisons and graves.” 

An enlightened citizenship and a vital piety demand the utter des- 
truction of a traffic so accursed. The liquor traffic cannot be reformed. 
It is inherently unreformable. An institution which outrages the 
divine law of love will never obey the police regulations of men. There- 
fore it must be destroyed, and with our bishops we ‘‘pledge eternal en- 
mity to this foe of God and man.’’ Our purpose is its extinction, our 
battle cry, ‘“‘A saloonless country, a stainless flag.” 


1. Personal Abstinence 


We declare our conviction that total abstinence from intoxicating 
beverages and narcotics is the duty of all our people of every clime and 
country. 


2. The License Policy 


We stand for the speediest possible extermination of the licensed 
saloon as vicious in principle, utterly inconsistent with the purposes 
of enlightened government, and in practice a protection to a traffic 
which is inherently criminal in its nature. The liquor traffic ‘“‘cannot 
be legalized without sin.” 


3. Prohibition and Local Option 


We stand for the speediest possible suppression of the beverage 
liquor traffic. Under that divine law of absolute right, which is the 
source of all human law, and only proper attitude of civil government 
toward any thing so harmful as the liquor traffic is that of absolute 
prohibition. 

We are in favor of reclaiming never to be surrendered, every foot of 
territory which can be wrested from the liquor traffic as an additional 
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base of operations for further aggression, which shall not cease until 
the world shall know no more this crime-breeding traffic. To this end, 
in the light of recent experience, and the practical results where ac- 
cording to the episcopal address, “‘‘States which have been notor- 
iously unfriendly to any temperance legislation, except general license, 
have passed the local option laws, which have been accepted by county 
after county until almost the whole state has banished the saloon.” 
We recommend that our people participate in every wise movement 
for local prohibition, commonly known as local option, as a step toward 
statewide prohibition, and then for state prohibition as preparation 
for that national victory which, in the fullness of time, is inevitable in 
the final triumphs of right. 


4. Attitude of the Federal Government 


We memoralize congress to prohibit the sale of intoxicating liquors 
in the District of Columbia, in our island possessions and in all territory 
and building under the control of the federal government to the end 
that the government of the United States shall be freed from further 
complicity in the liquor traffic. 

We respectfully urge congress to protect the states in the valid exer- 
cise of their acknowledged ‘‘police power’’ in the control of the liquor 
traffic by enacting effective interstate liquor shipment legislation, and 
insist that congressional doubt as to the constitutionality of such 
legislation be resolved in the interests of the people and the public 
morals. 

We urge congress by proper enactment to discontinue issuing inter- 
nal revenue liquor tax receipts to any person who cannot show author- 
ity to engage in such traffic. 

We highly commend the action of congress in complying—in the act 
admitting Oklahoma to the Union—with our treaty obligations of 
more than eighty years’ standing to protect the Indians of the five 
civilized tribes from the sale of liquor; also for refusing to restore the 
sale of intoxicating liquor at army posts and for continuing the prohi- 
bition of such sale at government soldiers’ homes. 


5. Temperance Instruction and the Pledge 


We urge upon pastors, Sunday school teachers and all leaders of our 
young people of the importance of teaching the value of total absti- 
nence from the use of alcoholic liquors and tobacco in any form. And 
to this end we urge the most vigorous and constant prosecution of 
pledge signing work through our Sunday schools, Epworth league and 
other young people’s societies. 

We protest against any attempting to repeal the scientific temper- 
ance instruction laws which exist generally throughout the states, and 
recommend that by every means at our command we encourage teach- 
ers in our public schools and higher institutions of learning to give in- 
struction in an interesting and practical manner. 
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6. Our Own Temperance Society 


We heartily congratulate our own temperance society for its part 
in the advance movement of the past quadrennium, and-urge that it 
give the fullest possible co-operation to all wisely directed existing 
nonpartisan movements against the saloon. 


7. The Anti-Saloon League 


While the church is peculiarly qualified to give temperance instruc- 
tion and create sentiment against the liquor traffic, and cannot escape 
its responsibility for such work by turning it over to any organiza- 
tion which it does not directly control, yet since no denomination alone 
can successfully secure legislation or compel the enforcement of law, 
we recognize the fact that our churches throughout the United States 
are already winning sweeping victories in this field through the Anti- 
Saloon league movement and are contributing large sums of money for 
its maintenance, therefore we indorse the Anti-Saloon league of America 
as a safe and effective agency through which the membership of the 
Methodist Episcopal church may co-operate with members of other 
churches and temperance organizations for united action against the 
saloon, and thereby call upon our churches and pastors to continue 
creasingly their co-operation in carrying forward its work. That we 
rejoice in the splendid leadership of the Rev. Dr. E. 5. Chapman, of 
“Stainless Flag’? fame, and hail him as our leader in the state-wide 
campaign that is now on. We will welcome him and his co-laborers 
to our pulpits, our hearts and our purses. 


8. Other Organizations 


We rejoice in the existence of the many organizations whose object 
is to promote total abstinence and secure legal prohibition of the liquor 
traffic, and recognizing the extent to which many of them, notably the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union, under the guiding genius of 
one of Methodism’s most illustrious women. who have contributed to 
the present degree of progress and enlightenment on the question, 
commend them to the kindly and favorable consideration of our people. 

We recognize that the church as an ecclesiastical body may not 
properly go into partisan politics nor assume to control the franchise 
of the citizens, yet we maintain that the time has come when the re- 
sponsibility rests upon every Christian voter not only to oppose the 
saloon as a matter of abstract principle, but to cast his ballot in the 
manner which will be most effective against the saloon and tend soon- 
est to put the liquor traffic in “the course of ultimate extinction.” 

We record our deliberate judgment that no candidate for any office 
which in any way may have to do with the liquor traffic, has a right to 
expect, nor ought he to receive, the support of Christian men, so long 
as he stands committed to the liquor interests or refuses to put himself 
in an attitude of open hostility to the saloon. 

- We hold that it is the duty of every Christian voter to vote for a 
reputable qualified, temperance condidate upon another ticket, in 
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preference to a disreputable or unfit one, controlled by the saloon, 
upon his own, to the end that righteousness, temperance and morality 
may become the normal activity of government everywhere. 

Whereas, The Hon. Joseph G. Cannon, speaker of the national 
house of representatives, gave as his excuse to the committee of twen- 
ty-five, sent by our recent general conference, for obstructing the pas- 
sage of the “Littlefield bill’ designed to protect prohibition territory 
from interstate commerce which gives the liquor traffic power to nul- 
lify state laws, his doubts as to its constitutionality, thus arrogating to 
himself the functions of the supreme court of the United States. 

We affirm it as his duty, under his oath of office to resolve all such 
doubts in the interest of the people for the protection of the public 
health, public morality and the public welfare, and 

Whereas, The late political convention in Illinois, dominated by the 
said Hon. J. G. Cannon, in the interest of his candidacy for the nomi- 
nation to the presidential office, adopted, with his consent at the in- 
stance of a Democratic secretary of the German society and Liberal 
alliance, pledging his party to the repeal of the present local option _ 
law, whereby over 15,000 saloons have been closed the past year, and 
sanctioning the nullification of the state law compelling the saloons in 
the city of Chicago to close on Sunday. 

Resolved, First, that we call upon the Christian citizenship of the 
Eighteenth Illinois congressional district to unite together without 
distinction as to religion, creed or political party affiliation, that they 
conspire together to encompass his defeat on the 3d day of Novem- 
ber next and give him a vacation for two years without pay, to afford 
him an opportunity to travel among the states, north and south, east 
and west, that he may become amenable to public opinion and learn 
from the people themselves what is the one really great and dominant 
political issue of the day: 

Resolved, Second, that in the event that the time is too short to 
encompass the above, then we call upon the Christian citizenship of 
the United, States, without regard to political affiliations to bring all 
possible moral influence to bear on every congressman-elect that they 
put a man in the speaker’s chair who will not arrogate to himself the 
functions of the supreme court, but instead will grant to all the people 
and their lawful representatives in congress the rights guaranteed to 
them by the constitution of the United States.

Resolved, That we commend the action of the State Committee 
of which Dr. E. D. McCreary is the chairman, in inaugurating a move- 
ment to secure a Sunday Rest Law for California, under the leadership 
of Dr. G. C. Tufts, superintendent of the Pacific Coast District of the 
International Reform Bureau. 

That our secretary Rev. E. J. Inwood be instructed on behalf of the 
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30,000 Methodists of Southern California Conference to memorialize 
both houses of our next State Legislature to pass an effective law that 
will provide for every business man and laborer a weekly day or half- 
day of rest, with a view to closing all saloons and places of public 
amusement on Sunday. We also recommend the selection of Dr. 
Charles Locke as successor to Bishop McIntyre on the Executive 
State Board. 

That the evident miscarriage of justice through decisions of High 
Courts in State and Nation, calls for earnest reprobation from all loyal 
citizens. 

That we suggest the extension of the power to recall to every judge- 
ship in the Union for the effective punishment of those who on mere 
technicalities liberate great and notorious criminals.

MISSIONS 


The Missionary idea is at last coming to its rightful place in the 
mind of the civilized world. Methodism is beginning to recognize in a 
practical way, that its parish is world wide. Great are her efforts, 
her gifts, and her triumphs. But far greater must all these be before 
we have measured up to our possibilities. To do this, our people must 
keep themselves informed by reading our church papers and our special 
missionary literature. We rejoice in the great activity of our own 
Conference in missionary enterprise. But we must do better. Our 
receipts this year showea falling off of about $7,000. The women‘s 
societies will, however, raise our total to about the same as last year. 
While intensely interested in carrying the Gospel to foreign lands, 
our great church does not forget our own land. Our Board of Home 
Missions and Church Extension sends forth the battle cry, ‘‘America 
for Christ. This Board has nearly four thousand Home missionaries 
in service today. The Church Extension Society since its beginning 
has aided nearly fifteen thousand churches. The Board recommends 
that the Sabbath before Thanksgiving be made the Sabbath for the 
presentation of this work. They would also call attention to the 
General Conference order that the Sabbath School missionary money 
be divided equally between the Board of Foreign Missions and that of 
Home. The work of this Board would be greatly advanced if our 
people would subscribe for the “Christian Republic.” ; 

The work among our colored people of this Conference requires a 
larger apportionment, and we recommend that the Conference ask our 
presiding Bishop to urge this interest before the general committee; and 
ask that the request of last year for not less than $1200 be poate: 

We are inspired by the ideals and achievments of the Women’s For- 
eign Missionary Society. They have abroad, 21 hospitals, 4 colleges, 
68 boarding schools, 38 training schools, 21 orphanages, and 600 day

schools. The society in our Conference has 83 auxilliaries; having 
gained 7 this year. There has been paid into the treasury this year, 
$24,604. Also a payment of $5,000 for the Payne meorial fund for a 
woman’s college in Foochoo, China, and $1,000 as a special gift towards 
another hospital in China. 

We rejoice in the glorious record of the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society. The society of our own Conference is one of the most ag- 
gressive in all the Methodist connection, not only doing its share of 
work in the general field,, but also giving special care to local needs. 
It is doing an excellent work for the Spanish speaking girls through 
the Frances DePauw Training School in Los Angeles, Also_a great 
work among the Indians near Yuma, Arizona. We regard the Dea- 
coness idea as one of the features of the early.Church. We commend 
their services as being most Scriptural and necessary. We wish that 
more of our young women would consecrate themselves to this noble 
ministry. Your committee’s outlook on the Mission field at home and 
abroad, and on the work of our church in that great field is to them 
most inspiring. “Let us thank God and take courage; and add yet - 
more glowing chapters to the Book of Acts.

Statistics give us the following facts: In the last ten years the Brit- 
ish and Foreign Bible Society distributed 35,760,627 volumes, and 
the American Blble Society 15,350,901 volumes of the Bible. 

Ten million copies are issued from the German press every year. 

We rejoice exceedingly that the whole world is hastening to accept 
the religion of the Bible. 

Therefore in view of the rapidly increasing demand for the Bible in 
all lands, and especially among Spanish speaking people, we would 
recommend that our annual offerings to the Bible cause be increased, 
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We would further recommend that inasmuch ashere upon the Pacific 
Coast we find ourselves confronted by an ever-increasing number of 
immigrants from every part of the pagan world, that we recognize the 
wisdom of retaining one half of the contributions made by our churches 
for work upon the Pacific Coast. 

We would also urge upon every pastor the importance of organi- 
zing Bible-training classes in the Epworth League and Sunday School 
on the line of doctrines as set forth in our larger catechism, and of 
systematic Bible marking for personal evangelistic work. 

We note with pleasure the emphasis that is being placed in our own 
school of theology of Southern California on the Bible as the word of 
God. We also most heartily endorse the movement now being pre 
mulgated for the introduction of the Bible in the public schools.

EDUCATION 


President Butler of Columbia University has said that education 
means a gradual adjustment of the spiritual possessions of the race. 
and that these possessions are at least five-fold. He says ‘“‘the child 
is entitled to his scientific inheritance, to his esthetic inheritance, to 
his institutional inheritance, and to his religious inheritance. 

Indeed all students affirm that man alone is the religious animal and 
that the religious impulse in his constitution as a human being is just 
as legitimate and fundamental as are his impulses to reason and ad- 
mire beauty. 

Today men approach religion from the viewpoint of science, and their 
answers corroborate the spontaneous feelings of the Ancients. Saba- 
tier says ‘‘Man is incurably religious,’ ‘‘Worship’’ says Coe “‘is so 
wrought into the fiber that we need only come to ourselves to find 
God.” 

To my mind, it is an inspiring fact, full of promise, that the atmos- 
phere of our time is electrical with the conviction that a system of edu- 
cation for the total man cannot ignore religion. It was pathetic to see 
the great teachers of the National Educational Association struggling 
with the problem. While they recognized that under existing con- 
ditions, religion could not enter the secular schools and colleges by the 
door, they were suggesting methods by which it might climb up some 
other way. They were noble men. They could give their students 
science,— Aristotle, Bacon, Newton, Darwin, and literature—Homer, 
Milton, Tennyson; and Art—Phidias, Angelo, Raphael; and institutions 
—Solon, Charlemagne, Alfred, Washington; and religion—no—there 
was not legitimate place in the curricula for Moses, and David and 
Isaiah, and John and Paul; and no place for Jesus. “The mightiest 
among the holy and the holiest among the mighty, whose pierced hand 
lifted the gates of history off their hinges, and changed the dolorous 
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course of the ages. 
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It should be a source of profound gratification to every one of us that 
we have in the University of Southern California an institution of 
learning which offers to our sons and daughters free access to the spir- 
itual possessions of the race; and our gratification will be intensified 
by recalling a few indications of progress. 

Take the last eight years and note four vital factors in the life of a 
school. 

1. The numbers of students has increased from 259 to 1016. This 
does not include those in the professional schools. This increase has 
been gradual indicating a healthy growth, and manifests a growing 
confidence on the part of the public in the efficiency of the institutions. 
®2. The receipts from tuition have risen from $3,000 to $30,000, 
which amount last year lacked but $1,464 of reaching the total sum 
paid for salaries. 

3. The annual income from endowment has advanced from $1,000 
to $22,000. 

4. The amount of the educational collections from our churches 
has increased from $438 in 1901 to $4,769 in 1908. : 

Grateful for this amount we believe that our 25,000 members, if the 
cause is fully presented, will give an average of 25c each. That would 
yield an annual income from our charges equal to an untaxed endow- 
ment of $100,000, bearing 6% interest. 

We urge this collection because we believe that the records made by 
the men and women educated in our Methodist schools justify our 
making strenuous efforts to increase the efficiency of our local institu- 
tions of learning. 

It was a great investment for the Kingdom of God when the Metho- 
dists of New England out of their poverty made the Wesleyan Uni- 
versity so attractive as to win to its halls and hold to their graduation 
two brothers— William F. and Henry W. Warren. 

Fifty five years ago these young men having been enriched with 
some of the highest spiritual possessions of the race, went forth from 
the halls of their Alma Mater to do effective work in the Kingdom of 
God. And they have already given to this old and needy world, 110 
years of trained, cultured, scholarly, courageous, aggressive Christian 
living. A score of others might be mentioned but these two brothers 
ought to emphasize our contention and incite every pastor in our 
conference to raise his educational collection in full in order that our 
University may attract to its halls the Warrens, and the Havens and 
the Willards, and the Beveridges of Southern California. 
ar teed ate and enthusiasm for the University shown by 
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paramount demand. Our colleges are organized into a compact uni- 
versity doing excellent work. The students arc flocking to our halls— 
200 in the freshman class. Mr. Carnegie is waiting to add $25,000 to 
our endowment as soon as we complete our part of the condition by 
securing the remaining $30,000. To meet the demands of the increase 
of students, $4,000 were spent during the summer on new and necessary 
improvements. 

It is safe to say that the University never entered a year with greater 
manifestations of public confidence and greater enthusiasm among the 
faculty and students, than the year 1908-9. 

The college of Theology, only a year old, offers several new courses 
and an increased number of students. 

For further information we must refer you to the printed report of 
the treasurer, and the annual University catalogue. The Garrett 
Biblical Institute, the Boston School of Theology, and Drew Theo- 
logical Seminary need no other commendation than their alumni, 
who are among us. We learn that Chancellor Franklin Hamilton is 
endeavoring to meet the requirements for opening the American 
University in Washington, D. C., by completing the five million dollars 
endowment and we bid him God speed in his work. Atthesame time we 
would deprecate and oppose his sending agents into churches to solicit 
money within the territories from which any of our struggling colleges 
derive their support. 

At the request of Chancellor Hamilton indorsed by Bishop Warren, 
we recommend that the Bishop appoint J. A. Johnson local agent of 
the American University. 

We call the attention of our pastors to their new duties in the matter 
of promoting Christian education as found in the new Discipline under 
the heads: ‘‘Children’s Day’? and ‘‘Sunday School Day.” Your 
committee has learned that the California Conference has appointed 
a committee consisting of the editor of the California Christian Advocate 
and the District Superintendents of that Conference to take up the 
matter of securing an amendment to the State constitution exempting 
educational institutions from taxation. 

We recommend that this Conference appoint the president of the 
University of Southern California and the District Superintendent of 
this Conference to communicate with our brethren in the North and 
co-operate in such manner as seems best to secure the needed legis- 
lation. 

After careful consideration we place in nomination as trustees to 
succeed themselves, the following brethren whose terms of office ex- 
pire in September, 1908: 

A. E. Pomeroy, J. L. Pitner, Will A, Knighten, D. W. Edwards, J. 
B. Green, George I. Cochran, and C. M. Jacques and the same names 
are hereby placed in nomination for election as trustees in trust for the 
purpose of quieting title to a portion of the Maclay Rancho recently 
sold by the trustees of the University.

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The Methodist preacher’s meeting deferred action and thus delayed 
us for the time. '

CONFERENCE DEACONESS BOARD 


The recommendation of Board of last year to move the Deaconess 
Home was carried out, and a new location found, near Westlake Park, 
which has been very satisfactory to all concerned. The home is in the 
most healthful and desirable part of the city. 

The work of the year has been very successful, and the workers 
greatly blessed. The cost of the present home is met by the rent of 
the two houses on Hewitt street for $60.00 per month. 

Eighteen Deaconesses were connected with the Home this year. 
Eleven are now in active service, one on six months leave of absence. 
Four on indefinite leave of absence, two have resigned. Since January 
1st five new workers have been received, four parish and one nurse 
deaconess. The following labors have been performed this year:

MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE 


In all departments of literature we find that the cause of the unholy 
marriages sanctioned by our present laws is being defended with con- 
summate slall. 

As over against this we place the oft repeated utterances of our Lord 
forbidding absolutely the remarriage of any and all divorced persons 
save only such as are innocent parties to divorces granted on the ground 
of adultery. Signs of a reasonable awakening to the size and impor- 
tance of the evil of this subject, arising from false views of the courts 
and legislatures concerning it, are to be found in many quarters. 

Our own Bishops in their last address give adequate space to the 
discussion of the problems of marriage and divorce, and recommend 
the adoption of a uniform code in all our states. The General Confer- 
ence committee on the State of the Church, following the suggestions 
of the Bishops, made a report advocating uniformity. So likewise the 
Prohibition party inserted a plank of similar import in its platform. 
These are but the first feeble rays of light. The latest reeommenda- 
tions of the Inter-Church Conference on Marriage and Divorce are as 
follows: They press home to the consciences of the Christians the 
absolute necessity of an awakened and enlightened public opinion ut- 
tered in the newspapers and evidenced in the attitude of society in 
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dealing with this intense question. It is not only divorce, or remar- 
Tiage afterwards, that demands our attention, but marriage itself, 
first and most important of all. The time seems ripe now to make a 
more radical and rousing effort, recognizing what is true, that the rela- 
tion of the Church to marriage is neither to effect it nor to legalize it, 
but only to sanction it. The important thing is that the Christian 
Church should be free from all responsibility as to the contraction of 
any marriage that can in any wise be considered questionable or doubt- 
ful under the divine description of what marriage is. 

The Baptist Church of California, voted that the preachers refuse to 
marry divorced persons who have not the Scriptural ground for re- 
mafrriage. 

We find record of a recent court decision on this subject which 
“boldly declares that America is a Christian nation, and that Christian 
standards should determine the validity of legislation, those who want 
larger freedom than that which may be provided by the principles of 
Christianity, must find it outside this Christian nation, or be quietly 
content with less license.”’ 

One million three hundred thousand petitions for divorce in twenty 
years is the uneviable record of the United States of America. 

The record of Los Angeles county is even more unsavory. With 
a population that has not yet reached 400,000 we have had almost 
3,000 petitions for divorce filed in the last three years. 

Brethren, ought we not to give more time to the investigation of 
these subjects? By-.the proper education of our people we can secure 
the much needed legislation for our state.

He came to us 
from the Detroit conference,and was at once earnest, studious, evange- 
listic and companionable. It will take eternity to complete the record 
of his al! too brief forty-two years of earthly pilgrimage. 

The health of our veteran pastors has been fairly good during the 
year. The brethren of the District, in active service, have done their 
work faithfully, with comparatively little sickness among themselves 
or in their families. 

We have been reinforced during the year by the following: Richard 

Fysh, J. S. Walton, Wm. W. Kaler, Will C. Chew, W. H. Householder, 
F. P. Morgan, and Frank Batty. These brethren have supplied 
charges. 

J. M. Taylor of Grangeville exchanged with Charles D. Lewis of 
Mandan, North Dakota Conference. Brother Taylor carries with him 
the love and respect of the brethien as a man who not only professed 
but possessed a high type of spiritual life. Brother Lewis has already 
endeared himself both to the membership of his charge and the men 


of the District. 
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Harvey H. Hocker was transferred from the North Indiana Confer- 
ence and stationed by Bishop Warren at Reedley, which was made 
vacant by the return of Samue! Hughes to a captaincy in the Salva- 
tion Army. 


Nine New Churches Built or Under Way 


Four new churches have been completed during the year and five 
more are under way. 

A neat little church with a seating capacity of about 150, and costing 
$1650 was dedicated at Laton on July 25th. Ten months ago we had 
nothing at this point; we now have sixty-five members and this fine 
church. : 

A $2000 church has been built at Wasco during the year, and is now 
in use, but not ready for dedication. That we have a church there is 
largely due to the determination and earnest work of the pastor. He 
not only built his sermons well enough, so that his return is desired, 
but also acted as assistant to the mason and carpenter and did the 
painting himself. All honor to him. 

The pastor of the Corcoran and Waukena charge brings this year 
two new churches as part of his contribution to Southern California 
Methodism. He secured, by the exercise of good judgment and per- 
sistent effort, the donation of three lots and the present church at 
Waukena from the owner of theew town site. $1050 have been raised 
by subscription, and the contractor is now at work enlarging and re- 
modeling the building, which when completed will be worth $2000. 

Dr. Wesley K. Beans on the fifth of this month dedicated on the 
same charge the new $4000 church at Corcoran. We greatly desired 
to be present, but could not owing to the death of Bro. E. A. Coffin of 
Delano. The desire grew out of the wish to honor a pastor and people 
who have triumphed over more difficulties, and put more prayers 
and tears, and dogged determination, and work and faith into that 
church than has been put into any other of its size in the Conference. 

Largely through the efforts of the pastor of the Livingston circuit, 
lots have been secured and $1500 obtained in good subscriptions 
toward a $2000 church at Atwater on the Merced circuit. The plans 
are being considered and the building will soon be under way. 

At Merryman on the Farmersville circuit, an acre of land in the 
midst of the orange groves and vineyards has been donated as a site 
for a church. Subscriptions have been taken and a new $2000 church 
is now being built. This church is one of the results of a revival car- 
ried on by the pastor who opened work there during this year. 

The owner of the town site at Hardwick, a new town in Kings 
county, has given the lots and donated the brick and agreed to pay for 
the expense of laying them for a church costing $2500. $750 in addi- 
tional subscriptions have been secured and there will soon be a second 
new church on this charge, which has not yet seen its first birthday. 

$1600 in cash subscriptions, and $500 in donations of labor have been 


~ 
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raised toward a $3000 church at Alpaugh, the head of a new circuit. 
organized at the beginning of this conference year. 

About two months ago, F. P. Morgan started the Porterville cir- 
cuit. He reports 27 members and probationers, and $1175 in reliable 
subscriptions toward a $2000 church at Globe as some of the results 
of his ten weeks of service, 

With one exception, all these churches and church enterprises are 
at new points in our work. Their value lies not so much in what they 
cost or in their size but rather in the real sacrifice, and heroic efforts 
of their pastors and people, with their great future possibilities, as 
centres of a pure, vigorous Gospel of the Son of God. 


Ten New Parsonages 


New parsonages have been built or bought at the following places: 

Irwin City, valued at $500; Del Rey, $500; Orcutt, $650; Lakeside, 
$750: Fresno Grace Church, $1500; Madera, $1500; Cottonwood, 
$1500; Lindsay, $1700; Arroyo Grande, $3000; Hanford, $3600; or a 
total value of $15,400. We rejoice in this large addition to the parson- 
age homes of the District. They mean many more comforts for as. 
brave and devoted a band of women as ever blessed Methodist pastors’ © 
homes, or helped them bear the heavy burdens incident to their lives. 


Other Improvements Made and Debts Paid 


For improvements other than churches or parsonages and in the 
payment of old debts the following sums have been expended: Lake- 
side, $26; Kern, $61; Easton, $75; Goleta, $125: Estrella, $130; Far- 
mersville, $150; Fowler, $176; Santa Maria, $200; Grangeville, $219; 
Dinuba, $280; Hanford, Kings River, $300; Lindsay, $425; Del 
Rey, $500; Selma, $725; Arroyo Grande, $750; Madera, $762: 
Bakersfield, $1300; Lompoc, $1400; Visalia, $1677; Porterville, 
$1760; Santa Barbara, $2700; or a total of $13,741. 


Five Thousand Dollars Increase in Salaries 


The increase in salaries this year of the Conference Claimants, Bis- 
hops, Pastors, and District Superintendent will aggregate over five 
thousand dollars. The larger part of this is due to the new charges. 


Two Thousand Dollars Increase in Benevolences 


Notwithstanding the fact that the great industry of the San Joa- 
quin Valley, the growing of grapes and production of raisins, failed 
to give a living wage this year to the producer; together with the drain 
upon the resources of our people through the building of so many new 
parsonages and churches, and the further fact that twenty-five per 
cent. of the charges on the District are not a year old, and another 
twenty-five per cent. are not three years in existence, there will be a 
net increase in the aggregate of all benevolences of over two thous- 
and dollars. 


Yosemite Valley Chautauqua 


A Chautauqua was organized this year in the Yosemite Valley 
chiefly through the efforts of Hon. A. M. Drew of Fresno, It had an 
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enrollment of 300 members and some of the ablest speakers in America 
and located as it is in one of the most wonderful and attractive spots 
on earth its success is certain. 


Temperance 


The counties of Tulare and Kings, and the town of Porterville 
‘closed up their saloons during the year. Fresno, the metropolis of the 
San Joaquin Valley, has also voted out the saloons, a blow aimed at the 
treating system, and, as we trust, the first step toward total prohi- 
bition. 

Practically the whole Valley, towns, cities and counties, would vote 
“dry’’ were the people permitted to vote. So completely are the people 
of California under the domination of machine politics and politicians, 
that five supervisors in a county, and a few trustees in a town have 
repeatedly in different places denied the people the right to say by 
their ballots whether the saloon curse shall continue at their doors or 
not. 

No attention is paid to the desires of the people, or even as in San 
Louis Obispo County, after allowing the people to vote on the question, 
and they having voted “dry” by a large majority, three supervisors 
still forced the saloons upon the people. It is to be hoped that by 
means of the Direct Primary we can relegate such men to the oblivion 
they deserve, and restore to the people the right of self-government. 


Sunday Schools 
The pastors have reported to me 59 Sunday Schools manned by 
656 officers and teachers, with 6176 scholars in the main school, home, 
and cradle roll departments. A marked improvement is noticeable 
in the Sunday Schools not only in methods, but chiefly,and much to 
be commended, in the earnestness with which many of the teachers 
are definitely seeking to win their scholars for Christ. 


Epworth Leagues 

There are 41 Epworth Leagues with a membership of 1482 enthu- 
siastic and devoted Epworthians; 2 Intermediate Leagues with 45 
members, and 23 Junior Leagues with a well trained membership of 
708 on the District. 

The District Superintendent has made careful inquiries in the quar- 
terly conferences as to the leadership of these fine bands of young 
Christians; and no president or officer has been presented for confirm- 
ation until it was ascertained that he himself was setting a good ex- 
ample to his Leaguers in the keeping of the pledge, and in spiritual 
living. 

W. F.M. S. and W. H. M. S. 

We are not able to report in detail as to the work of the Woman’s 
Foreign and Home Missionary Societies. They have done good work, 
apparently, and have been given a cordial welcome to the District. 
They glean much grain which we could not garner, and if now and then 
a whole sheaf of wheat slips their way, who shall say them ‘“‘nay’’? 
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Fifty-Two Revivals 


The year has been one of almost continuous revivals. Fourteen 
of them were under the direction of evangelists working on the Dis- 
trict. Thirty-one were held by the pastors themselves, or in co-opera- 
tion with each other. The ‘‘Pastor his own evangelist”’ was splendidly 
illustrated in many cases. The aim of the District expressed in its 
battle cry for the year.of, ‘A revival at every point on every charge’” 
was almost reached. The storms and rain and mud of the winter 
were not able to quench the zeal or stop the noble band of pastors and 
workers in their forward march. It was the District Superintend- 
ent’s privilege to lead in seven revivals extending in all over eighteen 
weeks. 

One Thousand Additional Members 

The reports of the pastors, to me, indicate a net increase of over one 
thousand membevs and probationers, this year. At least two-thirds 
of these were won from the world of sinners, or by the recovery of 
those who had fallen by the way. In this work, with one or two no- 
table exceptions, the smaller and medium sized charges have easily 
carried off the honors. 

Fourteen New Circuits 

Either at the beginning of or during this year fourteen new circuits 
have been formed and will present their first reports. They are as 
follows: Parkfield, McFarland and Wasco, Merced, Madera, Grace 
Church, Fresno, Lemoore, Laton, Ingomar, Alpaugh, Livingston, Del 
Rey, Bakersfield Ct., Porterville Ct. and Kerman. These represent 
27 new points where the Gospel is preached by our church. 

Their reports will show among other things the following: 568 
members and probationers; 14 Sunday Schools with 76 officers and 
teachers and 531 scholars; 8 Epworth Leagues and 135 Epworthians; 
$250 paid toward benevolences; 5 new parsonages, valued at $5750, 
built; 2 new churches, worth $3500, erected; $5000 raised in good sub- 
scriptions toward 3 more new churches; over $4500 paid toward the 
support of their pastors, the Conference Claimants, Bishops and the 
District Superintendent. : 

The Barbara Hecks, Philip Emburys and Peter Cartwrights of 
Methodism are not dead. 

Summary 

It has been my privilege, brothers of the District, to share your 
toils, and sufferings and triumphs during the past three years. Won- 
derfully has our heavenly Father blessed you and your work. One. 
and all, with grateful hearts we lay our tributes at His feet. Your own 
numbers have been doubled. The membership of your Sunday Schools. 
and Epworth Leagues has increased fifty per cent. You have built, 
some of them with your own hands, 28 parsonages and churches. 
valued at $100,000, during the three years. The members of your 
churches and their missionary contributions have alike increased. 
about 66 per cent. Nor have your people forgotten you, for your hard! 
earned salaries have also increased in a like proportion. 
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I rejoice in you, in your successes, and in your splendid comrade- 
ship. I have you in my heart, and ever carry you to the Father as I 


ask him to bless and guide us all.

A. W. Adkinson was called, his character passed and he read his 
sixth and final report of the Los Angeles District. 


The Los Angeles District has just closed the most prosperous year 
of its history. 

Twelve months ago fifty as noble Methodist preachers as ever took 
their appointments at the hands of a Bishop, went forth to lead to 
victory as fine a lot of churches as can be found on the globe. Pastors 
and people were imbued with the idea that the salvation of sinners 
and the building up of believers is the supreme work of the church. 
Accordingly the spiritual work of the church has been given first place. 
Almost every charge has felt the quickening power of the revival 
Spirit. 

Nearly 1100 persons have joined our church on probation during 
the year. 

Debt paying—Several of our charges have signalized the beginning 
of better financial conditions by paying in part or entirely their in- 
debtedness. At Melrose Avenue the debt of $1050 has been entirely 
wiped out. 

At Ocean Park the debt of $875 has been fully provided for. 

Huntington Park, Echo Park, Vincent, West Adams and Santa 
Monica have substantially reduced their indebtedness. 

Churches and Parsonages Built—Gardena has built a beautiful audi- 
torium costing about $6000 and now has an admirable workshop. 

At Inglewood the church has been finished and comfortably seated, 
electric lights installed and is now a most tasty and attractive audi- 


torium. 
Haven has completed the basement of the building at a cost of about 


$800, entirely paid. 
At Sunnyside and Florence Heights neat but plain parsonages have 


been built. These buildings represent large sacrifice on the part of 
the generous people. 
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At Moneta and at Epworth two of the neatest and most tasteful 
cottage parsonages in the Conference have been built. 

At Hobart Boulevard, one of our youngest charges, a fine lot has been 
purchased and a generous payment made upon it. 

At Watts work has been begun upon a beautiful new auditorium 
to cost about $2000. The plans have been generously donated by 
Mr. Marsh, the architect of our church at Long Beach. 


Problems Solved—I am exceedingly glad to report to you that some 
of the most difficult problems confronting us at the beginning of the 
year have been most happily solved. 

Three years ago we accepted the invitation of Long Beach to hold 
our Conference with them, but the financial crash came making it 
impossible to complete their building. Fortunately the old building 
had not yet been disposed of and satisfactory.arrangements were made 
with the contractors. About a year ago bonds were issued to the 
amount of $50,000 and the work was re-commenced. August 8th the 
dedicatory sermon was preached by Bishop Hughes and we now have 
a $150,000 with but $35,000 unprovided for. Too much praise cannot 
be awarded to pastor Will A. Betts and his loyal peopie. 

Through the generosity of the owners of the old building it has been. 
donated to Central Church and is now on its way to its new location. 
The generosity of these men was matched by one of Central Church, 
who by the donation of property has made the removal and the new 
site possible. Central’s old church will be remodeled into a parsonage. 

Newman Church, Los Angeles, has been fighting against fearful 
odds on account of the unfinished state of the building. Arrange- 
ments are now complete for the erection of the auditorium and that 
problem is solved. 

At Union Avenue after paying $4,500 within a half dozen years 
for repairs, heroic treatment was decided upon. The old building 
was pulled down and a fine new building with brick front and substan- 
tial in every way is taking its place. 

Our church at Prospect Park after nearly two years of most stormy 
experience, decided as a last resort to change its location. Accord- 
ingly an eligible site was secured just inside the city limits of Holly- 
wood, and the building moved to that location and greatly improved. 

V. H. Brink and his people have had a strenuous experience during 
the past year but the solution of the problem has been reached and the- 
church now faces a great opportunity. The present location is about 
two miles from the site of the Southern Methodist Church. 

Our one unsolved problem is Hamilton Chuich. The city mis- 
sionary, society has agreed to carry the interest for a year and Meth- 
odism at large must help us save that fine plant. It is well located and 
when freed from debt, will very soon become a strong church, 

Colored Work—Our colored work is growing finely. LL.M. Hagood, 
who has recently taken the place of G. R. Bryant, transferred to the- 
Lexington Conference, is starting finely and Wesley Chapel is a strong 
church. Mason’s Chapel and Myrtle Avenue, Long Beach, are weak

charges and will reyuire substantial help for some time to come. ie 
W. H. Pinckney, the pastor, deserves generous assistance. 


The Spanish Work—The Spanish work under the direction of O. C. 
Laizure, is making progress, though slowly. A Boys’ Industrial 
School, now projected, offers the only real solution for this difficult 
situation. 

The Korean Mission—The only Methodist Episcopal Mission for the 
Koreans in America, is conducted-in Los Angeles with Mrs. Sherman 
as superintendent. This is practically a missionary training school, 
and one ef our members is now at work as a pastor in Korea. By an 
unfortunate misunderstanding we failed to receive any appropriation 
this year from the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension. 

New Charges—Last November a mission carried on in the city of 
Los Angeles by Mr. H. S. Taggart of First Church, was turned over to 
us and organized into a church now containing 70 members. 

Orme Avenue, a mission for two years, conducted by the Euclid 
Heights church, thought it could do better work if organized and is 
now a church with 34 members. 

At East Santa Monica Pastor Vaughan of the First Church, found 
conditions ripe for an organization. Securing a fine tent at his own 
expense and placing it on a borrowed lot he has organized a good 
Sunday School and a live society. 

C. A. Bunker of Compton found that avigorous Sunday School was 
being carried on by people who we:ze nearly all Methodists, in our aban- 
doned church at Downey. He was enabled to organize a good society 
which with the hearty endorsement of Dr. Pitner has been connected 
with Hynes. 

At Hollywood after a number -f years of very feeble attempts to 
occupy the field, the Methodist Episcopal Church South appointed 
E. P. Ryland to the pastorate of that church. His magnetic person- 
ality put new life into the feeble society. A few months later a few 
of our members who had persistently remained out of that church 
because they believed the time must come when we would be com- 
pelled to enter the field, waited upon the pastor with this proposition.. 
That they would unite with the church South on the condition that 
they on their part would loyally stand by the church and induce their 
friends so far as they were able, to unite with the church, until the mem- 
bership should reach 300. At that time’our people, if they chose 
should be allowed to retire and.to organize a Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and “there: must. be no ill feeling engendered by so doing. 
The pastor agreed to that condition. Our people did remain until the 
membership reached 360. Nearly five-sixth of these had been our 
people prior to their union with that church, 

The transfer of Dr. Ryland to Houston, Texas, brought about what 
our people felt was a proper occasion for the carrying out of the sec- 
ond part of the agreement, viz: the organization of a Methodist 
Episcopal Church. The leading members however, who had been 
formerly members of the Church South, recognizing the futility of 
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trying to maintain their organization in the face of these conditions 
proposed the transfer of the entire church to our body, After the 
signature of a very large majority of the members had been secured to a 
statement to that effect, a church meeting was held at which it was 
decided, no one voting in the negative, to unite with our church. 
Proper committees were appointed to appraise the value of the pro- 
perty and to settle other preliminaries to a transfer. 

After all this was done the authorities of that church declined to 
consent to the transfer. About 250 members of that church asked 
and received letters to our church. They have organized themselves 
into a Methodist Episcopal Church about 300 strong and will come 
for recognition at our hands. The District Superintendent desires 
to place on record the fact that for three years he has had no conver- 
sation with any member of that church looking to the possibility of 
their coming to our church. The movement has been absolutely 
from among themselves and the only connection I have had with the 
matter was when informed that they were determined to come, to 
appoint J. B. Green, who resides in that vicinity, to do anything that 
in his judgment should be necessary in the premises. 

Two years ago this Conference adopted very strong resolutions re- 
garding a down town Mission in Los Angeles. At our last session 
this action was followed up by the appointment of Geo. E. Foster to 
City Missions. Some of our strongest laymen, to whom we would nat- 
urally turn as being specially interested in that. kind of work had im- 
bibed the idea that that work should be done along interdenominational 
lines. 

It took us until the middle of March to secure funds and find the 
ideal place. Now if you will call at 255 East Fifth St.,any day or 
night in the year you will find the most attractive Mission hall in Los 
Angeles. Every month scores of men and women are being saved 
to themselves, to humanity and to God. Help us brethren by sending 
in your money as well as your prayers for this work not only for Los 
Angeles but for all Southern California. Geo. Foster has found his 
proper place and his assistant C. E. Sweet is one of the very best mis- 
sion workers on the Coast. 

The Committee on Education will call your attention at length to 
the great University. Suffice it to say here that at the commence- 
ment last June the institution closed the greatest year of its history. 
Dr. Bovard is a great leader and his able corps of teachers is being 
steadily strengthened by men and women who are experts in their 
respective fields. 

No mistake was made but on the other hand a wise action was taken 
when the Maclay School of Theology was reopened and Dr. E. A. 
Healy was placed at its head. 

Time fails us to even hint at the glorious achievements of our Sun- 
day Schools; the loyalty and buoyancy of our Senior, Intermediate 
and Junior Leagues; or of the practical helpfulness of our Ladies Aid 


Societies. All these have done well. No real attempt has been made 
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to organize Brotherhoods, an omission which we sincerely trust may 
be corrected in the near future. 

Hospital—Our Hospital about which you have been thinking so 
long; which you have so often resolved about and to which you have 
again and again pledged your hearty co-operation; our Hospital is an 
actual fact. 

And now just a brief survey of the six years work. 

_ Six years ago 31 pastors were assigned to duty in the Los Angeles 
District. Of these only five have served consecutively on this dis- _ 
trict throughout the term,and only one, 5. W. Carnes, has served the 
same charge throughout the six years. 

The statistical tables of 1903 show 29 English speaking charges 
within the present boundaries of this district. As a result of removal 
and consolidation of the o1iginal number but 26 remain on the list. 
The statistical tables this year will contain 53. 

Then the membership was 6122 full members and 455 probationers, 
now more than 12,000 full members and about 800 probationers. 
Then there were 27 churches worth $306,500; now 47 churches worth 
$850,000. Then 15 parsonages worth $37,600; now 20 parsonages 
worth $60,000. That year we paid for pastoral support, pastors, 
presiding elders, bishops and Conference Claimants, including house 
rent, $35,284; this year $68,335. The total raised that year for the 
disciplinary collections was $16,432; this year approximately $32,000 
besides $1600 for our Conference Missionary and Evangelistic Society 
and $4000 for City Missions, or approximately $37,600. 

During this time about 5000 people have joined our church on pro- 
bation. 

The six years have passed into history. The records of the defeats 
and the victories, the successes and the failures is complete. With a 
heart full of gratitude to our Heavenly Father for his abundant grace 
and boundless mercies; and to pastors and churches for their cordial 
co-operation and never-failing charity, 1 surrender my commission, 
content in the consciousness that I have tried to do my best.

Dear Brethren:— 

We bring to you our sixth and last report of the Pasadena District. 
‘The year has been oneof hard work but succéss has crowned the labors 
of pastors and people. The health of the preachers and their families 
has been uniformly good; with the exception of Mrs. William Hark- 
ness, whose death occurred immediately after our last Conference 
session, no serious sickness has visited any parsonage home; the 
effective ranks remain unbroken. Sister Bessie Wright Baxter, the 
wife of John M. Baxter, a Superannuated member of this Conference, 
passed in triumph to her home on high, June 13th, 1909. We assure 
our brethren of the sympathy of their brethren in their great sorrow. 

New Work—Three new organizations have been formed, West 
Glendale, Eagle Rock and Pleasant View. These are small! organiza- 
tions, but they are beginnings of what we hope will be strong churches 
in the not distant future. 

New Churches—At Cucamonga a beautiful stone church has been 
erected at a cost of about $7,000 and dedicated to the worship of Al- 
mighty God. 

A sweet toned bell has been placed in its tower to call the good people 
of that enterprising Colony to their Sabbath and Mid-week devo- 
tions. All financial obligations have been provided for. Great credit 
is due Rev. C. R. Norton of the Iowa Conference for his tact, hard 
work, and generous giving, to insure the success of this enterprise. 
A less courageous man never would have accomplished this task. 
The people, recognizing his work and worth, most earnestly desire his 
pastorate to continue. 

A neat and substantial Church has been built at. Altadena, and a 
-fine bell placed in its tower. The bell was the gift of an elect lady, Mrs. 
Smith, a member of the Society and daughter of a deceased member 
-of the California Conference, Brother Rusk, 

West Alhambra, organized just before last Conference, early this 
-year purchased beautiful lots on South Marengo Avenue, one block 
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South of Main St., at an expense of $1900. The first thought was to- 
secure lumber and build a cheap temporary Church; with the commence 

ment of the work their ideas and courage grew, plans were secured, 
and Mr. Richards, a member of the Society, and master builder, though 
in feeble health, superintended and worked daily on the building until 

it was finished. His pay was the love of Christ and His cause. The 
pastor, Luther A. Rice, having mechanical training as well as theolo- 
gical, was the daily companion in toil with Bro. Richards. The 
church is a nice stricture and will supply the needs of the Society for 


several years. : 
The dedication occasion was a day of joy for this young Society; 


Dr. Matthew S. Hughes preached the dedicatory sermon, the pastor 
and District Superintendent took charge of the finances, and in-a short 
time all obligations were provided for. The cost of the property was. 


about $4,000. f 
First Church, Pomona, has expended $20,000 on its property, mak- 


ing a plant that for convenience and comfort would be hard to excel. 

The new church at Highland Park was formally opened in June- 
The auditorium is spacious and the site ideal. 

At San Fernando work has commenced on a beautiful new church, 
which when ccmpleted will cost about $10,000. The pastor, Geo. A. 
Henry deserves credit for the promotion of this work. 

Improvements—At Moorpark the church and parsonage have been 
well painted giving the property a neat clean appearance, making it 
the most attractive place in the village. 

Our people at Lankershim have purchased two lots for a parsonage, 
adjoining the church, giving us a property 150x150 feet which will be: 


ample for all time. 
Asbury Church, Los Angeles, has placed in the Auditorium a beau- 


tiful Murray Harris Pipe Organ at a cost of $5,000. 
Garvanza has added a Choir loft to its church, which makes more 
room, and gives to the building internally and externally a better ap- 


pearance. 
Lamanda Park has built an addition on the North side of the church 


for Sunday School work, which increases the seating capacity of the 
building, and meets the immediate wants of the Sunday School and 
growing congregation. 

Glendora has built one of the finest parsonages on the District, at a. 
cost of about $3,500. 

Piru is building a neat cottage parsonage of five rooms. Improve- 
ments were made early in the year on the parsonage at Ventura, at a. 
cost of $250. 

Epworth Leagues—This work is well sustained. We have forty 
Leagues on the District with a membership of 2500. Their contribu- 
tion to missions will reach about fifty cents per capita. We have: 
25 Junior Leagues with a membership of over 500. We regret to re- 
port a falling off in the number of Juniors, and trust that a more care- 
ful attention will be given to this important work. 

Sunday Schools—There are 47 Sunday Schools on the District, 


Firs? tL POmons 
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with 1000 officers and 8,000 members. I have visited the Sunday 
Schools regularly, being present every Sunday somewhere, and can 
say, our Superintendents are among the most capable persons avail- 
able for this work. Teachers are apt to teach students, young and 
old interested, and the attendance large. Decision Days are frequent- 
ly observed, and. many of the young are brought into the Kingdom. 
The good done in our Sunday Schools is inestimable. 

Benevolent Causes—The various benevolent causes have received 
careful attention, but owing to the financial stringency we fear we have 
not reached the heights of last year. Last year the Pasadena Dis- 
trict gave more per capita to the cause of Missions than any District 
in the list of Fall Conferences. In the aggregate the apportionments 
have been exceeded. When the statistical tables are made up we 
will know the result. Let us read, mark, learn and inwardly digest 
the great facts connected with the growth of the Kingdom of God 
among the people, and thus intensify and vitalize our interest in the 
great benevolent work of the Church. 

Ladies Aid Societies—These Societies deserve great praise for the 
good work they.are doing in the material and social departments of 
the church. ; 

Womens’ Home and Foreign Missionary Societies—These Societies. 
have neither declined in interest nor relaxed in effort, but have car- 
ried forward their work with ever increasing energy. 

Temperance—I am proud of the attitude of our pastors and people: 
toward the great temperance reform, and their co-operation and 
loyalty in the work of the Anti-saloon league. The saloons have been 
largely banished from the territory embraced by the Pasadena dis- 
trict, and our prayer is that our interest will not abate while a place 
remains where the drunkard’s drink can be found. Let us pray, work, 
and vote for the overthrow of the saloon. 

Revivals—Revivals have been the order of the day in most of the 
churches of the district during the year. Many have been converted, 
some entirely sanctified, and the spiritual life of the church generally 
quickened. 

Spanish Work—We have a large Mexican population within the 
bounds of the district. Work has been maintained among them dur- 
ing the past six years, but owing to their migratory habits it has been 
very difficult to effect and. sustain church organizations for them. 
In the city of Pasadena there is a Mexican population of about 1500. 
O. C. Laizure our missionary has succeeded in establishing a mission. 
church for them in Pasadena. They have a building 20x30 feet, nice- 
ly furnished. A fine corner lot has been purchased at a price of $500— 
$300, of which has been paid,and the balance provided for. Work of 
an industrial character is carried on among them at Lamanda Park. 
A hope is entertained that a native worker will be employed on the: 
field this coming year. About $100 has been expended on the work 


exclusive of the missionary’s salary and the money spent for building: 
and lot. 
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Resort—A new summer resort has been opened under our auspices 
at Ventura. Lots have been secured for Auditorium and Tent City. 
The first of the Annual gatherings was held in August, and the success. 
of the enterprise exceeded the most sanguine expectations of its pro- 
moters and friends. A program of exceptional strength was arranged 
by our ministers in Ventura County, consisting of able literary and 
scientific lectures, bible conferences and revival work. The meetings 
were well attended and greatly enjoyed. The financial end of the 
work was fully sustained, and $2,000 contributed towards the audi- 
torium, to be erected next Spring. An organization has been ef- 
fected and incorporated under the laws of California to maintain an 
annual gathering similar to that of this year. This being the day of 
lay activity th organization is composed largely of our Methodist. 
laymen of Ventura County, which promises stability and financial 
strength to the undertaking. Great credit is due John Oliver, Chas. 
H. Scott, Maynard W. Beckwith and Willard Aldrich for the creation 
of this literary and religious Assembly. 

Conclusion—Pasadena District was formed six years ago with 27 
charges; we now have 45. We began with a membership of 4539. 
We report this year nearly 8000, a gain of about 3500,an annual gain 
of 583. During the six years the increase of pastoral support amounts. 
to $14,511. The increase in the benevolences $24,028, and in property 
values $418,025. 

The credit for the good work belongs not to me, but by the blessing 
of God to the faithful pastors and the good people who have so heartily 
co-operated in all the work of the church. We close our term of su- 
perintendency with a high appreciation of our brethren, ministerial, 
and lay, and with gratitude for kindness received everywhere in the 
district. We are now ready for promotion and expect to receive the 
highest place in the gift of a Bishop or choice of the church—a pastoral 
charge. God bless you all.

Bishop Hughes, Fathers and Brethren:— 

Our work last year was made more difficult by the light citrus crop, 
and the aftermath of the late financial flurry. The pastors were not 
disheartened but labored on sustained by a reasonable hope of a sub- 
stantial advance. How that hope ended in fruition may be seen in 
the statistical tables. 

In some places the pastors were hindered by epidemics of children’s 
diseases which depleted the Sunday Schools, Junior Leagties and even 
the congregations. In spite of all difficulties substantial growth is 
indicated in League and Sunday School, which have never heen more 
prosperous than at this time. 

The Ladies Aid Societies—Too much cannot be said in praise of the 
noble women composing the Jadies Aid Society. Their industry, 
loyalty and liberality are evidenced in added comforts to parsonages 
and improvements of property. I hope plans will mature for annual 
conventions of these Societies. 

Weman’s Missionary Society—Always alert, with unflagging zeal 
the Missionary Societies have pushed their good work and the records 
will show abundant success. 

Revivals—In most of the charges special meetings have been held - 
with encouraging results. Hundreds of new names have been added 
to the church rolls and the spiritual conditions have greatly improved. 

Benevolences—The obligation to sustain the benevolences is every- 
where recognized and the statistical tables will show the same devo- 
tion to the general interests of the church as in the former years. 

New Work—We have begun work at three new points in the Imper- _ 
jal Valley, namely, Palms, Alamc; Musquite Lake. 

Del Mar is taking steps toward the organization of a society. Indio, 
on the desert’s edge, has asked for a minister and funds are being 
raised to provide a place of worship and support a minister. At 
Fairmont a society has been formed. Palo Verde Valley, with vast 
possibilities, has been opened and work begun by P. H. Bodkin. 

The church at Perris, abandoned years ago, has been reopened. 

Since coming to the District I have watched eagerly for the oppor- 
tune time to re-enter that field. Frequent visits, and careful investi- 
gations were made. Last May the auguries were favorable. I se- 
cured the services of Rev. W. J. Millet and he went to the work with

Fullerton 
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a trained hand and commendable tact. In a few weeks the church 
was filled, additional sittings were required, a strong society has been 
organized and as the Perris Valley is rapidly filling up we have great 
hopes for the future. Those best qualified to speak say that the con- 
g.egations were never so large and enthusiastic. Unanimous request 
for the return of Mr. Millet has come to me. He will seek to enter 
the Conference on his credentials from another church. 

La Habra has never until this time given sure promise of continued 
life and healthy growth. Recently a society was formed and plans 
are maturing that will result in the proper housing of the growing 
congregation. T. H. Woodward, at my request, effected the or- 
‘ganization during my recent illness. To him and A. B. Embree I am 
indebted for help in securing the results named. 

The church built years ago in the country near Downey and closed 
because of the exodus of the people, has been opened and attached to a 
small charge on the Los Angeles District. Satisfactory arrangements 
were made between Dr. Adkinson and myself. 

At San Marcus an interesting state of affairs exists, J. W. Sher- 
wood, a supernumerary member of the Oklahoma Conference, has been ~ 
in charge for two years and has wrought with great energy and tact. 
‘The Methodist Episcopal Church South near San Marcus, will unite 
with us, and their building is to be moved to San Marcus and attached 
to our church there. The greatest harmony exists, and the negotia- 
tions have proceeded to the consummation without friction. The 
union of these two rival societies will result in one of the strong rural 
churches of the Conference. To Mr. Sherwood much credit is due for 
the success over which all interested rejoice. 

Change in Pastors—A mid-year change of pastors occurred at Es- 
condido. George Cocking became seriously ill and anxious for 
the prosperity of the charge, requested permission to resign that he 
might, through rest and relief from the constant pressure of responsi- 
bility, regain his health. His desire was granted and he removed 
from the charge. J. E. Cope of the East Ohio Conference was 
transferred by Bishop Warren. He arrived soon after and has proven 
‘his entire fitness for work among us, 

At Anaheim the pastor on account of an accident became temporar- 
ily unfit for duty and was released for six months for purposes of re- 
‘cuperation, During the interval E. L. Miller of the Upper Iowa 
‘Conference supplied the charge most acceptably. At the end of the 
vacation the pastor returned entirely restored and since then has met 
‘splendidly all the demands of the charge. 

Improvements—The pastors and officials have kept the properties 
in good repair. Needed improvements have been made in the fol- 
lowing places, Corona, San Bernardino, San Jacinto, Calexico, National 
‘City, Imperial, Santa Ana, Winchester, Arlington, Hemet, Del Rosa, 
Elsinore, El Centro, Highgrove, Murietta, Grace Church, Redlands, 
Whittier, Escondido, Central Church, Saa Diego, Ralteook, Nestor 
and Holtville, and First church, Redlands. A handsome pipe or- 
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gan has been installed in First Church, Riverside, at a costof $5000. 


New Buildings—At Colton the beautiful church was completed dur- 
ing the year, and it was my pleasure to dedicate it after ample provi- 
sion had been made for the debt. Eli McClish, F. M. Larkin 
and Mr. W. E. Bowen rendered efficient aid on the occasion. Pastor 
and people, by most generous giving and hard work, have won signal 
victory over many difficulties. In honor of the one who planned the 
Church and gave his last atom of energy to insure its completion it is 
to be called the Jewel Memorial Church. 

The church at Holtville has been finished and furnished during the 
year. It is a neat, commodious structure and ample for the uses for 
the years to come. 

La Mesa has finished well the work of building begun last year and 
now that beautiful suburb of San Diego has for its chief adornment a. 
neat, well appointed house of worship. 

Taylor Church, University Heights, San Diego, has erected a unique 
and convenient church worth eight thousand dollars. It represents 
as much toil and pinching sacrifice as any church I know of. For 
months the pastor worked with his hands upon the structure, aided 
by the men and women of the congregation. Their toil is rewarded 
in the church home and a reasonable expectation of God’s richest 
blessings. 

Rialto has erected a large Sunday School and League building and 
in addition, greatly improved the auditorium by artistically treating 
the walls and ceiling and placing the most comfortable pews therein. 
The District Superintendent was ably assisted at the dedication by | 
Hugh Gibson. The cost of about eight thousand dollars was provided 
for. 

Corona is at work on a large Sunday School and League house that 
will cost eleven thousand dollars when completed, and is designed to 
perfectly fit the new auditorium now shaping itself in the fertile brains 
of pastor and officials. 

Fullerton has about completed a handsome brick church at a cost 
of about sixteen thousand dollars. It is, in style, old Enylish Gothic 
and has all necessary facilities for the accommodation ot congregation, 
Sunday School and Epworth Leagues. Really the pastor and people 
have accomplished a great work. The building is one of the finest 
in the county. 

Anaheim has felt the stimulation of unusual prosperity and has been 
compelled to greatly enlarge and beautify the church. The reopening 
exercises were in charge of President G. F. Bovard who met fully the 
high expectations of all on that occasion. 

Harroll church, the only society of colored people of our communion. 
in the District, has surprised us all by doing what seemed impossible. 
A neat church costing three thousand dollars has been built with but 
a small debt to be provided for. 

Parsonages—We are rich in parsonages on this District, but during 
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the year new ones have been built at Silsbee, Santa Fe Springs, Harroll, 
Redlands, and First Church, San Diego. 

Salaries—A very general increase in salaries has been made. Our 
laymen are becoming deeply interested in the matter of adequate 
ministerial support, and they have raised the salary average very 
materially in the District. The increase in salaries for the last five 
years reaches the handsome aggregate of twenty-seven thousand 
eight hundred dollars, making an annual increase of five thousand, 
four hundred dollars. The question of salaries suggests a matter I 
can but regard as most dangerous to pastors and people. I refer to 
the wrong idea of promotion. Now, one is not promoted unless he is 
appointed to a church paying a larger salary than the one he leaves. 
This, my brethren, is eternally wrong! Promotion should not be meas- 
ured by a golden yard stick, but by opportunity to do more and better 
work for the Master. Too great an anxiety for the wrong kind of 
promotion has hindered the advancement of some men I know. Ifa 
young man were to ask me how best to make sure of his stipend, I 
would say do your whole duty to your parish, in the pulpit, with up- 
to-date, twentieth century sermons preached tremendously. And . 
with careful, loving indiscriminating pastoral oversight, conserve every 
interest of the church, look well to the benevolences and the parish 
will take splendid care of you. 

We are not in the ministry for personal aggrandizement but to sub- 
due men spiritually, and so spread the glory of Christ’s kingdom over 
the whole world.

On motion of J. B. Green, Wm. J. Millet, minister of the Baptist 
Church, was recognized as an Elder and was admitted to the Confer- 
ence subject to a satisfactory answering of the Disciplinary questions. 


Reception Into Full Connection—The class to be admitted was called 
to the front and after prayer the Disciplinary questions were asked 
and satisfactorily answered. In his questions to the class the Bishop 
emphasized the necessity of the giving of all their time to the work 
of the ministry, and the place of the child in the Church and the 
Kingdom. 

His charge to the class of nine young men wasa model of natural- 
ness and simplicity and throbbed with vitality. Speaking to the class 
he said: “In all your bearings you must be gentlemen, even in things 
seemingly non-essential. A Methodist preacher should possess the 
highest culture of any man in the community.” 
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The following characterization of the preaching of Our Lord was 
‘held before the class for their emulation. : 

“Jesus was, first of all, natural. You should be neither imitators 
nor shams. Be yourselves in voice, manner and bearing. 

“Work out your sermons along definite lines in order that you may 
make them simple. Write your sentence that it may be understood 
‘by the washerwoman who may be on the back seat in your church 
the next Sunday. To preach in a sun-clear Way you must work at 
your sermons tremendously. The preacher who goes into his pulpit 
half prepared is essentially a dishonest man and a robber and will 
soon become an exhorter rather than a preacher. 

“Do not go into the pulpit illy-prepared and expect God to supply 
your lack. The Holy Ghost does not use a nonentity. 

“Yet with intellectual growth you must combine pastoral fidelity. 
I have no patience with the preacher who speaks slightingly of pastoral 
work. You can and should prepare two new sermons a week and 
make eight hundred pastoral calls during the year. But have a pur- 
pose in each visit. 

“We find a personal quality in the Master’s preaching. He often 
leaves the crowd and seeks the single man. It took Christ a long time 
to develop Simon of the shifting sands into the rock-like Peter, and 
John, son of Thunder, into the apostle of love. 

“In our preaching today the effect is wonderful if a man turns his 
soul loose. Jesus vitalized truth. Learn to preach positively.” 


Closing—The announcements were made and the Conference ad- 
_journed with the benediction by C. W. Tarr.

Order of the Day—J. B. Green presented the report of his work as 
Field Secretary and Treasurer of Conference Funds and it was adopted. 
(See Report ). 

The Bishop was requested to reappoint J. B. Green to his present 
position and by motion it was decided that we would invite him to 
the pulpits of the Conference, to take a special offering for the Super- 
annuated Work.

“Whereas, A movement has been initiated to have the national 
congress award a gold medal to Mr. Edward W. Spencer for heroic con- 
duct, in which he alone saved many lives at the imminent peril of his 
~ own life, at the wreck of the ‘Lady Elgin’ in Lake Michigan, in Sep- 
tember, 1860; 

Be it Resolved, That we hereby earnestly memorialize the Congress 
of the United States to pass such a measure; and request the Hon. 
Frank P. Flint, our United States Senator, to use all his kindly offices 
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to bring about this long deserved recognition of the phenomenal 
achievement of one of our most worthy fellow citizens.”

well as for the California Conference. 

Therefore, Resolved that we request the District Superintendents 
to apportion to the charges of this Conference the sum of $200 for the 
maintenance of the Episcopal residence.”

School Board and it was adopted. (See Report). 
The session adjourned with the benediction by S. J. Carroll. 
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Evening Session 


The Bishop took the chair at 7:30 o’clock. 
The minutes of the afternoon session were read and approved. 


Missions—W. K. Beans read the report of the Committee on Mis- 
sions and it was adopted. (See Report). 


Merced—H. W. Peck presented the following action of the District 
Superintendents concerning the Merced property and on motion it 
was endorsed and the Secretary was instructed to forward a copy to 
the Board of Bishops: 

“Whereas, on May 6, 1905, the property of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church at Merced, California, was sold for twelve hundred and ninety 
dollars ($1290). The expenses of the sale were four hundred and 
thirty dollars and sixty cents ($430.60). The balance, eight hundred 
and fifty nine dollars and forty cents ($859.40) was paid to Rev. F, 
D. Bovard, treasurer of the trustees of the California Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church on June 20th, 1905. 

By action of the General Conference, May, 1908, this territory was 
returned to the Southern California Conference. On that account as 
well as the fact that the money is needed to re-establish a church at 
Merced, on behalf of the Southern California Conference, we request 
the immediate return of the money with such interest as.may have 
accumulated.” 


Hamilton Church—A,. W. Adkinson presented the following resolu- 
tion relative to Hamilton Church, Los Angeles, and it was adopted: 

“Whereas, The Hamilton Church, Los Angeles, is situated to do a 
great work and its loss to us would be a very serious loss to the cause 
of Christ: 

And Whereas, the people are entirely unable without generous help 
to liquidate the indebtedness of $7000 now against the property. 

Therefore, Resolved, That we earnestly ask the General Committee 
of Home Missions and Church Extension to make a special appropria- 
tion of $2500 to the Hamilton Church on condition that the entire 
indebtedness shall be provided for, and that the regular appropria- 
tion to the Conference be not affected thereby.” 


Korean Work—A. W. Adkinson presented the following resolution 
relative to the Korean Work in Los Angeles and it was adopted: 

“Whereas, the Korean Mission in Los Angeles is the only Korean 
Mission maintained by our church in the United States and that is 
being successfully conducted; 

And, Whereas, by a mistake the appropriation of $300 asked for 
last year was overlooked by the General Committee; 

Therefore, Resolved, That we ask the General Committee of Home 
Missions and Church Extension to make an appropriation of $300 
to correct the oversight of last year, and an additional $300 for the 


coming year.” 
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City Missions—-‘‘Whereas, in accordance with the strong resolution 
of our Conference adopted two years ago, Geo. E. Foster was ap- 
pointed to City Missions, Los Angeles, by Bishop Warren, at the 
session of one year ago, and the City Missionary Society of Los 
Angeles has established and is maintaining a thoroughly well equipped 
down town mission, which is accomplishing a great work, therefore, 

Resolved, That we pledge to that important enterprise our hearty 
moral and financial support and will welcome to our pulpits the rep- 
resentatives of the Mission.”’ 


Missionary Appropriations—H. W. Peck read the Appropriations 
for Missionary Work in the Conference and they were adopted. (See 
Report ). 


Committee on Conference Relations—On recommendation of the 
“Committee on Conference Relations, D. F. McCarty was granted a 
Supernumerary Relation at his own request and referred to the Board 
of Stewards for their favorable consideration. 

On recommendation of the Committee on Conference Relations, 
T. C. Miller was granted a Superannuated Relation at his own request. 

On recommendation of the Committee on Conference Relations 
the Conference requested the transfer of S. E. Winebrenner, a member 
of the Pittsburg Conference in the Supernumerary Relation and he 
was changed to the Effective Relation. 


Question XXV—‘‘Who are the Triers of Appeals?’ was called.

Conference Missionary and Evangelistic Society—J. M. Baxter 
nominated the following as Executive Board of the Conference Mis- 
sionary and Evangelistic Society and they were elected. Pasadena 
District, C. V. Cowan, John Oliver; San Diego District, A. Inwood, 
A. B. Embree; Fresno District, B. D. Snudden, P. P. Carroll: Los An- 
geles District, W. A. Betts, Clyde M. Crist, and they were elected.

Question XXVII—‘‘What is the aggregate of the Benevolent Col- 
lections ordered by the General Conference, as reported by the Con- 
ference Treasurer?’ was called. 

F. D. Mather reported $114,014 as the total of these Benevolent 
Collections. 


Question XXVIII—‘ What are the claims on the Conference Fund?” 
was called. 
The amount of claims reported was $18,000. 


Question XXIX—‘‘What has been received on these claims?”’ was 
called. 
The Board of Stewards reported $16,390 as received on these claims. 


Question XXX—‘ What is the amount of the five per cent of collec- 
tions for the Conference Claimants Connectional Fund paid by the 
Treasurer to the Board of Conference Claimants?’ was called. 

$552 was reported as paid to the Connectional Board. 


Resolutions—H. J. Crist read the report of the Committee on Re- 
solutions wherein by a rising vote the Conference expressed its grati- 
tude to the local church, the press, railroads, the banks, Y. M. C. A., 
the hosts of the Conference, the Chamber of Commerce, the singers, 
organist, pastor of local church and for the kindly presidency of our 
resident Bishop, Edwin H. Hughes.

Wallace, Pasadena, as Conferenee representative of Layman’s Mis- 
sionary Movement.

MILTON E. PHILLIPS, 


Dean Phillips was a remarkable man, broad-minded, large-hearted, 
scholarly, magnetic, spiritual and energetic. As a teacher, he was 
strong in his mastery of truth, clear and forceful in his manner of pre- 
senting it. Equally at home in philosophy or mathematics, he could 
rob either of their proverbial dryness and make them live with interest 
to the student. Students honored him for his ability, admired him 
for his manliness, respected him for his piety, and loved him for his 
inspiring and uplifting spirit. 

Early in life he won recognition in Iowa as an educator, both as teach- 
er and lecturer. He became professor of mathematics in his Alma 
Mater, Simpson College, Iowa. Then he became president of Win- 
field College, Kansas. His marked success opened the way for his be- 
coming in 1894, dean of U. S. C., which position he held four years. 
Here he found little else than the classics taught. By adding a fine 
scientific equipment he started the school upon its present broad and 
well-founded career. Specially helpful were his beautiful lucid, up- 
lifting Bible readings at the Y. M. C. A., meetings of the College. 

In 1898 he went to be Chancellor of Wesleyan College, Salina, Kan- 
sas, which position he held with great success until broken health ob- 
liged him to resign. He then became religious director of the New 
Haven Y. M. C. A., where he became a positive factor for good in the 
lives of many young men. While here he also supplied the pulpit of a 
nearby Congregational Church, until death suddenly called him home. 
As a preacher he may be described as strong—strong in magnetism, 
deep in thought, beautiful in diction, clear in style, dramatic in action 


and above all sincere and genuine. 
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As an author he published ten volumes on foreign travel, described 
as exceptionally fine in literary merit. He also published a volume 
of his best sermons. 
He was born at Melville, Pa., in 1844, died at New Haven, Conn., in 
1909. His body was brought to Los Angeles and laid to rest in Rose- 


dale Cemetery. Sta oe 


EUGENE A. COFFIN. 


Eugene A. Coffin was born in Tecumseh, Michigan, May 2, 1867, 
died in Los Angeles, California, September 3, 1909. When-thirteen 
years of age he united with the Methodist Episcopal church, in Clin- 
ton, Mich., after a very clear and joyous -conversion. Although 
thirsting for an education he was not permitted to see inside of a schook 
house from the time he was fifteen years of age till he was twenty- 
two, when he entered Albion College. During these seven years, he, 
because of his father’s failing health, supported himself and his fath- 
er’s family. In 1890 he took up the college course and in 1894 grad- 
uated with the degree of A. B. He often referred to his battle with 
poverty during his college years and as he said “hammered and sawed 
his way through college.” In September, 1894, he joined the Detroit 
Conference and received his first appointment at Trenton, Mich. 
November 8, 1894, he was united in marriage with Miss Etta Robin- 
son of Hanover, Illinois. Three children were born to them, two of 
whom, a daughter and son weep with the wife and mother over the 
death of a husband and father. 

His appointments in the Detroit conference were as follows: Tren- 
ton two years, Salem three years, South Lyon five years, Marlette two. 
years and Port Huron two years. He was registrar of this confer- 
ence for five or six years. Last fall he was transferred to the Southern 
California conference and stationed at Delano. He was taken ill in 
December and failed rapidly. He was buried in Forest Lawn ceme- 
tery on September 6th, J. A. Jackson, our pastor at Highland Park 
conducting the services. The memorial services were held at Delano 
on the afternoon of September 7th, with the District Superintendent, 
H. W: Peck in charge. 

It is not easy for any attempted analysis to do justice to a person- 
ality so well rounded and symmetrically developed as that of Bro. 
Coffin. A personality less complete presents, oftimes more tangible 
points for consideration. Some elements of character may be empha- 
sized. First, he was a good man. If goodness is greatness then he 
was truly great. In purity and excellence of character he leaves a 
rich legacy to his family and friends. He lived and died without a 
spot or blemish. So far as the writer could learnno one ever ques- 
tioned the soundness of his conversion, the genuineness of his Chris- 
tian profession, the sincerity of his purposes or the integrity of his con- 
Se 
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duct. Second, he was a student. He loved books and was familiar 
with good literature. He studied the problems of every day life and 
through his knowledge of affairs made his ministry practical. He 
Was ever a student, a man of sound judgment and most serious and 
sober reflection. Third, he was a preacher. Nota lecturer, not an 
essavist but a strong earnest preacher of the Word. lis preaching 
was evangelical, spiritual and helpful. He never employed an evan- 
gelist believing that he was as much called to this particular work 
as he was called to the ministry in general. Had he spared himself 
he, perhaps, would have answered to the roll call of this conference 
session. Every charge in his old conference felt the impress of this 
evangelistic spirit. Revival fires burnedon the altar of every church; 
backsliders were reclaimed and sinners converted. He was a good 
husband and father, kind and unselfish, thoughtful, considerate and 
devoted. Nowhere did his Christian life shine more conspicuously 
than within the sacred precincts of home. His last wo1ds were the 
breathings of a heart full of love. 

He was as “‘One who never turned his back, but marched breast foward; 

Never doubted clouds would break. 


Never dreamed, though rights were worsted, wrong would triumph; 
Held, we fall to rise; are baffled to fight better: 


Sleep to wake.”

FLETCHER B. CHERRINGTON, D. D. 


Fletcher B. Cherrington, D. D., was born April 14, 1850, near Galli- 
polis, Ohio. His yrandfather, his father and three brothers were 
ministers of the Methodist Episcopal Church. In June, 1872, he grad- 
uated at the Ohio Wesleyan University. His ordination as a minister 
soon followed and his marriage with Miss Carrie Reed of Mt. Bernon, 
Iowa. September 24th of that year they sailed for India as mis. 
sionaries. In that country his work was in part evangelistic and in 
part educational. After four years of preaching and teaching in 
India the failure of his wife’s health caused them to return home 
His first pastorates were in the Kansas and Upper Iowa Conferences. 
In 1886 he was transferred to the Southern California Conference, 
spending his first year as pastor of University Church, and the next 
two in connection with the University of Southern California, first as 
P: ofessor of Systematic Theology, then as Dean of the College of Liber- 
al Arts. His wife having passed away, in 1888 he was married to 
Mrs. Sarah $8. Durbin of University, Los Angeles, and for twenty years 
they two have stood side by side in the work of the church, and the 
training and educating of five sons. In 1890 Dr. Cherrington was invited 
to take charge of a new educational work in Tacoma, Washington. 
This he conducted for one year, but preferring the work of the regular 
pastorate he relinquished the school to become pastorof First Church, 
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Tacoma. Here he remained for four years. At the end of these years 
a heavy pressure was brought to bear upon him to become pastor of 
the First Congregational Church, Spokane, Washington, and, regard- 
ing denominational lines as non-essential, and the work for Christ the 
same everywhere, he accepted the call,and spent the next ten years as 
a Congregational pastor, five in Plymouth Church, San Francisco. 
But while enjoying these pastovates, the “call” of generations of Meth- 
odist ministers behind him, and the ties of three brothers, today mem- 
bers of the Ohic Conference, together with his life-long Methodistic 
training, made him feel that Methodism was home to him, and in 1902 
he was readmitted to the Southern California Conference, and given a 
charge just starting in a tent on the corner of 22nd and Union, known 
as Centennial, now St. James Church. The-work involved told upon 
his health and it was thought best to accept the light work of Lamanda 
Park where he remained two years. He took a Superannuated re- 
lation, retiring to a beautifully located suburban home, where, to use 
his own words, he ‘‘Camped on the border-land of heaven,” waiting 
the final call. To see Dr. Cherrington ashe stood in his sacred desk . 
in the days of his strength we must vivify this record by placing back 
of it a personality that was most engaging, a mentality of unusual 
fiber, a fine literary culture, a thorough theological training, an ex- 
cellent vocabulary coupled with rare taste in the choice of words. 
musical voice and the forceful speech of an ardent advocate of truth 
and lover of the souls of men. He created in the listener the impres- 
sion of an absolute genuineness of devoted piety, of wide reading, of 
careful preparation and a zeal for human welfare that made him a 
flaming evangelist. He was a man of warm heart. His sermons 
were characterized not only by ripe scholarship, not only by marked 
literary excellence, but by an impassioned fervor that moved men and 
molded character—a rare combination that made him a master of as- 
semblies, admired and beloved by a large constituency. But not 
alone was he a successful preacher. He was one of the most kind and 
genial of men, In his family circle his tender affection, his gentle 
bearing, his thoughtful kindnesses and his never failing courtesy 
helped to make a home where, as Spurgeon used to say, ‘Angels 
might be asked to stay a night and would not find themselves out of 
their element.” He was a patient sufferer. Like Bunyan’s pilgrim, 
he was couched in ‘‘a chamber whose windows opened toward the sun- 
rising; the name of the chamber was Peace.” To the Rev. F. D. 
Mather who brought to him the greetings of the Methodist Ministerial 
Association of Los Angeles, he said: ‘Tell the brethren it is more 
than resignation: it is peace—perfect peace.’ On the afternoon of 
November 6th, after a day of restful sleep, with but a moment of warn- 


ing, the ‘“‘border-land” was crossed and heaven became his eternal 
home.

Anna May Harkness, second daughter of R. P. and Margaret 
Davis, was born in New Albany, Ind., March 21, 1871. At one year 
of age her parents moved to Terre Haute, Ind. She was educated in 
the public schools of her adopted city, graudating from the high school 
in the summer of 1890. She entered our university at Green Castle, 
where she spent two years in further study. She was united in mar- 
riage to William M. Harkness, December 19, 1891. Shortly after their 
marriage Mr. and Mrs. Harkness moved to Kansas and settled within 
the bounds of the Southwest Kansas Conference, which conference 
they entered in the spring of 1892.

PASTORAL ADDRESS 


The vision Our Lord gave to his Apostles when he said, ‘Lift up 
your eyes, look on the field, for they are white unto the harvest,’ he 
would give to us. The fields in which you are called to labor are 
ready for the reaper, large in area and great in possibilities. From 
the valley of the San Joaquin on the north to the Mexican line on the 
south, an empire is included and better than a-cuntinent for Christian 
conquest and achievement. Into this territory multitudes are mov- 
ing with restless energy and resistless vitality. They come from the 
middle west, from the east and from beyond the seas. The harvester 
should now be sweeping through these fields with an ever widening 
swath, for the Glory of God and the salvation of man. You have the 
machinery well adapted to this end. The great “Iron Wheel’’ of 
Methodism rolls on and on, bearing the motto, ‘‘A man for every place 
and every place to have a man,”’ with least loss of time possible in the 
adjustment of new men to new fields. Having the machinery to gather 
the harvest God has promised the power and wisdom to run it. For 
“Wait until ye be imbued with power’’ is the command, and “‘if any 
man lack wisdom let him ask of God who giveth liberally” is the prom- 
ise. We pray you brethren work, not only your machinery but work 
in harmony with it and pause not to mend it or attempt to change it. 
You have gained the leadership in moral reforms, you have planted 
your banners on the advanced firing line. The echo of your guns is 
heard from the Sierras to the sea and from Mexico to Canada. We re- 
joice in the victories already won in the promise of still greater ones 
to come. You, my brethren, are called not only to meet visible foes, 
not only to wrestle against flesh and blood but against principalities 
and powers, against spiritual wickedness in high places.” The invisi- 
ble foes are more numerous than the visible and more difficult to dis- 
lodge. They are entrenched behind barracks that look like churches. 
‘Their battle hymns sound pious, their slogans sound like sermons, 
and their speach like the language of Canaan and if it were possible 
would deceive the very elect. To meet and overthrow these foes will 
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require your mightiest efforts intellectually, spiritually, lovingly used. 
Hold fast to sound words. Contend for the faith delivered to the 
fathers, be strong. We beseech you to preach Christ and the resurrec- 
tion; the Gospel of love and good will. The most attractive thing in 
the world today is the story of Jesus and his love.”’ 

Finally, brethren, put on the whole armour of God, and having 
done all stand. Stand having your loins girt about with truth and 
having put on the breastplate of righteousness and the shield of faith 
and the helmet of salvation and take the sword of the spirit, and the 
very God of peace sanctify you wholly, and, we pray God your whole 
spirit and soul and body be preserved blameless unto the Coming of 


Our Lord Jesus Christ.

STATE OF THE CHURCH

Secular organizations can, and are 
doing noble work in charities and reforms; but the church is the only 
society in the world that can save the soul of man; for this unique ser- 
vice Jesus died; and nothing that the church can do for the present 
and material interests of man could atone for its failure to fit him for 
eternity. Without abatement of other good works, let us yet more 
earnestly emphasize the unique and glorious mission of the church, 
the salvation of the soul. We also rejoice in the great efforts made by - 
the church through Sunday Schools and Leagues for the spiritual’ 
culture of the children and youth; but we deplore the fact that so large 
a proportion of our children are absent from the public worship of the 
church. The opinion too largely prevails that the Sunday School is. 
the children’s church. Extra effort should be made to exalt the ser- 
vice in the mindof the child. This must begin at home. Business: 
and pleasure should make room for the family altar; and Christian: 
parents should take their children to the Sunday service. 

With great pleasure we note the advance of the church in the matter 
of financial support. Questionable methods are far less frequent and 
systematic giving and the biblical idea of tithing are rapidly coming to: 
the front. 

We grieve over the inroads that modern forms of ancient heresies 
make in the Christian fold. We believe that the true antidote is the 
earnest and spiritualized preaching of the great doctrines of the 
church —God’s thoughts about sin; and God’s way of redemption 
through the atoning death of Jesus. 

We believe the church is coming rapidly nearer to its great Founder’s 
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ideal of a missionary and world conquering kingdom, and with all due 
recognition of the various hindrances, still, the outlook was never 


brighter for the triumph of the Master’s cause.

MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE 

Marriage is a subject which in all ages needs safeguarding by vigi- 
lance and law. The Divorce evilis a National peril. Nearly one mil- 
lion divorces have been granted in the United States in twenty years. 
For the past four years the State of California has had a Divorce 
record of over 2500 annually: In the first six months of this present 
year, Los Angeles County granted 624 original decrees, dissolving 
marriages. One million, three hundred thousand petitions for di- 
vorce in twenty years is the unenviabie record of the United States of 
America; and more than two-thirds of these were officially granted. 
If the United States is to rate as a Christian nation, then Christian 
standards should determine the course of civil legislation and provide 
defenses for “the jamzly” as a divine institution. What can be done? 
Many things in general, but a few things in particular. 

1. Every Methodist preacher should guard well the gate to mar- 
riage by refusing to marry divorced people except their divorcement 
be established on the true Scriptural basis and within the law of our 
Church. 

2. Every Methodist preacher should thoroughly acquaint himself 
with facts, figures and forces relating to this subject and then arouse 
himself, that he may arouse the people. Speaking like a prophet of 
Jehovah from the pulpit, until there shall be intelligent and quickened 
conscience among all our people touching these matters. 

3. We can gain access to the local newspapers, social clubs, broth- 
erhood meetings and various centers and circles for a wider discussion 
of the divorce evil, thus promoting agitation and reform. 

4. We can urge greater vigilance in the selection of wise and good 
men for the Legislature who will represent our sentiments and under 
takings when we seek improved laws and greater defenses for this 
reform. 

5. We can reinforce the recommendation of our bishops in their 
Jast quadrennial address by seeking the final adoption of a uniform 
code of marriage and divorce laws in all the states of this Republic. 

6. We can ultimately bring this needed reform to the authority 
and control of the Congress of the United States, where it can be made 
uniformly and universally binding. 

7. Inasmuch as other denominations and religious assemblies 
have contributed liberally to the support of the Interdenominational 
Bureau of Marriage and Divorce, which is now the central and leading 
agency in this reform, we, your committee, hereby recommend the 
taking of a public offering here and now for the reinforcement of said

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PUBLIC MORALS 


Public morals are vitally connected with existing State Laws. 
The failure of law to speak effectively on any moral question means. 
a failure of conscience in most of the non-Christian elements of society. 
Radical reform of our state laws is the first and most important civic 
business of the Christian citizens of this state and should be frequently 
referred to by our preachers until an aroused public conscience sends 
to our Legislature a body of men fully committed to cutting down the: 
useless lumber of the present Codes. On important moral questions 
our state laws are uniquely unjust. On many more they are silent 
or ineffective. 


i. No Sunday Law Here 


We are sure that the Sabbathless condition of this State is a constant 
encouragement to irreverance and lawlessness. It is therefore neces- 
sary that we urge by every honorable means the enactment of a Sun-- 
day law in this State. 

2. Disregard of the Bible the Root of all Public Immoralities 

We deplore the disregard for the Bible in this State, especially the 
unamerican spirit of opposition to the use of any part of the Bible: 
in our public schools. 


3. The Recail and the Church Federation 

We rejoice in reform movements through which some of the cities 
of California, led by the federated churches, have freed themselves. 
from vicious city administrations and have installed righteous men 
and methods instead The most notable of this reform movement is 
in the City of Los Angeles, where its great and powerful Church Fed- 
eration led in the recent victorious Recall campaign. We earnestly 
hope that every vice-ridden municipality in our Commonwealth may 
rise up in the name of Jehovah and cast off Satan's yoke, and we pledge 
ourselves, every man of us, to be found in the foremost of the battle 
wherever we may be. 


4. The Attitude of the Press 


We recognize the noble stand taken by other Newspapers in favor 
of clean politics in the face of possible disaster and we pledge to such 
Editors everywhere our cordial sympathy and support. 


5. Obscene Pictures and Postals 


That the mental and moral life is affected hy what we see and hear 
is well known and that a certain kind of post-cards and pictures are- 
bordering on immorality and others are broadly coarse, immoral and 
profane, is no less a fact. Then be it resolved. that this body condemn 
such cards and pictures and advocate throughout the State the enact- 
ment of laws fixing heavy penalties for placing them on the market,. 
or having them in one’s possession. 


6. Gambling and Slot Machines 
Gambling and slot machines for gambling are still found in many 
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cities on cigar stands, in saloons and even in a few confectionary and 
grocery stores. 

Our laws ought to annihilate the slot gambling machines and declare 
that any place of business where goods are sold or given away in con- 
nection with the use of dice or other implements of gambling, shall be 
closed by the police as a common nuisance. 


7. The Public Dance 
We are glad to report that even in some very godless parts of Cali- 
fornia the school houses are being closed to dancers. 
The private dance is the training school for publicity, and the fact 
that ‘“‘no moral requirements are made of a dancer,” should both bar 
it from the schools and from the recreations of Christian young people. 


8. Temperance 

We rejoice and thank God for the steady spread of anti-saloon re- 
form. That saloons have been closed in.our country at the 1ate of 
forty a day during the past year as against thirty a day the previous 
year, and that more saloons have been closed during the past five years 
than during the previous fifty years, tells us how sweeping and 
victorious the movement is. We reiterate our confidence in the 
Anti-saloon League as the foremost leader in the present movement, 
and we commend the Prohibition Party, the W. C. T. U., and all kin- 
dred organizations for their part in bringing it about. Since the sa- 
loon has been driven from almost all of the rural communities in the 
land and is now seeking to garrison itself in our cities for its final stand, 
we raise the cry ‘‘On to the City.’”’ Our Church with all its ministry 
and laymen must take a large place in the fighting of this moral battle, 
and we call upon every man among us to do his part. 


9. Female Employment 

Whereas there is a constant increase of female employment in com- 
mercial offices and industria! work and whereas the absence of home 
restraint and mingling of the sexes in such work, constitute a grave 
moral danger to those thus employed 

Therefore we call upon our pastors and people to do all in their 
power on behalf of such; the pastors by wise preaching and careful 
examination into how and where those under their care are employed; 
the heads of families by discouraging the entrance of young girls into 
commercial and industrial life where not absolutely necessary; and 
where such employment is necessary we especially call upon mothers 


to wisely instruct and watchfully guard their girls.

We heartily commend to the entire conference the layman’s conven- 
tion to be held in Los Angeles some time during the coming winter, 
and pray that a gigantic impetus to benevolences result from these 
earnest men.

HOSPITALS 

Your committee reports that the Methodist Hospital of Southern 
California was opened to receive patients September 8th, 1909. The 
hospital is located at 2826 South Hope Street, Los Angeles. The 
property is held by the corporation of the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society of the Southern California Conference, which, under articles 
of incorporation, is fully empowered to carry on this work. It is the 
intention of the Association to incorporate the institution at an early 
day, and thus to broaden its scope and influence. 

The location of the hospital is admirable. The grounds are 200x200 
feet in area. The present capacity is nineteen beds. The equipment 
is new and up-to-date. 

The movement to establish a great Methodist hospital in Southern 
California your committee regards as the most vital of all our new en- 
terprises. It is imperative that our Methodism proceed at once to 
erect, equip and endow an institution commensurate with our needs 
and opportunities. This characteristic Christian philanthropy can 
no longer be neglected without recreancy to obligation. 

Your committee therefore recommends that this Conference shall 
assume the responsibility of this enterprise; that we pledge to the man- 
agement our loyal and ‘hearty co-operation; that we organize a hos- 
pital committee in each of our charges; that we observe a Hospital 
Sunday annually in the interests of the institution; and that we will 
welcome to our pulpits the Field Secretary and assist him in securing 
an adequate hospital fund. 

In the month of August, 1909, Henry L. K. Kuns of Lordsburg, 
offered to the Woman’s Home Missionary Society, an unfinished hotel, 
the La Virne. The hotel contains sixty rooms and is located midway 
between Lordsburg and San Dimas. The present property consists 
of two and one-half acres to which the generous donor offers to add 
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five additional acres. He also offers to complete the building, making 
it ready for occupancy except inside painting. 

The donor offers the property to be“used as a sanatarium, a home 
for the aged, or for any other philanthropic purpose. He will deed it 
to the Society without incumbrance and with no restriction except 
that if the Society finds the property a burden and it is necessary to 
dispose of the same, he shall be paid what the property cost him, 
namely, $4,000. 

The Woman’s Home Missionary Society has accepted the offer on 
condition that water, heating and lighting plants be installed without 
expense and it pledges itself to faithful effort in the maintenance of a 
sanatarium in connection with the management of the Methodist 
hospital, for the care of cases requiring long treatment, as a home for 
the aged and as a retreat for missionaries incapaciated by illness or 
overwork. 

It is proposed to make this institution self-sustaining until the 
way opens to dedicate it wholly to works of charity. No appeal will 
therefore be made, at this time, to the churches in this behalf, except 
in the matter of furnishing rooms. 

Your committee commends this institution to the Southern Califor- 
nia Methodists. It is hoped that it will be ready for use April 1st, 
1910. Information will be given on application to the Board of 
Control of the Methodist Hospital, 2826 Hope Street. Los Angeles. 


SUNDAY SCHOOLS 

We realize more fully the importance of our Sunday School as the 
means for furthering the training and religious education of the child 
and youth of our land. Since the State has by enactment prohibited 
the specific teaching of religion in the public schools, we deem it im- 
portant that we call the attention of our people to the fact that the 
Church schools are the only source through which religious education 
can be advanced. 

We heartily commend the new system of graded lessons provided 
for the Beginners, Primary and Junior departments in our Sunday 
Schools. 

We further believe that the efficiency and influence of the schools 
can be broadened along educational lines, and that training of teachers 
through the help afforded them by our church universities in providing 
a curricula for teacher training; in establishing Institutes; in empha- 
sizing Educational day in relation to the work of our local University ; 
and in keeping before our people the connectional idea of Methodism 
in the intimate relation that should exist between our church univer- 
sities and the religious educational efforts of our Sunday Schools. 
We fully endorse and commend the plan of the University Bible ex- 
tension work suggested by Dr. H. W. Brodbeck, Superintendent of 
the First Church, Los Angeles, and that is to be elaborated and prac- 
tically carried out by Prof. John G. Hill in the Bible department of

We believe that every 
pastor should have on his charge during the year, at least one season 
of special, protracted revival effort. We would recommend that our 
District Superintendents carry out the plan as suggested in para- 
graph 179, section 5, of the Discipline; making such arrangement with 
regard to the holding of the second and third quarterly conferences as 
will enable them to devote the time. heretofore thus spent, to con- 
ducting evangelistic services on the weaker charges. 

We further recommend that the committee_on Aggressive Evange- 
lism be instructed to institute on each district of this Conference, 
some plan by which definite arrangement shal! be made for the hold- 
ing of a revival at every point on each charye, some time during the 
year, and that they plan to secure the co-operation of the pastors 
and laymen of the District in reaching this end. 

Let us make this one thing, the winning of souls, the object of all 
our preaching, the aim of all our effort, the subject of all our prayers. 
Let us be heartened in the thought that we labor not alone, but that 
we simply assist in a great revival which was begun at Pentecost and 
which the Holy Ghost will never close until every knee shall bow and 
every tongue shall confess that Christ is the Lord, to the glory of God

MISSIONS 

The Methodist Episcopal Church has been from its beginning essen- 
tially a missionary church. 

Wesley called the first preachers sent out by him, “Missionaries.” 
Every preacher of the Gospel is in the true sense a missionary—one 
sent of God, with the message of eternal life as the herald of the good 
tidings of salvation through Jesus Christ. The supreme command 
of our risen Lord was ‘‘Go ye into all the world and preach the Gospel 
to every creature.’’ Coupled with this command was the gracious as- 
surance of His abiding presence as the guaranty of victory. 

We rejoice in the ever rising tide of missionary enthusiasm, the 
fervid zeal of our devoted leaders, the great plans formulated by our 
last General Conference for larger contributions—the hearty and in- 
telligent support given to missionary movements, by our Methodist 
papers, the books of thrilling interest on various phases of missionary 
work constantly issuing from our presses—the commanding influence 
and power of our missionary bishops, the unabated zeal and efficiency 
of our missionary secretaries, the marvellously successful achievements 
of our devoted missionaries in foreign fields, the ever increasing volume _ 
of giving for this glorious cause. 
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We recognize the vital importance of keeping our young people in 
sympathetic touch with the great thought of world evangelism, and 
note with pleasure as a most helpful indication the Mission Study 
Movement in our Epworth League Chapters and that in seven years 
the study classes have increased from 300 to nearly 3,000. 

The Student Volunteer Movement with its ever increasing com- 
pany of mentally trained and spiritually equipped young people, 
placing themselves at the call of God, and the Church for messengers 
of salvation, challenges our admiration. 

We hail with unfeigned pleasure the Layman’s Missionary Move - 
ment with its splendid group of leaders, its skillfully formulated plans 
for the visitation of the populous centers of our country, for the awak- 
ening and quickening of missionary zeal. 

We rejoice greatly with the blessed women of the Foreign and Home 
Missionary Societies in their tireless ministry of love and their pheno- 
menal achievements. 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society raised $673,000 last year. 
It has 640 missionaries at work in 12 countries of the Globe. The 
Woman’s Home Missionary Society, organized 29 years ago, has now 
3,200 auxiliaries, with 88,000 members, raises annually $500,000 and 
has property valued at $1,250,000. 

We recognize as an inviting and needy field the work among our 
colored brethren of the Conference, and recommend that everything 
that can be done in the way of aiding them in their heroic endeavors, 
receive our hearty sympathy and co-operation. 

We gratefully record the pleasure and inspiration that has come to 
us at this Conference session through the visitation of Dr. Homer C. 
Stuntz, one of our Missionary Secretaries. His thrilling address with 
its massively forceful putting of missionary facts, will long be remem- 
bered. 

As gratifying evidence that the chariot of missionary progress is 
speeding onward on the King’s highway we note the fact that this 
Conference reports this year for the General Missionary Board Foreign 
and Home, $49,257, an increase over last year of $3,269. The two 
Women’s Societies report this year $46,000 an increase of $5,920. 
This has raised this year for the Missionary work at home and abroad 
$95,262 , an increase of $9,189 over last year. 

Not resting upon any victories of the past, or achievements of the 
present, we pledge ourselves as a Conference to untiring devotion to 
this blessed cause until every benighted sin-smitten mortal shall hear 
of and gladly welcome the Redemption of Jesus Christ.

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EDUCATION 

The University of Southern California was founded and is sustained 
to place equal emphasis on the word ‘Christian’? and ‘ ‘Education,”’ 
in other words, to create an atmosphere in its halls of learning where 
prayer and study shall both be recognized as the legitimate and spon- 
taneous expressions of the human mind, an atmosphere in which the 
announcement concerning any student, ‘‘Behold he prayeth’’ will al- 
ways send a thrill of joy to the hearts of the members of the faculty. 

To secure this end the University, in addition to its chapel devo- 
tions, employs two resident secretaries for aggressive Christian work 
among the students through the Young Men’s and the Young Woman’s 
Christian Associations. 

This report has nothing to record but indications of growth and 
prosperity in every department of the University. 

The last year, which closed with the largest graduating class that 

ever left the school, was the crowning year in the history of the insti- 
tution both in numbers and finances. This year promises to surpass 
the last. Two hundred and fifteen Freshmen are already on the regis- 
ter making an increase in the college of more than one hundred over 
last year, and the tuition already in the hands of the treasurer is 
$6000 in excess of that received on the corresponding date one year 
ago. 

The tuition received last year totaled $32,617 which was an advance 
of $2,500 over the preceding year. 

- This increase in the number of students has involved necessary ad- 

' ditions to the facilities for carrying on the work. The buildings have 
had a general renovation, new class rooms have been added, the space 
’ and laboratorial equipments for the civil engineering department have 
been enlarged and the Hodge Hall has been remodeled and equipped as 
* the home of the Maclay School of Theoloyy—all at an expense of $6000. 
Six new professors have come into the institution this fall and one of 
them, Dr. Thomas B. Stowell, becomes the head of the entirely new and 
separate Department of Education. This will be a valuable factor in 
our work for it will prepare students for teaching in an environment 
broader than can be found in a normal school where all are studying 
to teach. 

The Conference will doubtless be surprised to learn that we have 
one of the large Law schools in the country. Taking the number of 
students as a standard of comparison, it stands among the first six 
law schools west of the Alleghany Mountains, and it is third among 
the law schools connected with the Methodist Universities in this 
country, Boston University having 282 law students, Northwestern 
250, and the University of Southern California had last year 236, but 
promises 300 this vear. 

The Maclay School of Theology had a prosperous year, Thirty- 
five men students besides a large mission class of women pursued studies 
in this school. As mentioned before the school begins this year in a 
new home and the outlook is full of cheer. 
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We are pleased to be able to report for the first time, that our medi- 
cal college is an integral part of the University and that the number 
of medical students is the largest in the history of the institution. 

Note also that the largest and best equipped College of Dentistry 
on the Pacific Coast is connected with the University of Southern 
California, 

The work done by our colleges of Pharmacy, of Music, of Fine Arts 
of Oratory, of Dentistry, are too well known to require special mention 
and too meritorious to be omitted from this report. 


COLLEGE OF MEDICINE, U. S.C. 
Formerly College of Physicians and Surgeons 


For a number of years Dr. H. W. Brodbeck, the efficient and enthu- 
siastic Sunday School superintendent of First Church, Los Angeles, 
has had the idea that there ought to be a close and vital connection 
between the Bible study in our Methodist colleges and the study of the 
same by teachers and advanced classes in our Sunday Schools. The 
idea met the cordial approval of President Bovard, and during 
the past year, Professor J. G. Hillof the University, following the sug- 
gestion of Dr. Brodbeck, has prepared a course of Bible study covering 
three years of work, which it is proposed to introduce into our Sunday 
Schools by means of University extension in the form of Bible insti- 
tutes, lecture ‘courses and home study under the direction of the Uni- 
versity. 
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This will not be in conflict with the course of home study proposed 
by Chaplain Nave which is also approved by the President of the Uni- 
versity. We commend both the propositions to the Conference and 
recommend that they receive such encouragement as the District 
Superintendents and Pastors may be able to give. Printed informa- 
tion will be sent the Pastors in due time. 

In these days of metaphysical and philosophical vagaries, a full 
course of study in one of our theological schools will be of inestimable 
value to a pastor and preacher and we commend our great schools at 
Evanston, Drew and Boston to our young men who seek a school 
away from the Coast.

The Tenth Annual Session of the Lay Association of the Southern 
California Conference met in the M. E. Church, South, San Diego 
California, September 24, 1909, at 10 o’clock, a. m., President W. 5S. 
Allen, of Los Angeles, presiding. After devotional exercises lead by 
Andrew G. Parks, the male quartette of Grace Church, Riverside, 
rendered a very helpful selection. The regular Secretary being ab- 
sent R. K. Haines, of La Mesa, was called to the chair. The minutes 
of the previous session were read and approved.

After the announcement of 
the committees an adjournment was taken to 1:30 p. m. 


AFTERNOON SESSION 


Evangelist Todd lead the devotions for the afternoon session and 
rendered very delightfully the solo, “Jesus is all the world to me.”

At this juncture, Bishop Edwin H. Hughes 
came into the church and was greeted by a Chatauqua Salute. The 
Bishop was introduced by President Allen and addressed the laymen 
on the various phases of the work of the laymen. At the close of the 
address the assemblage arose and joined in the singing of ‘‘Blest be 
the Tie that Binds.” W. L. Cleveland, Superintendent of Boyle 
Heights, Sunday School, Los Angeles, presented a paper on the sub- 
ject, “Shall the Church pay the Sunday School Superintendent?”’

Hon. A. M. Drew, of Fresno, discussed the subject - “Equal Lay 
Representation in the Annual Conference and the Cabinet,” in which 
he stated that at the last General Conference the general impre 
prevailed that a law should be enacted bringing this about.

1. Committees of Examinations shali meet the classes on the day preceding the 
day appointed for the opening of the session of the Conference. 


2. Candidates for the Conference classes shall be marked on a scale of 100, which 
shall be the maximum, and 70 shall be the minimum and no person shall be advanced 
if conditioned in more than one study. A certificate of graduation from one 
of our theological seminaries will be accepted in place of examination in all the biblical 
and the theological studies in this Conference course. 


3. Conference shall meet at 8:30 a. m. spend half an hour in devotional exercises, 
the regular business session commencing promptly at 9:00 and closing at 11:45 a. m. 


4, The regular standing Committees shall be appointed at the morning session 
of the first day. 


5. The District Superintendents shall be a Committee to nominate Standing 
Committees. 


6. All motions must be reduced to writing at the request of the Secretary of the 
Conference or of the Presiding Officer. 


7. When a member wishes to speak he must arise and address the chair, but 
shall not proceed until he is properly recognized by the President. 


8. The President shall distinctly call the name of the member to whom he as- 
signs the floor. 


9. Motions made and seconded, reports made and accepted, shall he deemed the 
property of the Conference, and cannot be withdrawn without the consent of the 
Conference.

C. Stone, J. E. Jayne, J. V. Langstaff, John W. Corbin, Arthur G. 
Buckner and J. R. Fuller as reinforcements, 

Again it has been a year of church building and soul-winning. The 
record which alone is correct and imperishable will reveal the gentleness 
of spirit, dauntless courage, tenacity of purpose, soundness of judgment, 
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and patience under deprivations and sufferings which have characterized 
the lives of so many of my co-laborers in the ministry and laity of the 
Fresno District. 


TWENTY-ONE CHURCHES AND ‘PARSONAGES COMPLETED 
OR BUILDING. 

-That the winning of‘souls is a mighty incentive to the building: of 
churches has been incontestibly demonstrated by the brethren, this year, 
who have either completed or are now building twenty-one churches 
and parsonages, while subscriptions have either been raised or are being 
raised for six more. Z 

Relying upon Almighty God, and with faith in Methodism, these 
pastors and people out of the largeness of their hearts and the greatness 
of their desire for spiritual homes for themselves and their children 
have made these results possible. 

A $2500 church was completed at Waukena and dedicated by Dean 
Ezra E. Healy of the Southern California University, who was the 
first pastor at that point. 

Wasco paid off the $700 debt which was delaying the completion of 
their church and raised over $500 more, which has been spent on com- 
pleting the inside of their $3000 church, which is ready for dedication. 

Suitable lots were secured at Clovis, and a comfortable $1200 taber- 
nacle built which is the forerunner of a neat church as soon as the 
financial ability of our people will permit. 


Compelled by their overflowing Sunday School, our church at Parlier 
has been remodeled, and its capacity more than doubled. The new edi- 
fice is worth $2500. 

A $1500 church was completed at Bonnie Brae, on the Farmersville 
‘circuit. It has not been dedicated as yet. 

Last year a new church was built at Laton. This year a new $3000 
brick-veneer church has been built at Hardwick on the same circuit. It 
was dedicated by Rey. Charles Coke Woods during the pastorate of 
Rev. Will C.. Chew, and was made possible by the liberality of Mr. 
Charles King. It now desires to be made into a station. 


After a revival held by Arthur G. Buckner, a class was formed by 
the pastor early last February, at Taft, in the new oil fields, renowned 
for their “Gushers”; and a $2000 church has been so far completed as 
to be used for services. Its modest, faithful pastor is hard at work 
raising money and completing his church. 

Grangeville, the mother of Methodism in Kings County, saw another 
of her healthy children set up a home for herself at Armona, in the 
shape of a beautiful $3100 church. It was recently dedicated by Rev. 
Wesley K. Beans. The credit for the excellent work done at that point, 
and the new church, is chiefly due to the present pastor at Grangeville. 
Each church is now asking for a pastor who shall be their “very own”! 

Merced reports two new churches and a new parsonage. It is the 
banner circuit in that respect. A $2500 church was completed at Atwater 
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during the year and dedicated by Dr. Wilkinson of San Francisco, as- 
sisted by the District Superintendent. Although the class at Merced 
itself was organized only last December, yet a new $1000 parsonage and 
$2500 church have been built since. 

Kerman was organized as a charge October 30, 1909. A $5600 church 
was built by the following February. The credit of it belongs chiefiy to 
J. M. Baker of that place, who has been a staunch, sturdy Methodist 
pioneer, first in Iowa, then in Dakota, and now in California; and the 
former pastor, W. H. Householder. Its present pastor, the worthy son 
of a Methodist preacher, though only in the work since July, is pressing 
the building of a new church at Rolinda on that circuit with the judg- 
ment and zeal of a veteran. The site is secured, subscriptions raised for 
a $1250 church and part of the money in the bank, waiting for building 
operations to commence. Blood and good training count. He has a 
loyal band of Christians aiding him in the work. 

Alpaugh is building a commodious cement block church worth $3500. 
This class is only two years old and deserves great credit. Its very 
worthy pastor seeks admission to our ranks this year. Three revivals 
and a large addition to the membership tell their own tale of work 
done. 

“The Island” on the Lemoore circuit has a $1500 church so far com- 
pleted that it is being used during the summer for worship. Its com- 
pletion is delayed by the failure of the Church Extension donation to 
appear. The people are paying for their new farms and must be helped 
to build their modest church home. 

At Lemoore, the head of the circuit, suitable lots have been bought, 
and they expect to build the coming year. 

At Lindsay, where our class is not yet four years old, a beautiful 
$10,000 church is being built on a site unexcelled in that town. S. W. 
Gard, another of our staunch Methodist pioneers, this time from Colo- 
rado, made the church possible by his donation of $4,000. It is to be 
called “The Gard Memorial Church.” May he live long to enjoy wor- 
shiping therein, 

The Caruthers circuit has had an eventful year. It has had three 
different pastors. ‘wo of the three points on the circuit were organ- 
ized during the year. Three revivals were held, resulting in a large 
increase in membership. A fine $3500 brick-veneer church is now being 
built at Caruthers, chiefly through the initiative and generosity of Mr. 
Forkner of Fresno. The revival at Princeton emptied the very commo- 
dious dance hall at that point on the circuit, and our enterprising pastor 
and trustees remoyed* further temptation by securing it and turning it 
into a $2500 Methodist Episcopal Church, in which the winning of souls 
will make heaven rejoice and redeemed men shout for joy. 

Livingston, on the Irwin. City circuit, has an $1800 church, nearing 
completion, Its pastor and family, leaving their parsonage home at 
Irwin City, are living in a tent at Livingston, while he works, like his 
Master, on the church. Nothing can long stop such men of God. 

Greenfield bought a parsonage during the year and improved it. They 
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also secured some fine lots and are now hard at work building a $1600 
church. 

No better work in church building has been done on the District this 
year than at San Luis Obispo. Its indomitable pastor sold the old church 
site for $3600 cash, and lots worth an additional $3000, and is now 
building a church which, with its furnishings, will be worth $11,000, 

Twelve hundred dollars in reliable subscriptions are awaiting the 
location of a suitable site for a $1500 church at Globe. 


The Sunday School at San Miguel has completely outgrown their 
church, and the brethren have bought the Congregational church and 
parsonage, and will move the church over and annex it to their own, 
at a cost of about $2000. 

The membership at Chesbro Memorial, Bakersfield, was nearly doubled 
by a great revival conducted by Evangelist Armstrong. Its Sunday 
School has outgrown the church, and a committee is at work raising 
subscriptions and securing plans for an $8000 church. 

Tulare, too, crowded out by its Sunday School, has-a quarterly con- 
ference committee at work on plans for a $10,000 church. 

Ladies’ Aids 

There are fifty-two Ladies’ Aid Societies on the District with a mem- 
bership of over 1000. Most of our parsonages and some of our churches 
owe most of their furnishings to the ceaseless efforts and forethought 
of these devoted bands of women. Special mention ought to be made of 
the Selma Ladies’ Aid, which has raised $2500 during the past three 
years, $900 of it this year. 


Epworth Leagues 
Forty-three Epworth Leagues, two Intermediate, and twenty-six 
Junior Leagues, with a combined membership of about 2500, are well 
led, spiritual and aggressive. The second generation of: Epworthians 
is controlling the work of the Leagues, as a rule. 


Methodist Brotherhoods 
Methodist Brotherhoods have been established at Paes ke Selma and 
Porterville. They have a membership of 162. Several men have been 
led to Christ through the direct efforts of the Selma Brotherhood. 


Sunday Schools 

The Methodist Sunday School Convention conducted by our presiding 
‘Bishop, Drs. Downey and Blake and Mrs. Lamareaux at Fresno gave a 
great impetus to our work. A Southern California Conference Sunday 
School Association within our own church has been a crying need for 
many years. At last it has been realized. We have over eighty Meth- 
odist and “Union” Sunday Schools within this District. They are train- 
ing a young army of about 8000. 

Steadily and persistently, the real objective of all Sunday School 
' work, viz., the winning of every scholar for Christ, is being pressed upon 
the attention of the Superintendents, Officers and Teachers. 
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Av increasing’ number: of the schools come very near the ideal of “All 
whe cae in athe ane School, and all the Sunday School in: the

The brethren have occupied twenty-one new places during the year. 
We. have in them 180 members, 15 Sunday Schools with about ‘450 
scholars, five new churches built or building, and-one new parsonage. 
They are being steadily organized along all lines of Methodist work. 
With the consent of the Bishop these points will be either attached to 
other circuits or made into over half a dozen new circuits. 


Leaders of the Host 
. Fifty-seven Ministers, thirty-three Local Preachers, four Exhorters, 
two Deaconesses, sixty-seven Class Leaders, eighty Sunday School Su- 
perintendents, forty-five Epworth League Presidents, twenty-six Junior 
League Superintendents have led our forces this year. They are, as a 
whole, an unexcelled band of godly men and women, with a passion for 
souls. 


Seventy Revivals 
For four years, now, our District motto has been, “A revival at every 
point on every charge.” Last year we had over fifty revivals; this year 
over seventy. If it be true, as Bishop W. F.~McDowell says, a min- 
ister “who is not a soul-winner is not'‘at the heart of his task,” then 
these comrades of mine have been this year not only “at the heart of 
their task,” but also close to the Master’s heart, 


One Thousand Souls Added 

Over a thousand souls have been added to our numbers through these 
revivals beside those who went from our altars to recruit the ranks 
of sister churches. The pastors’ reports indicate a net increase. of about 
eight hundred members and probationers this year. ‘ 

. Invaluable and effective work was done this year by: Evangelists Arm- 

strong, Allen, Ireland, Mrs. Ireland, Herrington; Patterson, Fowler, 
Farrar, Buckner and Fuller. Many of the pastors held, their own re- 
vivals or assisted other pastors. Some of them have become veterans as 
personal workers and soul-winners. The District Superintendent again 
led some revivals and encouraged all. 

.Quoting once more the evangelistic Bishop isd: saa above, the 
-brethren have proven that “The open fountain is adequate and flowing. 
We do not doubt either the person of Christ or His work. His power 
is not-gone or going. There is no other name, but no other name is 
needed. There is only one cure, but that cure is sufficient. The task is 
tremendous, but the power of the Person is equal to the task.”

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REPORT OF THE LOS ANGELES DISTRICT 


The year has not been exceptional or unusual; but as usual, it 
has been ordinarily exceptional and unusual in success, as all 
things in Southern California. 

We wish to record our appreciation of the uniform kindness 
extended by our predecessor, Dr. A. W. Adkinson, and of his suc- 
cessful administration of the district for the previous six years. 
For whatever of success the year’s work may indicate, we cheer- 
fully recognize our indebtedness to his plans and foresight and 
his uniform courtesy in initiating us into the mysterious ways of 
the office; made mysterious, not by design, but because of the 
multiplicity of duties and the uncertainty of the outcome of con- 
tingencies when dealing with free moral agents; and of the hearty 
co-operation and sympathy of all the ministers and the laity. 


There is something in every charge of the district which would 
justify some comment by way of explanation, commendation or 
condemnation, but manifestly this would not be possible, assum- 
ing that it would be profitable. Statistics do not tell all the story 
of the toil and labor of a Methodist preacher. Owing to the dili- 
gence of my predecessor in carefully establishing Missions in Los 
Angeles, we have found need for but one new church location— 
at South Main and 89th street, in a new addition called Westland. 
The Los Angeles City Missions Society secured a corner lot and 
for months the Sunday School and Church were held in a tent. 
In September the first portable church, first used by the West 
Adams street church and later by the Vermont Square church, 
was moved to the new location. It it never easy to wisely locate 
a church in a growing city, and it would be unreasonable to ex- 
pect that no mistakes should be made. But, whether wisely or un- 
wisely, two charges, which appeared in the minutes of last year, 
have gone. The first was Orme Avenue on Boyle Heights. A 
little chapel had been built on rented ground by members of 
Euclid Avenue, to be used as'a Sunday School. Last year it was 
organized into a church and a pastor appointed. It is often 
easier to organize a church. than to disorganize it, so in our per- 
plexity and while we were pondering what could be done, Provi- 
“dence came to our aid and one winter night the building burned 
to the ground—the only church in the district without any in- 
surance, In the other case, I had to take the matter into my own 
hands, and transferred the members from Belle Vernon to our 
charge at Compton. 


Only one church has been disturbed by the loss of its pastor dur- 
ing the year. J. C. Elliott was returned to Haven, Los Angeles, 
for the second year. Early in the winter he felt that he needed a 
rest from active pastoral cares. The official board granted him a 
vacation of three months. At the end of that time he felt that he 
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could not return to take up his work, and his vacation was con- 
tinued for the rest of the Conference year. The pulpit has been 
very efficiently supplied by Prof. T. C. Knoles of the University 
and Evangelist H. D. Kennedy. These men have done much ex- 
cellent work, the book membership has been reduced from 335 to 
202; all floating indebtedness has been provided for, and the cur- 
rent year bids fair to be one of the best in the church’s history. 

Eleven new churches have been dedicated, built or begun dur- 
ing the year. Five of these were either begun or completed, with 
the exception of the collection, during the previous year. Six of 
them are essential new enterprises. 

Central church, Long Beach, W. C. Loomis, pastor, was dedi- 
cated immediately after Conference. The building originally be- 
longed to First church and was afterwards generously donated to 
the Central church congregation by two liberal laymen of the 
First Church. With indomitable energy and courage, which looked 
to many like folly, the Church was moved to a new location and 
fitted up as good as new at a cost of a little over $6000 and it is 
easily worth $20,000. This so encouraged the people that they 
built a new parsonage for the pastor, worth $3000. ‘Thirty-five 
hundred dollars have been paid this year on improvements, leaving 
a total debt of but $5800. The membership has increased 50 or 
33 1-3%, twenty-five probationers are on the roll, the salary has 
been increased for the coming year, and the pastor and people are 
happy. 

The second church to be dedicated was at Watts; W. Reberger, 
pastor. A commodious little chapel which cost about $3000, with 
only $1000 unpaid, almost all of which has been subscribed. The 
success of the enterprise reflects great credit upon the pastor. 

Union Avenue, Los Angeles, whose pastor, W. A, Knighten, 
is probably the most widely known minister in the city, and who 
is dean of all the city preachers, by his long and successful min- 
istry in Los Angeles, has had in some respects the most remarkable 
year of any church. The history of Union Avenue need not be re- 
peated here. But all who know that Church will rejoice to hear 
that a fine brick building, beautiful in architecture, with every 
equipment of a modern church, was completed during the year. 
The membership has increased, all current expenses have been pro- 
vided for, the offerings for benevolences have increased $115, and 
the interest on the indebtedness will probably be less than the 
annual repairs required by the old buildings. The subsidence of 
the oil industry and a new development in residence property in 
this hill section of the city, indicates that Union Avenue is te 
become in the near future what it promised before the discovery 
of oil within the city limits. 

A neat little attractive chapel at Sunnyside, C. W. Roberts, 
pastor, was begun last year, and dedicated the last Sunday 
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in July. This is a student charge. It is just beyond the city limits 
on the south and will continue to grow. with the growth of the 
population. A subscription was taken at the dedication: covering 
all unpaid bills. 

Inglewood has had the best year in its history. Brother ‘Taylor 
was appointed as a supply. at the last session of the Conference, 
but was transferred from the N. Minn. Conference during the 
year. The membership has been increased, the amount paid for 
benevolences almost doubled, the pastor’s salary advanced $300 
and an indebtedness of $1100 paid. The Church was dedicated 
September 18, 

At the last session of the Conference, East Santa Monica was 
recognized asa charge. During the previous year a Sunday School 
had been organized in a tent. A local.preacher, J. P. Livoni, was 
appointed pastor about the first of January. Led by his zeal and 
practical experience as a builder, an attractive little chapel was 
built and paid for. With but thirty-one members of very limited 
financial ability, almost one thousand dollars have been paid on the 
improvements. Unless all the signs of the movements of large cor- 
porations fail, Santa Monica is to see in the very near future great 
financial prosperity and large increase in population. 


Hobart Boulevard was little more than a name when, two years 
ago, James Blackledge was appointed pastor. At the end of the 
first year the Church had secured a contract for two fine lots at 
a cost of $4500, now worth at least $6000; and had paid but $300 

toward the support of a minister. At the beginning of this Con- 
ference year, the little congregation was worshipping in the Ca- 
huenga School building. But that district was annexed to the 
city, and the little Sunday School and Congregation were very 
irreligiously but providentially notified to vacate the building. The 
people were in a dilemma. They could not get a deed to the 
property which they held by contract, until they had paid $1800 
more, and if they raised that, what would they have more than the 
lot? Nothing daunting, they paid the $1800, and on a certain 
Thursday morning a company of joyous people gathered on the 
lot, and by Saturday night had completed what may be called, 
for lack. of a better name, a bungalow church, at an outlay of 
about $700 in cash. The Church has now paid or provided for 
every dollar of expense up to the present hour. In a very few 
years this will be one of the strong family churches of the city 
of Los Angeles. 


Vermont Square, supplied for the past three years by W. M. 
Sapp, a member of the Missouri Conference, was organized in a 
portable church, which ‘had served its day for the West Adams 
street Church. The first three months of the year were exceed- 
ingly discouraging to both pastor and people. Some thought they 
were engaged in a hopeless task, when in reality they were begin+ 
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ning a year of exceptional and permanent prosperity. Today they 
have a beautiful modern church, located on a corner lot, within 
three blocks of the great Manual Training High School, which 
opened its doors for the first time two weeks ago. The property is 
worth $10,000, with only $2000 unprovided . for, and $1000 sub- 
scribed but unpaid. ‘The net increase in membership is forty-six, 
more than 50%. ‘The only trouble with that church is that it will 
be too small within 18 months. 

Newman Church, F. H. Ross, pastor. What shall I say of the 
noble band of Christians, who through days of adversity, when it 
took “mustard seed” faith to believe in a future worth while, had 
the courage to say: “We are members of Newman Church.” The 
transfer from a frame church building without indebtedness, to a 
new location with a new and large concrete building, had pro- 
gressed just far enough a few years ago, when the financial panic 
arrived, as to literally leave this company of devoted Christians 
in a hole in the ground, burdened with a very heavy debt.. At 
our first Quarterly Conference, it was generally agreed that such 
conditions did not represent Methodism and we would either 
build or abandon the location. Prosperity returned. A young 
man of the Congregation brooded over the situation until he 

had an inspiration. ‘The plans for a Gothic structure were aban- 
“ doned and a superstructure on classic lines was planned, which 
could be completed for one-half the cost of the other building. 
The bank agreed to increase the loan, and the new church was 
dedicated September 11th amid great rejoicing. 


About forty years ago, Compton charge was the second, if not 
the first, chutch in importance in the Southern California Con- 
ference. A few years ago a fine parsonage was built for the com- 
fort of its pastors. A new church building has long been 
needed. The roar of the Pacific Electric cars, which on Sun- 
day pass the church door every few minutes, and the announce- 
ment that the tracks were to be increased to four, and the ap- 
pointment of the present pastor, W. H. Harkness, whose per- 
suasive exhortation succeeded in getting the Quarterly Conference 
on the District to decide to build. A contract has been entered 
into and the work already begun on a property to be worth 
$15,000, under conditions which require it to be all paid for when 
completed, without a subscription on dedication day. 

A few years ago a society was organized in a rural district south 
of the city, in a school house, with the very peaceful name of 
Harmony. Later it was moved and lost its beautiful name, but it 
did not lose the spirit which it signified when it became the South 
Main Street Church. The present pastor, C. H. Lawrence, is now 
in his fourth year. Several years ago a fine lot on the corner of 
52nd and Main streets was purchased. This street is to become - 
the boulevard to the Los Angeles harbor, and no electric lines are 
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to be allowed upon it. The last Sunday in June, after the morn- 
ing service, the pastor quietly announced, to the surprise of the 
congregation, that the building in which they were sitting was 
no longer the property of the Church, that on the previous Satur- 
day at 4:00 o’clock p.m., it had been sold at the Price fixed by the 
trustees. He then proceeded to raise a subscription of over $10,000, 
the easiest that I have ever seen it done in a Methodist Episcopal 
Church. The new building, to cost about twenty thousand dollars, 
will be ready for occupancy the first of the year. 


The most vigorous baby on the District is the Belvedere charge, 
R. J. Coyne, pastor. The membership of this church has increased 
more than 100%, from 67 last Conference to 136 at the present 
time, and the Sunday School has grown from 270 members to 400. 
The Church building had to be enlarged during the year at a cost 
of about $700.00, all of which has been paid. ; 

A number of churches have made minor but important improve- 
ments in church property. 

Alamitos Park expended upon much needed improvements and 

_paid on old indebtedness a total of over $1300. Euclid Heights 
enlarged its auditorium at a cost of $400. Huntington Park, $900 
on debts and improvements; East 38th street, $500; Normandie 
Avenue, $300, Brooklyn Heights, $600; Vernon Church, $700, and 
other places have made minor but valuable improvements upon 
church and parsonage property. 

Vincent Church, C. M. Crist, pastor, has had a very prosperous 
year, the membership has had a net increase of 58 and the entire 
debt of $2,000 has been provided for. Hamilton Church, W. G. 
Barron, pastor, is to be congratulated on paying all expenses this 
year, reducing its debt $1,000, and reports an increase in church 
membership. Pico Heights paid on debt $1000. 

Our largest churches have all had successful years. First 
Church, Long Beach, W. A. Betts, pastor, has had an increase of 
almost a hundred in membership, has raised $3476 for benevolences, 
an increase of $1181, and $11,000 has been paid on its indebted- 
ness. 

Boyle Heights is unique this year in having had as pastors two 
transfers from the East. At the last session of the Conference, 
F. D. Sheets was transferred from Rockford, Ill. He began his 
pastorate very auspiciously, but within three months desired to 
return east. The Bishop made a second transfer, and Dr. W. E. 
Tilroe of the Rock River Conference, came to Los Angeles. In 
spite of the handicaps naturally associated with sucha condition, 
Dr. Tilroe has proven himself master of the situation. The church 
has had exceptional success. ‘he membership has increased 100, 
and the salary one thousand dollars. 

University Church, J. A. Geissinger, a member of the Cincinnati 
Conference, was transferred and appointed to this important 
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charge. This has proved to be a very wise selection, Mr. Geis- 
singer- having previously served two college churches. He con- 
ducted four weeks’ special services, in which about 100 were con- 
verted. The membership has been increased, benevolent offerings 
advanced over $550, and finances are in the best condition in the 
Church’s history. 

First Church, Hollywood, was organized just before the last 
session of the Annual Conference, with a membership of 262, The 
Rev. E. P. Ryland was appointed to supply the charge during the 
year. The membership now numbers 351. A lot has been pur- 
chased at a cost of $8500, and it is only a question of time when 
an elegant church building will be erected. 


St. James, Los Angeles, G. W. Coultas, pastor, has made a most 
important move during the year. A new lot has been sécured on 
the corner of Washington street and Magnolia avenue. As soon 
as the present property, valued at $25,000, is sold, a new building 
will be erected on Washington street. No more important church 
property move has been made within the city during the year. 

First Church, Los Angeles, Charles Edward Locke, pastor. It 
seems superfluous to comment upon this great Church, with more 
than twenty two hundred members and a benevolence account 
running up to-twenty thousand dollars. With all the burdens of 
that Church, Dr. Locke held a series of special services during the 
winter, at which there were upwards of two hundred converts. 
At the Fourth Quarterly Conference the membership showed an 
increase of 250. 


We wish to make special mention of the great services rendered 
our churches by Charles Edward Locke of First Church, Los An- 
geles, and Matt S. Hughes, of First Church, Pasadena. ‘These 
men, while carrying more work than any one man ought to at- 
tempt in their own parishes, have come to our assistance again 
and again, preaching to the edification of large audiences and giving 
their influence in raising money. We desire to place on record in 
this manner our gratitude to them and to assure them of the 
grateful appreciation of the people whom they have served. 

You will be pleased to know that twenty-five charges will re- 
port a net increase in membership of about 1200. ‘T‘wenty-eight 
churches held seventy-two weeks of special services, which re- 
sulted in adding to the church membership 448 persons. The 
_ benevolences of the District will increase about ten thousand dol- 
lars. Improvements to the value of over $40,000 have been made, 
and over $50,000 have been paid on debts and improvements. The 
indications are that the Sunday School membership will show an 
increase of almost two thousand. ‘These statistics indicate that 
our pastors are making full proof of their ministry. 


Two conventions of great significance were held in Los Angeles 
during the year. 
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The Laymen’s Missionary Convention was a great inspirational 
movement. The attendance was large and the addresses able. 
But we are not convinced that the results were or are to be com- 
mensurate with the cost and effort expended. 

The Sunday School Convention was without parallel in im- 
portance and effectiveness in advancing the most important work 
of the Church; and we are persuaded that the increase in Sunday 
School nieendauice to a large extent is due to that meeting, and 
the instruction given and inspiration received has added to the 
efficiency of all our workers. 

We have a number of our church institutions located in Los 
Angeles. Each one is of such great importance that special reports 
will reach the Conference through proper committees, and only 
brief references are here possible. 

Under the auspices of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society, 
we have a hospital on South Hope street valued at about $35,000. 
Since its opening, its accommodations have been taxed to the 
utmost and patients are almost daily turned away. This is a 
form of Christian activity our church has been all too late to enter. 
We trust that the institution will become, or out of it grow, a hos- 
pital which will unite all the forces of Methodism and establish 
an institution such as the world has a right to expect of our 
church. We wish to express our highest praise of the tact, ability 
and success of B. C. Cory and the Woman’s Home Missionary So- 
ciety in this “Good Samaritan” work. 


The University continues its successful work of Christian Edu- 
cation in almost all branches of higher learning, under the efficient 
leadership of Pres. Geo. F. Bovard. The success of the University 
is becoming its embarrassment. More students are in attendance 
in all departments than ever before in its history. 

The Maclay College of Theology has opened with a goodly 
number of students, and if the number of inquiries which have 
come to me from the East and Middle West are at all indicative 
of the future, if we shall be able to secure ample endowment, we 
will soon have one of the large Theological schools of our church 
in Los Angeles. 

The Methodist Mission on Fifth street in Los Angeles has had 
a successful year in reaching out for the unchurched and lapsed 
people who naturally flock to a great city. Brother and Sister 
Foster and Brother Sweet have been untiring and ceaselessly en- 
gaged in their endeavors in seeking to bring back to the Father’s 
house those who have wandered far in the great white way that 
leads to destruction. Manifestly, statistics cannot adequately ex- 
press the work accomplished in a field with so transient a con- 
stituency. 

Yet the Methodist Mission is a serious problem. The demand 
for that kind of work is suggested by its development and success 
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in every great city in the United States and England, and the fact 
that there are more than thirty such institutions of various char- 
acter in the city of Los Angeles. Many people want to give to such 
work, and it does seem that the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
which has always laid stress upon the possibility of being twice 
born and thereby reformed, ought to spend its own money in that 
work and be successful. 


The fact remains, however, that since the organization of the mis- 
sion it has practically exhausted the resources of the Los Angeles 
City Missionary Society, crippling its work in City Church exten- 
sion. The total cost of establishing and running the Mission on 
the present plan for the past sixteen months has been $7,000. 
At the Quarterly Meeting of the Missionary Society, held in Sep- 
tember, a new plan for the possible continuance of the Mission 
was adopted, in hopes that a Methodist Rescue Mission and In- 
stitutional Church might permanently be established. Our present 
lease on Fifth street expires next April. The present rent and 
current expenses are thought to be excessive—at least beyond what 
we have been able to secure. The board therefore ordered the 
following plan: 

First—A board of seven directors shall be secured, which shall 
take charge of the Mission, being entirely responsible for its con- 
duct and expenses. 


Second—The Los Angeles City Missionary Society shall con- 
tribute one-third of all moneys secured from churches inside the 
city, and all secured outside the city, to the support of the Mission. 

A sturdy lot of devoted ministers, taking advantage of prosper- 
ous times and working earnestly for the success of the Church, 
has resulted in a year for which we should be very thankful. We 
rejoice in the success and heroism of the “Fathers.” ‘They do not 
need our praise, but we need ever to be mindful of and grateful 
for their labors, which we have inherited. We need more of the 
spirit which emulates the past, but we need still more the spirit 
which seeks, not so much to attempt to do what our fathers did, 
but seek to know and to do what they would do if they were here 
today. No age has needed more than ours the wisdom and zeal 
of John Wesley and his coadjutors, in producing a true spirituality 
in the Church, free from fanaticism; a spirituality which produces 
the fruits of the spirit in love, joy, peace, long-suffering, kindness, 
gentleness, charity, patience, and which inspires men “to do 
justly, to love mercy and to walk humbly with God.” We 
especially need to guard our churches from false teachers, who 
come to us as wolves in sheep’s clothing, and under the magic 
cloak of a pseudo evangelism, seek to teach our people a limited 
atonement, an election to grace, denying free moral agency, and 
declaring that the Gospel was not intended to save the world in 
this dispensation. A veritable Gospel of “bad tidings of eternal 
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misery unto most people,” or, as the Apostle Paul would declare, 
“another Gospel.” 


We have little or nothing to fear upon the intellectual side of 
our ministerial life, unless it be the limited amount of money and 
time our pastors are able to command in securing and studying 
.the religious and social literature of our age. The rapid develop- 
ment of education in the country at large, and especially in Cali- 
fornia, demands that those who are to teach religion shall be thor- 
oughly equipped, and without such equipment men should be early 
informed that their efficiency will soon wane. Our pastors all are 
sound in doctrines, faithful in their teachings, evangelistic in their 
preaching. 


During the past generation the cost of living has increased 100 
per cent. The general prosperity of the country has increased 30 
per cent. As a testimony to the faithfulness of the clergy and the 
growth of “pure and undefiled religion,” the benevolence of the 
Church has increased 80 per cent, almost as large an increase as 
the cost of living. While incomes have Almost universally in- 
creased among all classes, the ministry is a conspicuous exception 
—the average income has remained the same. This is one of the 
great problems which demands attention. We rejoice in the ac- 
tivity of the laymen appointed at the last General Conference upon 
this subject. We are glad to report that during the last year in 
the Los Angeles District twenty-three charges made a total in- 
crease of over $6,000. 


We wish to offer our testimony to the efficiency, the consecration 
and devotion of the people and ministers with whom we have 
mingled. They have excited our greatest admiration, and have 
often been a source of true personal humility, when we have seen 
what men and women will still do for the cause of Christianity, 
when they have been touched by the Divine Spirit. 

Death has entered but two of the homes of the ministers on the 
District during the year. Early in the fall, Brother and Sister 
Clark, of Gardena, lost a little child that had blessed their home 
but for too brief a time. Brother A. N. Fields, after a long journey 
of 77 years, was called to the “Happy Hills of Rest.” 

Sister Fields, in extreme feebleness, gently and trustingly awaits 
an early call to join him with whom she so long toiled in the 
service of the Church. 


With a sense of gratitude to my fellow-workers for their co- 
operation in all good work, and for their forbearance in all my 
infirmities, and with thankfulness to the Infinite Father for his con- 
tinued guidance and inspiration, I commend to my fellow minis- 
ters the comfort and hope in all their labors, successes and dis- 
appointments, the beautiful sentiments of Albert Bigelow Paine: 
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“Beyond the horizon’s rim, 
Beyond adventure’s farthest quest, 
Somewhere they rise, serene and dim, 
The happy, happy Hills of Rest. 


“Some evening, when the sky is gold, 
TV’ll follow day into the west; 
Ner pause, nor heed, till I behold 
The happy, happy Hills of Rest.”

Y. M. C. A—On motion of C. E. Locke the following resolu- 
tion was passed: “As members of the Southern California Con- 
ference we heartily unite in an invitation to the International 
Committee of the Young Men’s Christian Association to hold 
the néxt Triennial meeting of the Association in Los Angeles and 
that a committee be appointed to convey this action to the Los 
Angeles General Secretary. 


Order of the Day—On motion of J. B. Green, the report of 
the Conference Trustees was made the Order of the Day for 
Friday at 10 o’clock. 


Conference Minutes—On motion of W. A. Knighten the assess- 
ment for publishing the Conference Minutes was fixed at one-third 
of one per cent of the pastors’ salaries including house rent. It 
was further ordered, with the consent of the local pastor, that the 
collection at the Sunday evening service be used to defray the 
expense of employing the expert accountants at the last session 
to assist the Statistical Secretary and Treasurer. 


Public Morals—E. Vaughan was made Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Public Morals in place of F. A. Leak. 


Drafts—The Bishop announced the receipt of drafts from the 
Book Concern for $2246 and from the Chartered fund for $25 and 
they were paid to the Treasurer.

REPORT OF THE PASADENA DISTRICT 


During the year no pastors’ homes have been desolated by death. 
In only two or three of them has there been any sickness. Brother 
S. J. Kahler, an honored superannuate residing at San Fernando, 
has been confined to his home by sickness for several months. 
M. A. Meagher, a supernumerary, residing in Pasadena, has been 
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in a serious condition for several weeks and last Thursday he was 
removed from his home to the Pasadena Hospital where he was 
to undergo an operation on Tuesday of this week. I bespeak for 
these brethren and their families your sympathy and prayers. 

We rejoice in the presence at our Conference session of that 
Prince in Israel, the former Superintendent of the Pasadena Dis- 
trict, Dr. S. A. Thomson, whom we all love, and whose return 
from the brink of the “Valley of the Shadow” gives us joy. Long 
may we be blessed by his genial presence. His wisdom as an Ad- 
ministrator is apparent and is recognized throughout the District. 

I found the charges manned by noble, efficient, faithful and broth- 
erly pastors with whom association has been a constant delight. 
To speak of the work of each in detail would make this report too 
long. They all deserve commendation: Some have been rejoiced 
by large results. Others, just as competent, and no less zealous, 
have been unable to accomplish much because of hard conditions, 
and in some instances failure of co-operation by the people. Just 
to stay by the stuff in some places requires grit and grace. 


Progress has been the watchword all over the District. ‘An 
evangelistic spirit has been rife. Special meetings were held in 
many of the churches Several hundred persons professed con- 
version, the largest numbers being at EI Monte, Glendale, First 
Church, Pomona; San Dimas, Santa Paula and Upland. 

In a number of the churches are children’s classes for religious 
instruction. ‘There should be more of them. No more important 
work can be done. 

One Sunday, in Lake Avenue Church in Pasadena, seventeen 
children were received from the children’s classes into full mem- 
bership; and last Sunday in the First Church in Pasadena thirty- 
six children were thus received. 

During the year there have been 463 additions to the member- 
ship of the churches of the District from probation. The number 
of members in full connection reported at the Conference last year 
was 8,002; the number reported this year is 9,127, a gain of 1,125. 

Three new names will appear in the list of appointments this 
year; Casa Verdugo, Fillmore and Puente. 

Casa Verdugo is a beautiful settlement of twelve to fifteen hun- 
dred people at the end: of the Glendale trolley line, about one and 
one-half miles northwest of that city. There is no church organi- 
zation of any kind there, nor was there a Sunday school until Dr. 
J. F. Humphrey, our pastor at Glendale, and some of his efficient 
co-workers started one, which has been successfully carried on 
and is rapidly growing. 

Next to Santa Paula, Fillmore is the most important point in the 
valley of the Santa Clara River. It is having a substantial devel- 
opment. Last winter Brother Aldrich of Piru, assisted by Brother 
Beller of Bardsdale, began meetings in a hall. They called to their 
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aid that sweet singer and persuasive preacher, J. W. Patterson, 
who was with them about three weeks. The visible results were 
small; but Brother Aldrich continued in charge of the work, which 
soon demanded so much of his time and strength that he found it 
impossible to properly care for it in connection with both Sespe 
and Piru. About two and a half months ago, with my approval, 
he moved from Piru to Fillmore and, since then has been devoting 
his time to those two points, whilé Piru has been well supplied by 
C. H. McKnight, a located preacher living in Pasadena. There is 
an opportunity to bring great things to pass for God and Method- 
ism in Fillmore. 


For fifty years Puente has slumbered in the lap of indolence, 
but it has recently aroused from its lethargy. Many small tracts 
from the Puente Ranch have been purchased by home-seekers 
who are building cottages and bringing in their families. About 
two years ago a good and competent woman, residing there, started 
a Sunday school. More recently the present pastor at El Monte 
has preached there occasionally. On the 20th of February I went 
with Brother Shepherd to Puente and preached to twenty-two per- 
sons, half of whom were children. Immediately thereafter I en- 
gaged R. M. Schoonmaker, a Supernumerary of the Puget Sound 
Conference, residing near Pasadena, to preach there every other 
Sunday. On the 2lst of August I accompanied Brother Schoon- 
maker and we organized a:Methodist Episcopal Church with thir- 
teen members. Since then there have been four additions. A fine 
lot has been donated. The Society has been duly incorporated 
and plans are being carried out which will provide a comfortable 
house of worship with conveniences for a growing Sunday school. 

The young society of Eagle Rock, inspired and led by the broad- 
visioned, optimistic retired Missionary J. M. Spangler, whose home 
is there, bought the old Congregational church and lot for $1,300.00, 
renovated and beautified the building, and are now in possession 
of a property conservatively estimated to be worth $2,000.00. 


At San Fernando the church building begun during the pastorate 
of G. H. Henry, was completed, under the efficient leadership of 
Dr. J. A. Jackson, at a cost of $10,000.00, and on the 5th of June 
was dedicated to: the worship of God. Dr. C. E. Locke preached 
the dedicatory sermon and handled the finances so masterfully and 
successfully that more than the amount of indebtedness was sub- 
scribed, It is a handsome stone structure. 


At Covina, where H. W. White has been pastor for four years, 
an imposing church building of stone, cement and wood, costing, 
with furnishings, $22,000.00, was dedicated the first Sunday of this 
month, E. J. Inwood preaching in the morning, Dr. C. E. Locke 
in the afternoon and Dr. D. F. Howe in the evening. The build- 
ing, in all its appointments, is well nigh perfect. It is a monument 
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to the wise leadership of the pastor and the devotion and liberality 
of the people. 

Immediately after the last Conference session the Bardsdalé 
people decided to build a parsonage, and on a lot adjoining the 
church property, donated by Hon. T. R. Bard and Mr. Geo. N. 
King, they proceeded to erect a story and a half seven-room bun- 
galow at a cost $1,700.00, a fine achievement for a church of thirty- 
one members. 

F. M. Miller, a superanuate of the Vermont Conference supplying 
the church at Lankershim, raised money, bought lots adjoining the 
church property, and built a modern six-room cottage. 

At Monrovia lots in a suitable location have been bought and 
paid for at a cost of $2,500.00, on which a church will soon be 
erected which will be one of the best in the Conference. 

M. S. McGee, who has faithfully and successfully served Azusa 
five years, leaves for his successor subscriptions of more than seven 
thousand dollars for a new church building. 


.At Chino the church lot, which is in the business section of the 
city, has been exchanged for two and a half lots on the same street, 
four blocks north, directly opposite the high school grounds. And 
now, in place of a lot 50x150 feet inconveniently located, they have 
a lot 125x150 feet in a section where many good houses are being 
erected. A cement basement at the rear of the lot is ready for 
the church, which will soon be moved there and enlarged. 

At El Monte, a lot adjoining the church property has been pur- 
chased, subscriptions have been secured, and a parsonage to cost 
seventeen hundred and fifty dollars will be immediately built. 

The Pleasant View charge, now fourteen months old, has incor- 
porated under the name of the “Mountain View Methodist Episco- 
pal Church.” A fine lot has been donated on which a bungalow 
church will be built during the ensuing year. 

At Simi Brother Moody has secured quite an amount on sub- * 
scription for a new church building. 

At San Dimas a movement is well under way for the enlargement 
of the church building for the accommodation of the Sunday school. 

At Lordsburg it has been decided that a new church building 
is a necessity and they will proceed forthwith to erect one to cost 
not less than ten thousand dollars. 

At Glendora plans are in operation for the payment of the debt 
on the parsonage and for the erection of a church building, which 
is greatly needed. 

At Ventura an addition to the church, for the use of the Sunday 
school, was built soon after Conference at a cost of eleven hundred 
dollars. 

An addition, for a similar purpose, was made to the Oxnard 
church at a cost of seven hundred and fifty dollars. 

At Glendale a building for the Primary Department of the Sun- 
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day school was erected on the church lot and other improvements 
were made, all at a cost of seven hundred dollars. 

_ The two year old society at West Glendale was recently incor- 
porated and is now building an auditorium in front of the chapel, 
to cost about two thousand dollars. 

Fine oak pews, costing $850.00, have been placed in the Highland 
Park church. 

Acetyline lights have been installed in the Moorpark church and 
other improvements made on church and parsonage, costing $130. 

At Upland $600.00 have been expended for a furnace for the 
church, a gas range for the parsonage, and various other improve- 
ments. 

Amounts expended for improvements at other places are as fol- 
lows: Alhambra First $700.00, Marengo Avenue $184.00, Burbank 
$80.00, Cucamonga $31.00, Lordsburg~ $200.00, Asbury $418.00, 
Eagle Rock $150.00, Garvanza $40.00, Montebello $400.00, North 
Pasadena $102.00, Lincoln Avenue $275.00, Scott Chapel $60.00, 
Monrovia $473.00, Ontario $500.00, Pomona First $250.00, Santa 
Paula $525.00, South Pasadena $650.00, Tropico $75.00, Sespe $400. 

Amounts have been paid on old indebtedness as follows: Asbury 
$488.00, Garvanza $2,400.00, the entire indebtedness; Glendora 
$700.00, Lake Avenue $3,300.00, Lincoln Avenue $110.00, North 
Pasadena $1,700.00, Pomona First $5,300.00, South Pasadena 
$2,000.00. 

The benevolences have been carefully looked after. Early in 
the year the District Missionary secretaries, L. D. Van Arnam, 
Foreign, and C. V. Cowan, Home, arranged for group meetings 
at various points on the District, several of which were successfully 
held. The reports to me from the pastors indicate that the offer- 
ings for the benevolences will be in excess of last year, and that 
Pasadena District will continue to be the banner District of the 
Conference in missionary offerings. 


One of the munificent gifts during the year was that of Mr. and 
Mrs. H. L. Kuhns of the Lordsburg Church to the Women’s Home 
Missionary Society, of property valued at $15,000.00 for the estab- 
lishment of a Children’s Home, which was opened with impressive . 
ceremonies on the 28th of last June, more than seven hundred peo- 
ple being in attendance. ‘There are now 32 children in the home. 

Another large gift was by J. C. Lennox, of the Glendale First 
Church, of property in Los Angeles now valued at $10,000.00, 
which will be sold and the money received therefor will be devoted 
to benevolent purposes. All honor to these princely givers. 

The Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies have 
been active and aggressive. Their reports, I think, will show a 
large increase in the amounts of money raised and disbursed. 

The Epworth Leagues have made decided advances during the 
year along their various lines of activity. Some of them have

Bible and Missionary Study classes, the influence of which is seen 
in a deepening spirituality and an increasing interest in, and larger 
offerings for the cause of missions. 

During the winter and spring a number of group meetings were 
held at different points. 

The Sunday schools are generally flourishing and are doing a 
work, the value of which can not be fully known until the day 
when the books are opened'and all things shall be made manifest. 
More and more they are becoming great work shops of the church, 
where many gems are being polished to become lustrous in church 
and state in years to come. 

There are eight Methodist Brotherhoods in the District as fol- 
lows: At First Church, Lake Avenue, Lincoln Avenue, and North 
Church in Pasadena, Glendale, South Pasadena, Trinity in Po- 
mona, and Santa Paula. There ought to be more. And all of them 
should be, as some are, mighty forces for righteousness in civic 
affairs. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies have all been continuously busy and 
have accomplished great things in their fields of activity. 

The second annual meeting of the Ventura Chautauqua Assem- 
bly, held in August, was a great success. A fine auditorium with 
a seating capacity of 1,000, was completed in time for the meeting. 
A model tent city furnished ample accommodations. A strong 
program, in which the Bible had the prominent place, and in which 
the emphasis was put on the spiritual life, was furnished. 

In closing this report I wish, first, to express my gratification 
that the salaries of the pastors were increased $3,300.00 for the 
year. Some of them ought to be much larger than they are. If 
I had my way in the matter they would be. And secondly, I wish 
to express my appreciation of the mistresses of the parsonages, 
who are home-makers and true help-meets of their husbands, and 
who, without an exception, so far as my experimental knowledge 
extends, are adepts in the culinary art. And thirdly, I want to say 
that the children in the parsonages are fine and promising speci- 
mens of young life. It is a joy to meet them and to receive their 
welcome and to visit with them. God bless them. May they all 
grow up to noble Christian manhood and womanhood. And lastly, 
I desire to give hearty thanks for the hospitality I have enjoyed in 
the homes of the District, and for the loyal co-operation of both 


pastors and people.

E. A. Healy, J. A. Geissinger and C. E. Locke were appointed 
the committee called for in the report of the Deaconess Board 
of Nine, to arrange for the care of Deaconesses worn out by their 
labors. 

Order of the Day—On motion of M. S. Hughes the Report of 
the Committee on Education was made the Order of the Day 
for Monday at 10 o’clock. ; 

Special Session—On motion of H. W. Peck a Special Session of 
the Conference was ordered for Saturday from 2 to 4 o’clock. 

Question XIV was resumed. J. L. Pitner was called, his char- 
acter passed, and he read his sixth and final 


REPORT OF THE SAN DIEGO DISTRICT 
Bishop Hughes, Fathers and Brethren: 

The Conference year closes with large credits to the churches: 
Pastors and people have dwelt together and worked harmoniously, 
and the hearty co-operation afforded me by the pastors has been 
universal and cordial. 

Sickness has afflicted but few and death has claimed but one 
victim from the children that adorn the preachers’ homes. After 
a long illness the youngest son of Brother and Sister Geyer was 
claimed by death. 

Most of the churches have held special services, and, as a rule, 
good results followed. The danger from irresponsible persons 
who come to us posing as evangelists has largely been escaped. 
If the pastors would observe more generally the requirements of 
the Discipline in the matter of employing help, much error in teach- 
ing and great harm might be avoided. 

When the last returns are recorded it will be found that a healthy 
increase has been made in spite of the devastation to large areas 
by the unprecedented frosts of the past winter. 

Much improvement is noted in the Sunday schools. The latest 
plans of grading have been quite generally adopted. Careless and 
inefficient officers and teachers have been replaced by others better 
adapted to meet the new conditions. 

The Epworth Leagues are growing steadily in numbers and in- 
feresis 

The Ladies’ Aid Society 

The whole work for which the society was organized has been 
done. Parsonages have been improved and better conveniences 
have been supplied. Churches have been made more beautiful by 
the skillful hands of these devoted women. Nor have they stopped 
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at the material things. The homes of poverty have been blessed 
and cheered by their benefactions. ‘The sick have been visited and 
tenderly ministered to. Delicacies, garments and flowers have been 
distributed lavishly where they could do good. The immigrant, 
newly arrived, has been visited and helped. All these things they 
have done in His name. 


The Woman’s Missionary Societies 


Throughout the whole year these societies are planning, working 
and praying for the interests that enthrall them. In our own land, 
where the pioneer preacher struggles against the world, Satan and 
poverty, there is felt the influence and generosity of their love. 
Among the Indians, Mexicans and negroes they are toiling for 
Christ's sake. And, beyond the seas, for strange peoples they 
are laboring. 

The Methodist Brotherhood 

We have a few of these societies in the District. I heartily wish 
more were organized. They would prove of benefit to the pastors 
and committees where the churches are large enough to afford the 
membership. There is scope for the tact and wisdom of any pastor 
in directing the activities of the Brotherhood and when wisely 
directed the power of their influence cannot be estimated. 

The sixth annual encampment held on our grounds at Hunting- 
ton Beach was a noteworthy event. Large numbers of our pastors 
were there, many remaining on the ground throughout the entire 
time consumed by the meetings. 

The directorate was supremely fortunate in securing the presence 
of Bishop Hughes and President Frances J. McConnell as principal 
speakers. 

Bishop Hughes preached every evening and twice each Sunday 
that he remained. It goes without saying that the sermons were 
strong, clear, evangelistic, helpful and eloquent. 

President McConnell appeared each afternoon in the delivery of 
an address on some phase of Christian doctrine or life. 

To admit our delight at the services rendered by these two distin- 
guished sons of Methodism is but a poor tribute to them. The 
people left the camp with firmer grip on the verities of our faith, 
with higher ideals and beneath them the foundations stand im- 
movable. A very general desire exists to have these esteemed 
and honored brethren with us again. 

Indio is an inviting oasis on the desert. One year ago C. E. 
Babcock was appointed supply pastor. When he arrived in Indio 
we had no society, no church, no parsonage. Now we have a neat 
church and a good parsonage with modern conveniences, and an 
enthusiastic membership of more than thirty persons. The value 
of property accumulated during the year is $2,000.00, all but $200.00 
of which has been paid for by that devoted people. 

Cypress, a small town near Artesia, is our latest addition to the 
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family of churches in the District. W. J. Boyd, our pastor at Ar- 
tesia, was approached with the proposition to secure the building 
erected as a union school and insure regular preaching. He gave 
the church such attention as he could. The result is seen in our 
final possession of a comparatively new church, two large lots, a 
lighting plant and all the furniture. The trustees value the prop- 
erty at $2,000.00. It was my pleasure to dedicate the church on the 
25th inst. 

At Palms in the Impérial Valley a new parsonage has been built 
during the year and materials are being gathered to erect a church 
to cost about $2,500.00. 

Corona has this year completed the commodious Sunday School 
Department and also greatly improved the interior of the old 
building. The dedication services were conducted by Bishop 
Hughes. So skillfully had the pastor planned, and so adroitly were 
the opening services conducted by the Bishop that the large in- 
debtedness was fully provided for. 

Fairmont is a suburb of San Diego, lying just outside the ample 
limits of that growing city. The little society has done the heroic 
in securing two large lots and upon them erecting a neat chapel. 
On the day of dedication all the cost was provided for. Henry 
Roissy is the pastor. 

The beautiful parsonage at San Bernardino is completed and 
occupied by the delighted pastor. 

Oceanside will report a parsonage this year, thereby swelling 
the value of our property there by the sum of $2,500.00. 

At La Habra the tasteful church, owned by the Baptists, has 
been purchased with all its furnishings, and is now being occupied. 

San Marcus consummated the deal for the abandoned edifice of 
the M. E. Church South at Richland, and it has been skillfully 
attached to our own building, making a well arranged and com- 
fortable church. 


Improvements in church property have been made quite gen- 
erally where the needs confronted the people. Important improve- 
ments have been made at Brawley, Buena. Park, Calexico, Fall- 
brook, Colton, Murrieta, Grace Church, Redlands; Taylor and 
Central San Diego. 

It would be a pleasure to mention the name of each pastor and 
the names of ail of the churches and tell how splendidly they have 
worked to maintain the growing reputation and prosperity of the 
district, but T cannot do so—time forbids. The year book will 
show the results of the labors in every case and with a justifiable 
pride I refer all to the statistical tables that tell more forcefully 
than 1 possibly can the story of loyalty of pastors and churches, 
and fix forever the record of their achievements. 

Our only Spanish work is at Redlands and Redlands Junction. 
A. G. Lerma has worked there the last five years and has had con- 
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siderable success. The Spanish work has been fearfully handi- 
capped by many things. The Mexicans are nomadic to a great 
degree, here today and gone tomorrow. The work is purely mis- 
sionary. 

We have but one congregation of cAtored people and that is in 
Redlands. They have been ministered to by S. B. Danley, a 
superanuated member of the Tennessee Conference. He has held 
the church in line and has accomplished much relatively. 

The beautiful church at Fullerton was dedicated early in the 
year with full, provision for all of the indebtedness. 

The churches at Holtville, La. Mesa and La Habra are ready 
for the formal dedicatory services. 

Taylor Church, San Diego, is at last completed and presents a 
handsome appearance. 

First Church, San Diego, has bonded its debt and ample provi- 
sion is made to care for the interest and create a growing sink- 
ing fund. Too much praise cannot be given Dr. Guild and his 
splendid corps of officials in the work done. 

Arlington has paid $700.00 on indebtedness during the year. 

Huntington Beach has bought the large double corner on which 
the church stands. 

The parsonage at Santa Fe Springs has been completed and 
offers a snug bungalow home to some pastor. 

At Whittier an elegant parsonage has been built and for some 
months has been enjoyed by the pastor and family. 

At Perris and Winchester the Ladies’ Aid Societies have fur- 
nished the parsonages comfortably. 

San Jacinto has the plans for an elegant new church. 

Pacific Beach, by the sale of certain surplus lots, has paid a bur- 
densome debt. 

The last dollar of the old debt at Escondida has been paid and 
plans will soon be drawn for a new building. 

EI Centro is considering plans for a much needed church in that 
fast growing city. The value of church property alone has about 
doubled within the past six years. Then the total value was $371,950 
accumulated during all the years of the Conference life. Now the 
value is $673,150, a most creditable showing. 


From the beginning of my superintendency I have labored to put 
the matter of adequate ‘ministerial support upon the conscience of 
the church. The annual increase has averaged about $5,400.00, 
making a handsome showing for the six years. An expert has gone 
over the figures carefully and finds the average salary, including 
house rent, to be $1,230.00. 

Pardon me, my brethren, if I lapse into a reminiscent mood and 
think aloud of the events that have thronged the blessed six years 
just closing. 


At the beginning I was sure I knew much of church work in all 
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kinds of appointments, from the humble backwood’s circuit to the 
city stations. Why not? I had been active as a member of six an- 
nual conferences. The presiding eldership would be an easy 
task for me I was sure. Alas! How little did I really know. Con- 
ditions, problems and crises confronted me that were new. ‘To 
study men in the light of their records and gauge the output of 
their personality, to advise modestly, to rebuke without severity, 
to divert attention from the visionary to the useful and practical, 
to extirpate pessism and stimulate optimism, to curb the im- 
petuous and encourage the over cautious, to weigh plans and secure 
their adoption as if those of others, to suggest ways by which 
incipient church quarrels could be stopped, to avoid the danger 
and damage of church trials, to quietly crush opposition to min- 
isters, when they knew it not, to shield the pastors sometimes 
when determined officials were bent on their humiliation, to gain 
for some pastors the privilege of the initiative in the matter of 
removals, to evolve plans to meet church debts and threatened 
deficits in the salaries of ministers, to ascertain the real needs 
and study the opportunities of the several~churches and discover 
the right man for each pastorate, to select for difficult fields men 
who can distinguish opportunity from a mirage, to cheer and 
hearten the disappointed and overtaxed pastors, to develop the 
church spirit in the societies and to meet suddenly such exigencies 
as call for experience and tax one’s diplomacy, kept me busy as a 
galley slave chained to his oar. 


It has been my desire to serve the pastors and churches as 
faithfully and impartially as possible. 


For all those with whom I have labored the past six years I cher- 
ish the kindest regard. Something like the sympathy that fills the 
soldier’s bosom when he remembers his comrades warms my 
heart toward you all. 


Not the least of the cherished memories that will continue to 
enrich my life is the friendship and affection of the children of the 
parsonages. No welcomes were more cordial than those they 
accorded me in my visits through the years. 


At the end of a long and disastrous drought I succeeded to the 
superintendency. The people were discouraged and in some in- 
stances churches were abandoned. I began to preach faith, cheer 
and optimism. The people believed and outlined more liberal 
policies. Then the rains came, prosperity returned and the church 
reaped her full share of the blessings. 


With thanks to God for protection and health, with gratitude to 
my brethren for all their consideration and many kindnesses I turn 
for one last look, as an official, at the territory, every acre of which 
I love, and say “good-bye.”

Presentation—At the conclusion of the report L. T. Guild briefly 
eooke of the great efficiency and success of Dr. Pitner’s superin- 
tendency and on behalf of the preachers of the San Diego District 
presenied him a gold watch. 

Dr. Pitner responded with deep feeling. 


Hospital—J. A. Geissinger presented the following resolution 
and it was adopted: 

Whereas, The Methodist Hospital, so wisely inaugurated by the 
W. H. M. S. of the Southern California Conference, and so gener- 
ously supported the past year by the people of our churches, has 
reached a crisis in its work where a larger equipment is impera- 
tively demanded if this institution is to serve humanity and the 
church as it should; and, 


Whereas, The University of Southern California has come to a 
place in its history where to carry forward successfully the work 
of its medical department it must have a hospital affliated with it, 
either our Methodist Hospital or some other; and, 


Whereas, Two hospitals in Southern California, appealing to the 
same Methodist constituency for support and sympathy, would 
lead to endless confusion, irritation and friction, and would pre- 
vent our church giving the best possible service to the public in 
this field of humanitarian effort; and, 

Whereas, Those in authority in both the Hospital and the Uni- 
versity have come to see that this ought not to be and need not be; 
but that the two institutions may co-operate in this work with mu- 
tual profit and success; 


Therefore: Be it resolved by this Southern California Annual 
Conference, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, that we recom- 
mend that the Board of Trustees of the University acting together 
with the District Superintendents of this conference shall at the 
earliest possible time consummate such a combination of these 
interests as shall enable the church to have one great hospital 
equal to the demand of our constituency. 


W. C. T. U.—The request of the W. C. T. U. that they be per- 
mitted to take a collection annually in the churches of the Confer- 
ence was referred to the Committee on Public Morals on motion 


of C. E. Locke. 


Special Committee—M. S. Hughes, D. F. Howe and C. E. Locke 
were appointed a Special Committee to whom shall be referred all 
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requests for the presentation of outside causes before the Con- 
ference. 

Order of the Day—The Order of the Day was called and J. B. 
Green, Field Secretary and Treasurer of Conference Funds read 
the Report of the Conference Trustees, and the Hough Endow- 


ment Fund. The report showed $173,000 as the assets in these 
funds. 


W. F. Cronemiller, one of the Trustees of the Hough Endow- 
ment Fund, briefly addressed the Conference. 

On motion of W. A. Knighten the Bishop was unanimously re- 
quested to re-appoint J. B. Green to his present position. 

The report was adopted. 


Thomas Nicholson, D. D., Secretary of the Board of Education, 
was introduced and represented the work of that-Board. 


Order of the Day—On motion of A. Inwood the reception of the 
class into full connection was made the Order of the Day for 10 
o'clock tomorrow morning, to be followed by the Bishop’s address 
to the class. 


Introductions—S. Yoshioka and T. Kitazawa of the Japanese 
Mission were introduced to the Conference. 


Closing—The announcements were made and the Conference 
adjourned with the benediction pronounced by W. G. Leonard. 


FOURTH DAY 
Saturday, October e190 


Dr. Marcus D. Buell gave the concluding address on the Pauline 
Epistles, using the Epistle to the Philippians for the exposition. 

The Bishop took the chair at 9 a.m. The minutes of yesterday 
were approved as read. On motion of A. Inwood the rule was sus- 
pended which required an Executive Session for the consideration 
of Candidates for Admission on Trial. 


Question VIII—‘Who have been Admitted into Full Member- 
ship” was called. 

W. C. Buckner and Fred A. Smith were called, they reported 
their collections, were represented by their District Superintend- 
ents, the Committee on Conference and the Registrar reported, 
they were admitted to full membership in the Conference subject 
to the answering of the Disciplinary questions and were elected 
to Deacon’s orders and advanced to studies of the third year. 
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J. L. Moore was called, he was represented by his District Su- 
perintendent, and on motion of J. L. Pitner he was continued in 
studies of the second year and it was requested that he be left 
without appointment to attend school. 

F. C. Edwards was called, he reported his collections, was rep- 
resented by his District Superintendent, the Committee on Con- 
ference Relations and the Registrar reported, and he was admitted 
to full membership in the Conference subject to the answering of 
the Disciplinary questions and was advanced to studies of the 
third year. 

L. V. Harrison was called, he reported his collections, was rep- 
resented by his District Superintendent, the Committee on Con- 
ference Relations and the Registrar reported, he was admitted to 
full membership in the Conference subject to the answering of 
the Disciplinary questions and was discharged from the course of 
study. 

Royal A. Weaver was called, the Conmmittee on Conference 
Relations reported, and on motion of F. D. Mather he was elected 
to Deacon’s.orders under the Seminary rule and advanced to stud- 
ies of the third year. pis 

Question XXII—‘What other personal notation should be 
made?” was called. 

On motion of F: D. Mather, J. L. Collins, a Local Preacher of 
the Wesleyan Church of England was elected to Deacon’s orders, 
his work in that church being accepted as the equivalent for our 
requirements for local Deacon’s orders. 

Question X—“What members are in Studies of Fourth Year?” 
was called. 

J. A. Crouch was continued in Studies of the Fourth Year. 


Question XI—“What members have Completed the Conference 
Course of Study?” was called. 

C. F. Seymour, A. B. Embree, O. M. Andrews, Harry Shepherd 
and E. Guy Talbott were called, the Registrar reported, and they 
were discharged from the Conference course of study, and C. F. 
Seymour, A. B. Embree, Harry Shepherd and E. Guy Talbott were 
elected to Elder’s orders. 


Question XIII—‘What others have been Elected and Ordained 
Elders?” was called. 

The Registrar reported on A. L. Bear and he was elected to 
Local Elder’s orders. 

W. E. Tilroe was excused from further attendance on the Con- 
ference. 


Times Resolution—C. E. Locke introduced the following resolu- 
tion and it was unanimously adopted by a rising vote: 

“Having learned of the horrible catastrophe which occurred last 
night in Los Angeles causing the destruction of the Los Angeles 
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Times building, as members of the Southern California Confer- 
ence, without reference to the causes, of which we are not ap- 
prised, we wish to express our sincerest sympathy for those who 
have been bereaved or injured or have been made to suffer losses 
of life or property by this direful disaster.” 


Reception Into Full Connection—The class to be admitted was 
called to the front and gave satisfactory answers to the Disci- 
plinary questions. 

The Bishop addressed the class and through them the Confer- 
ence and laymen present on “The Manless Church.” 

He gave us four reasons for the manless church, a one-sided 
standard of morality which fails to provide as great safeguards 
for men as for women; a one-sided pastoral oversight in which 
more attention is paid to the women in the home than to the men 
in the office and factory; a one-sided evangelism which empha- 
sizes the revival meeting to the neglect of personal evangelism; 
and a one-sided presentation of the Christ which neglects the 
heroic and majestic characteristics of the Master. 

The address abounded with suggestions for correcting these 
misdirected efforts. 


Order of the Day—On motion of T. H. Woodward the Pastoral 
Address was made the Order of the Day immediately after the 
reading of the minutes on Monday afternoon. 


Entertainment—On motion of J. F. Humphrey the Conference 
decided that in case the sessions continue after Monday that we 
will entertain ourselves, and it was suggested that the ladies of the 
church lighten their labors by serving a lunch only, this evening. 


C. M. Boswell, D.D., Secretary of the Board of Home Missions, 
was introduced and represented the work of that Board. 


Marcus D. Buell, D. D., represented the work of Boston Univer- 
sity School of Theology before the Conference. 


Buell Resolutions—J. C. Gowan presented the following resolu- 
tions and they were adopted by a rising vote: 

“Resolved, that we desire as a Conference to express our grate- 
ful appreciation of the very able and stimulating lectures of Prof. 
Marcus D. Buell of the School of Theology of Boston University 
upon the Pauline Epistles. The lectures awakened within us an 
earnest desire to become more familiar with our Greek Testaments 
and better acquainted with Paul’s Lord and Master. We hope that 
the Committee of Arrangements for next Conference will invite 
him to visit us again next year.” 


Board of Stewards—V. H. Brink presented the following reso- 


lution and it was adopted: 
“Whereas, the impression seems to obtain that the claim of the 
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superannuated is automatic as well as inherent, regardless of finan- 
cial condition; and : 

Whereas, our conference, through the Board of Stewards has 
hitherto distributed its Conference Claimant Funds upon that 
assumption;, thereby bringing about serious questioning as to the 
right and justice of such distribution; 

Therefore, be it resolved, that we request the Board of Stewards 
to urge all our Superannuates, where financial circumstances will 
justify it, their higher privilege of relinquishing what is their in- 
herent right,-in favor of those claimants who are so financially 
situated as to require the largest possible generosity upon the 
part of our Conference in order that they may be made at least 
comfortable. 

Second, that the Board of Stewards after taking into considera- 
tion all the exceptional facts touching the financial condition of the 
claimants applying for an allowance are hereby atthorized to 
challenge such claims as in their judgment should not be allowed.” 

Transfer—The Bishop excused W. A. Betts from further attend- 
ance upon the Conference and announced his transfer to the Col- 
umbia River Conference and C. E. Locke presented the following 
resolutions and they were adopted: 

“Inasmuch as our beloved brother, W. A. Betts,.who has been for 
eleven years an honored member of the Southern California Con- 
ference, has been transferred to the Columbia River Conference, 
we wish to express our deep regret at his departure from our midst, 
and to assure Dr. and Mrs. Betts of our affectionate esteem and 
confidence, and pray for them largest prosperity in the Church to 
which they have been providentially called.” 

Brother Betts briefly addressed the Conference. 

S. J. Carroll was designated by the Bishop to preside at the af- 
ternoon session. 

Closing—The announcements were made and the Conference 
adjourned with the benediction by Nelson Clark of the Oregon 
Conference. 


Afternoon Session 


The Afternoon Session was opened at 2:15 o’clock with prayer by 
W. A. Knighten, S. J. Carroll presiding. 


Board of Sunday Schools—C. M. Crist presented the report of 
the Board of Sunday Schools and it was adopted. (See Report). 


Official Journal—On motion of E. J. Inwood the printed minutes 
were made the Official Journal of the Conference and the Secreta- 
ries were empowered to edit the reports. 
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Missions—W. K. Beans, Chairman of the Committee on Missions, 
presented the following resolution and it was adopted: 


“Whereas, it is understood by careful investigation that there 
are from 5,000 to 8,000 Hindoos on this coast and the number is 
rapidly increasing... A recent steamer arrival brought 79 to San 
Francisco, and they reported that 1,500 men were on the way; and 

“Whereas, our Home Missionary Society at Philadelphia has 
indicated its willingness to take up the matter of helping them 
with the Gospel of Salvation; 

“Therefore, resolved, that this Conference memorialize the Gen- 
eral Committee of the Home Missionary Society at its approach- 
ing meeting in November to appropriate at least $2,000 for this 
very important work.” 

W. K. Beans presented the following resolution and it was 
adopted: 

“Whereas, the usual custom of sending money raised for local 
missionary work to the General Treasurer of the Missionary So- 
ciety at Philadelphia, and having it returned again in order that the 
donors may receive proper credit in the Missionary column of our 
reports, causes a long delay and in many cases retards the work 
for which it was given; 

“Therefore, be it resolved, that we ask the General Missionary 
Committee to invest the treasurer of this Conference with authority 
to receipt for such moneys, in the name, and for the Home Mis- 
sionary Society in order that we may have the immediate use of 
the funds thus provided and that the benefactors may be properly 
recognized.” 

Benevolences—Charles Wentworth presented the report of the 
Committee on Benevolences and it was adopted. (See Report). 


George B. Smythe, D.D., spoke of the severance of his connec- 
tion with the Board of Foreign Missions. 

On motion of J. A. Geissinger, carried unanimously by a rising 
vote, C. E. Locke was asked to express to Geo. B. Smythe, now 
laying down his work as Pacific Coast Field Agent for our Mis- 
sionary society, our appreciation of his large service to the church ° 
as missionary in China and as field agent in this coast country; 
and that we assure him of our admiration, sympathy and prayers. 


Dr. E. R. Willis, Superintendent of the National Deaconess 
Training School, San Francisco, represented the work of the Board 
of Conference Claimants and of the Training School. 

Geo. A. Henry reported $75 raised by the Conference for the 
traveling expenses of Dr. Buell. 

Reports—The Conference ordered that with the exception of 


the reports on Education and Pastoral. Address provided for by 
Order of the Day and the final report of the Committee on Mis- 
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sions, all reports:not presented this afternoon be printed without 
reading. aE 

On motion of W. A. Knighten the work of Dr. E. R. Willis was 
commended. 


’ Closing—The Conference adjourned with the benediction by 
W. A. Knighten.

The Bishop took the chair at 8:30. 

The Minutes of the.Saturday morning session and Saturday af- 
ternoon session were read and approved. 

Thirty-Fifth Anniversary—On motion of C. E. Locke the fol- 
lowing resolutions were adopted: 

“Whereas, the year 1911 will mark the thirty-fifth milestone of 
the Southern California Conference; and 

“Whereas, God has highly favored us in preserving the lives 
and usefulness of a little group of honored brethren who were 
among the twenty-four chartered members; 

“Therefore, be it Resolved, That a fitting and elaborate celebra- 
tion of these 35 years of remarkable history be held during the 
next session of our Conference; and that the District Superinten- 
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dents. and C. E. Locke be requested to arrange such a program as 


will comport with the historic significance of this memorable an- 
niversary.” 


Question XIV—“Was the Character of each Preacher exam- 
ined?” -was resumed. 

The effective Elders of the San Diego District were called, their 
characters passed and they reported the taking of their disciplinary 
collctions. 

The names of those holding Special Appointments were called and 
their characters passed. 


Question V—“Who have been received on trial?” was called. 

A. J. Hughes, recommended by the Del Rey Quarterly Confer- 
ence; A. A. Burge, recommended by the Wasco Quarterly Con- 
ference; H. B. Clark, recommended by the Huntington Park 
Quarterly Conference; J. P. Lavoni, recommended by the East 
Santa Monica Quarterly Conference; Howard C. Taylor, recom- 
mended by the Eastlake Memorial Quarterly Conference; C. W. 
Shumway, recommended by the Buena Park and Clair Quarterly 
Conference, were represented by their District Superintendents, 
the Committee on Conference Relations and the Registrar re- 
ported on their several cases and upon motion they were admitted 
on trial and advanced to studies of the first year. 


Educational Requirements—A. Inwood presented the following

The portion of the resolution relating to educational require- 
ments was carried; that relating to the age limit was lost. 

On motion of W. W. Cookman, all speeches for the remainder 
of the day were limited to three minutes. 


Pastoral Address—E. A. Healy presented the Pastoral Address 
and after suggestions and discussion it was adopted. (See address.) 

On motion of M. S. Hughes the Committee was requested to 
have the Address printed before the close of the Conference. 

The Conference expressed its thanks to EF. A. Healy for his 
preparation of the Address and ordered that the Address be signed 
by the members of the Committee. 
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The motion ordering the Committee to have the Pastoral Ad- 
_dress printed today was reconsidered and C. E. Locke offered as 
an amendment that the Secretaries print the report and mail it to 
men of the Conference before Sunday and the amendment was 
carried and the motion as amended was carried. 

The Pastoral Address was ordered printed in the minutes as 
usual. 


Educational Report—M. S. Hughes on behalf of the Educational 
Committee présented the following resolutions and they were 
adopted: 


“Whereas, the University of Southern California has established 
the department of Education and fully equipped its graduate de- 
partment, meeting all the requirements for High School certifi- 
cates, 


“Therefore, be it Resolved; That this Conference strongly ap- 
proves the action of the Board of Trustees in petitioning the State 
Board of Education to extend to the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia the right to Certificate High School Teachers.” 


The Secretary was instructed to send to each member of the 
State Board of Education a copy of the Minutes with the foregoing 
resolution marked. 

M. S. Hughes presented the report of the Committee on Edu- 
cation and it was adopted. (See Report.)

Missions—\V. K. Beans completed the report of the Committee 
on Missions and it was adopted. (See report.) 


Epworth League—B. D. Snudden presented a new constitution 
for the Conference Board of Epworth League and it was adopted. 

It was suggested to the program committee that the missionary 
sermon be preached next year some evening during the session 
if practicable. 


Introduction—Evangelists J. W. Patterson, C. H. Fowler, H. 
P. Ireland, H. A. Farrar, H. D. Kennedy and Wesley Robinson 
were introduced and sang very acceptably. On motion of W. A. 
Knighten the Conference expressed its gratitude to these evan- 
gelists for their work during the year. 


W. F. Wenk—On motion of W. A. Knighten the Conference ex- 
pressed its gratitude to W. F. Wenk, Railroad Secretary, for his 
careful provision for the comfort and convenience of the Con- 
ference. 

C. W. Tarr—On motion of E. H. Fretz the Secretary was in- 
structed to send a telegram of greeting to C. W. Tarr expressing 
sympathy at the illness of his wife. 

Intermediate League—W. G. Loomis read the following reso- 
lution and it was referred to the Epworth League Board of 
Control: 
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“Resolved, That whereas the Intermediate Epworth League is 
not recognized at National headquarters and has not genetally 
proven a success in the Conferences that we discourage any fur- 
ther effort to promote it.” 


Japanese Women’s Home—G. A. Henry reported the gift of a 
home from Mr. and Mrs. G. S. Couch of Los Angeles, valued at 
$5000, to be known as the “Jane Couch Memorial Home for Jap- 
anese Women.” On motion of M. S. Hughes the Secretary was in- 
structed to write a letter of appreciation to Mr. and Mrs. Couch 
for their gift. 


Conference Missionary and Evangelistic Society—J. M. Baxter 
read the report of the Conference Missionary and Evangelistic 
Society and it was ordered printed after the balance of this year 
shall have been included. 


Conference Claimants—The Conference designated J. B. Green 
as Treasurer of the Conference claimants collections in the in- 
terim of the Conference. 


Episcopal Residence—On motion of W. A. Knighten the Dis- 
trict Superintendents were instructed to apportion $300 among 
the charges of the Conference for needed repairs on the Episco- 
pal Residence at San Francisco, said amounts to be forwarded at 
once to F. D. Bovard, Treasurer of the Trustees of the Episcopal 
Residence. 


Closing—The Conference adjourned until 7:30 p.m. with the 
benediction by B. C. Cory.

Alexander N. Fields as born in Anslow, Nova Scotia, of Scotch 
and English parents, in 1833, and passed to his eternal reward 
April 15th, 1910, aged 77 years and two weeks. 

He was converted when a youth of 17, and shortly after removed 
to Boston, where he felt the call to preach, and began his life 
work. In 1860 he was married to Miss Martha E. Peasley, who died 
two years later, leaving a son who is still living. In 1862 Brother 
Fields enlisted in the 6th Massachusetts Infantry, and marched forth 
in defense of the flag. After the war he returned to the work 
of the ministry, entering the Missouri Conference. ‘There he met 
and married Miss Lucinda R. Pease, the companion of all his 
ministerial days, who survives him. Of this union two children 
were born, a son who died in infancy, and a daughter, Mrs. Adju- 
tant West, of the Salvation Army. 

Brother Fields was a probationer in the Missouri Conference 
in 1864 and 1865, and in the effective relation there for ten years. ' 
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He was in the Colorado Conference for five years, and transferred 
to the Southern California Conference in 1884, and served with 
marked fidelity Lompoc, Shandon and Creston, Artesia, Chats- 
worth and Simi, Buena Park and Clair, Needles, Bardsdale and 
Newport, making a total of 46 years spent in the ranks of the 
itineracy. In 1901, on account of failing health, he was super- 
annuated, and spent his closing years at University, Los An- 
geles, where he entered most heartily into the life of the church. 

Two things stand out prominently in the life and character of 
our departed brother—his love for the flag and his love for the 
church. These constituted the absorbing passion of his life. 
They were so mixed that he never could tell his Christian ex- 
perience but he brought in.something about the war; and he 
never could tell his war experience without giving a testimony 
of his loyalty and love for Jesus Christ. He was every inch a hero. 
His love for the flag he proved in the sixties; his love for Christ 
he proved in a life-long ministry of sacrifice and untiring devotion. 
When I rettirned from Baltimore two years ago he said to me: 
“The war broke out just after the death of my first wife. I felt 
the call. I was pastor of a good church in Western Massa- 
chusetts, but I left it to go to the front, and I’m glad I helped save 
my country.” Brother Fields gave to the church the same full 
measure of devotion. One day he said to me: “T'wice I have mort- 
gaged my home to save the church. Men told me I was a fool, 
but I wasn’t. I would do the same again,” said he. I looked 
at the old hero, with the button on his coat, and thought: “What 
a prize you'll get when the crowns are given out.” On another 
occasion he said: “Heaven looks very delightful to me, Bro. In- 
wood. The outward man decays, but the inward man is renewed 
day by day.” 

In the character of this veteran of the cross were blended 
loyalty, courage, and energy, which made him capable of notable 
service for his King. He knew no fear. Where other men’s 
hearts failed them, his dauntless spirit seemed to glory in bat- 
tling with danger and difficulty. His unconquerable energy was a 
strong ally to his courage. In the many hard fields to which he 
was assigned during his long service in the itineracy he never 
shrank from toil or privation, but cheerfully and triumphantly 
fought his way through. His record stands, 46 years of con- 
secutive service, 37 of which were in the active itineracy, adorn- 
ing by his consecrated life the doctrines which he loved so well to 


preach.

MRS. A. L. DEARING 


Lydia M. Thomas was born in Nantucket, Mass., May 26th, 1841, 
here her childhood and youth were spent. In 1863 she was married 
to Charles P. Gardener, who died in 1876. April 30th, 1882, she 
was married to the Rev. A. L. Dearing, of the New England 
Southern Conference, going with him to Santa Ana, California, 
which became her home. After coming to California, Brother 
Dearing served the pastoral charges of Santa Ana, Westminster 
and Newport, in all of which Sister Dearing proved herself a de- 
voted, efficient and faithful minister’s wife, and greatly endeared 
herself to the people of those charges. 

Brother Dearing’s health failing in 1885, they retired from the 
effective work and became connected with the Church in Santa 
Ana, where, for 25 years, she has been devoted to all the interests 
of her home, community, and the Church she loved. ‘The beauti- 
ful floral offerings laid upon the casket at her funeral by the Wo- 
man’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies, the Ladies’ Aid 
Society, the Ebell Society, W. C. T. U., the Woman’s~ Relief 
Corps, and the G. A. R. Post, showed the large place she had oc- 
cupied in the community, and the deep interest she had shown 
in all that pertained to the interests of humanity. 

Sister Dearing was a woman of positive convictions, and a 
clear religious experience. She knew what she believed and was 
able to give a reason for her hope. In the home and the family 
her influence was most patent. The family altar was an institu- 
tion where parents and children all intelligently participated in the 
study of God’s Word, and in worship and praise, that honored 
God and greatly blessed the participants. 

But in the midst of a happy, useful life, she was called to more 
glorious fellowship of the blood-washed throng, who worship 
around the throne of God. From an attack of la grippe, causing 
an abscess in the brain, she was suddenly cut down, Wednesday, 
February 2nd, 1910. She was not, for God took her to himself. 
Funeral services were conducted at the family home in Santa 
Ana by her pastor, Rev. H. E. Murkett, assisted by Rev. J. C.

MRS. W. G. LEONARD 

Mary Jane Tower was born in Shoreham, Vermont, Jan. 8th, 
1833. She was. educated at Castleman Seminary and Troy Con- 
ference Academy, Poultney, Vermont. She began teaching in the 
Public Schools when but fifteen years of age. She was con- 
verted in Albany, New York, in 1852, and joined the Hudson Street, 
now the First Street Methodist Episcopal Church of that place. 
She was married to the Rev. W. G. Leonard, who was pastor of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church in Hampton, New York, in April 
17th, 1856. Graduated in medicine in New York City in 1877, and 
soon removed to Boston, Mass., where she won a good practice, 
and continued in her chosen profession until 1886 when failing 
health led her and her husband to come to California, settling at 
Merced, to which church Brother Leonard was appointed pastor. 
After a year’s rest she resumed her medical practice with re- 
markable success. In 1888 she became a member of the State 
Medical Society, and continued her practice until advancing years 
and feeble health restrained her activity. She was stricken with 
paralysis July 4th, 1908, from which time she was helpless and 
speechless until her death, September 20th, 1910. 

In all her activities as a physician, pastor’s wife, member of the 
W. C. T. U., and Eastern Star, and her identification with many 
other good social and moral movements, she exemplified the graces 
‘of the Christian life in a high degree. She was a woman of fine 
brain, excellent culture, fond of study. somewhat reserved of 
speech, and deliberate of judgment, of elevated sentiments, strong 
affections, kindly, helpful, and loyal. A woman of pure thought 
and Christly deed, and of unvarying trust and hope. The current 
of her religious life flowed in deep rather than noisy channels, 
and its manifestation was in unvarying Christian practice. Tender 
and strong were the ties which bound this happy couple in wed- 
lock for more than fifty-four years. With the loving sympathy 
of many friends and the ever attending grace of God our bereaved 
_ brother Leonard will tarry with us awhile in patient hope—then 
a glorious re-union.

MRS. C. SHELLING 


C. Marion Baker was born in East Concord, Erie County, New 
York, June 20th, 1827. She married Rev. Charles Shelling in 1870. 
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From Armenia, N. Y., they went to a charge at Newburg. About 
that time Brother Shelling’s health was such they came to Cali- 
fornia. He preached in a Presbyterian church in Sacramento for 
two years, when they returned to the East, taking work at Nashua, 
N. H. He was transferred to Southern California in 1876. His 
first charge was East Los Angeles and Pasadena. 

Brother and Sister Shelling served at Riverside, Santa Barbara, 
Monrovia and Alhambra. They secured a home at Alhambra 
where he died Dee. 17th, 1887. For seventeen years Sister Shelling 
was permitted to encourage her husband in the Christian warfare. 
In these early days in Southern California we had no railroads and 
Los Angeles, San Diego and San Bernardino counties were in- 
cluded in Los Angeles district. Surely the field was large! 

They worked for the master and by His inspiration they suc- 
ceeded in doing much good. After Brother Shelling’s death she 
lived alone for several years in the Alhambra home, spending 
much time among the trees and flowers, not willing to leave the 
old home until the house was destroyed by fire. 

A little more than six years ago her health failed and it was 
necessary for her to have constant care from that time on. 

About a week before her death she woke from a dazed condition 
to consciousness; repeated the words of the hymn, “Jesus Lover of 
My Soul.” She seemed to realize the end was near and a peace- 
ful expression came which remained to the last. She fell asleep at 
six fifteen the morning of May 23rd, 1910.

Reports of Standing Committees 
1910 


PASTORAL ADDRESS 


The members of the Southern California Annual Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal church in its thirty-fifth session assem- 
bled in Fresno, Cal., Sept. 28 to Oct. 3, 1910. 

To the members and friends of the Methodist Episcopal churches 
of Southern California: 

“Grace be to you and peace from God the Father, and from our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” : 

We, your pastors, with those who have been pastors, and our 
presiding Bishop, Edwin H. Hughes, call upon you with ourselves 
to offer grateful praise to Almighty God for the successes with 
which He has crowned the endeavor of another year. In your 
faith and hope and love we are glad, and for your fidelity to the 
Savior and His cause we thank you while thanking our common 
Lord. 

A moment’s thought of the great family to which we belong 
may give us courage for the tasks that beckon us. About one 
hundred and twenty years ago a small brave band of itinerants be- 
gan to preach the Gospel, as understood by Methodists, on the 
eastern shores of the New World. Now that Gospel is pro- 
claimed by seventeen thousand preachers of our name to three 
millions of members of our church, and to congregations of many 
millions more. 

The publishing house that began with six hundred dollars of 
borrowed capital has five million dollars in assets now, and in the 
years of its life has paid from its profits five millions Of dollars 
to the superannuated preachers. 

The few of the long ago have grown to be a mighty host. Our 
church has the respect of all, the confidence of most, and the love’ 
of the best. Our:organizations are efficient, though we may not 
think them perfect; our agents are competent and faithful; our 
gain in all the visible and material signs of prosperity is gratifying 
to the verge of wonder. 

In our own Conference the increase in membership reported for 
the year now ended is 2832, giving us a total of 35,677. 
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The payments to our church benevolences are increased almost 
one third above those of last year, amounting now to nearly 
$145,000. 

The increase in pastors’ salaries is reported $16,300, or an aver- 
age of $105 per pastor. 

The value of church and parsonage property a year ago, exclud- 
ing debts, was $2,201,497. Just about a round hundred thousand 
is added this year, bringing the total value well over two and a 
quarter millions of dollars. 

The Sunday School work grows in the interest of our people. 
The Woman’s Home and Woman's Foreign Missionary Societies 
are achieving nobler things year by year, and are fast out-doing 
the Missionary Society that is coming to be considered the espe- 
cial care of the men. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies are reported by the District Superin- 
tendents in words of unstinted praise. 

Pastors report their chapters of the Epworth League as though 
they feel them to be right arms of power. 

We hear of “Brotherhoods” in many places, earnestly devoted to 
the winning of men for God and for the church. 

Gifts for specific objects, like that of the Children’s Home at 
Lordsburg, verify the saying of Dr. Wilfred T. Grenfell that every 
year more persons with wealth are asking where their money will 
do the most good. 

For exact statements of what is here given only a hurried glance 
you are referred to the Minutes of Conference. They will be avail- 
able in a few days and should be carefully studied and preserved 
by every member of the Church. 

Now while we join you in gratitude for all these signs of the 
prosperity of the church, we want your attention chiefly focussed 
upon present conditions and their insistent demand. 

Not all the peoples of the world have yet heard the news of Sal- 
vation or acknowledged the kingship of the Lord Jesus Christ. As 
you hear the Divine imperative, “Go, teach all nations,” we call 
upon you to show out you loyalty to Him who issued the command 
1900 years ago. “How much owest thou unto my Lord?” Let 
the question search every business enterprise, all sources of in- 
come, all inherited possessions, and then let prachers and people, 
women and men, become the “hilarious givers” that the Lord 
loves, and the old time measure of the tithe shall be the minimum 
of what we gladly bring to the storehouse of our God. 

The awakening of the men of affairs in the Laymen’s Missionary 
Movement, is an assurance of rapid advance. The Edinburgh Con- 
vention, called by some of the shrewdest observers the most sig- 
nificant Christian Assembly in the history of the world, has kindled 
expectations that seem almost too extravagant to cherish! These 
are two: The world’s evangelization, and the union of Christen- 
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dom. Let us work and believe for both, and the conversion of 
the nations may not linger; and if the Savior’s prayer that be- 
lievers may be one is not soon answered in organic union of the 
denominations, it will be in the grander “Unity of the Spirit in the 
bonds of peace.” Bringing now our thought to home affairs, we 
covet for you the courage of hope, though the view may well 
strike alarm to the heart of the boldest. The enervating quest 
of pleasure invades our homes, seems to dominate society and 
really deadens if it does not destroy, the spiritual life of the church. 
The absorbing quest of gain captures men, head, heart and hands, 
robbing home and church of their life in its most effective years. 
There are many noble exceptions, thank God, but the saddening 
truth remains that too many of the men that make things go are 
not in the church of God. 

These two pursuits, of pleasure and of gain, right in right direc- 
tion, and under rational restraint, as now followed constitute the 
bane of our Nation’s life. 

The home, basal unit and sole guarantee of national perma- 
nences, is in multiplied instances broken up. In a single county of 
our State, in the first six months of 1910, the petitions filed asking 
for divorce and annulment of marriage, numbered 833 and in the 
same six months 492 final decrees of divorce were granted. 

Restlessness in the industrial world develops enmity and hatred 
between interests that seem to clash, and capital and labor, really 
dependent upon each other for their very life, contend like hostile 
armies in the field. 

The vice of intemperance and the crime of the traffic in strong 
drink combine to make the colossal sin that is a reproach to any 
people and terribly stigmatizes our own. Its three great fortifica- 
tions, hitherto almost impregnable, are (1) The appetite of the 
drinker (2) The avarice of the dealer (3) The apathy of the “good” 
citizen who neither drinks nor sells the drinks. ‘These three 
strongholds can be carried only after the last is taken. When all 
good people are in earnest the traffic will die, and, as one of our 
district superintendents declared, be buried without hope of resur- 
rection. 5 

Education that produces right character must be the final cure 
for all these ills. Men and women may reform, but the brightest 
hope is in the training of the young. And we now know, and 
leading educators declare, that no moral teaching will permanently 
succeed without the religious motive. 

We are justly proud of our public schools. But it is intolerable 
that the Constitution of our State should be so interpreted as to bar 
the best literature that the world contains. How long shall we 
welcome the heathen classics of Greece and Rome and shut out the 
Hebrew? The very one that contains the sublimest poetry, the 
grandest imagery, the deepest philosophy, the true psychology, the 
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most awful tragedy, the tenderest pathos, the sanest law, the high- 
est morality, and the revelation of God! We commend to you the 
more diligent and devout study of the Bible. Make our Sunday 
Schools include the whole church and we will see the reciprocal 
result in securing our boys and girls for the church. 

We cordially urge the careful and constant observance of the 
reading of the Scripture and prayer in daily family devotion. 

In this service do not fail to use, where practicable, the cate- 
chisms to be procured at our book depository. 

Become better acquainted with our own University of Southern 
California. The Bible and the Christian religion have there their 
rightful place. Give attention to reading and do not let the daily 
newspapers and pictured magazines take all your time, but read 
good books. Take and read our own church paper and so do not 
miss the sweep of the great moral currents of the time. Honor the 
means of grace that God has blessed in all time. Insincere con- 
secration and by faith in the Lord Jesus Christ keep the heart 
alive to the sacred verities of our holy religion. Formality and 
fanaticism contend for you. Find unerring guide in the living word. 
In that word see God, the Father Almighty, and Jesus Christ His 
Son, and salvation from sin and renewal in righteousness through 
a sufficient atonement and a willing Savior, witnessed by the di- 
vine comforter who is the Holy Ghost. 


Revivals on many charges on all our Districts give the assur- 
ance that this Gospel is still the power of God unto salvation. 
One member of our Conference, a veteran of the ciyil war and for 
forty years a soldier of the Cross, has within the year gone through 
death triumphant home. Since the organization sixty-one of our 
brothers have fallen to go up on high. 

And now in preparation for the coming months, for the civic 
election ere long to engage us, for holiday festivities, for business 
struggles, for the special efforts to persuade men and women to 
turn to God, go away alone, take your New Testament with you, 
remember that “the pure in heart shall see God,” look into the 
face of Him who said “so I come to do thy will.’ Believe Him, 
trust Him, covenant in all things to obey Him, then “strengthened 
with might by His spirit, take up the duties of the year, and bur- 
dens will be light and successes shall be won because He verifies 
His promise, “So I am with you alway, even unto the end of the 
world.”

We are glad to present a report of the most practical work that 
the great Christian Church can do. It is a true record of real 
deeds of service and tender ministry. "These consecrated sisters 
have carried cheer and hope and love to many lonely hearts and 
homes, and have planted flowers along the pathway of many dreary 
pilgrims. 

There have been seventeen deaconesses connected with our 
one Conference this year. Three on leave of absence the entire 
year. Five have been employed as assistants to pastors. Five 
have been in traveler’s aid work and one as immigration deaconess. 
Two have been connected with our new hospital. 

The report of the year’s work is as follows: Hours, spent in 
travelers’ aid, 2937; number of persons aided, 924; hours spent in 
nursing sick, 2390; in special work, 672; in study, 789; children 
placed in homes or institutions, 6; pastors and churches served, 15; 
sick cared for in hospitals, 149; in homes, 15.

We most earnestly recom- 
mend that this conference take some decided action with reference 
to the proper care of those deaconesses who have lost their health 
and become disabled while in the service of the church. Resolved, 
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That a committee of three be appointed to arrange some plan for 
starting a permanent fund to report at this session of the Con- 
ference. 

We further recommend that all who are candidates for the 
training school should present their applications before the Con- 
ference Board of nine for their approval. 

We desire to again call the most serious attention of this body 
to the great question of the Deaconess uniforms. The Discipline 
has fixed a regular standard of qualifications for these consecrated 
workers. They are also required to wear an appropriate uniform 
by which they can be designated. 

Resolved, That we will discourage any persons who attempt 
to use the uniform who have not passed the necessary examina- 
tion and. been consecrated to the office in due form. 

Furthermore, that any persons who shall assume the garb of a 
Deaconess and in that way attempt to appear in public as a real 
and true Deaconess should be exposed and requested to desist by 
her pastor.

HOSPITALS 


The Methodist Hospital of Southern California has closed the 
initial year of its history. The first patient was received Septem- 
ber 15th, 1909. One hundred and ninety-five patients have been 
cared for during the year, of whom 110 have been surgical and 
85 medical cases. ‘I‘wenty-five children have been born. ‘The re- 
ceipts from patients have almost met the actual running expenses 
and about $1,200 worth of free work has been done. Almost 
$18,000 in cash has passed the treasury during the year. The net 
assets of the institution are about $30,000. 

The fine central location, the spacious grounds, embowered in 
grand old trees, the homelike mansion, all combine to make a rest-- 
ful refuge for the sick and suffering. 

Eighty-two surgeons and physicians, among them the leading 
names in the profession, have practiced in the hospital during the 
“year. 

This institution was brought into being through the heroic efforts 
of a band of women in the Woman’s Home Missionary Society, 
who have never wavered in this great work. They have mothered 
this infant institution and they now call upon all Methodism in 
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Southern California to join with them in developing a great insti- 
tution which shall honor Christ and Methodism. To this end all 
interests must be merged in one and-all must co-operate. It is 
hoped that the able committee which has been created by this 
Conference shall very soon bring about this alliance so greatly to 
be desired. Adequate buildings and equipment must be acquired 
at the earliest possible date. We must equal the achievements of 
Methodism in other States in building hospitals. We must create 
a hospital of such capacity that no needy sufferer shall ever be 
turned away. Then, and not till then, can we say to our Lord 
“We have visited thy sick and suffering ones.” 

We call upon those to whom God has committed large portions 
of His wealth to come forward with necessary offerings to this 
most Christlike cause. 

Recognizing that this institution belongs 7 Methodism and 
must be developed by Methodists, we pledge ourselves to arrange 
for a Hospital Service in our churches at which time an offering 
may be taken for this work. We recommend the appointment of 
B. C. Cory as Field Secretary for the ensuing year and pledge to 
him our co-operation.

PUBLIC MORALS 


It is the business of the Church to take the initiative in ques- 
tions of reform. We believe our preachers should arouse public 
conscience on questions on which the State law is either silent or 
unjust. To our shame and injury the Christian Sabbath is yet 
unguarded by law among us. The only means of obtaining a Sab- 
bath law for our State is an irresistible demand for it made upon 
the legislature. 

The world’s greatest book on morals is still barred from 
our public school. With our children five days out of seven under 
the tuition of a Bibleless school, the home and the church wage 
an unequal contest for Christian morality. ‘The safety of the next 
generation demands that our people continue with unabated energy 
the struggle for the Bible in the public school. 


Labor and Capital 


The signs of the times are ominous. It behooves every Chris- 
tian to exercise that self control and sense of justice which he has 
learned in the school of Christ. If an employer, let him refrain 
from participating in any form of business tyranny. If an em- 
ploye, let him not only do all in his power to prevent acts of vio- 
lence but to discourage inflamatory expressions. The attentione 
of all heads of families is called to the moral strain incident to 
industrial and commercial life. As our young people enter these 
activities, attention should be given to the possibility of their 
success morally rather than financially. 
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The moving-picture show has come among us and must be met 
as a permanent moral. factor in our life. City governments are 
increasingly submitting it to censorship. This censorship will 
usually be exercised in accordance with the sentiment of the local 
community. Therefore our pastors owe it to the public to seek 
the appointment of show censors in places where there are none, 
and to arouse public sentiment on this question to a truly Christian 
standard. 

The moral tendencies in our grammar and High schools have 
become a matter of much discussion and concern among the teach- 
ers and educational bodies of our State. The church and the home 
have delegated too much of their influence to the school. The 
case demands an intimate knowledge of and sympathy with the 
school life of our children from all parents and church workers. 
The church and the home must go to school to carry their moral 
restraint. 

We affirm an unchanged position of conflict with the liquor 
traffic in all its forms. It mothers a majority of the vices and 
crimes of our day, and we pledge ourselves to unflinching battle 
against it until we are free from its curse. In this moral battle 
we strike hands as allies with the organizations which are at the 
front of the conflict, the Anti-saloon League, the Prohibition 
party, and the W. C. T. U. 

We deplore the prevalence of a false and double standard of 
morals which condones in men what it condemns in women and 
call upon every Methodist to exemplify and. proclaim the Christian 
law of one standard. 

Our country is in the midst of a moral revival. Political busi- 
ness and social life are deeply stirred. That Methodism may not 
fail to do her part in this movement the earnest effort of our min- 
istry and laity is called for in the great reforms now in progress. 
Let our preachers add their voices to the present demand that 
technicalities obstructing the course of law shall be eliminated 
from our courts. 

While the scrutiny of the courts is being turned upon the “big 
business” of the land, our people are urged to apply the higher 
tests of Christian conscience to all their business methods that 
they may not only keep the letter of the country’s law, but also 
the spirit of the law of Christ. 6 scorn 


AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


We are glad to report that this has been the best and the great- 
est year in the history of the American Bible Society. Nearly 
three million volumes of the Bible have been issued, this being 
more than a half million copies in excess of any year in its history. 
Not only has. the Society been able to meet the condition of the 
Mrs. Russell Sage Endowment Fund of one million dollars, but 
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other_gifts totaling another million have been given to the Society 
but this is only the beginning of what is needed if the Society is 
to do its part in giving the Scriptures to the one billion people 
among all nations who are yet without the Word of God. 

We desire to call your special attention to the fact that the 
American Bible Society has put, during this past year, more than 
$10,000, aside from the Secretary’s salary, into the local work on 
the Pacific Coast. Fourteen Bible Colporteurs have been at work 
and 25,670 volumes have been sold and distributed in 35 languages. 
This is a fine record, but there reside with us more than 500,000 
foreign speaking people. If they are to be saved to Protestantism 
we must give them the Word of Light and that with utmost speed. 

-The offering of the Southern California Conference this year 
amounted to $450. In view of the greatness of the need and the 
certainty of the promise of the Lord that His word “will not re- 
turn unto Him void,” we recommend that our Churches, as far as 
possible, double their offerings for the coming year.

EPWORTH LEAGUE 
Constitution of the Conference Board of the Epworth League 


ARTICLE I-—Name. 


This organization shall be known as the Conference Board of 
the Epworth League of the Southern California Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 


ARTICLE II.—Object. 


The object of this organization shall be to unite our young 
people within this Conference in a closer and more helpful Chris- 
tian fellowship, to increase by co-operation the usefulness of our 
District Leagues, to improve the efficiency of our local chapters 
and to place the Epworth League within this Conference in a 
more helpful relation to the rest of the Epworth League and to 
the Central Office. 


ARTICLE III].—Membership. 


The membership of this board shall consist of.four (or three) 
representatives from each district within this Conference, one of 
whom shall be the District Superintendent, and one the District 
President, and one other (or two others) to be elected by the 
District Cabinet, and at least one (or two) of the representatives 
shall be a layman. When there is no District League the additional 
members shall be appointed by the District Superintendent from 
among the leading Epworth League workers of his District. 


ARTICLE IV.—Officers. 


The officers shall be a President, as many Vice-Presidents as the 
Board may. determine, a Secretary, a Treasurer, and a Junior League 
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Superintendent. They shall be elected by the Board at its annual 
meeting and shall serve for one year, or until their successors are 
elected and qualified. 

The several officers shall perform the duties usual to their offices, 
and such other duties as may be assigned to them by the Board. 


ARTICLE V.—Meetings. 


The regular meetings of this Board shall be held on the day set 
apart for the Epworth League Anniversary of the Annual Con- 
ference. 

The annual meeting for the election of officers shall be at said 
regular meeting after this year. 

Special meetings may be called at any time by the President or 
by any three members of the Board.

MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE 


Your Committee have the honor of reporting the beginning of 
a State-wide interest in the promotion of higher ideals for the 
home life in this State and Nation. 

Last June a commission on marriage and divorce for the North- 
ern section of the State was organized at Sacramento with Bishop 
W. H. Moreland as its President, and Rev. Edwin H. Smith, pastor 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church at Oak Park, as its Secretary. 

On September 8th we organized a like commission for the central 
section of the State with Rev. Leslie B. Briggs, pastor of Bethany 
Congregational Church, San Francisco, as President, and Rev. 
Levi Gregory, pastor of Oakland Friends Church, as Secretary. 

The same day a State Commission on Marriage and Divorce was 
formed with John Wesley Henderson, a prominent San Francisco 
lawyer, as President; Rev. William Ellsworth Lawson, of Oakland, 
a Congregational pastor, as Secretary; and Rev. Francis M. Moody 
of Pasadena as Field Secretary. The State Executive Committee in- 
-cludes such notables as Right Rev. Joseph H. Johnson, Bishop 
of Southern California Diocese; Right Rev. William Ford Nichols, 
Bishop of California Diocese; Right Rev. William Hall Moreland, 
Bishop of Sacramento Missionary Diocese; Rev. H. H. Bell, D. D., 
President of San Francisco Church Federation; Rev. George W. 
White, D.D., President of Alameda County Church Federation; 
and Rev. Leslie B. Briggs, Chairman of Interdenominational Ac- 
tivities Committee, of San Francisco Church Federation. 

Fresno preachers are about to organize an auxiliary commission 
and it is our purpose to carry this work into every part of the 
State, forming educational centers as fast as we can meet the 
brethren. 

A few facts of prime importance demand attention. Los An-. 
geles County is now easily first among counties of its size in the, 
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whole United States in the total number of divorces asked. The 
record reads, more than 1200 divorces asked in 1908; more than 
1500 in 1909; and the record for 1910 will read more than 1800 
divorces asked, if the present rate of increase continues. 

Japan, for one hundred years the leading divorce nation of the 
earth, was supplanted by the United States of America in 1904. 
Japan’s highest record in divorces was 124,000 in one year, namely, 
1897. They have since more than cut that record in two, falling 
to nearly 60,000 in 1905, while the United States has more than 
trebled her record of 27,000 divorces granted in 1887. The output 
for the year 1909 undoubtedly exceeds 85,000 divorces granted. 

What shall we do about it? 

Let every preacher urgently present from his pulpit the need of 
a higher home life in our State and nation. Let us not cease to 
urge that every man of us make diligent inquiry as to whether 
persons having a marriage license and asking our services and 
blessing are really free and fit to marry. 

Let us advocate improved legislation to prevent marriage frauds 
and divorce frauds till the vast multitudes of perjurers now throng- 
ing our divorce courts are punished. 

Let'us not lose heart until we have reached the goal of our am- 
bitions and achieved the impossible by securing an amendment to 
the United States Constitution relegating all these matters to the 
control of our Federal Congress.

' MISSIONS 


In a fuller and larger sense than ever before in the world’s his- 
tory the Church of God has entered upon a Missionary era. 

The thought of evangelizing the world in this generation has 
taken deep root in the heart of many followers of Jesus Christ. 

The world vision which enthralled the Son of God, and was 
caught up by the great founder of our Methodism, has become 
wide spread. 

Great obstacles which a little while ago seemed insurmountable 
have given way. 

The great ungospeled nations are eager for the Book Religion, 
anxious to be pointed the way to the Cross, longing to be relieved 
from the burden of sin which idolatry has been powerless to 
remove. 

A large and ever increasing company of well equipped young 
people are at the disposal of Missionary Boards to be sent to for- 
eign fields. 

Missionary literature—captivating, informing, inspiring, is issuing 
from the religious press. Money is pouring into the treasury with 
unsurpassed liberality. ‘Thousands of women are devoting time 


and talents to the great cause and are placing their gifts at the 
Master’s disposal. 
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The Laymen’s Missionary Movement, with its great conventions 
in the populous centers of our country, culminating in the mar- 
velous national gatherings in Chicago, has aroused as never before 
the universal church. Our Bishops have declared that “When our 
laymen get the world vision the kingdom of God comes nearer to 
the whole earth and nearer to their own hearts.” 

Pentecostal outpourings are frequent in the great idolatrous 
centers. Dagon is everywhere falling before the Ark of the Cove- 
nant and natives are swinging into the luminous highway of the 
Gospel, which terminates in the land forever shining with the glory 
of God and of the Lamb. 

We record our hearty appreciation of the visit to our Confer- 
ence of Dr. Isaac T. Headland of Peking, whose thrilling addresses 
will long be remembered, and we record our gratification at the 
appointment of Edw. J. Winans to the chair of Bible Study in the 
Peking University. 

This Conference has raised this year for the General Missionary 
Board, Home and Foreign, $52,209, an increase over last year of 
$4,829. The two Women’s Societies report this year $56,824, an 
increase of $10,824. The sum total raised by this Conference this 
year for Missions is $109,033; adding to this $5,452 raised by the 
Missionary and Evangelistic Society, the sum totals the magnifi- 
cent offering of $114,485, an increase over last year of $15,648. 

In addition to the above amounts there should be a credit to the 
Woman’s Home Missionary Society of $10,934 received from out- 
side sources, which do not come under the tabulation of the Con- 
ference Minutes, anda similar credit of $5,242 to the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society. 

With sincere gratitude to God for these signal victories, and for 
the glorious outlook, we pledge ourselves to renewed and unre- 
mitting effort for this cause which lies close to the heart of the 
Son of God until the “kingdoms of this world are become the 
kingdoms of our Lord and of His Christ.”

AGGRESSIVE EVANGELISM 


Our church is founded upon a distinct spiritual consciousness of 
Christ’s power to save from sin, and its supreme mission is to 
make that consciousness universal. In entering upon evangelistic 
work a Methodist knows two things: First, that he has experi- 
enced the reality of the doctrines preached, or is earnestly seeking 
it; and second, that he knows the divine method by which those 
experiences are obtained; the first qualifies him to be a witness, 
the second qualifies him as a worker together with God in pro- 
ducing spiritual results. 

Its aggressiveness is determined by the measure of spiritual life 
experienced. If its doctrines are properly taught and experienced 
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a revival is inevitable. The spirit of truth meets doubt and unbe- 
lief with supernatural evidences. Evangelistic preaching not only 
emphasizes the truth but it is accompanied with the spirit of truth 
in His various activities, simultaneously producing profound con- 
viction of the nature and desert of personal guilt, the depravity 
of flesh and spirit, conscious deliverance from the same, a new 
spirit, holiness of heart, and divine unction. It proves its adapta- 
bility by the-transformation of lord and peasant, moral and vicious, 
learned and ignorant, placing them upon the same level of spirit- 
ual consciousness. ‘True evangelism is intensely discriminating, 
classifying and conserving every degree of spiritual life. It ex- 
ceedingly deplores the substitution of sensationalim for divine 
unction; the eccentricities of the preacher for the activities of the 
Holy Spirit; vulgarism for conviction, and human activity for the 
spirit’s operations. True evangelism secures the highest possible 
spiritual life as a guarantee of the highest ethical conduct. Ethics 
aims at innocency, spirituality aims at Godliness. Aggressive 
Evangelism of the scriptural type clarifies the reason, intensifies 
the affectional life, gives freedom to volitional life, and offers full- 
ness and completeness of life to all. 

Evangelism, to be aggressive, must be attended by the presence 
of the Spirit of God. Its authority is not human reason, but the 
induement of power from on high. ‘The disciples had the facts, 
the truth, tremendous in themselves, but they must not undertake 
to evangelize the world until endued with “power from on high.” 
Can any furnishing we supply be successfully made a substitute? 
Our fruitless efforts give the answer. 

Evangelism, to be efficient, must leave no hungry soul asking 
for bread. Supply and demand are universal in the kingdom of 
God. 

We are thankful to God for the measure of fruit unto salvation 
attending the pastors this year, and urge upon all of our brethren 
the importance of the salvation of all men and pray for such an 
enduement of spiritual power as will make every man a soul- 
winner. We earnestly urge upon the leaders of our educational 
institutions those revivals that made our earlier institutions of 
Methodism glorious, furnishing us with reasons and motives why 
our educated young men should enter our ministry, and maintain- 
ing the time-honored distinction between religious and secular 
institutions of learning. 

As the immediate conversion of men and women to God is the 
paramount demand of the Gospel, we urge that every pastor be- 
come soul-winner, and successfully learn the methods that have 


made us deserving of the name of true Evangelism, namely, “Meth- 
odism in Earnest.” 


We earnestly recommend the continuance of the evangelistic 
Services at the seat of Conference at the most appropriate time.

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THE SPANISH-AMERICAN INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL 
FOR BOYS 


One year ago this Conference recognized the Spanish-American 
Industrial School for Boys, a corporation, and requested the Bishop 
to appoint O. C. Laizure superintendent of that work under 
the direction of its directors, the object of the school being to 
do for Spanish boys a work similar to that being done for Spanish 
girls by the Francis De Pauw Home. 


During the year the field has been carefully canvassed and sev- 
eral sites considered as locations for the school, and finally one 
consisting of 125 acres, lying near Chino, was purchased and five 
hundred dollars deposited to bind the contract until the financing 
of the matter could be considered. A canvass was made and it 
was found that it was was not practicable for the directors to go 
forward with the purchase. About this time an opportunity offered 
to sell the place at an amount sufficient to cover all expense that 
had been incurred in the purchase and add $500 to our assets, and 
it was sold. The corporation began the year with $500 in the 
bank; it closes it with $1000 in the bank, a note of $300, $700 in 
valid subscription. 

Therefore, Resolved, That we recommend the directors of this 
school to carefully conserve its interests until such time as its 
financial accounts shall justify them in opening it to students. 

Resolved, That we recommend that positions on the Board of 
Directors made vacant by the expirations of the terms of Doctors 
Thomson and McClish, be filled by this Conference electing Dr. 


F. D. Mather and Dr. E. McClish to membership.

STATE OF THE CHURCH 


A survey of our church today reveals much to encourage the 
spirit of optimism, although there is also a darker side to the 
picture. Out of the many phases of church life and activity, both 
favorable and unfavorable, we would call special attention to the 
following: 

We rejoice in the growth of the spirit of unity among the 
branches of Christ’s church, and we heartily approve of the Church 
Federation as a promoter of that unity, and also as a practical 
method of making that unity effective in civic righteousness and 
moral reform. 

The church being the prime agency for evangelism, we should 
sacredly guard its sacraments and its services. There is a manifest 
tendency towards entertainment rather than salvation in the public 
services. We urge that as far as possible all our public services 
be kept aggressively evangelical. The children of the families 
should be urged and encouraged to attend the preaching services,

and for young and old there can be no safe substitutes for family 
worship and secret prayer. 

We rejoice in the growth of our Sunday schools and regard the 
Sunday school the most important single department of the church. 
We believe this work should be fully equipped and carefully safe- 
guarded. We regret the introduction of questions of Biblical crit- 
icism and controverted doctrine in our Sunday school publications ; 
and the public utterances of our Sunday school leaders, as tending 
to disturb the faith of many of our faithful Sunday school workers 
and the rising generation. In this connection we reaffirm our faith 
in the doctrine of original or birth sin, as set forth in Article VII 
of our Articles of Religion and believe this doctrine should be 
faithfully and persistently maintained. 

With just pride we are glad to note the progress of our Epworth 
League as a whole. Yet we note with regret that in some quarters 
sensational and unworthy methods are resorted to in order to 
increase the attendance and participation in the League services. 
In some places, too, there seems to be a spirit of disloyalty to the 
public services of the church, particularly in the failure of: the 
members of the League to give the moral support of their presence 
at the Sunday evening preaching service. We would urge upon all 
our Leaguers greater fidelity to pastor and church. 

We regret to notice the increasing laxity with reference to ob- 
servance of the Lord’s Day. ‘This is exceedingly detrimental to 
the interests of the kingdom of our Lord Jesus Christ. We ear- 
nestly request all our people to refrain on this day from street car 
and railway travel, taking their mail, patronizing picnics and ex- 
cursions, and from unnecessary secular work, and particularly 
from those practices which necessitate work by others, thus robbing 
them of their Sabbath rest and privileges. 

We regard it as a sign of much promise for the progress of the 
Master’s kingdom that the men of the church are taking a much 
more active interest in its work. ‘The men’s Bible Classes, the 
Brotherhoods and the great Laymen’s Missionary Movement are 
in their respective spheres, doing much to interest men, enlist 
them in active work, and deepen their spiritual life, and the church 
is receiving in turn great impetus from these results. 

Notwithstanding the defects to which we have called attention 


we believe much real progress is being made and we thank God 
and take courage.

EDUCATION 
The student of history has discovered that Jesus Christ is influ- 
ential in the intellectual life of the world. In the group of men 
first associated with him He awakened a new and intense intellect- 
ual life. Under His influence men who were strangers to the 
& Gul: becenve orators, authors, historians and poets. Under the 
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impulse received from Him they created a literature unique and 
supreme among the products of the human mind, and the mighty 
literature of the Christian centuries is a marvelous tribute to the 
thought-provoking power of Jesus Christ. Around Him, as around 
no other, has gathered the active minds of the world. Because of 
this wherever His gospel has been preached in its purity and His 
religion has been established two things have followed, a great de- 
sire for knowledge has been aroused and institutions have been 
founded to satisfy that desire. The result is that everywhere in 
the territory of vital Christianity the Church and the School stand 
side by side and the preacher and teacher join hands in the Mas- 
ter’s work. This distinguishing feature of the influence of Christ 
falls under the rule of prediction. We know that wherever the 
religion of Christ is planted one of the immediate effects will 
be books and schools and education. 

It was in harmony with the very genius of. Christianity that 
our fathers began the educational work of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church; it is in harmony with the genius of our religion that 
we cherish and sustain our institutions of higher learning from 
Maine to California and from Minnesota to Louisiana. Our 
educational work has assumed great magnitude and is now carried 
on under the auspices of our Misionary Society, the Board of Edu- 
cation, the Freedmen’s Aid Society and the various Conferences. 
The University Senate of the Methodist Episcopal Church is 
charged with fixing and maintaining the educational standards 
of our church, particularly with reference to its colleges and uni- 
versities. At its twelfth biennial session held during this Con- 
ference year in Baltimore, it settled some important disputed 
questions. The action of the Senate determines that after 1912 
no institution shall be officially recognized as a college or uni- 
versity which does not require four years of preparatory work 
for admission to the freshman class, four years of collegiate in- 
struction for the Bachelor’s degree, and which does not possess at 
least six teachers, giving all this time to collegiate work, at least 50 
students regularly enrolled in the college department, and at 
least $100,000 of productive endowment. After the year 1916 at 
least $200,000 endowment must be had in order, to maintain col- 
lege rank. This action is important as tending to discourage the 
founding of wild cat schools, and as preparing our institutions for 
the annually increasing competition with the State universities. 

Our Board of Education calls upon the church for contributions 
to three separate funds. The first is the Children’s Day Fund. 
Last year these collections amounted to $82,254.56. The fund 
assisted by loans during the year 2,269 young people, an increase 
of 187 over last year. The income from returned loans amounted 
to $43,775.31, an increase of nearly $3,000 over last year. The 
total amount of the disbursement for the school year amounted 
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to over $125,000. The average amount loaned to each student was 
$55.71. Just about one-half of the beneficiaries of the fund were 
in the western States. It will be of interest to note the fact that 
of the students helped 991 were intending to enter the ministry 
and 170 were preparing for missionary work, while 34 were getting 
ready for the missionary ministry. There was an increase in the 
number of loans to students intending to enter the ministry, of 
78, and of those preparing for missionary work of 24. Of the num- 
ber 412 were theological students. The bare statement of these 
facts ought to increase the attention we give this most important 
fund. 

The second fund to which the Board of Education asks our con- 
tributions is that for Southern Education. ‘The General Confer- 
ence of 1908 committed to the care of the Board the schools for 
white people in the south. ‘The collection asked is an amount 
equal to 3% of the apportionment for foreign missions. United 
States Commissioner Brown has characterized this campaign as 
one of the most striking educational movements of our time and 
one which is making a chapter of surpassing interest in the history 
of American civilization. ‘The general policy of the Board ‘con- 
templates the centralization of our efforts at collegiate instruction 
in the mountains of the South upon the University of Chattanooga, 
thus having one strong, central institution to represent our work 
in the South. Beyond that the policy provides for a system of 
affliated academies. It is the purpose to support from’ 7 to 15 well 
equipped academies which will create a constituency for the Uni- 
versity. In these days of beginnings for the new movement it is 
important that our pastors do their part for its success. 

The third educational fund is that of the conference. ‘This is 
for the aid of the denominational college in-our own territory—in 
the case of the Southern California Conference, the University of 
Southern California under the able presidency of George F. Bo- 
vard, D.D. The amount asked for this cause last year was 25 
cents a member from each charge. The amount asked was $8,210; 
the amount paid was $4,913; balance unpaid $3,303.. The Los 
Angeles district raised 58%, the Pasadena 69%, the San Diego 
56%, and the Fresno 52%; the average for all the districts was 
59%. In view of this figure it does not seem to your committee 
that the cause of education is unduly burdensome in our confer- 
ence at the present time. It is the recommendation of the com- 
mittee that the apportionment for the coming year be fixed at 30 
cents per member and that all pastors give themselves to this 
cause which lies close at home and which should lie close to all 
Methodist hearts. 

There never was greater reason for the enthusiastic support of 
the University on the part of Southern California Methodists than 
today. In addition to the recognized necessity of such an institu- 
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tion, if our denomination is to hold its place and do its work in 
our commonwealth, we have the added incentive of successful 
achievement. The endowment fund now totals $535,000, an in- 
crease for the year of $41,000. Of this amount about $350,000 is 
productive. The income this year from tuitions and fees reached 
a total of $45,458, a fine advance over the previous year. 

We also have the encouragement of increased attendance. In 
the College of Liberal Arts there are already enrolled 530 students, 
an increase of more than 100 over last year. The College of Med- 
icine reports an enrollment of 100; the College of Law, 400. In 
the Preparatory Department there are 190 students. The Fresh- 
man class in Liberal Arts numbers 250. The total enrollment has 
already reached over 1600, and the University is busy with the 
work of the greatest year in its history. The present and growing 
success of the institution is prophetic of the greatness of its future. 

We desire to commend to the Board of Trustees the members 
of the Conference and the generous laymen of Southern California, 
the Maclay School of Theology. In its present reincarnation this 
institution is only in its swaddling clothes, but we profoundly 
believe it is a child of promise. Forty young men are taking work 
in this department. While we have only the beginnings of a 
college of theology, the benefits derived emphasize the imperative 
necessity of building here in Southern California a school which 
shall equal in the advantages offered, our established schools such 
as Drew, Boston and.Garrett. This is necessary to conserve our 
resources in pulpit supply, While we would not fail to be gener- 
ous, we realize that our rapidly growing territory with its over- 
whelming demands is not in position to be made recruiting ground 
for eastern conferences. Our district superintendents are realizing 
the advantage of the presence of a school of theology within the 
territory. If the young men of our conference, held here by the 
University and the School of Theology, were withdrawn our organ- 
ization would be crippled and our church halted in its march of 
conquest. Under the careful, scholarly and thorough administra- 
tion of Dean Healy the foundations have been well laid, but the 
Dean has been painfully circumscribed by the lack of generous 
provision. We express the profound conviction that the time has 
come for a forward movement in behalf of Maclay. This we urge 
upon the Board of Trustees, already burdened by responsibility and 
embarrassed by success. But we urge it upon them because the 
output of the college of theology means more for the future of the 
_ University than the graduates of any other one of the nine colleges. 
We urge it upon the Southern California Conference as the guar- 
antee of its future greatness. It means much to have, as we now 
have, an institution in our territory where sixty young men are 
preparing for the ministry of Christ. We urge this magnificent 
opportunity upon our far-sighted laymen who are looking for the 
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highest class investments for the Lord’s money in their hands. 
In endowing the Maclay School of Theology the laymen are pro- 
viding an institution whose graduates would rebuild the gates of 
Zion, if every vestige of Methodism in Southern California, except 
those graduates, were wiped out of existence. That is only saying 
that every interest of Methodism is helped when the best work 
of a school of theology is made possible. 

There is a new reason why the University of Southern California 
should have the loyal support of all those who profoundly 
believe in the denominational. This is a time when vast wealth 
dangles its bait before the Trustees of our church colleges to secure 
the abolition of the organic relation between the church and col- 
lege. It is also a time when some of our church colleges swallow 
the bait and legally sever relations with-their church mother in or- 
der to secure its share of the millionaire’s generous provision. That 
is a question not even debated in the meeting of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the University of Southern California. ‘They stand loyally 
in their thought and action by the church and in these days there 
is new reason for the church to loyally support the church insti- 
tution. 

Your committee also desires to make some recommendations as 
follows: 

We recommend that an evening anniversary be devoted to our 
University at the next session of our Conference. We further 
recommend that Friday evening be designated for that purpose. 


We recommend that, if possible, a course of Bible and Mission 
study be arranged in connection with the Summer School of the 
University. Instead of simply refuting the pernicious interpreta- 
tions of Scripture now so industriously spread over Southern Cal- 
ifornia, we must meet all error with the inculcation of positive 
truth, and thus overcome evil with good. With the addition of 
two or three lecturers to the staff already at work in the Summer 
School a program of a month or six weeks could be arranged 
which would draw to the University all the alert and studious 
preachers of our Conference. 

We recommend co-operation with the University administration 
in the attempt to present the cause of Christian Education more 
adequately to our churches. There will be available during the 
coming year the following members of the faculty: President 
Bovard, Dean Healy, Prof. Tully C. Knoles and Prof. John G. Hill. 
In order that there may be method in this important undertaking, 
it is further recommended that a schedule covering the year and 
the conference be prepared at the University and that we try to 
work to it as pastors as far as possible. 

We further recommend that this Conference be represented at 
the opening exercises of the University each year.’ That the com- 
mittee of representation include the District Superintendent of the 
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Los Angeles District and the pastor of the University church and 
three other members. In addition to Dr. Larkin and Dr. Geiss- 
inger we present the names of E. P. Ryland, W. E. Tilroe and 
D. F. Howe for the present year. 

We recommend, on suggestion of the Board, the following for 
election to the Board of Trustees for the term ending 1913: W. W. 
Beckett, A. J. Wallace, H. W. Brodbeck, G. F. Bovard, A. W. Ad- 
kinson, B. C. Cory, W. M. Bowen. 

Believing there is a large and urgent opportunity for the estab- 
lishment of a Bible School in Los Angeles, which will bring the 
popular study of the Word of God and kindred subjects to our 
people who desire to fit themselves for service in Sunday school, 
Epworth League and other fields of Christian service in the Mas- 
ter’s kingdom, we recommend the establishment of such a school 
under the auspices of U. S. C., a special faculty which shall plan 
a course of study along the following lines: 

(1) To teach general, historical and spiritual knowledge of the 
Bible. (2) ‘To teach personal evangelism. (3) ‘To give instruc- 
tion in missions. (4) To institute popular-study of the immediate 
Sunday school lessons in teachers’ union study classes, etc. (5) To 
hold from time to time popular Bible Institutes and Schools of 
Methods for all phases of Christian work.

Lay Association 


Minutes of the Eleventh Annual Association of the Southern 
California Conference of the M. E. Church held in the Presbyterian 
Church, Fresno, Cal., September 30th, 1910. 

Session called to order at 9:30 a.m., President M. C. Paxton of 
Riverside presiding. After singing “All Hail the Power of Jesus 
Name,” Bro. Holford led in prayer. C. H. Fowler of Los Angeles 
then led the congregation in singing “There is Glory in My Soul,” 
after which an address was delivered by A. M. Drew of Fresno. 
The Secretary not being present, C. H. Ainley of Monrovia was 
chosen Secretary pro. tem. The minutes of the last session which 
was held at San Diego was read and approved. Following which 
there was special music. On motion all laymen present were made © 
lay delegates. On motion the following committee of five were 
appointed to revise the Constitution: A. M. Drew, of Fresno; W. 
F. Cronemiller, Los Angeles; A. Z. Taft, Hollywood; C. E. Gaines, 
Fresno, and W. S. Manley, of Sanger. This was followed by spe- 
cial music. The chair appointed the following committee on Nomi- 
nations: Dr. H. W. Brodbeck, Los Angeles; Wm. Paramore, 
Hollywood, and Dr. R. P. Hall, of Fresno, after which a paper was 
read by M. C. Paxton. The hour of adjournment having arrived, 
the session was closed by singing, “My Hope Is Built on Nothing 
Less.” Afternoon session was begun by singing “He Is Able to 
Deliver Thee,” followed by a prayer delivered by E. P. Ryland of 
Hollywood. C. H. Fowler favored with a solo. The report of 
Committee of Revision of the Constitution was adopted as follows: 


ARTICLE: I 
Name 

Section 1. This Association shall be called The Laymen’s Asso- 
ciation of the Southern California Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

Sec. 2. Place of Meeting. This Association shall meet annually 
at the place of Meeting of the Southern California Conference, on 
such day and at such hour as may be arranged by the Executive 


Committee. 


ARPT CIB. Tl: 
Object 
Section 1. Its objects shall be to mutually interest the Laymer 
throughout the boundaries of the Southern California Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church in all the general affairs of the 
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Church and especially in every local interest whereby the church 
may be stirred up to greater efficiency and usefulness in the hands 
of God in advancing His cause. 


ARTICLE III. 
: Membership 

The membership of this Association shall consist of its officers, 
standing Committees, Committees appointed by the Executive 
Committee between sessions, and one Delegate to be appointed by 
the Pastor from each pastoral charge, and one delegate from 
every fifty members or major portion thereof in each pastoral 
charge, who may be either male or female, to be elected at the 
fourth Quarterly Conference or at any meeting of the church called 
' for that purpose preceding the Annual Convention or in such man- 
ner as the Laity of the charge may determine. 


ARTICLE IV. 
Officers 

The officers shall be a President, one Vice-President from each 
District, a Secfetary and a Treasurer. Said officers shall be elected 
at the Annual Meeting of this Lay Association as follows. The 
President shall be elected from the Membership of said Association 
by nomination and election by ballot upon the first ballot. If there 
should be more than one candidate the two candidates receiving the 
highest number of ballots shall be the candidates for the second 
ballot and all others shall be dropped and the person receiving the 
majority of the votes of the membership of the Association shall be 
declared the President for the ensuing year. 

_ The Vice-Presidents shall be selected by the Delegates from the 
several Districts in such manner as they shall deem advisable. 

The Secretary and Treasurer shall be nominated by the Presi- 
dent and elected by the Membership of the Association. 

Said Officers shall serve during the session at which they are 
elected and the next succeeding Annual Session until their succes- 
sors are elected, and shall perform such duties as are usual for 
their respective offices. Each Vice-President shall appoint a Com- 
mittee of the Lay Members of his District which Committee with 
the Vice-President shall be in charge with the following duties: © 

To consult with the District Superintendent on the financial con- 
dition of each charge and where necessary encourage interest and 
otherwise assist on having all benevolences and Pastor’s salary paid 
promptly and in full. 


. ARTICLE. V; 
Executive Committee. 
There shall be an Executive Committee consisting of the. Presi- 
dent and Vice-Presidents provided for in Art. IV of this Constitu- 
tion. The duties of the said Executive Committee shall be to make 
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all necessary arrangements as to place and time of meeting of the 
Association; prepare a Program of Exercises for each session; se- 
cure the presence of desirable speakers and to work in harmony 
with the Vice-President and his committee in each District for the 
purpose of carrying out the provisions of Art. IV of this Constitu- 
tion, and perform all other work needed as a Committee of Ar- 
rangements, and to make an annual report in writing at the com- 
mencement of each meeting. 


Amendments. : 

This Constitution may be amended at any meeting of the Asso- 
ciation by a two-thirds vote of the membership of the Lay Asso- 
ciation. The delegates present from each charge may vote the entire 
vote of said charge providing they can agree as to how the votes 
shall be cast; if they should disagree, each delegate will vote per- 
sonally and the vote of the entire delegation shall not be voted. 

Until further order “Robert’s Rules of Order” are hereby 
adopted as the rules governing the meetings of this Association. 

Bishop Hughes addressed the body upon financial matters, laying 
particular stress upon tithing. 

W. F: McClure was introduced bringing greetings from the 
Northern California Conference. A paper was read by A. Z. Taft 
of Hollywood on the question of Equal Lay Representation in the 
Annual Conference and Cabinet. Dr. H. W. Brodbeck of Los An- 
geles read a paper entitled “The Attainment of the Lay Represen- 
tation in the Great Law Making Body of Methodism.” 

The Report of the Committee on Resolutions was adopted as 


follows: 
Fresno, Cal., Sept. 30th, 1910. 


We, the Committee on Resolutions, beg to submit the following 
resolutions for your consideration. 

We, the members of the Laymen’s Association of the Southern 
California Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, assem- 
bled at Fresno, Cal. Sept. 30th, 1910, in the fear of God and with 
desire for the greatest progress and prosperity of the Kingdom of 
our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ, adopt the following resolu- 
tions: 

1. That we count the uniting of the Protestant Methodist 
Church, the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church as possible and as necessary if Methodism 
is to be the largest force she is capable of being in spreading the 
glorious doctrine that God seems to have called her to teach. 

2. That our present divisions result in unnecessary and some- 
time tragic waste of men and money in the work of these churches 
in both the home and foreign fields. 

3. That we do hereby place ourselves as Laymen on record as 
committed to the purpose of bringing about such union at the 
earliest possible time.

4, That we call upon the Laymen of these three great churches 
to bind themselves together for the purpose of bringing to pass 
the union of Methodism in America. 


5. That we request every Methodist Layman’s Association in 
America to pass resolutions similar in spirit to the above. 

Be it further Resolved, That believing that it is for the greatest 
good of our church to have Lay representation in the Annual Con- 
ference we hereby declare it to be our purpose to ask our Asso- 
ciation at its next meeting to memorialize the General Conference 
of 1912 to pass such legislation as will secure to us equal -represen- 
tation in the annual conference and we earnestly request all the 
Laymen’s Associations of our Church to send similar memorials to 
the General Conference of 1912. 


Resolved further, That we regard the press as a powerful factor 
in moulding public opinion on morals and religion. 

2. That we hail with delight the large amount of space the sec- 
ular press is giving to Christianity and morality. 
' Resolved further, That whereas, it is proposed to have an In- 
ternational Panama Exposition at San Francisco in 1915, and 

Whereas, the State Legislature has provided for the submission 
to popular vote the question of providing five million dollars of 
bonds for the same; and whereas, vigorous measures have been 
adopted to clean up the city and thereby make it a proper place 
for such International Exposition; therefore be it resolved 


1. That we hereby commend the moral element of the city of 
San Francisco for the stand they have taken in behalf of civic 
decency and righteousness. 


2. That should the city succeed in its measures of moral re- 
form we hereby express our preference that said Exposition be 
held there, that the State of California and the Pacific slope may 
have the benefit which will accrue from it. 


Resolved further that we the members of the Southern Califor- 
nia Conference hear with regret of the transfer of Rev. W. A. Betts 
of Long Beach from our annual conference; this being the first 
and only conference in which he has labored as. an ordained min- 
ister, and coming from the ranks of business men we laymen of 
Southern California especially find the severance of the ties of fel- 
lowship and fraternal regard that has characterized his relation to 
all laymen, in his efforts to further the Kingdom of Christ. He 
has been faithful here and will find a generous welcome to the 
charge to which he has been transferred. 

Whereas the Hough Endowment Fund of our Conference has 
been productive of such good results in adding to the superan- 
nuate fund therefore Resolved that we commend it to all our lay- 
men as being worthy of their gifts and bequests. 

Be it further resolved that we extend our gratitude to the good 
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people of Fresno for their hospitality and many kind acts that 
have been accorded us during our stay here. 

Resolved, that we express our thanks to the people of the Pres- 
byterian church for the use of their building to hold our meetings. 

The Committee of Nominations reported for President the pres- 
ent incumbent, M. C. Paxton, of Riverside, who was duly elected. 
C. H. Ainley of Monrovia was elected the Vice-President of the 
Los Angeles District. John L. Moore of Santa Ana for the San 
Diego District, John H. Jacobs for the Pasadena District and A. 
M. Drew of Fresno for the Fresno District. C. Gaines was 
chosen to represent the lay delegation before the Annual Confer- 
ence. M. C. Paxton was elected to extend greetings to the Cali- 
fornia Conference at its next annual meeting.

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Rules of Order 


1. Committees of Examinations shall meet the classes on the day preceding the 
day appointed for the opening of the session of the Conference.

FIRST DAY 
Wednesday, September 27th, 1911 


Opening Service—The Southern California Annual Conference 
convened for its thirty-sixth annual session in the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Los Angeles, California, Charles Edward Locke, 
pastor, Wednesday, September 27th, 1911. 

Dr. Locke called the Conference to order at 9:15 a. m. The 
hymn, “When I Survey the Wondrous Cross” was sung, during 
which Bishop Edwin H. Hughes entered and took charge of the 
administration of the Lord’s Supper, being assisted by the District 
Superintendents and the host of the Conference. The sacramental 
offering of $41.50 was taken for the Ely church in Nevada Mission. 


Roll Call—E- J. Inwood, the Secretary of the previous session. 
called the roll of the Conference, and 187 members and 8 proba- 
tioners responded. 


The Conference stood while the roll of the honored dead was 
called, including the names of the following, who died during the 
year: J..

REPORT OF THE FRESNO DISTRICT. 


Bishop Hughes and Brethren:— 

We are grateful to our Heavenly Father for his protecting 
care over, and blessings upon, our homes during another year. 
Once during the year the eternal gates opened for one of our num- 
ber. J. W. Leach of Tulare, one of our veteran pastors 
slipped peacefully away from among us to that habitation of 
God, the Christ-prepared home, eternal in the heavens. He was 
gentle yet firm, sweet-spirited yet strong, and loyal to God and 
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Methodism to his heart’s core. We shall miss his cheery word 
and kindly face and regretfully say, “Good-bye, Brother, until 
heaven’s morning.” 


The working force of the District has been increased during 
the year by the addition of Joseph E. Fischer, Roy E. Bradford, 
J. M. Drake, G. A. Hunt, Harry Branton, Wesley V. Smith, H. A. 
Carpenter and J. W. Bain. These took their places in the fore- 
front of the battle and stoutly won their right to comradeship 
among us, 


We shall purposely avoid mention of names where there 
are so many pastors who have shown so much of self-sacrifice, 
sound sense, devotion to God and their work, and have so often 
turned seeming defeat into victory, accomplishing what appeared 
to be impossible. 


During the year, thirty-one churches and parsonages, aggre- 
gating over $95,000 in value, have been completed or are now build- 
ing. The Brethren have averaged one for every twelfth day of 
the year. ‘Twenty of these are churches, and eleven parsonages. 
The churches range in value from a little $1500 church in the 
country, provided for out of the lack and sacrifice of a new colony 
to a model city church costing over $15,000. 


Bishop Hughes dedicated a $6,000 church at Kerman and a 
$2500 church at Rolinda on the Kerman circuit on the same Sab- 
bath. The Kerman church was relieved of serious embarrass- 
ment (due to the over-building of his predecessor), by the finan- 
cial ability of the present pastor. At the same time he was build- 
ing the Rolinda church and had the finances so well in hand that 
at the close of the dedicatory services $800 was raised toward 
a new parsonage at that point. 


On the same Sabbath, Wesley K. Beans dedicated a com- 
modious $4,000 church at San Miguel on the coast side of the 
District. 

John L. Pitner dedicated a $4,500 church at Merced, which 
is situated in the heart of the territory which was returned to us 
at the last General Conference. 


The District Superintendent dedicated a $3,500 brick-veneered 
church at Caruthers, and thus added to a chain of five churches 
built within three years along a short branch of the Southern 
Pacific, completing, with the one now building at Raisin, the occu- 
pation of every town along that line. 


A large, well-constructed school house built at Stratford three 
years previously and costing $2300 was secured for $600, chiefly 
through the efforts of E. E. Woodson, a worthy layman of that 
place, moved over to the church lots and transformed into a 
very creditable Methodist Episcopal Church, which was duly 
dedicated September 17th by S. J. McConnell, 
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Princeton 
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On the same Sabbath, the District Superintendent was dedi- 
cating a neat, well-arranged, $4,000 church at Ducor, which is 
one of the new circuits. ‘This work was organized last February 
and now has a fully-fledged organization, fine Sunday School, Ep- 
worth League, Ladies’ Aid, and has pledged $1,000 toward a pas- 
tor’s salary for the coming year. 

W. K. Beans-also dedicated a modest, but unusually well ar- 
ranged, $3,000 church at Lemoore, and on the same day dedi- 
cated a $1,500 church at “The Island,’ an outlying point on the 
same circuit. These churches are in existence chiefly because of 
the quiet, patient, persistence and tact of the pastor. 

A modest, little $1500 church was dedicated by the Superin- 
tendent at Gustine, which also lies in.the new territory. Its erec- 
tion was due to the indomitable pluck and generous giving of 
the pastor and membership of that circuit. 

Charles Edward Locke and the Superintendent dedicated 
the church at San Luis Obispo which cost $14,000. It is a very 
substantial,.commodious church with an unusually artistic interior. 
It is a fitting monument to the determination, labor and love of 
the pastor, whose unswerving, and wise leadership made its erec- 
tion possible, 

The church at Taft, which cost $2500, was completed during 
the year and dedicated by the District Superintendent. It is one 
of God’s lighthouses in the midst of the outbreaking, and un- 
blushing wickedness of an oil field. 

Our unused ‘church at Gonzales was taken down, moved to 
Greenfield ‘and transformed into a spacious, comfortable church 
worth $3000. Again to the quiet persistence of the pastor must be 
given the chief credit of its erection. It was dedicated by the 
Superintendent. 


John L. Pitner and the Superintendent dedicated the 
artistic and substantial church at Lindsay. It cost over $15,000 
and is located in the most commanding position in the city. This 
formal dedication has many times since been followed by the 
dedication of its altars to God in the salvation of souls during the 
regular services of the church. The work at this point is also 
the first of thirty-five new charges established during the past 
five years. 

A very creditable cement-block church worth $3500 at Al- 
paugh and a $2500 church at Livingston are ready for the plasterer, 
but are for the present at a standstill, chiefly due to the failure of 
Church Extension help. 


A $3000 church is in course of erection at Globe. ‘The Super- 
intendent recently laid the cornerstone of a $4000 church at Ma- 
dera. During this month the foundation was laid for a $2500 


church at Raisin; and the money subscribed for a $1500 church at 
Riverbend. 
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Parsonages have been built, or are now building, at 
Taft, Wasco, Armona, Rolinda, Laton, Greenfield, Corcoran, 
Hardwick, Merced, Dinuba and Delano. They range in value and 
comfort from a one-room, bachelor, $100. parsonage at Taft to a 
modern, fully equipped, bungalow. parsonage at Delano worth 


$2500. 


‘The pastors have reported to me the following sums as paid 
on debts and-other improvements:—Delano, $35; Easton, $35; Rol- 
inda, $45; Wasco, $55; Globe, $65; Chesbro Memorial, Bakersfield, 
$75; Madera, $75; Gratigeville, $93; Sanger, $100; Hanford, Kings 
River, $125; Dinuba, $175;: Tehachapi, $175; Reedley, $190; Taft, 
$191; Parlier, $225; Farmersville, $250; Clovis, $296; Arroyo 
Grande, $325; Corcoran and Waukena,; $335; First Church, Bakers- 
field, $400; Visalia, $450; Greenfield, $567; Paso Robles, $625; 
Santa Maria, $700; Atwater and .Livingston, $928; Selma, $1000; 
“Lindsay, $1075; Santa. Barbata, $1200; Armona, $1351; Porterville, 
$1400; First Church, Hanford, $1500; Kerman, $1910; a total of 
$16,031. a 


Five new ‘Charges have been toraked during the year. Classes 
have been. “organized and now have a membership of over 100; 
i ten Sunday’ Schools established with about 250 scholars, and three 
churches worth about $8000 have been built or are now building. 

There: are 59 Ladies’ Aid? ‘Societies at work on the Fresno 
District. They, for the most part, have done splendidly. A little 
Ladies’ Aid’ ‘Society at Rolinda. had 25 members within six weeks 
of its organization and had raised $300 toward their new church. 


The Ladies’ Aids at “San. Pils Obispo and Lindsay each 
pledged $1000 toward their new churches. Moreover, all the 
Ladies’ Aid Societies pay their subscriptions; not only so, but 
during the year a number of the Di rs and their families, serv- 
ing new work, have had much catise to, be grateful to the Ladies’ 
| Aids for financial support’ whet -“Men’s Aids” had failed them. 
The Ladies’ Aid at Taft ds,.qwe think, the banner society of the 
‘Conference. It was organized a little Over a year ago and raised 
during the first ten months of-the year $1088 toward the new 
church and pastor’s salary, and took o¢casion in making their re- 
port to say to the Superintendent, “Aske ‘the Bishop to send us a 
godly, capable preacher of years and exper ice and we will build 
him a parsonage and pay him a salary of $ 00. e 


The Woman's Foreign Missionary Society rganized auxiliaries 
at Lindsay, Reedley, Santa’ Maria and Paso Robles during the 
year, making a total of .18 upon the strict, -“which beside their 


other work contributed over $1336: toward the redemption of 
their Foreign sisters,’ 


~The Woman’s Home Missionaty Society has 20 auxiliaries 
witha membership of over 700 on the _ District. They have also 
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over’800 members in their “Mother’s Jewels” and “Queen 
Esther” Societies. I was not able to secure for this report the 
exact amount of their contributions, but they have done well, 
and are heartily welcome among us. 


The temperance forces of Tulare County, chiefly led by Meth- 
odist pastors and workers, gave California the “Wiley Local 
Option Law” by re-electing, after a stiff fight, the author of that 
law as their representative. 


After sharp conflict against unscrupulous odds Paso Robles 
and Visalia joined the rapidly advancing “Dry” column, while 
Lompoc, having shaken off the shackles of the liquor traffic, re- 
fused to be rebound. 


We have been tightening the grip of death upon the saloons 
in Central California during the year. The battle is on, and will 
be pressed carefully, vigorously and unrelentingly until the last 
saloon is dead. Just now the struggle is on in San Luis Obispo 
and Kern Counties and more especially in Bakersfield with ex- 
cellent prospects of closing out the saloons with their attendant 
deviltries. 

The salaries of the Superannuates, Bishops, Pastors and 
Superintendent will again show an increase of about $4000. 


Evangelists Brown, Curry, Shannon, Ross, Robinson, Fowler, 
Ireland and Mrs. Ireland, did excellent work on the district during 
the year. ‘The pastors and superintendent held about 70 revivals 
and in most cases with good results. 


The district, we believe, is steadily pressing nearer the Meth- 
odist ideal of the preacher, as a man wholly given over to, and in 
intimate fellowship with, Jesus Christ, a mighty winner of souls, 
first, and withal a sensible, practical, thorough, educated leader 
of men along progressive lines. "The net increase, after heavy 
pruning of membership will be about 500. The constantly in- 
creasing pressure of new demands upon the church for benevolent 
offerings resulting in what is practically assessments upon mem- 
bership, is causing the pastors to cut the membership roll to the 
quick, and hundreds of names this year have gone into that for- 
gotten land of “Removed without certificate,” and will for the 
most part be lost to the kingdom of God. 


Two camp meetings have been held during the year. ‘The 
one at Rolinda was the initial effort looking toward an annual 
camp meeting for the San Joaquin Valley. A permanent organi- 
zation was formed, and about 25 added to the local membership 
as a result of the work. The camp meeting at Arroyo Grande 
was unusually fine in spiritual interests and results. ‘The whole 
Gospel was plainly, simply, forcefully presented, and saint and 
sinner helped. “Scriptural holiness” was sanely presented in 
strict accordance with the teachings of Jesus Christ, the Apos- 
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tles and the human Founder of our church whose “parish was the 
world,” and whose mandate to his followers was “‘to spread Scrip- 
tural holiness over these lands.” After five years’ experience on 
the District we find that where the complete Gospel is sanely and 
proportionately preached, our people are largely protected from 
the wild fads, theories, and emotional extravagances so prevalent 
around us. 

The pastors have reported to me 28 Junior Societies with a 
membership of 669; and 59 Senior Young People’s Societies with a 
membership of 2121. 

Of these 83 are Junior or Senior Epworth Leagues and four 
are Christian Endeavor Societies. This is a large increase both 
in Societies and membership over last year. They are, as a whole, 
doing excellent work; and we have reason to believe are thoroughly 
loyal to Jesus Christ’s and Methodism’s standard of Christian 
living. 

There are 82 Sunday Schools, manned by 835 officers and 
teachers, with 8259 scholars in all departménts. This does not 
include a number of Schools, in our churches, and under our pas- 
toral care, to whom the word, “Union,” is still a more or less inno- 
cent fetich. There has been an increase of nearly a thousand 
scholars during the year. 

We extend a cordial welcome to our new Conference Super- 
intendent of Sunday Schools, Dr. Oren B. Waite, and assure him 
of our loyal support and hearty co-operation in all good work. 

We were fearful lest the disastrous floods on the Coast division 
of the District; the destructive frosts which killed nearly half the 
fruit crop of the San Joaquin Valley side; together with the fact, 
that 17 charges either completed or are building a church or par- 
sonage; 5 others a church and parsonage; one other, three churches 
and a parsonage; might seriously cripple the benevolences; but — 
the pastors report to me a net increase of over $2500 in the mis- 
sionary and benevolent collections. 

Brothers of the District I congratulate you upon the success 
which God is giving you in laying the foundations of an empire for 
Him and Methodism in Central California; and thank you, your 
wives, and the laity, for the many kindnesses received at your 


hands. 


On motion it was ordered that the pastors report in the words, 
“All collections taken.” 

The characters of the effective elders of the Fresno District were 
passed and the pastors reported the taking of their collections.

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REPORT OF THE PASADENA DISTRICT. 


There is no better class of men in the world than Methodist 
preachers. They are excelled only by their wives. That Meth- 
odist ministers have a genius for getting good wives is abundantly 
illustrated on the Pasadena District, where they are all good, at 
least when the District Superintendent is present. Fellowship with 
such men and women in the work of the Lord, and in the inti- 
macy of their homes, is a delightful privilege. 

‘For the general good health of the pastors and their families 
wé are grateful. There have been only a few cases of illness, 
most of which were temporary. 

On three of the preacher’s homes the shadow has fallen. Early 
in the Conference year Mrs. Emma Ward Wilson, wife of J. 
A. H. Wilson, after a long illness, departed to that realm con- 
cerning which God’s Word declares that “the inhabitants shall not 
Cohie, chal Gielicg” 

About the middle of the year the parents of Luther A. Rice, 
whose home was in Pomona, passed to their heavenly home within 
three weeks of each other. 

On the morning of May 2nd Mrs. L. D. Van Arnam, who for 
years had made a heroic fight against the “great white plague,” 
succumbed to its power, and went to her eternal rest and reward. 

The year has been one of prosperity and progress. In some of 
the charges large results have gladdened the hearts of faithful 
pastors. In others, pastors no less faithful and able, because of 
unfavorable conditions, are unable to report great achievements. 

There have been 530 additions to the membership of the churches 
from probation. The total number of full members, as reported 
to me by pastors, is 10,091, a net increase for the year of 1,011. 


Seven churches have been dedicated during the year, as follows: 
Azusa, Casa Verdugo, Chino, Mountain View, Puente, Tujunga and 
West Glendale. 

When S. A. Smith went to Azusa last October he found a church 
project well under way, subscriptions for about seven thousand 
dollars having been obtained by his predecessor, M. S. McGee. 
With characteristic ability Brother Smith carried the enterprise 
forward to a successful completion, and on the ninth of March a 
beautiful, commodious, and conveniently arranged church building 
which cost $10,000, was dedicated to the worship of God, Dr. 
Wesley K. Beans preaching the sermon, and in a masterly and 
pleasing way obtaining subscriptions for more than enough to 
pay the indebtedness. 

On Easter Sunday, a “gem of a church” which cost eight hun- 
dred dollars, and looks as if it might have cost twice that amount, 
was dedicated at Casa Verdugo. The large and centrally located 
lot on which it stands cost fifteen hundred dollars. 
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Soon after Conference the church building at Chino was re- 
moved from the business section of the city to a superior location 
opposite the High School building. It was completely renovated 
and large additions for Sunday school purposes were made. A 
chapel organ and chairs were purchased, and cement sidewalks 
were laid. The total cost was four thousand dollars, one-half of 
which has been paid, and the remainder is more than covered by 
good subscriptions. The success of this undertaking was largely 
due to the optimistic, enthusiastic and level-headed leadership of 
the pastor, S. L. Todd. 

On Sunday, July 2d, a fine church building that cost $1485 was 
dedicated at Tujunga. 

On the 23rd of July an elegant new church building at West 
Glendale was dedicated, the sermon being preached by Matt S. 
Hughes, after which the people responded to the call for sub- 
scriptions with nearly a hundred dollars more than the necessary 
amount. The history of our work in West Glendale is interesting. 
Two years ago Mr. J. C. Lennox, of Glendale, bought two lots and 
built a small chapel not far from the residence of Dr. A. B. Morri- 
son, who gladly took charge of the work. 


Immediately after the incorporation of the West Glendale church, 
Mr. Lennox deeded the property to it in consideration of two hun- 
dred dollars being paid to the District Superintendent, to be used 
by him for the help of other new and needy churches on the Dis- 
trict, thus donating the entire property, which had cost him about 
eight hundred dollars. 


At Puente, E. S..Chase, who has been the supply during the year, 
purchased the public school building, which had to give place to a 
larger one, and moved it to a sightly location, where it was trans- 
formed into a convenient and beautiful house of worship, at a cost 
of more than $1600 which, with a donation of $500 from the Board of 
Home Missions and Church Extension, is all provided for. 


One Monday at the ministers’ meeting J. A. H. Wilson told the 
District Superintendent that he would be glad to take a small charge 
without salary and pay his own traveling expenses. He was then 
and there appointed supply to the Mountain View church, where 
he has so inspired the people with the spirit of service and liberality 
as to cause them to buy an acre of ground and to erect thereon a 
beautiful bungalow church, at a cost of fourteen hundred dollars. 


Last Sunday afternoon the people who will statedly worship there, 
and a few from elsewhere, had the double privilege of hearing Matt 
S. Hughes preach the dedicatory sermon, and of subscribing the 
amount necessary to pay the remaining indebtedness. 


At Lordsburg a church building has been erected on the site of 


the old one at a cost of fifteen thousand dollars. It will be dedicated 
soon after the adjournment of Conference. 
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At Monrovia, a church which will be one of the finest of its class, 
is being built at a cost of thirty thousand dollars. It is expected 
that it will be ready for dedication in December. 


Early in the morning of July 13th fire was seen issuing from the 
Methodist church in Ontario. When discovered it had made such 
headway that it was impossible to save the building or any of its 
contents, and soon the whole was a smoldering heap. It is sup- 
posed that the fire was started by electric wires. Fortunately, there 
was about nine thousand dollars insurance. Plans for a forty 
thousand dollar building have been accepted, thirty-two thousand 
dollars of which have been subscribed. 


Three thousand dollars are being expended for the enlargement 
of the church at San Dimas to meet the needs of the rapidly grow- 
ing Sunday school and congregation. 


Additions to the church buildings for a similar purpose have been 
made at Marengo avenue at a cost of $1000, which has. all been 
paid; at Lamanda Park $150, all paid; Eastlake Memorial $350, all 
paid; and at Lincoln avenue the contract has been let, and the 
work has been begun for a $10,000 addition. 


Alhambra First Church has made improvements, including the 
finest parsonage barn of the district, and painting the church build- 
ing, to the amount of $1150. 


Expenditures at other places for improvements have been as fol- 
lows: Altadena, $30; Azusa, $90; Bardsdale, $400, two hundred and 
fifty of which was for the installation of an acetylene gas plant, and 
the remainder in finishing the basement for Sunday School work; 
Burbank, $75; Covina, $265; El Monte, $160; Eagle Rock, $150; 
Fillmore and Sespe, $35; Glendale, $286; Glendora, $250; Lamanda 
Park, $209; Lankershim, $170; Asbury, $1400; Highland Park, $400; 
Moorpark, $250, a part of which was for a new, sweet-toned steel 
bell; Ontario, $300; Oxnard, $498; Pasadena, First Church, $570; 
Lincoln Avenue, $263; North Pasadena, $220; Scott Chapel, $175; 
Piru, $176; Pomona: First, $740; Trinity, $210; Simi, $35; South 
Pasadena, $300; Spanish Mission, $55; Upland, $750. 

One parsonage has been built, one has been purchased, one has 
been renovated and enlarged, and one is in process of erection. 

J. W. H. Pinkney, pastor of Scott Chapel, Pasadena, found it 
difficult to rent a house or rooms suitable for his family, and so he 
induced his people to buy a lot and build a parsonage. The former 
was purchased for $400, and the latter, a story and a half bungalow, 
with modern improvements, was built under the supervision of 
Brother Pinkney, and largely by his own labor, at a cash outlay of 
$700, but is easily worth eleven hundred. 


The parsonage at Cucamonga needed all sorts of things done to 
it to make it sanitary and convenient. O. C. Laizure did them. 
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By his scientific industry the old parsonage has been enlarged and 
otherwise improved. The value of the improvements is $1460. 


About four months ago the Santa Paula church bought the prop- 
erty adjoining the parsonage property for $4250, which was a bar- 
gain. The house is a fine two-story building, well adapted to the 
needs of-a pastor’s family. The old parsonage was sold for $400, 
and has been moved away. Cement sidewalks have been laid, and 
other improvements made at a cost of $300, making a total for 
property and improvements of $4550, all of which has been paid. 


At Montebello work has been begun on a parsonage to cost 
about $1600. 

Amounts have been paid on old indebtedness as follows: Alta- 
dena, $188, the entire indebtedness;-Marengo Avenue, $400, the 
entire indebtedness; Covina, $2911; Cucamonga, $1446, the entire 
indebtedness; Asbury, $2500 on the organ debt; Montebello, $250; 
Lake Avenue, $2800; Pomona: First Church, $2942; San Fernando, 
$1900; Spanish Mission, $75, the entire indebtedness. 

Three new charges will appear in the list: Ramona Acres, Van 
Nuys, and the third one is yet to be named. 


The Ladies’ Aid Societies have raised and expended not less than 
eight thousand dollars. Were it not for their help I fear that a few 
of our churches would be in danger of lapsing into a condition of 
“inocuous desuetude.” 


The Epworth Leagues have been active. Their “group meetings” 
and the District convention were educative and inspirational. Nor 
was the spiritual tone lacking. The District President, Mr. H. M. 
Baird, of Asbury Church, always puts the emphasis on the spiritual 
side of the work. 

There are fifty-five Sunday schools in the District. Most of them 
are in fine condition and are doing good work. In thirty-five of 
them the graded lessons are used. Already the-Sunday schools are 
feeling for their good the influence of Oren B. Waite. 

Four Brotherhoods have been organized during the year, making 
twelve in all. 


The Ventura Chautauqua, held in August, was a great and suc- 
cessful meeting. The program could not well: have been excelled. 
Tent City was filled to its utmost capacity. The audiences were 
large and appreciative. To Byron H. Wilson, O. W. Reinius and 


M. W. Beckwith belongs a large part of the credit for its unparal- 
leled success. 


Improved systems of finance have been adopted by several 
churches with gratifying results. Duplex envelopes are used by a 
number of the churches. More will use them next year. Wherever 
the duplex system has failed, the failure has not been due to the 


system, but to lack of effort and care on the part of those respon- 
sible for its operation. 
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At Highland Park, where it has been given such attention as 
good business men would ordinarily give to their business inter- 
ests, it has fully justified its adoption by an increase of $250 for 
benevolences. 

Twenty-eight charges increased the pastors’ salaries $5160. May 
the good work go on. 

The benevolences have been carefully cared for, and are in- 
creased. 

First Church of Pasadena, first in many things besides name, not 
only in Pasadena but in the Conference, and doubtless in the de- 
nomination, which last year gave $4020 for Home and Foreign 
Missions, besides $10,000 for the Womans’ Home and Foreign 
Work, this year has contributed $5154 to the Boards at New York 
and Philadelphia, an increase of $1134. 

The members of Lake Avenue Church, who are reducing their 
heavy indebtedness about $3000 a year, in addition to their mul- 
tiplicity of missionary work and offerings, with sublime faith and 
courage have undertaken the support of a missionary in China at 
an expense of $800. 

The Glendora church is supporting a missionary in Korea, and 
also in the Philippines. 

Some of the pastors are educating and inspiring the people to a 
keener sense of opportunity, obligation and privilege. 

The Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies are con- 
tinuously busy. Their conventions are dynamos of spiritual power 
and generators of missionary enthusiasm. 

The missionary spirit is taking hold of the young life in the 
leagues and the Sunday schools. 

The members of the churches, old and young, are seeing more 
and more clearly that the purpose for which the Church was insti- 
tuted is the extension of Christ’s kingdom, and that in the accom- 
plishment of his “eternal purpose in Jesus Christ” God works 
through human agencies, and that no gospel is preached where the 
Church does not take it, that no message of salvation is proclaimed 
where the Church does not deliver it, and that the charter and the 
commission of the Church is the command of its risen Lord. ‘Go 
ye into all the world, and disciple all nations.” 


The character of the effective elders of the Pasadena District 
were passed and the pastors reported the taking of their collections. 


F. M. Larkin was called, his character passed and he read the 
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REPORT OF THE LOS ANGELES DISTRICT. 


It is with mingled feelings of joy and sadness that I make this, 
my second annual report of the Los Angeles District to the South- 
ern California Conference. 

We rejoice in the large opportunities and successes of the min- 
isters, who have devoted themselves during the past twelve months 
to the various fields of our Church. The heroes of the cross are 
not all dead. Los Angeles District with an ever increasing complex 
population, is presenting anew, essentially the problems which were 
met by the early Church in Corinth. We praise the heroism and 
spirit of the fathers, and in their lives find inspiration for our tasks; 
but no day has presented greater problems for the Church to solve, 
or demanded more relative sacrifices and heroism than the present, 
and especially upon the part of cur pastors’ wives; or produced finer 
types of Christian disciples. 


We record our sorrow at the sad losses which have come to 
many this year. Six of our homes have been called to pass through 
the shadows. Early in the year, F. H. Ross of Newman Church, 
lost a little child and his aged mother; a sad accident in the home 
of Geo. E. Foster, Epworth Church, brought to its close the long 
life of his sainted mother, honored and loved by so many of our 
members in this Conference. Mrs. Don S. Ford, the young accom- 
plished wife of our pastor at Hynes, passed away after a brief ill- 
ness, leaving a little child to comfort the disconsolate heart of her 
husband. Three superannuated members of the Conference have 
died within the bounds of the Los Angeles District: J. D., Monroe, 
R. S. Badger, and Chas. Leach. These “all died in the faith.” 


Several changes in pastorates have occurred during the year. L. 
M. Hagood, pastor of Wesley Church, was transferred to the 
Lexington Conference, and E. M. Kinchen came to Wesley in his 
place. Bernard Gibbs of Melrose Avenue was exchanged for Frank 
W. Otto of El Paso; and J. W. Neely of La Junta, Colorado Con- 
ference, was transferred and appointed to Hobart Boulevard in ex- 
change for W. A. Brown. At the last session of the Conference, 
W. A. Betts, pastor of First Church, Long Beach, was transferred 
to First Church, Spokane, in exchange with H. I. Rasmus, who has 
proved himself the man for this large and growing church. 


The various organizations within the Church are all rendering 
efficient service. The Methodist Brotherhood has been established 
in a number of charges, but there is much room for the growth 
and development of this organization among the men. The Ep- 
worth League continues to be an active force among the young 
people. It does not show large increase in membership, but this 
is accounted for by the aggressive work in the Sunday school in 
developing the organized classes, which is not a disadvantage to 
the general interests of the Church. 
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The, Sunday School work was probably never doing more intelli- 
gent and aggressive work. The appointment of Rev. Oren B: 
Waite field agent of the Sunday School within the bounds of the 
Conference by the Sunday School Board, has: given excellent sat- 
isfaction. 

The Methodist Hospital, under the supervision of the W. H. M. 
Society with B. C. Cory as field secretary, has had a year of 
beneficent ministry of which the Church may well be proud. 


The University of Southern California continues to grow in im- 
portance and effectiveness. The members of the Conference have 
heard with great satisfaction that our Methodist institution now 
has exactly the same standing in the State as the State University 
and Stanford University. The success of the College of Liberal 
Arts has become its most serious embarrassment. The Maclay 
School of Theology is doing a work which can hardly be over- 
estimated and we must increase the equipment and efficiency of 
this school. No appeal for education can be made to the Church 
at the present time equal to that for the education of the men who 
are to be the ministers in the churches. Let the Conference this 
year rally to the support of our University and help raise a much 
needed increase in our endowment of a half million dollars, and 
request the Board of Trustees to give special attention to the en- 
larging of the faculty of the Maclay School. 


The Methodist Mission on East Fifth Street has had another 
year of continuous ministry to the unchurched of our city. 

One year ago it looked as though financial stress would cause 
the closing of the mission. But the committee of seven laymen, 
assisted by the munificent gifts of the president of the City Mis- 
sionary Society, Mr. J. E. Carr, special contributions from Churches 
outside the city, and the practice of strict economy, has been able 
to keep the mission open until the present time. 

The material interests of the churches have been carefully man- 
aged and the contributions of our people for the growing Kingdom 
are an evidence of consecration and are hard to be paralleled. The 
continued increase of the cost of living is a serious problem to 
ministers. We are certainly living in an age unpretedented for 
beneficence. Yet our ministers’ salaries are largely inadequate to 
the demands made upon them. Something has been accomplished 
during the past two years. The total increase for salaries in the 
district for the past two years is $10,000. 

' The benevolent causes of the Church have received generous con- 
sideration, and will show a large increase in wee offerings of 3 
people. 

Three new charges have been pinieet Woodcrest, located a 
few miles south of the city, where we have had Sunday School un- 
der the charge of our pastor, C. W. Roberts at Sunnyside, will ap 
pear as a separate charge this coming year. peek ge 
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On West Washington Boulevard, on Arlington Heights, a lot in 
a strategic location was purchased by the City Missionary Society 
at a cost of $2300. A charge has been organized, and for five months 
services have been held in a near by hall. Next year we expect to 
erect a bungalow church. 

The third charge organized is that of Lenox Ave., South Ingle- 
wood. This society is the result of the zeal and wisdom of R. J. 
Taylor, our pastor at Inglewood. 


The Compton Church, W. M. Harkness, pastor, was projected 
last year and brought to completion early in the Conference year. 
This charge was one of the first organized within the bounds of 
the Southern California Conference. About forty years ago the 
people erected the old house of worship in which many of the strong 
men of this Conference have preached as pastor. The new structure 
with every modern convenience for church work, is worthy of the 
town and community. Its cost was about $15,000, all of which has 
been paid or provided for in bankable notes. 


South Main St. Church, C. H. Lawrence, pastor, has had the most 
successful and conspicuous year of its history. Led by this wise 
pastor, one of the best church lots in the southern part of the city 
was secured. During the present year, the chapel of a large, artistic 
church, built of brick, has been completed at a cost of $16,000. 


The largest enterprise in church building of the year is that of 
First Church, Hollywood, E. P. Ryland, pastor. Though this charge 
is just completing its second year, it has a membership of 385. 
One of the finest lots in this growing suburb was secured last year. 
Plans were adopted for a fine church building, which will involve a 
total expenditure of about $50,000. 


Boyle Heights Church continues to grow and prosper under the 
leadership of W. E. Tilroe. During his pastorate of nineteen 
months 210 members have been received by letter and on profes- 
sion of faith. During the present’ year an alcove for a pipe organ 
and a choir room have been added to the church; a fine pipe 
organ is being installed, and best of all, $10,000 has been secured 
in cash, and good subscriptions backed by notes, to cover all the 
cost and to provide for an old debt. 


Whittier has had a prosperous year under the pastorate of Chas. 
Coke Woods. There has been a net increase in church member- 
ship of 64, an advance in giving for benevolences; and an indebt- 
edness of $8,500 has been provided for, by cash of almost $4,000, 
and the balance in negotiable notes. 


University Church, J. A. Geissinger, pastor, has probably had 
the best year in its history. ~The people have given for all pur- 
poses this year, $16,000. Over two hundred persons have joined 


the church, making a net gain in membership of over 150, and 
an increase in the offerings for missions of $2,000. 
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Hamilton Church, W. A. Knighten, pastor, is located in an 
important section of our city, but its work has been made diffi- 
cult by a burdensome debt. With the aid of the City Missionary 
Society by caring for the interest the debt has been reduced $500 
this year, and a lot has been given by a friend to apply on the 
debt worth $200. There has been a net increase of 20 per cent 
in the membership. 


First Church, Los Angeles, Chas. Edward Locke, pastor, is one 
of the conspicuous churches in all Methodism. Its fame has gone 
through all the church, for its vast audiences, its membership of 
almost 2500, and its great Sunday School of more than 3000 members 
under that indefatigable and successful Sunday School Superin- 
tendent, Dr. H. W. Brodbeck. The annual contributions of this 
church for all purposes are approaching a half hundred thousand 
dollars annually. This year the offerings for missions will total 
$15,000. 


The following churches have had conspicuous growth in mem- 
bership: Central Church, Long Beach—50; Compton—27; Echo 
Park—30; East Hollywood—53; Haven—74; Ocean Park—23; South 
Main—51; Gardena—85; First Church, Santa Monica—76; Vermont 
Square—75; Huntington Park—24; Belvedere—36, and some of the 
smaller churches larger increases by percentage. The total net 
increase for the District is over 1200. 

The work among the Spanish people of our state requires our 
most careful consideration. With the opening of the Panama 
Canal these people are to come in increasing numbers. We have 
secured the services of V. M. McCombs, who has spent some years 
in Peru, to have charge of our Spanish work. 

The present conference should take suitable action to impress 
the coming meeting of the Home Missionary Board with the 
growing importance of San Pedro as a port of entry. Not an 
inconsiderable proportion of emigration from southern Europe is 
to be diverted to our State. The church at large must come to 
our help. 

The church has done magnificently. From 1900 to 1910 the city’s 
population increased 211 per cent and during that time English 
speaking Methodism increased 196 per cent, and if we could 
gather all the facts, it would be shown that we have kept pace 
with the population. Our growth for all benevolences has in- 
creased 378 per cent, and for missions alone 487 per cent, while 
salaries have increased 212 per cent. The tasks and responsibilities 
before us as ministers are simply tremendous. 

As a direct visible result of special services there were received 
into church membership more than 400. 

The evangelism of the Methodist Episcopal Church was never 
more needed since the great movement of the Wesleys and their 
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coadjutors. Emphasis is again needed upon all our doctrines based 
upon absolute free will and the possibility of every man being 
able to be saved; a Gospel which does not hold an atonement for 
sin, limited to the elect in this dispensation, or any dispensation, 
but says with John Wesley that the Kingdom, “Came with power 
at Pentecost. Look not for it in distant times, it is come, it is 
present in the souls of believers.” “A temporal kingdom is a 
dream.” 

During the year we have received from laity and ministers alike 
uniform kindness, courtesy and co-operation, for which we wish 
to express and record our heartfelt gratitude.

REPORT OF THE SAN DIEGO DISTRICT. 


In presenting my report I want first to thank my co-workers for 
their uniform kindness and patience during my first year. 


The year has been one of great blessing. Death has not visited 
any of the parsonages (though two of our honored superannuates, 
Brother C. L. Libby of Redlands, and G. S. Hartupee of San Diego, 
have been translated from the Church militant to the Church 
triumphant). But life has come in the gift of a precious babe to 
each: of the homes of Brothers McKenzie and Geyer, of River- 
side, and, with two exceptions, that of Brothers Bear of Fallbrook, 
and Strauberg of La Habra, no serious illness has come to any of 
our pastors. 


“ Only -two failed to go promptly to their work, one—Brother 
Lerma—who withdrew from our ministry; and the Superintendent 
himself; for hardly had I begun my work when the quarantine man 
shut me up for three weeks. The isolation gave me chance to look 
into ‘the face of my Master and get afresh my commission from 
Him.And that new commission involved three things: To en- 
throne the Quarterly’ Conference ‘in the life of the Churchs sto 
enthrone the missionary enterprise in the heart of the Church; to 
enthrone revivalism in the constant activity of the Church. 


“Let me take you over our big District—a District almost as large 


as the whole of New England, and show: you briefly what your 
brothers have been doing. 


“Imperial Valley, ten years ago declared worthless by Govern- 
ment agents, brings to the preacher difficulties greater than found 
in’ atiy’ other section of the Conference. But your brothers have 
triumphed. Gortner at Calexico has wiped out a seemingly im- 
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movable debt of $800, made improvements on the property, and 
led in a gracious revival. Saylor, at El Centro, has with great 
ability and persistence built the most attractive and commodious 
church structure in the valley, at a cost of $7000. He has also 
begun the work of completing the parsonage. At Holtville, Mor- 
gan has led in improvements on the property, and held a most 
gracious revival. Converse, at Silsbee, has steadily held the work 
in that unsettled and deplorably irreligious section, and opened 
work at the new and promising railway center of Seeley, at which 
point we shall soon build a new church. McKee, at Imperial, has 
wiped out the debt there, organized the work at Mesquite and pio- 
neered the way for other appointments. Vann, at Brawley, has 
kept an open eye on outlying points and secured the promise of 
lots for a church in neighboring settlements; while Dimmitt, in spite 
of unceasing suffering, has reorganized the work at Palms, relocat- 
ing it at Alamorio, and has built and fully provided for a very 
commodious church and parsonage at a cost of over $4000. 


At the new settlement of Bard, a new society has been organized 
and is under the leadership of that intrepid missionary, James A. 
Crouch, in addition to his work among the Yuma Indians. 


In the heart of the Palo Verde Valley, at Blythe, the way having 
been pioneered by P. H. Bodkin and his gitted wife, a society was 
organized and put under the care of George H. Burgess, who will- 
ingly undertook this difficult missionary enterprise. We expect to 
build a church there this coming year. 


C. W. Babcock and his devoted wife have wrought faithfully 
against great odds at Indio, strengthening the little society, and 
liquidating debts. He has also organized a new society at Mecca. 


Frank Lucas has led the conservative church at Banning to real 
victory, adding almost fifty to its membership, conducting several 
weeks of revival, and almost doubling the benevolent offerings. 


At Colton, David Loofbourrow has worked with great accept- 
ance to both church and community, liquidated some of the debt. 
on the church, and made improvements on the parsonage. Rialto, 
under the leadership of Albert Embree, has had a most gracious 
revival made improvements to its property, purchased a new piano 
and lessened its indebtedness. San Bernardino has had a year of 
great prosperity under the leadership of the scholarly and eloquent 
Eli McClish, who has put Methodism into the front rank in that 
growing city. 

Del Rosa has been supplied by G. S. Brown and J. Crawford 
Trotter, who will apply for admission on trial. 


Revival spirit and increase of benevolences mark the work of 
the year at Highland, J. N. Roberts, pastor. 


At Redlands, S. B. Danley has very faithfully served the Harroll 
church. This colored church is very weak in numbers, but nobly 
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strong in spirit. Grace Church has had a difficult year. One hun- 
dred and seventy-five dollars, however, have been spent on im- 
provements. The Spanish Mission was closed, and under the care 
of Dr. McGill, a returned medical missionary from Korea, a Korean 
Mission established in the Spanish Mission building and already 
two have been granted local preacher’s licenses. First Church, 
under the skillful and energetic leadership of E. J. Inwood, has 
increased her membership, largely added to her benevolent offer- 
ings, cleaned up longstanding floating indebtedness and spent $800 
in repainting the church. 


At San Jacinto, J. J. Post has wiped out $250 of old indebted- 
ness, has spent for improvements $150, has largely increased both 
benevolences and membership, and taken steps that will make cer- 
tain their elegant new church next year. 


Hemet, under H. W. Weyant, has had a gracious revival con- 
ducted by her pastor, has built an additional room for Sunday school 
work at a cost of $300, and has secured subscriptions sufficient to 
wipe out her parsonage debt. 

Winchester, under the leadership of J. C. Gowan—with that of 
his most estimable wife—has forged right ahead. A new Sunday 
school primary room has been built at a cost of $400; other im- 
provements have been made costing $100. 


Perris, the railway and strategic center of the valley, has been 
very faithfully and successfully served by Albert Ore. A new piano 
has been purchased, which with other improvements on church and 
parsonage, has cost $310. 

S. W. Carnes has, at Elsinore, increased the membership and 
benevolent offerings of the church, and paid on improvements $150. 


George Cocking, at Murietta and Wildomar, has wrought well, 
and now is able to take his full share of work again. 


Faithful and devoted work on the part of the pastor, F. A. Leak, 
with special emphasis on missions, has held Highgrove to a steady 
life. Arlington, under the guidance of A. J. McKenzie, has built 
a new parsonage at a cost of $2300, while its benevolences and 
membership both show marked advance. Grace Church, with W. 
C. Geyer as pastor, has had its best year yet. No better organ- 
ized, no more aggressive and progressive church is in the Con- 
ference. The debt on the church building has been practically 
liquidated—$2300 being paid—while added real estate has been 
purchased. A. W. Adkinson, at First Church, has greatly strength- 
ened the membership, while the church and parsonage have been 
painted and other improvements made at a cost of $1000. 

Corona, with W. K. Beans as pastor, has had increase of mem- 
bership and benevolences, two weeks’ revival campaign and nearly 
$1000 paid on the church debt. 
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Santa Fe Springs, under the pastorate of H. H. Haddock, a 
devoted layman, has paid $150 on old indebtedness, on improve- 
ments $150. La Habra, led by Henry Stranberg, has done 
admirably. Olinda has offered W. G. Millett a great field for ser- 
vice among stalwart men, and will show advance, and almost $200 
paid on improvements. 

Orange County forms a compact section in which Methodism 
holds a large place. Fullerton has wiped out a big block of its 
debt and made marked increase in membership. Anaheim has 
built a Sunday school primary room and made other improvements. 
‘Orange has spent nearly $1000 in enlarging and improving its 
‘Sunday school room, with interest deepening in every direction. 
Santa Ana has enlarged its Sunday school room at cost of $1500, 
and paid on old indebtedness $500. Garden Grove has, at an ex- 
pense of almost $1000, made substantial addition to its church, and 
asks for the pastor’s return for the seventh year. Artesia has had 
its property transformed in outward appearance, and has spent over 
$300 in improvements. Cypress has held together in a wonderful 
way, and paid its debt of $125. Buena Park and Clair give promise 
of steady gain. Westminster and Wintersberg have had deepening 
interest in Sunday school and league. Huntington Beach is pros- 
pering and has paid on debt and improvements $175. 

Both Fallbrook and San Marcos have suffered on account of the 
illness of their pastors, Brothers Bear and Kemper, though at 
the latter improvements have been made on the parsonage costing 
$150. Oceanside, under the leadership of E. M. Crandall, has 
wiped out its parsonage debt. Escondido has, under the leadership 
of Alexander Hardie, had its best year, shown by large congrega- 
tions and constant revival spirit. 


San Diego and its vicinity give a group of fine and- growing 
churches. For the past six months Pacific Beach has been supplied 
by J. P. Barker. 

Our church at Coronado has been reopened with B. T. Stauben 
in charge. 

J. A. Collins has done faithful work at Nestor and Otay. 

During the year a new. society was organized at Chula Vista, 
under the skillful leadership of Ephriam Sedweek. The member- 
ship has grown to 50, the Sunday school to 115, the League to 40, 
and the contract let for a $10,000 church. 

At National City, L. G. Spring has brought our church from a 
practically defeated host to a live, active and aggressive church. 

La Mesa, under the leadership of F. C. Edwards, has wiped out 
its debt of $1000, paid $400 on improvements, and has had a large 
ingathering through revivals. 

At Santee a new society was ‘organized whose membership, con- 
stantly blessed by revival life, already numbers fifty, and the con- 
tract has been let for a new $4000 church. 
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A society has been organized at Campo and put under the pas- 
toral oversight of R. F. Clark. 

In San Diego itself the work has gone steadily forward. A 
change of property has been secured for. Mission Hills, on which 
we shall erect a Mission Chapel. 

Fairmount at City Heights, with F. W. Gorman as supply, has 
doubled the membership and enlarged the church building. 

Taylor Church has, with W. W. Hull as pastor, had a gracious 
revival, has put in new pews at a cost of over $800, and has some- 
what reduced its debt. 

In the heart of the city, under the auspices of the W. H. M. Si 
we shall erect a Mission Chapel. 

At Central, G. W. Barron has had his usual success. Large 
congregations, gracious spiritual life, generous benevolent offerings 
are the results of his ministry. The church has secured an ad- 
joining lot and is also undertaking mission enterprises in two other 
parts of the city. 

First Church has had so good a year under the inspiring lead- 
ership of its pastors, L. T. Guild and O. N. Oleson, that its mem- 
bership now is more than 1000. During the year $1500-has been 
paid on the bonded indebtedness, while a generous bequest of $23,000 
from the now sainted Mrs. Harriet Stone Fairhead will make possi- 
ble the speedy liquidation of the big debt on this church. 

The Sunday school outlook is very encouraging. Fully 8000 are 
enrolled in our Sunday schools and many of these schools are finely 
organized. Group conferences were arranged for in Garden Grove, 
Colton, San Diego, Hemet and El Centro, which under the leader- 
ship of Dr. Waite were of large benefit to Sunday school work. 

A very notable Epworth League convention was held last May at 
Corona under the inspiring presidency of W. C. Geyer. 

The camp meeting at Huntington Beach will be duly,and fully 
reported later. I cannot, however, refrain from commending the 
splendid work of Evangelists Brown and Curry. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies of the District have raised this year not 
less than $10,000. The time has come when this work should be 
fully reported, along with the other work of the church. 

My District has not yet taken the interest it should in the 
Woman’s Missionary work of the church, but some day it will. 

The reports will show that the missionary offerings of the Dis- 
trict will total about $14,000; that about 800 have professed con- 
version under the preaching of the Word, of whom 600 came into 
the church on probation and of whom fully 500 came directly from 
our Sunday schools. ; 

For all of which, while wishing the result was tenfold more, we 
thank God and take courage. at 4 

Once more, I thank you, brothers of my District, for all your love 
and loyalty, and pray God’s choicest blessings on you and-yours. 
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The characters of the effective elders of the San Diego District 
were passed and the pastors reported the taking of their collections. 
The names of those holding special appointments were called 
and their characters were passed. 


San Francisco Election—On motion of Eli McClish the following 
resolution was adopted and ordered forwarded: 


Hon. James Rolph, Jr., Mayor-elect of San Francisco, California: 


The Southern California Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church composed of 265 preachers now in annual session, rejoice 
in the success of the non-partisan reform forces of your city in 
electing you with such overwhelming majority, and we pray that 
your administration in its devotion to law and order and its promo- 
tion of civic righteousness may become as conspicuous as your 
city is for its beautiful location and its honor as the chosen site of 
the coming Panama Exposition. 


Drafts—The Bishop announced the receipt of drafts of $30 from 
the Chartered Fund, $400 from the Board of Conference claimants, 
and $2835 from the Book Concern and they were ordered paid to 
the Conference Treasurer. 


Publishing Minutes—On motion of W. A. Knighten the assess- 
ment for publishing the Conference Minutes was fixed at one-third 
of one per cent. of the pastors’ salaries, including house rent. It 
was further requested that the collection at the Sunday evening 
service be used for the same purpose. 


Death Benefits—On motion of J. L. Pitner the following resolu- 
tion was adopted: 


Resolved, that a committee of not less than three members of 
this Conference be appointed by the President to consider the ad- 
visability of organizing a society within the Conference whose duty 
it shall be to provide for the payment of death benefits to the 
widows of deceased members, and to such ministers as suffer the 
loss of their wives by death, and that the said committee report to 
this session of the Conference. 


Conference Boundary Commission—On motion of H. W. Peck 
the following resolution was adopted: 


Whereas, the California Conference has appointed a commission 


looking toward a readjustment of the boundaries of the two Con- 
ferences, 


Resolved, that we appoint the following commission to deal with 
the matter: S.J. McConnell, J. L. Pitner, A. W. Lamport, H. W. 


White, H. W. Peck. On motion of J. C. Gowan, the Bishop was 


requested to speak to the Lay Electoral Conference in the interest 
of our theological school. 


The Statistical Secretary announced the following assistants: C,

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W. H. Fulford, F. A. Smith, H. H. Strauberg, C. W. Shumway, 
J. P. Barker and H. H. Hocker. 


Pulpit Supply—On motion of F. M. Larkin, B. C. Cory and 
W. M. Sterling were appointed a committee on Pulpit Supply. 


Order of the Day—Election of delegates to the General Confer- 
ence, and voting on constitutional amendments was made the Order 
of the Day immediately after the admission of the class to full 
membership. The Bishop announced that he would call the class 
at the opening of the Friday morning session. Ten o’clock Satur- 
day morning was fixed as the time for the Bishop’s address to the 
class, and the Secretary was instructed to send notice of this to the 
daily papers. ; 


Brewer’s Association Protest—On motion of L. T. Guild the fol- 
lowing resolution was passed: “Resolved, that the Secretary of the 
Conference be instructed to send a telegram to President Taft 
protesting against the recognition by the Government of the 
Brewers’ Association in allowing Secretary Wilson to act as 
honorary president of the same.” 


Deaconess Board—W,. A. Knighten read the report of the Con- 
ference Deaconess Board of Nine, and it was adopted. (See re- 
port.) The Secretary was instructed to cast the ballot for the 
Board, nominated in the report, and they were declared duly 
elected. On motion of T. H. Woodward, Matt S. Hughes and . 
E. A. Healy were added to the Committee on Pastoral Address. 


Sifting Committee—On motiona sifting committee was ordered 
to whom shall be referred all requests for the presentation of out- 
side causes before the Conference. The committee of last year 
was reappointed, consisting of M. S. Hughes, D. F. Howe and J.

Treasurer’s Report—J. B. Green read a summary of the report of 
the Conference funds.

Anniversary Volume—On motion of C. E. Locke, a committee of

C. W. Tarr to consider and report upon the advisability of issuing 
a memorial volume which shall contain a resume of the addresses 
delivered at the 35th anniversary and sketches of the other charter 
members of the Conference and any other desirable historic matter.

J. A. Crouch was introduced and addressed the Conference in 
relation to our work among the Yuma Indians. 

Bishop R. G. Waterhouse of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South was introduced and addressed the Conference.

H. T. Smith, Don S. Ford and W. W. Kaler were called, their 
District Superintendents, the committee on Conference relations 
and the Registrar reported on their cases and on motion of G. W. 
Coultas they were elected to deacon’s orders, admitted to full 
membership in the Conference and advanced to the studies of the 
third year. 

R. E. Mealey was called, the District Superintendent, the com- 
mittee on Conference Relations and the Registrar reported and on 
motion of J. B. Green he was continued on trial and advanced to 
the studies of the third year. 

R. A. Weaver was called, the Superintendent, the committee and 
the Registrar reported and on motion of G. W. Coultas he was 
admitted to full membership and discharged from the course of 
study.

The vote was taken on the constitutional amendment changing 
the date of the opening of the General Conference to the first 
secular day in May; 159 voting aye and 23 no. 


San Francisco Exhibit—A resolution presented by Chas. Went- 
worth regarding an exhibit to be arranged by the Book Concern 
at San Francisco was referred to the Committee on Memorials. 


Interconference Home Missionary Parliament—A. Inwood pre- 
sented the following resolution concerning an Interdenominational 
Parliament of Home Missions and Church Extension: 


Resolved, that we, in annual conference assembled, request Henry 
J. Coker, Field Secretary of the Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension to organize within the bounds of the Southern 
California Conference a Conference Home Missionary Parliament, 
having for its aim the education of our people and pastors in the 
need for an important and fundamental nature of the Christianiza- 
tion of America and her Insular possessions. 


Resolved, that this Parliament shall include Los Angeles Dis- 
trict, Pasadena District, San Diego District, Arizona District, Japa- 
nese Mission, Chinese Mission, Pacific Swedish Conference, Cali- 
fornia German Conference, W. Nor.

Hughes, John L. Nuelson, Wm. A. Quayle, Dr. Fred H. Wright, 
Superintendent of Italian Work, New York; Mrs. May Leonard 
Woodruff, New York, N. Y.; Dr. Herbert B. Johnson, Superin- 
tendent Japanese Work; Benj. S. Haywood, Porto Rico; Dr. I. L.

Resolved, that we request the churches where the Parliament is 
held to entertain the persons on the program, and do everything 
possible to accommodate the delegates, and thus be entitled to fill 
the auditorium of the church, after the regular delegates are pro- 
vided with seats. 


Memorial—-J. L. Pitner presented a resolution concerning the 
reinstating of ministers previously convicted of immorality and it 
was referred to the Committee on Memorials. 


Death Benefits—J. L. Pitner, J. B. Green and J. A. Wood were 
appointed the committee on death benefits, as ordered at yester- 
day’s session. 


Question XXII—‘“Where shall the next Conference be held?” 
was called. C. E. Locke presented an invitation to return to First 
Church, Los Angeles. H. J. Rasmus presented an invitation from 
First Church, Long Beach. The invitation from First Church, Los 
Angeles, was withdrawn, and Long Beach was selected. 


Question XXV—‘Who are the Triers of Appeals?” was called. 
A. L. Baker, Wo K. Beans, Su Aw smithyeae.. Carrollsand CAG 
Bunker were re-elected. 


Report of Committee on Auditing Treasurer’s accounts was read, 
showing that the books were correct. 


Conference Boundary—H. W. Peck read the following report of 
the Commission on Conference Boundaries, and it was referred to 
the General Conference Committee on Boundaries: 

At a meeting of the joint commissions of the California and 
Southern California Conference, it was agreed to recommend to the 
General Conference the following changes in the description of the 
boundaries of the two Conferences: That the name Fresno be 
substituted for Madera, and that the following phrase be added, 
“and including the town of Newman situated within the bounds 
of the California Conference.” 

H. W. Waltz presented a resolution requesting the appointment

On motion of A. Inwood, the report of the Committee on Sunday 
Schools was made the order of the day immediately following the 
report on Education. 


Question XXIII—*Who are the Supernumerary Preachers?” was 
called. S. J. Carroll, J. H. Avery, J. A. Dearing, F. C. Buck, W. F. 
Oglesby, F. J. Seaman were continued. C. F. Seymour and G. L. 
Cole were changed from effective to supernumerary. C. H. Law- 
rence was granted a supernumerary relation and referred to the 
Board of Stewards. Frederick Miller was made effective and the 
rules were suspended and G. S. Madden was made effective. 


Question XVII—“Who have been located at their own request?” 
was called. A communication was read from H. H. Hunt request- 
ing a location on account of ill health. The request was granted 
and the Secretary was instructed to send a letter of sympathy to 
Brother Hunt.

Order of the Day—On motion of J. L. Pitner the election of the 
three alternates was made the order of the day immediately follow- 
ing the reading of the minutes, Saturday.

Eli McClish led the devotions at 8:30 a.m. The Bishop took the 


chair at 9 o’clock. The minutes of yesterday’s session were read 
and approved. 


General Conference Reserves—The order of the day was called 
and a ballot was taken for reserve delegates to General Conference, 


it being ordered that the three receiving the highest vote be de- 
clared elected. 


Conference Program—F. G. H. Stevens presented the following 
resolution and it was adopted: 


“In view of the fact that our Annual Conference is an opportune 


time for bringing our ministry in touch with the teachers of our 
church, 


“Resolved, that we heartily endorse the plan of the Drew Alumni 
Association of the California Conference to bring Dr. Rodgers of 


Drew Theological Seminary to the coast next fall for instructive 
work at our next annual session.” 
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Conference Relations Committee—A. W. Adkinson presented the 
following new Rule of Order and it was adopted: 


The Committee on Conference Relations shall consist of nine 
members, who shall be elected for a term of three years, but they 
shall be divided into three classes of three members each, one class 
to be elected annually. 


Peace Resolution—John Oliver presented the following resolu- 
tion and it was adopted: 

While we believe in the absolute separation of church and state, 
we also most earnestly believe in the unity of civil and religious 
activity for human good. The Gospels of Jesus Christ hold in their 
‘doctrines the true progressive life of the race, and the faithful 
preaching of Jesus’ conception of the fatherhood of God will ulti- 
mately, bring the practical realization of the brotherhood of man, 
and we are glad to recognize any and all endeavors that tend to 
bring the kingdom of Christ on earth; therefore, 


Resolved, that we appreciate the wise judgment and humane 
statesmanship of President William H. Taft in his recognition of a 
national and world sentiment for peace, and promise him our sup- 
port to make the present treaty of peace between the United States 
and England and France effective, and that we appeal to the Sen- 
ate of the United States to ratify said treaty. 


Resolved, that this resolution be sent to President Taft and to ; 
the Chairman of the Foreign Relations Committee of the Senate. 

John Z. Moore, representing the Korean Quarter Centennial 
‘movement and the Board of Foreign Missions, was introduced and 
spoke on the work in Korea. 


Question XI—“What members have completed the Conference 
‘Course of Study?” was called. 

A. R. Moore, M. R. Walton, Wm. Reberger, O. N. Saylor, Burton 
Hamlin, C. D. Hicks, Samuel Hughes, R. J. Coyne, Bernard Gibbs,

Question XII—‘What others have been Elected and Ordained 
Deacons?” was called. 


C. H. Fowler, G. L. Moxley and Henry G. Burgess were elected 
to local Deacon’s orders. A. A. Burge was elected Deacon under 
the Missionary rule. H. B. Clark was elected Deacon under the 


‘Seminary rule.. 
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Reserve Delegates—The tellers returned and reported that H. W. 
Peck, G. F. Bovard and G. W. Coultas had received the highest 
number of votes, and the Bishop declared them the reserve dele- 
gates. 


Bishop’s Address—The class for admission to Conference in full 
connection was called to the front. They presented written 
answers to the stipulated questions, and affirmatively answered the 
disciplinary questions. The Bishop addressed the class on the 
theme “The temptation of Christ as applied to the present-day 
temptations of the ministry,’ in which he said: “Christ’s chosen 
battleground against sin was in his own heart, not out in the world 
of the concrete. It was here he struggled in agony and prevailed. 
Your attitude toward your ministry is to be determined in the 
sanctuary of your own soul. You will be tempted as He was to 
use your spiritual powers to gain material blessing for yourselves. 
Keep your spiritual emphasis primary, and God will take care of 
you through the consecrated laity of the church. You will be 
tempted to do superficial and spectacular things to gain an easy 
and quick recognition. Sensationalism in sermon topics simply 
demands more sensationalism. Preach the eternal truths. The 
third temptation that will come to you will be wrong methods of 
seeking your ambitions. There is no sin in desiring to attain the 

- highest positions of the church provided you do not bow down to 
the devil in seeking that. Christ refused the kingdoms of this 
world on the devil’s terms, but the centuries are laying them at His 
feet. Tread the ways with Him as you prosecute your ministry. 
I plead with you to throw yourselves with tremendous abandon 
and spiritual passion into this: work, enthroning Christ. See the 
sacrificial path along which His feet walked, and which has become 

_luminous, and yield yourself to Christ and the work of ministry.” 


Methodist Mission—J. E. Carr, president of the Methodist Mis- 
sion of Los Angeles, presented the report of the Mission. 


Alfred Inwood presented the following resolution and it was 
adopted: 


Whereas, the Methodist Mission to the unchurched on East Fifth 
Street in Los Angeles was organized at the request of the Annual 
Conference, and for more than two years its doors have been 
opened every day and every night, ministering to thousands who 


are seldom touched by the regular services of the church; there- 
fore, be it 


Resolved, that we hereby reaffirm our endorsements of other 
years, and pledge our sympathetic support to the board of laymen 
which is responsible for its finances; and that we will welcome the 
representatives of the Mission to our pulpits, and give our people 
an opportunity to make offerings for its support. 
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On motion of J. B. Green the order of the day was suspended 


until after the men sent to represent the general interests of the 
church shall have been heard. 


F. D. Bovard was presented and represented the work and oppor- 
tunity of the California Christian Advocate. 


Foreign Missionary Campaign—After an address concerning our 
foreign field by Dr. Harvey Reeves Calkins, of India, Alfred Inwood 
presented the following resolution and it was adopted: 


Resolved, that we, in Annual Conference assembled, cordially 
invite the Rev. J. B. Trimble, Field Secretary of the Board of For- 
eign Missions, to organize within the bounds of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Conference an educational and intensive campaign for the 
cause of Foreign Missions and for the introduction of the “New 
Financial Plan” approved by the several benevolent boards of our 
church; furthermore, : 


Resolved, that if dates and convention centers can be arranged 
with mutual satisfaction, we request the Board of Foreign Missions 
and the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension, through 
their respective Field Secretaries, to organize an educational and 
intensive campaign together. 


The time was extended. 


Children’s Home Society—A. H. Gunnett, field agent of the Cali- 
fornia Children’s Home Society, represented the work of that 
society. C. E. Locke presented the following resolution and it was 
adopted: 

Whereas, the work of the Children’s Home Society of California 


has been brought to the attention of this Conference annually for 
many years, and, 


Whereas, We believe that the placing of all homeless children for 
adoption in Christian family homes as practiced by the Children’s 
Home Society furnishes the most natural and practical method for 
securing the settlement of such children. 


Resolved, that we hereby give said society our endorsement and 
commend it to the consideration and generosity of our people and 
the public. 

E. R. Willis, Superintendent of the National Deaconess Training 
School, San Francisco, represented the work of the Training School. 


In response to the request of Dr. Willis, Professor J. G. Hill of 
the University of Southern California was appointed to represent 
the Conference on the faculty of the Training School. 


The following resolution was presented by Chas. Wentworth 
and adopted: 


Resolved, that we express our unqualified confidence in Dr. Willis 
and the magnificent work he represents and is so persistently carry- 
ing on. We pray thatGod may send to this training school many 
more of our consecrated young women from Southern California 
to prepare themselves for Christian work as deaconesses. 
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Lay Electoral—D. W. Huffman, leader of the Lay Delegation to 
the General Conference, brought the greetings of the Laymen to. 
the Conference. 


Superannuate Home—F. D. Mather announced to the Conference 
that the Stevens corporation of which F. D. Stevens of Pasadena 
is president, had built and deeded to the Lake Avenue Church a 
bungalow home to be occupied by some superannuated member of 
this Conference. The Conference by a rising vote expressed its 
appreciation of this benefaction. 


Introductions—The following brethren were introduced: G. E. 
Kallstedt and J. O. Wahlberg of the Pacific Swedish Mission Con- 
ference; Dr. E. S. Chapman, Anti-Saloon League; C. M. Burtells,. 
Korea; Dr. W. W. Guth, C. E. Webb, G. A. Hough, M. H. Alex- 
-ander, California; L. Wright, Colorado; John Vrooman, Central 
Pennsylvania; A. H. Briggs, California; R. Zurbuchen, California 
German; S. L. Beiler, Genessee; H. L. Gregory, California, and J. B. 
De Bord, Oregon. Announcements were made and Conference ad- 
journed with the benediction by J. H. Henry.

L. D. Van Arnam conducted the devotions at 8:30 a. m. The 
Bishop took the chair at 9 o’clock. The minutes of the Saturday 
morning session were read and approved. 


Nevada Mission Boundary—S. A. Thomson presented a resolu- 
tion calling upon our delegates to General Conterence to unite 
with those from the California Conference to secure the restora- 
tion of the boundaries of the Nevada Mission as they were previous 
to the change of 1908, and it was adopted. 


Public Morals—L. T. Guild presented the report of the Com- 
mittee on Public Morals and it was ordered recommitted with in- 
structions to eliminate the reference to the accepting of free passes 
by our ministers. 


General Conference Memorials—A. W. Adkinson presented the 
following report of the Committee on Memorials to the General 
Conference: 


“Resolved, that the approaching General Conference to be held at 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, in the month of May, 1912, be and is here- 
by memorialized to so far amend the laws of the church governing 
the itinerary as to forever preclude the possibility of re-establish- 
ment in our pulpits of men who have been found guilty of gross 
immorality, while engaged in the ministry of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church.” 


Recommended and adopted. 


“Whereas, it is now a certainty that there will be held in the city 
of San Francisco, during the year 1915, a great International. Expo- 
sition, and 


“Whereas, it is also certain that at this Exposition Methodists 
will gather from all parts of the world, and 


“Whereas, an exhibit, as here outlined, will be of incalculable 
benefit in keeping our people together, and offering a place where 
they can come, without cost, to rest and also view with interest, a 
great exhibit of our church in Literature, Mission and History 
covering the entire field of the church, so far as we may be able 
to gather the material; therefore, be it 


“Resolved, that we memorializé the General Conference to author- 
ize the Bank Committee to arrange such an exhibit, inviting the 
co-operation and financial assistance of each Conference in world- 
wide Methodism, and calling for an exhibit that will worthily repre- 
sent the church in all her applied Christian efforts, making special 
efforts to display the Literature, History and Missions of the church 
throughout the world; and be it further 


“Resolved, that we memorialize the General Conference to invite 
all branches of Methodism throughout the world to co-operate in 
this exhibit, that this may be the most important and far-reaching 
exhibition of Methodist interests that the world shall have ever 
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seen. And ask, that this may be central, commodious and inviting, 
so that our people from the ends of the earth may find in this new 
country, and in the vast throngs that will come, a resting place and 
protection among friends. 


“Resolved, further, that the General Conference Board of the 
church and the college be invited to co-operate in this plan, also 
emphasizing the work and progress of all branches of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church throughout the world.” 


This resolution was amended by adding the request that the 
exposition be closed on Sunday, and was adopted as amended. 


“Whereas, in view of the present industrial conditions it is plainly 
the duty of the church to do all within its power to conserve the 
higher interests of all classes of society, and 


“Whereas, the Protestant Episcopal, Congregational and Presby- 
terian denominations have Departments of Labor to promote better 
relations between the laboring men and the church, therefore, 


“Resolved, that we memorialize the General Conference to estab- 
lish a Department of Labor and to put at its head a man familiar 
with labor problems and sympathetic with the laboring men.” 


Adopted. 


“We the members of the Southern California Conference respect- 
fully memorialize your honorable body to so change paragraph 260 
of the Discipline relating to ‘Impudent and Unchristian Conduct’ as 
to revert to Wesley’s phraseology ‘ such diversions as cannot be 
used in the name of the Lord Jesus.’” 


Adopted. 


“As the term ‘Probation’ is now in general use throughout the 
country in the courts to define a certain class of criminals, and is 
therefore a term carrying odium in its significance, we petition the 
General Conference to substitute the word, ‘Preparation’ and its 
derivatives or some other desirable word, wherever the word ‘Pro- 
bation’ and its derivatives occur in the discipline.” 


Adopted. 


“The command of our Lord Jesus was ‘go ye into all the world 
and preach.the gospel to every creature,’ and again He said, ‘suffer 
the little children to come unto me and forbid them not for of such 
is the kingdom of heaven.’ It is the duty of the church to see that 
children come to a knowledge of salvation through Christ without 
necessarily going into outbreaking sin. The future existence and 
progress of the church depend upon the salvation and attachment 
of the children and youth to the church. 


“Inasmuch, therefore, as the present plan of apportionment of 
benevolences often causes church official boards to frown upon the 
reception of large numbers of children into the church, and, inas- 
much as the present plan of apportionment of benevolences im- 
poses great burdens upon churches and parents who work for the 
evangelization of children, the Southern California Conference’ 
memorializes the General Conference to enact such legislation as 
shall make the apportionment of benevolences for church members 


under fifteen years of age one-half the amount apportioned to adult 
members.” 
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This was amended that we concur in the use of the fourfold basis 
for securing apportionments for our benevolences, but that children 
fifteen years of age and under be not included in such apportion- 
ment. Adopted as amended. 


ATs eliminate from the Book of Discipline paragraph No. 176 
with its caption and substitute the following: 


“Caption, ‘Preacher on leave of absence.’ A preacher at his own 
request, subject to actian of his Conference, may take leave of 
absence from the active work of the ministry from year to year for 
a period of no longer than three years. During this period he shall 
report at his Conference session, either in person or through his 
District Superintendent, and if residing without the bounds of Con- 
ference, have his ministerial standing verified by the District Super- 
intendent, or the pastor of the church where he resides. At the 
expiration of this period of three years any further disposition of 
the case shall rest entirely with the Conference, either for the con- 
tinuing the leave of absence, requiring a return to the active work, 
or locating him. 


“Wherever in the Book of Discipline the word ‘Supernumerary’ 
appears it shall be displaced by the words ‘Preacher on leave of 
absence.’ ” 3 


Adopted. 


“Resolved, that the Southern California Conference memorialize 
the General Conference to amend ‘chapter VII of the Appendix of 
the Discipline of 1908, paragraph 64, section 5, by the addition of 
the following words: ‘And that the Board of Examiners be em- 
powered to examine candidates and to report their findings to the 
Annual Conference. The whole paragraph will then read: ‘It being 
understood that the Annual Conference shall examine all candidates 
in regard to their personal attitude toward the Doctrine and Discip- 
line of the church, and that the Board of Examiners be empowered 
to examine candidates, and report their findings to the Annual 
Conference.’ ” 


Adopted. 


The memorial proposing a return to the five-year time limit with 
modification was not adopted. The memorial proposing to allow 
(superannuate ministers to vote in the Conference where they reside 
was not adopted. 

The proposed memorial allowing a member of the Conference 
to be left without appointment without change of relation was not 


concurred in. 


“Whereas, the next Quadrennium, 1912-1916, includes the 150th 
anniversary of American Methodism, the tremendous growth of 
which has been due in the largest sense to the fidelity, energy and 
self-sacrifice of a ministry: which is represented by the Superan- 
uated preachers who have so often yielded to other great causes 
that only during one brief quadrennium has the church systemati- 
cally and earnestly pushed their claims on the attention of our 
people or legislated directly in their interests. 


“Therefore, be it resolved, first, that we memorialize the General 
Conference of 1912 to assign to the church during the next quad- 
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rennium, the holy task of so increasing the annual income for the 
superannuates that the promise of a comfortable support, so sacred- 
ly made to them when they enter the Methodist ministry shall be 
fulfilled to those who are today in the honored ranks of the veteran 
preachers. 


“Second, that to secure such comfortable support for the future, 
we request the General Conference to call upon the church for a 
million dollars for the Permanent Fund of the Board of Conference 
claimants that it may have ample funds available to lead the church 
in this movement, and to provide for nécessary cases and needy 
conferences. 


“Third, that we request the Bishops to include this movement in 
the Episcopal address, and to urge this program on the attention of 
the General Conference with such recommendation as may seem to 
them to be wise, to the end that the church may graciously and 
sufficiently provide for the Superannuates who come from the pas- 
torate, as it does for those who enter the Honor Roll of the veteran 
ministry from the General Superintendency.” 


Adopted. 


“We cannot speak in terms of sufficient praise of the masterful 
Episcopal supervision of the Southern California Conference during 
the present quadrennium. 


“However, because of the increasing importance of this rapidly 
developing section of our country, and the strategic opportunities. 
which constantly present themselves to our aggressive Methodism, 
and because of the manifest impossibility of two General Superin- 
tendents being able to satisfactorily to themselves supervise this. 
vast field west of the Rocky Mountains; 


“Resolved, that we hereby memorialize the next General Confer- 
ence to carefully consider the availability of Los Angeles or vicinity 
as an Episcopal Residence.” 


Adopted. 


The memorial from the New York Conference abolishing the 
District Superintendency and enlarging the numbers of the Bishops. 
was not concurred in. 


The memorial favoring lay representation in the Annual Con- 
ference was not adopted. 


The time was extended. 


Pastoral Address—M. S. Hughes read the Pastoral Address and 
it was adopted with the provision that one thousand copies be 
printed and that the address be read on the first Sunday of the new 
Conference year before the churches of the Conference. 


Order of the Day—On motion of E. A. Healy the report of the 
Committee on Education was made the. order of the day for Tues- 
day immediately following the reading of the minutes. 


Episcopal Residence—On motion of J. L. Pitner the District 
Superintendents were requested to appoint a committee of five 
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ministers and five laymen to work in conjunction with the General 


Conference delegates to secure an Episcopal residence for Los 
Angeles. 


A. G. Park was introduced as the regularly appointed represen- 
tative of the Laymen’s Association and addressed the Conference. 


L. T. Guild was excused from further attendance upon the Con- 
ference sessions. 


J. L. Pitner introduced the following resolution and it was 
adopted: 


“Whereas, Rev. L. T. Guild, D. D., who has for the past five years 
been an honored member of this Conference, is soon to be trans- 
ferred to the pastorate of a large and infiuential church within a 
distant state, therefore be it 


“Resolved, that we deeply regret his departure and recognize in 
him a sympathetic, devoted and tactful pastor, a preacher of un- 
usual ability whose voice is ever heard in condemnation of wrong 
in the championing of the right. We commend him to those so 
fortunate as to secure his services as worthy of their confidence 
and affection, and if in the providence of God he should be trans- 
ferred to us again, we will cordially welcome him.” 


L. T. Guild addressed the Conference. 


Order of Day Reconsidered—On motion of G. F. Bovard the 
motion fixing the order of the day of the Committee on Education 
for Tuesday morning was reconsidered and by amendment was 
changed to Monday evening immediately following the reading of 
the minutes. 


It was ordered that when we adjourn, we adjourn to meet at 
2 o'clock. 


Memorials—The additional report of the Committee on Memorials 
to the General Conference was made the order of the day for Tues- 
day morning immediately following the reading of the minutes. 


Conference Relations—On motion of F. G. H. Stevens it was 
ordered that the Committee on Conference Relations be constituted 
into three classes by alphabetical arrangement of those now con- 
stituting the committee and that these three classes of three mem- 
bers each be recommended to the nominating committee for nomi- 
nation as the Committee on Conference Relations for next year. 


It was ordered that we adjourn for an afternoon session to 
extend from 2 o’clock to 3:30 o’clock. 


After announcements the Conference adjourned with the bene- 
diction by T. S. Urenn. 
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Afternoon Session 


The Bishop called the Conference to order at 2:15 o’clock. 
A. W. Adkinson reported for the Committee on Memorials to 
the General Conference as follows: 


“Resolved, that the Southern California Annual Conference 
memorialize the General Conference to amend paragraphs 91 and 
98 of the Discipline so as to provide for membership in the Dis- 
trict and Quarterly Conference of the Presidents of the Woman’s 
Home and Foreign Missionary Societies.” 


Adopted. 


Public Morals—L. T. Guild presented the recommitted report of 
the Committee on Public Morals and it was adopted. (See report.) 

A. W. Adkinson reported for the Committee on Memorials to 
the General Conference as follows: 


“Tt is widely claimed that there is a well-defined movement in our 
church to commit Methodism to the new theology of childhood 
religion, which theology impairs the absolute and universal neces- 
sity of the spirit birth as a condition of spiritual life; 


“Resolved, that we hereby respectfully memorialize the General 
Conference of 1912 to take such steps and adopt such measures as 
will prevent our church from being committed to any propaganda 
other than that taught in the Scriptures and in perfect accord with 
the accepted theological standards of Methodism.” 


Adopted. 


“Resolved, that we memorialize the General Conference to recog- 
nize the Lay Association as a regular corporate body of the church 
which body shall be authorized to meet at the time of the Annual 
Conference to transact such business as they deem essential to the 
church and not contrary to the General Conference. It shall be 
authorized to meet in joint session with the Annual Conference at 
a time to be determined by General Conference legislation to dis- 
cuss together things of common interest. Such common essentials 
shall be determined by the General Conference alone, but it shall 
ack deny to the joint session the right to recommend anything it 

esires.” 


Adopted. 


A session was ordered for tomorrow morning at 9 o’clock and the 
Conference adjourned with the benediction by Dr. Samuel L. Beiler. 


Evening Session 


The Bishop took the chair at 7:30 p. m.. The minutes of the 
morning and afternoon session were read and adopted. 


Educational Report—The order of the day was called and M. S. 
Hughes read the report of the Committee on Education. The por- 
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tion of the report dealing with the work of the General Board of 
Education was adopted. 


The Secretary was instructed to cast the ballot of the Conference 
for the following trustees of the University of Southern California 
as named in the report, and they were declared elected: A. E. 
Pomeroy, J. L. Pitner, W. A. Knighten, D. W. Edwards, J. B. 
Green, Geo. I. Cochran and W. F. Cronemiller. 

Among those who addressed the Conference concerning the re- 
port were President Geo. F. Bovard, Dean Healy of the Maclay 
School of Theology, Dean Porter of the College of Law, and 
Bishop Edwin H. Hughes. 


The report was adopted. 


Order of the Day—The report of the Sunday School committee 
was made the order of the day for tomorrow. 

The Conference adjourned with the benediction by W. A. 
Knighten. 


SEVENTH DAY 
Tuesday, October 3rd, 1911 


The Bishop took the chair at 9 o’clock and conducted the devo- 
tions. The minutes of the Monday evening session were read and 
adopted. 


Question I—“Is this Annual Conference Incorporated According 
to the Requirements of the Discipline?’ was asked and answered 
in the affirmative. 


Question IV—“Who has been Received on Credentials, and from 
what Churches?” was asked. 

Elmer H. Barnhart, an Elder of the United Brethren Church, was 
recognized on his credentials as an Elder and was admitted to the 
Conference. 

Samuel J. Lindsay, an Elder of the United Evangelical Church, 
was recognized on his credentials as an Elder and was admitted to 
the Conference. 


On motion of M. S. Hughes the following resolution was adopted: 


“Resolved, that the Board of Examiners be directed to prepare 
a selected course from our regular course of study having to do 
with Methodist doctrine, history and discipline and that persons 
coming to us by recognition of credentials be required to pass 
examinations in these studies.” 


Edward P. Perry, an Elder in the Methodist Protestant Church, 
and N. F. Hoffpauir, an Elder in the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, were recognized on their credentials as Elders and admitted 
to the Conference. 
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Question V—“Who have been Received on Trial?” was asked. 


C. S. Shepherd, recommended by the Arlington Heights Quarter- 
ly Conference, Los Angeles, and W. B. Cole, recommended by the 
Lamanda Park Quarterly Conference, were represented by their 
District Superintendents, the Committee on Conference Relations 
and the Registrar reported on their cases and upon motion they 
were admitted on trial and advanced to studies of the first year. 


An informal discussion was held concerning the small number of 
young men received on trial this year. 


Question VI—‘Who have been Continued on Trial?” was asked. 


A. A. Burge, H. B. Clark, J> P. Livoni, H. C. Taylor and C. W. 
Shumway were called, the Registrar teported and they were ad- 
vanced to studies of the second year, A. A. Burge being conditioned 
in “Christian Doctrine.” 


A. J. Hughes was called and he was continued in studies of the 
first year. 


Question IX—“What members are in Studies of Third Year?” 
was called. 


W. C. Buckner and E. H. Price were called and they were con- 
tinued in studies of the third year. 


Question X—“What members are in Studies of the Fourth Year?” 
was called. 


F. C. Edwards, F. A. Smith and W. C. Loomis were called, the 
Registrar reported and they were advanced to studies of the fourth 
year. 


Dr. Erwin S. Chapman, Superintendent of the Anti-Saloon 
League, was introduced and spoke earnestly of the work of the 
Anti-Saloon League. 


Question XIK—“Who have withdrawn?” was called. 


On motion of F, D. Mather, J. P. Widney was permitted to with- 
draw from the ministry and membership of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church and his credentials were ordered returned to him as souve- 
nirs of his work among us.

of the Conference. 


Question XXII—“What other personal notations should be 
made?” was called. 
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R. W. H. McAdams, an Elder in the Methodist Protestant Church, 
was recognized as a local Elder. 


L. D. Holgate, an Elder of the Wesleyan Methodist Connection 
of America, was recognized as a local Elder. 


E. P. Ryland was excused from further attendance on the morn- 
ing session. 


Question XXIII was resumed. On recommendation of the Com- 
mittee on Conference Relations, A. B. Embree, A. K. Stabler and 
G. W. Deniston were changed from the Effective to the Super- 
numerary Relation. 


Question XV—“Who have been Transferred, and to what Con- 
ference?” was called, and the Bishop announced the transfers of S. 
E, Winebrenner to the Puget Sound Conference, J. L. Moore, a 
probationer, to the Columbia River Conference, W. A. Brown to 
the Colorado Conference, and L. M. Hagood to the Lexington 
Conference. 


Transfers—The Bishop announced the transfer of Leon W. 
Moore, a probationer in the upper Iowa Conference in studies of 
the third year, to this Conference. On motion of A. Inwood he 
was admitted into full membership in the Conference and placed in 
studies of the third year. 

The transfer of W. E. McPheeters from the Indiana Conference 
was announced and he was continued on trial in studies of the 
third year. 

E. H. Barnhart, S. J. Lindsay, E. P. Perry and L. W. Moore were 
called to the front and answered affirmatively the Disciplinary ques- 
tions required to be answered by those desiring admission to the 
Conference. 


Collection—M. S. Hughes read the following resolution and it 
was adopted: 


“Whereas, the colored people of the south are coming to South- 
ern California in increased numbers, and it is vastly important that 
they shall find adequate church privileges, and the two mission 
churches under the charge of H. C. Cooper have been financially 
embarrassed for the past two years; therefore, be it 


‘Resolved, that we here and now give our lay brothers and all 
who desire, an opportunity to contribute to pay the balance of 
about three hundred dollars on, the two lots owned by this society 
and that it be placed in the hands of the Conference treasurer until 
such time as the entire amount is provided for in cash.” 


The colored members of the Conference took their place at the 
front and in the fashion peculiar to the colored churches the con- 
gregation came forward and left their offerings amounting to 


$180.30. 
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It was ordered that when we adjourn we adjourn to meet at 2 
o’clock. 


Conference Funds—J. B. Green presented his report as Field 
Secretary of the Conference Funds. 


On motion of W. A. Knighten, the Bishop was requested to re- 
appoint J. B. Green to his present position. 


A. Inwood nominated as Committee on Federation J. L. Pitner, 
J. B. Green and A. W. Adkinson and as Executive Board of the 
Missionary and Evangelistic Society G. W. Coultas, Chas. Went- 
worth, B. C. Cory, W. C. Geyer, C. V. Cowan, C. A. Kent, C. M. 
Crist and C. D. Lewis and they were. declared elected. The time 
was extended. 


On motion the District Superintendents were instructed in mak- 
ing the benevolent apportionments to use the fourfold basis of 
apportionment for the charges, the portion based upon membership 
to include only the members over fifteen years of age, such action 
to become operative at the next session of the Conference. 


Miss Benn, a medical missionary from north China, was intro- 
duced. 


The Conference adjourned with the benediction by A. B. Morri- 
son. 


Afternoon Session (Seventh Day) 


J. L. Pitner called the Conference to order at 2 o’clock. T. H. 
Woodward led in prayer. The minutes of the morning session 
were read and approved. 


J. B. Green represented the work of the Board of Conference 
Claimants. 


Order of the Day—On motion of C. H. Scott the report of the 
Board of Sunday Schools was made the order of the day immedi- 
ately on return of the Cabinet. 


Peace Resolution—G. A. Henry read resolutions concerning the 
continuance of fraternal, peaceful relations between the nations 
bordering on the Pacific. On motion of M. S. Hughes the resolu- 
tions were received and adopted. 


Reports—Reports of the Standing Committees were given as 
follows: Missions by W. K. Beans; Benevolences, Chas. Went- 
worth; Epworth League, C. H. Scott; and they were adopted. 


The Bishop took the chair. 
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Anniversary Volume—C. E. Locke reported for the Special Com- 
mittee appointed concerning the publishing of an anniversary vol- 
ume and it was adopted, the same committee being left in charge 
of the matter. 


Board of Sunday Schools—The report of the Conference Board 
of Sunday Schools was read and adopted. 


Oren B. Waite, Conference Superintendent of Sunday Schools, 
addressed the Conference. 


On motion of J. A. Geissinger Rule 14 was suspended and 
speeches were limited to three minutes instead of ten. 


Reports—The reports of the following Standing Committees were 
presented: Auditing District Superintendent’s Account by W. F. 
Wenk; State of the Church by G. A. Henry; Marriage and Divorce 
by F. M. Moody; and they were adopted, the latter report carrying 
resolutions which were also adopted and a memorial to General 
Conference which was referred to the delegation from our Con- 
ference. 


The report of the Committee on Hospitals was read by J. F. 
Humphrey, and adopted. 


On motion of E. J. Inwood it was ordered that the remaining 
reports of Standing Committees be printed without reading. 


Cabinet Recommendation—The Bishop announced the following 
recommendations of the Cabinet: We request the Church Exten- 
sion authorization conditioned upon our raising the full amount 
apportioned to our Conference for Home Mission and Church 
Extension be fixed at $10,000, and the following appropriations for 
Home Missions be made: For work in English, $8000; work among 
foreign-speaking peoples, $2707; work in cities, $1500; total $12,207; 
and that $1000 is the limit of salary, beyond which no missionary 
appropriation will be given. 


Huntington Beach—The Board of Directors of Huntington Beach 
was nominated, consisting of J. L. Pitner, A. Inwood, F. M. Larkin, 
F. D. Mather, G. E. Foster, C. H. Scott, S. A. Thomson, and on 
motion the Secretary was instructed to cast the ballot for these 
persons, and they were declared duly elected. 


A. N. Fisher—A. Inwood read the following resolution which was 
adopted: 


“Whereas, the Rev. A. N. Fisher, a member of the Oregon Con- 
ference, resident within the bounds of our Conference, proffers his 
services free of all expense to this body, as field Secretary of Sys- 
tematic Beneficence, therefore, resolved that we request our pre- 
siding Bishop to offer him new credentials and that we will wel- 
come him to our pulpits and conventions, it being understood that 
it is not in his plan to take collections of any sort.” 
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Conference Minutes—E. J. Inwood introduced the following reso- 
lution and it was adopted: 

“Resolved, that we request the District Superintendents to present 
to the Fourth Quarterly Conference the matter of the assessment of 
one-third of one per cent of pastor’s salary, including house rent, 
necessary for the publication of the Minutes, and ask the Quarterly 
Conferences to assume the same. 

Conference Trustees—On motion of G. B. Cliff the Secretary was 
instructed to cast the ballot of the Conference for the following as 
Conference Trustees, and they were declared elected: W. A. 
Knighten, F. D. Mather,-W. M. Sterling, E. J. Inwood, G. W. 
Coultas, I. L. Spencer, J. B. Green. 


T. C. Knoles presented the following resolution and it was 
adopted: 

“Resolved, that we request the Treasurer, in making his annual 
report, to state in addition to the total amounts received for the 
benevolent causes, whether each individual benevolence has reached 
the amount of its apportionment or not.” 

A. Inwood announced the following as Committee on Episcopal 
Residence: J. L. Pitner, A. W. Adkinson, W. E. Tilroe, H. I. 
Rasmus, John Oliver, S. P. Mulford, J. Q. Anderson, G. I. Cochran, 
F. S. Wallace, E. P. Clark. 


Standing Committees—Alfred Inwood nominated the Standing 
Committees for the ensuing year and the Conference concurred in 
the nomination. 


Alfred Inwood nominated the Conference Boards and Societies 
and they were elected. 


Question XXVI—‘“‘What is the Statistical Report for this year?” 
was called. O. W. Reinius, Statistical Secretary, read the totals 
of the statistical tables and they were adopted.. 


Question XXVII—“What is the Aggregate of the Benevolent 
Collections ordered by the General Conference as reported by the 
Conference Treasurer?” was called. A. Ray Moore, Conference 
Treasurer, reported the aggregate of benevolent collections as 
$185,506, and his report was adopted. 


An amount of $54 from a charge in Fresno District, which was 
delayed, was ordered held until next year. 


A collection was ordered for the janitor which amounted to $28.60. 


Question XXVIII—“What are the Claims on the Conference 
Fund?” was called. The claims were reported as $26,651. 


V. H. Brink presented the report of the Board of Stewards. On 
motion of M. S. Hughes the report of the Board of Stewards was 
ordered printed without reading and it was adopted as amended 
by fixing the apportionment for Conference Claimants for the ensu- 
ing year as 35 cents per member. 
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Question XXIX—“What has been Received ‘on these Claims, 
and how has it been Applied?” was called. 


The claims on the Conference fund were reported as $26,651, and 
the amount received and applied on these claims was $18,920. 


Question XXX—‘What is the amount of the five per cent. of 
collections for the Conference Fund paid by the Treasurer to the 
Board of Conference Claimants?” was called. 


The amount was stated as $546. 


Missionary Appropriations—The District Superintendents read 
the missionary appropriations of their districts and they were 
adopted. 


Resolutions—H. J. Crist presented the report of the Committee 
on Resolutions, expressing our gratitude for and appreciation of the 
kindnesses of the pastor and hosts and hostesses of the First Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, to the organist and male quartette, to the 
First National Bank, to the Book Concern, the Secretaries, and the 
special speakers. The resolutions referred to the brotherliness and 
educative power of the presiding Bishop, Edwin H. Hughes. The 
report was adopted by a rising vote and Chautauqua salute. 


Transfers—The Bishop announced the transfer of V. M. McCombs 
from the North Andes Mission Conference and appointed to Spanish 
work within the bounds of this Conference, with R. A. Weaver 
as assistant. 

It was ordered that after the reading of the appointments the 
Conference adjourn sine die. The minutes of the afternoon session 
were adopted without reading. 


Closing—The Bishop addressed the Conference, after which he 
read the appointments and pronounced the benediction.

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GAYLORD H. HARTUPEE, D. D. 


Gaylord Hampson Hartupee, died at Christ Hospital in Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, on the 22nd of June, 1911. He was one of the 
earliest graduates of Ohio Wesleyan and entered at once upon 
a career that was to be long, busy and useful in no ordinary 
degree. Strong in body, alert in intellect, earnest and devout in 
spirit, he seemed made for leadership; and though more than 
half a century in pastoral, educational and administrative service, 
he made the expectation good. At the age of 25 he was a teacher 
in Baldwin University. After seven successful years, being called 
to the gospel ministry, he was admitted to the North Ohio Con- 
ference in the year 1863. In five years more we find him again 
in the educational field as President of Central Tennessee Col- 
lege. Watching his course with interest, his Alma Mater con- 
ferred upon him the degree of Doctor of Divinity in 1875. For 
twenty-four years he had been a member of its Board of Trustees, 
he had endowed its President’s chair, and given it Hartupee Hall, 
a home for the children of missionaries. In the year 1900 Dr. 
Hartupee having chosen San Diego as his home, Bishop Hamilton 
transferred him to the Southern California Conference. 

Though now suffering from physical disability, he retained all 
his lifelong interest in Christian education and soon recognized 
in the University of Southern California an institution worthy 
of his highest regard. Placed upon its Board of Trustees and 
given the relation of Field Agent, Dr. Hartupee ere long gave 
proof of real interest in our University by a gift in cash of $22,500, 
which the trustees have placed as a perpetual memorial under 
the designation “The Gaylord Hartupee Endowment.” In the 
early part of this year Dr. Hartupee and family went east to 
spend a while among the familiar scenes and friends of former 
days. In the providence of God, he was not to return. In Dela- 
ware, Ohio, on June 25th Baccalaureate Sunday in his first be- 
loved Ohio Wesleyan, he was laid to rest. In the graceful tribute 
of the official board of First Church, San Diego, to the memory 
ofeDr; Hartupee touching reference is made to the sweet sounds 
of the chime of bells on their new church, placed there by his 
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people to the house of God. 

In the coming time it will be good to remember the aggressive, 
godly life of our departed brother as the chimes give voice to 
“The Son of God goes forth to war;” and to recall the peaceful 
ending of his eighty years in the sweet tones of the benediction, 


“Lord, dismiss us with thy blessing.”

RALPH S. BADGER. 


Ralph Sherman Badger was born in Keokuk County, Iowa, 
Nov. 20, 1859, and passed to his eternal home from Los Angeles, 
Cal., March 6, 1911, aged 51 years, 3 months and 14 days. 

He was the youngest of thirteen children, and at eight years 
of age went with his widowed mother to a pioneer life in Ne- 
braska, where their home, a dug-out on the hillside, also sheltered 
the school and the Methodist Church of that section. 

Under such home influences it is not surprising that the boy 
very early gave his heart to God. After temporarily residing in 
the states of lowa, Minnesota and Kansas he came to reside 
permanently in California in 1885. 

Having felt a call to enter the ministry he was admitted on 
trial in the Southern California Conference at Santa Barbara, 
September, 1885, and stationed at Ballard under the care of W. 
Nixon, Presiding Elder. 

In 1886 he served at Paso Robles. In 1887 he was admitted to 
full connection and ordained to deacon’s orders by Bishop Walden, 
serving that year at Providencia, Los Angeles District. 

In 1888 he was appointed to Goleta, and the following year was 
elected to Elder’s orders and stationed at Piru. 

Failing health compelled him to seek the superannuated rela- 
tionship in 1890. 

Improving through a year of rest he was made effective the 
following year and stationed at Anaheim. 

Again, physical disability drove him from his loved employ- 
ment and the superanuation given him in 1892 he held for almost 
nineteen years, during which time he resided at Arroyo Grande, 
Goleta, Santa Barbara and Los Angeles. Bro. Badger was a man 
of most retiring disposition; of devoutly religious temperament; 
unyielding in his attachment to the church through trying circum- 
stances. His patience and tenderness of spirit were phenomenal. 
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A most loving son, a devoted brother, a faithful minister and a 
true servant of Jesus Christ. Of such it may be confidently said 


“Tt is not death to die 
To leave this weary road, 

And midst the brotherhood on high 
To be at home with God.” 


His funeral services were conducted by Dr. F. M. Larkin, Dis- 
trict Superintendent, assisted by G. W. Coultas, P. P. Carroll and 
the writer, interment taking place at Santa Barbara.

JOHN W. LEACH. 


John W. Leach, an honored superannuated member of the South- 
ern California Conference, died at Tulare, Cal., Feb. 13, 1911, aged 
84 years. 

Brother Leach was a native of Scott County, Kentucky. His 
father died when he was 11 years old. One year later, with the 
rest of the family, he removed to Sullivan County, Missouri, 
where he remained till 1849, when he started for California by 
the old southern trail across New Mexico and Arizona. Passing 
through Southern California he sought the mining camps of the 
central and northern parts of the state. 

Near Dry Town, in 1855, he was soundly converted and imme- 
diately the voice of the Lord was heard calling him to preach. 
The late Rev. W. S. Urmy gave him an exhorter’s license while 
he was yet a probationer and a year later he was licensed to 
preach by J. D. Blain of blessed memory. 

Bro. Leach believed he had a:very valuable claim at Michigan 
Bar and he worked hard to develop it, preaching on Sundays in 
school houses, saloons or by the roadside, wherever he could get 
a hearing, being rewarded by frequent conversions among those 
who heard his word. His entrance upon the itinerary was to him, 
and remains to his friends, one of the romances of the kingdom. 
Presiding Elder Blain urged him to the work, he prayed long 
and earnestly, till he was sure of the Lord’s will, and on one Mon- 
day morning he abandoned his cabin, claim and tools, never to 
return for them, and started on foot for his new appointment 
where were no members, no house nor promised support nor any- 
thing but a few ranchers and mining men who needed the gospel. 
He reported 50 members to conference and at close of second 


year increased the number to 80—nearly all of whom were new 
converts. 
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Disappointed by inability to reach his appointment in Scott’s 
Valley, Klamath County, Oregon, in 1859, he was induced to 
accept work in the M. E. Church South, in which fellowship he 
remained for nineteen years. Returning to the M. E. Church 
again in 1878 and the Southern California Conference in 1879, he 
held the following charges: Santa Maria, Grangerville and Han- 
ford, Merced, Hills Ferry, Plano and Porterville, Middletown 
(Lake Co.), Tulare Ct., Delano. 

Bro. Leach was married to Miss Annie Bell, daughter of Judge 
Bell of Amador County, Sept. 5, 1861. 

Since his superannuation he has lived at Tulare, greatly enjoying 
the fellowship of the church and greatly endearing himself to 
God’s people there. 

Bro. Leach’s work was largely pioneering—often in remote mis- 
sion fields, with scanty support and meager visible returns. But 
he did his work well. He preached with great fervor and with 
much spiritual power. In the days of his strength he won many 
to Christ. His was a happy, direct, fruitful faith, He was un- 
touched by critical doubts. The things of the spirit were very 
real to him. Heaven was as real to him as earth, and its joys 
were far more certain. 

With his grieved but comforted wife and children, his many 
friends and his conference-associates sorrow at his passing and 


rejoice at his triumph.

CHARLES LORIN LIBBY. 


Charles Lorin Libby was born in Limerick, Maine, January 21, 
1844, and died in Redlands, Cal., Jan. 9, 1911. 

His birth was in an epochal year. It was the period in our 
national history when preachers, statesmen, and poets became 
prophets of God, whose lips had been touched by fire from holy 
altars. 

Young Libby’s responsive spirit was profoundly influenced by 
this holy fire. He enlisted in the army of the union, freely plac- 
ing himself upon the holy altar of freedom for service or sacrifice. 
His regiment was sent to the northwest to operate against the 
Indians. In an engagement there a bullet entered his breast, 
piercing one of his lungs, and made a wound from which he 
never completely recovered. He was always conscious of bear- 
ing in his body the mark of his devotion to the cause of freedom. 


Converted at twenty-four, he entered the ministry at twenty- 
nine, and in the thirty-eight years that followed he was permitted 
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to feel the tension and strenuous aggressiveness of Methodism’s 
battle-line at strategic points all the way from Augusta, Maine. 
to Alhambra, California. 

Glance at his record. Three years in Minnesota. Three years 
in his native state, Maine; eight years in Colorado; three years in 
Salt Lake City. Then followed seven years in So. Cal., complet- 
ing twenty-four years of pastoral work. He then retired from 
the firing line, not like Achilles to sulk in his tent, but like Nestor, 
to give the wisdom of years to those who were in the battle. 

For ten years he was thus alert and active in all plans to ad- 
vance the kingdom of God in civic and church affairs. 

No better testimony of his usefulness could be given than the 
fact that at his funeral the mayor of his city delivered an address 
speaking of his great interest in the welfare of the city and say- 
ing: “Mr. Libby will be very much at home as a citizen of Heaven 
because of his character as a citizen in this world.” The Grand 
Army, of which he was the chaplain, attended in a body and 
draped his casket with the flag for which he suffered. There was 
also present the Bible Gleaners’ Class, of which he was teacher and 
the official board of the church where he labored, accompanied his 
body to the tomb as honorary pall bearers. 

He leaves a widow, three sons and two daughters to mourn his 
departure. His funeral service was held in the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Redlands, under the direction of his pastor. E. 
J. Inwood, assisted by W. A. Lusk, Dr. J. A. Bull, and the writer 
of this memoir.

CHAS. LEACH, Ph. D. 


Charles Leach was born in Ontario, Canada, Sept. 4, 1845, and 
died in Los Angeles, Cal., Feb. 14, 1911. He was one of eight 
brothers and even at the ripe age mentioned, was the first to die 
a natural death. He was married in 1877 to Miss Darle Junkin, 
who with the son and daughter, Edward and Nellie, survive to 
mourn and miss him. He came to the United States from Canada 
soon after the Civil War. He was graduated from Northwestern 
University in 1874, and from Garrett Biblical Institute in 1875. 
and entered the Des Moines Conference shortly after. In 1882 
he came to Southern California and served the following charges: 
Santa Ana, Santa Maria, Lompoc, Hueneme, Compton, Whittier. 
Haven Church, Los Angeles, and Glendora. Owing to throat 
difficulties he took a supernumerary relation some eight years ago 
and came to Boyle Heights, Los Angeles, finally receiving the 
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superannuate relation in 1907. In the Boyle Heights parish he 
was a most efficient helper in every religious activity, the Sunday 
school, Brotherhood and evangelistic circles in particular missing 
him greatly. From the great virility of his family and his rugsed 
constitution he expected to live many years and had as yet 
planned little or not at all to die. “This is serious business,” 
he said to his pastor on leaving home for the hospital, but his 
confident thought was of a ready recovery. A necessary opera- 
tion disclosed more serious conditions than were expected and 
that he did not linger long to suffer was one of the Lord’s abund- 
ant mercies to His servant. 

Charles Leach was ready to live and ready to die, the gospel 
he preached to others being strong and safe and sweet to his 
own heart. “It is all right,’ was one of his latest words before 
he fell asleep, and all right it is until “The day shall break and

FREDERICK PEARL SIGLER. 


At the military reviews of Peru they have.a custom by which 
they pay honor to Admiral Grau, Peru’s noblest naval hero, killed 
in battle off the coast of Chile. Always at roll call, the admiral’s 
name is called first. An orderly steps forward and pointing up- 
ward answers, “Absent, but accounted for. He is with the heroes.” 
So as we call the roll of our honored dead, and the name of F. 
Pearl Sigler is spoken, pointing upward where he has gone, we 
say, “Absent, but accounted for. He is with the heroes.” | 

Methodism has a right to boast of a ministry which has wrought 
wonders for God, and has made the world richer in faith and 
hope and love; men who had a definite call to preach, and who 
teadily obeyed, giving themselves without reserve to a life of 
prayer and study, of service and sacrifice, and becoming mighty 
through God. The subject of this memoir was one of these 
noble, heroic souls. Pearl came of godly ancestry. His grand- 
father on his mother’s side was a Moravian minister, as were 
several of his uncles. His father and mother were saintly people. 
He was brought up in the atmosphere of prayer. It was the deep 
desire of his mother that one of her boys should become a min- 
ister, and in that early home life you have one of the secrets of 
this noble christian character. He was born at Osceola, Iowa, 
April 11, 1858, and grew to manhood there. When a boy of 
twelve he united with the Methodist Church. He received his 
education at the Moravian Military school, Nazareth, Penn., Simp- 
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son College, Indianola, Iowa, and the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia. June 14, 1881, he was united in marriage to Miss Lizzie 
Kelly of Osceola, Iowa, and for thirty years they lived in love 
together. Three sons and three daughters were given to them. 
five of whom are living and one, Bertha, preceded her father 
to the better land. 

Brother Sigler’s early manhood was spent in the banking busi- 
ness, but during these years of secular employment he made the 
chief business of his life that of Christ, his king. He always 
sought first, both in time and degree, the kingdom of God and 
His righteousness. With his father, he was deeply interested in 
the State Sunday school work in Iowa, giving freely of his time 
and means. On coming to California in 1882 he became a charter 
member of Asbury Church, Los Angeles, being its first class 
leader, and it was here in a series of meetings twenty years ago 
last January that he received that full anointing of the Spirit 
which so fully prepared him for later service in the church. 

I was his pastor at Beaumont in 1891 and 1892. At my first in- 
terview with him I found that he was a tither, a man given as 
few are to a life of prayer, often spending a large part of the 
night upon his knees, and one who never let a day pass without 
speaking to some one about Jesus and His salvation. I well 
remember one Sunday night when a young man gave himself 
to Christ at our church there, Pearl took his hand after he had 
found the Savior and said: “I have been praying for you by 
name every day for three years.” Nobody knew it but God and 
himself. Thus he carried the unsaved of the community on his 
heart. While in Phoenix, Ariz., in the bank there, he did special 
work among the inmates of the jail, and it was at this time he 
felt the call to give his life to the work of the ministry, and went 
later to Moody Institute, Chicago, to fit himself for city missionary 
service, but God led him into the regular pastorate. 

His first work was within a few miles of his birthplace in the 
Des Moines Conference, Iowa. He served in that conference five 
years, and then transferred to Southern California, serving in 
Grace Church, this city, then Westminster, and later Highgrove. 
Then in the providence of God he was led to devote all his time 
to laying on the heart of the church the importance of tithing. 
For three years he has devoted himself entirely to this work, 
under the direction of the Twentieth Century Tithing Association, 
the first year in Indiana, and the last two in Kansas. In a letter 
I received from Brother Sigler late last fall he wrote: “God 
has wondrously opened the way for me to speak in nearly 400 
Methodist churches, since I began in my own San Diego District, 
and now has me engaged for Kansas churches until the middle of 
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next July. For these great open doors and the victories He gives 
I can never praise Him enough, and very often I read the 103d 
Psalm.” The testimony of a schoolmate is: “His zeal was con- 
tagious in winning men to Christ.” The testimony of a fellow 
member of the church is: “One of the purest and most devout 
men that ever lived.” A brother minister says of him: “There 
was no defilement in his speech, but whenever I talked with him 
he always spoke of Jesus.” Another says: “Heart purity was 
the center and crown of his teaching and practice.” And thus he 
lived, adorning the doctrines of Christ, his Savior. 


In the full vigor and strength of manhood he was stricken. Ona 
postal card was his last written message to his wife, dated Lebanon, 
Kan., June 21, 1911, which read: “My Dearest: The Spirit of 
God gave great victory here on Sunday, one-fifth of the members 
signing the tither’s covenant pledge. The Spirit’s presence in 
gladdening their hearts was more manifest than usual. Philip- 
pians 4:19.” In harmony with this life ~he had lived were his 
dying words: “I shall go straight through to glory.” His un- 
finished task seemed to us a reason he should have stayed with 
us longer, but God said: “It is enough; come up higher.” 


The funeral service was singularly in harmony with that spent 
life. In the church of which he was a charter member, the church 
from which other members of the family had been carried to their 
long resting place, his brethren and friends and loved ones gath- 
ered. One after another testified to the earnest, gracious, manly, 
Christly life that had been lived before us. Frederick Pearl Sigler 
was a man of God, thoroughly saturated with the Word of God. 
He was a gospel preacher, instant in season and out of season. 
He enjoyed a free and full salvation, and with an all-consuming 
passion to herald his message, by his holy life, his words and 
deeds, he preached Jesus. 


“Now I saw in my dream, them that went in at the gate; and 
lo, as they entered, they were transfigured; and they had raiment 
put on that shone like gold. There were also that met them with 
harps and crowns, and gave them to them. Then I heard in my 
dream, that all the bells in the city rang again for joy, and that 
it was said unto them, ‘Enter ye into the joy of your Lord.’ I 
also heard the men themselves, that they sang with a loud voice, 
saying, ‘Blessing and honor, and glory, and power, be unto Him 
that sitteth upon the throne, and unto the Lamb, for ever and 
ever. Now, just as the gates were opened to let them in, I 

‘looked in after them; and behold, the city shone like the sun; 
the streets also were paved with gold; and in them walked many 
men, with crowns on their heads, palms in their hands, and golden 
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harps, to sing praises withal. And after that they shut up the 
gates; which when I had seen, I wished myself among them.”

J. D. MONROE 


J. D. Monroe was born in Alden Erie county, New York, in the 
month of February, 1850. His parents were natives of Vermont, 
and were life-long members of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
From early childhood James was a subject of careful religious 
training, but his personal religious experience began with his con- 
version at a camp meeting when about twenty years of age. This 
was soon followed by his yielding to a call to the ministry, and 
his preparation for, and entrance upon that work. He was for 
some time at school in Oberlin college, but was graduated from 
Mt. Union college of Alliance, Ohio. Having chosen the ministry 
as his calling he pursued a theological course in Boston University, 
where he graduated with the degree of S. T. B. He then spent a 
year of studies in German universities and later made a prolonged 
visit to the Holy Land. In 1878 he united with the Genesee con- 
ference. He served the following charges: Bellmont, Alleghany. 
North Java, East Elba, Ellicottville, and Fremont. From there he 
transferred to the Kansas conference in 1885, and to Montana in 
1886, serving successively at Monrovia, Stevensville, and Thomson 
Falls. He transferred to the So. Cal. conference in 1889, and 
served the following appointments successively: Estrella, Pico 
Heights, South Pasadena, Nipoma, La Mesa, Del Rosa, Downey, 
Hynes, Randsburg, San Marcos, supernumerary in 1906, superan- 
nuate in 1910. In his ministerial work he was an earnest and 
faithful man, always sane, evangelical, tender and helpful. He was 
an extremely modest man, very reticent, remarkably self-contained. 
When rare confidences opened his heart and lips, and when the 
fervor of ministerial utterance was upon him he revealed a well 
stored mind, equipped with pure and high sentiments and a single- 
ness of purpose, and an elevation of motive that were unusual. 
His placid temperament, and his clear sensible faith were alike 
shown in his calm and methodical preparation for his transforma- 
tion. He joyfully believed in Jesus Christ; he had no fear of death; 
he arranged his business in his own way, planned for his funeral, 
recorded his abiding faith and hope in immortality and quietly 
awaited the last event, which came to him gently as sleep to a 
tired child on November 26th, 1910. Brother Monroe was never 
married. The surviving relatives are three sisters and two 
brothers. Brother Monroe was a good man, a genuine Christian, 
and his death was a victory over death.

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The biographic facts I am to relate belong to the life of a gifted 
young woman, unknown to most of you. Her opportunity to walk 
into the bright light of a great circle’s attention had not yet come 
when she was called to enter another apartment of the house we 
call life. 


Jessie Ethel Murray was born in Logansville, Nova Scotia, on 
the twenty-eighth day of December, 1890. She lived in this quaint 
colonial town until she was about seventeen years of age. She 
then moved to Lidgerwood, North Dakota, to make her home with 
an older sister, Mrs. J. A. Morrow. Not long after becoming a 
member of her sister’s family she united with the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. About a year after this the family moved to San 
Diego, California. Herself never robust, Miss Murray greatly 
benefited by this change. She entered at once the High School 
from which she was graduated with high honors. During these 
two years, happy, studious, Christian-like, she grew into the graces 
and charms of beautiful young womanhood. 


At the San Diego Conference two years ago, Mr. Ford was ad- 
mitted on trial, and the following summer he and Miss Murray 
were united in marriage. At the Conference last year Mr. Ford 
was appointed to the pastorate in Hynes, and brought his bride 
there to be the mistress of his home. But it was only a few 
months she was permitted to be the center of that parsonage 
circle. 

Last May she gave birth to a beautiful daughter, but at cost of 
her own young life. She died in the Methodist Hospital of this 
city on May 13th. 

The funeral services were held in this city, and were in charge 
of the Rev. Fred Ross, assisted by District Superintendent F. M. 
Larkin and other ministers, friends of the family, and University 
school fellows and teachers of Mr. Ford. 

The body was buried on a gentle slope in the Inglewood 
cemetery. ; 

The story of this life is soon told—a life whose arc was cut 
while yet more than two-thirds the alloted circumference of three 
score years and ten remained to be described.

Minnie Elva Button was born in Schaghticoke, N. Y., Feb. 7th, 
1869. She was educated at Troy Conference Academy at Poultney, 
Vermont, and was married to Rev. L. D. Van Arnam, June 30, 
1891. At an early age she united with the church, but she always 
considered herself a child of God. Hers was a normal Christian 
experience. Of a serious disposition, she was talented in art and 
music.

MRS. EMMA WARD WILSON. 


On the ninth day of December, 1910, Mrs. Emma Ward Wilson, 
wife of J. A. H. Wilson, passed through “the doors that swing 
inward” into the “house not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens.” 

Her whole life on earth had been a preparation for the grander 
life into which she then entered. 

Born of godly parents, she was reared in the atmosphere of a 
Christian home, and there developed those traits of character that 
endeared her to her family and friends, and made her greatly 
useful in the church. 

She was born in Moundsville, West Virginia, May 3, 1852. In 
1853, her parents, Mr. and Mrs. J. C. Ward, removed to the state 
of Illinois, where, in the public schools and the Grand Prarie 
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Seminary, she obtained a good education. She also became an ac- 
complished pianist and vocalist. She loved music. She delighted 
to praise God in song. Her cultivated voice of sweetness and 
power was consecrated to his service, thus making her exceedingly 
helpful in the worship and work of the church. 


In 1873 she was married to J. A. H. Wilson, who was then a 
member of the West Virginia Conference, but was transferred into 
the Central Illinois Conference the following year. Sharing with 
him the labors of the pastorate, after eleven years of efficient 
service her health began to fail, and on the advice of the doctors 
that she be taken to a milder climate they removed to the state 
of Kansas, Brother Wilson being transferred to the Southwest 
Kansas Conference, where they continued in the work until the 
necessity for another change of climate caused them, in 1896; to 
remove to Southern California. Here, with her husband, she la- 
bored with devotion and zeal at Porterville, Grace Church, Los 
Angeles, Garvanza, and Glendora. The gradual failure of her 
health made it evident to her husband and friends that she must 
be relieved from the arduous duties of a pastor’s wife, and so, at 
the Conference session of 1905 Brother Wilson was granted the 
supernumerary relation, and immediately thereafter removed to a 
quiet, restful home on an orange ranch near Azusa, and finally to 
the city of Azusa, where, until a short time before her death, not- 
withstanding her poor health, she was active in church work, 
filling the office of steward, and being especially interested in the 
Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies. 


During the illness just preceding her death she had glimpses of 
the glory awaiting her. One day she said “There is a great wed- 
ding feast, and I am invited.” 

When told that the doctor had said she could live but a little 
while, she replied “It is all right.” Calmly, peacefully, trustingly, 
she entered the “Valley of the Shadow,” whence she emerged into 
the light of eternal day. 

The funeral services, held at the home in Azusa, were conducted 
by her pastor, S. A. Smith, assisted by M. S. McGee, who had 
been her pastor during the past five years, who spoke appropriate 
words of appreciation of her character and life, and of comfort to 
her bereaved family and friends.

EDUCATION. 


The report of your Committee on Education is limited this year 
to those educational interests which belong to our own Conference 
and which by that fact have peculiar claims upon our consideration. 
‘These interests are always paramount with us because definitely 
committed to our hands. There are special reasons this year for 
the focusing of our attention upon these interests as will be made 
apparent in the progress of this report. 

Our educational institution is the University of Southern Califor- 
nia. Under the administration of President George F. Bovard, in 
co-operation with the Board of Trustees, its progress in these recent 
years has been phenomenal. How great has been the advancement 
can be partially shown in some comparisons. In 1901, the attend- 
ance, exclusive of professional schools, was 259; in 1911, the attend- 
ance was 1128. In 1901, the income from the educational collec- 
tions of the Conference was $438; in 1911 the income from this 
source was $6150; in 1901, the receipts from tuition, not including 
professional schools or laboratory fees, amounted to $3860; in 1911 
the income from this source reached a figure of $46,100; in 1901 the 
income from the endowment funds of the University amounted to 
only $1036, while in 1911 the receipts from this source reached the 
sum of $19,000. These figures simply indicate the wonderful 
growth of this child of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

The attendance continues to be a matter at once of encourage- 
ment and embarrassment. Last year, ending June, 1911, the total 
enrollment was 1862. This year gives every promise of being the 
greatest in the history of the University, and the total enrollment 
will go beyond 2000. In the College of Liberal Arts there will be 
enrolled over 800 students. The College of Medicine reports an 
enrollment of 111; the College of Law, 365. In the Preparatory 
Department there are 165 students. The Freshman class in Liberal 
Arts already numbers 275. Such a development is prophetic of a 
future so great that we cannot give it limitations. 

During the year there came into the treasury cash gifts amount- 
ing to $26,595, over $25,000 of which belongs to the endowment 
funds. 

All the friends of the University are gratified that the institution 
during the past year has received special recognition by the State 
Board of Education. At the regular meeting of that Board held in 
Sacramento, February 10th, of this year, the University of Southern 
California was granted equal rights with the University of Califor-

nia and Stanford University in the matter of granting High School 
certificates. This action, however, was not taken until the Board 
had made a thorough examination of the work and equipment of our 
institution, thus placing their endorsement upon eae quality of the 
work being done by our school. 


The pressure of success has demonstrated the necessity of add- 
ing a sufficient sum to the endowment funds to adequately meet the 
demands of the rapid growth and to enable the University to take 
advantage of the constantly enlarging opportunity. To this end 
there is soon to be launched a campaign for an additional five hun- 
dred thousand dollars to be added to the endowment, which now 
amounts to about $600,000. The demand is imperative and we be- 
lieve that the standing and success of our University amply justifies 
the call to be made upon our church in particular and upon all 
public-spirited citizens of Los Angeles and Southern California in 
this behalf. Your committee cordially recommends that the South- 
ern California Conference pledge its hearty~co-operation to the 
administration in the coming campaign. 

After deliberation, your committee was of the opinion that a for- 
ward step should be taken in the interest of the Maclay School of 
Theology. It is not necessary to recount at this time the strategic 
importance of this school, of the profits to the Methodism of our 
State, and of the Pacific Coast; nor need we speak of the growing 
efficiency of this institution under the wise administration of Dean 
Ezra A. Healy. One thing is borne in upon the minds of all those 
who know the situation, and that is that we have upon our hands 
either too much or too little, and we are sure that it is too little. 
To the end that a larger interest may be aroused in the School of 
Theology your committee recommends that a commission of five 
members of this body be appointed at this session of Conference to 
consider, in consultation with the President and Board of Trustees, 
the placing of the Maclay School of Theology under a Board of 
Control similar to those which have special charge of the affairs of 
the other professional colleges of the university, said commission 
to report its findings and recommendations to the Conference ses- 
sion of 1912. Your committee further recommends that the com- 
mission shall consist of the following persons: F. M. Larkin, Matt 
S. Hughes, E. A. Healy, G. W. Coultas and W. E. Tilroe. 

Your committee also recommends the reappointment of T. H. 
Woodward as field secretary of the Maclay School of Theology. 

Your committee also recommends that the Conference apportion 
to the church for the local educational collection, 35 cents per 
member. It is further recommended that of this amount, 10 cents 
per member be set aside for the benefit of the Maclay School of 
Theology and in case the full apportionment is not raised that two- 
sevenths of the amount collected shall be for the use of the School 


of Theology.

STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


There is a sense in which every age is a turning point of history. 
The alignment of forces in any period influences, and often deter- 
mines, all later adjustments. That the present order is such a crisis 
is the well-nigh unanimous opinion of thoughtful men. The church 
that faces this changing order is not the church of history, nor the 
church of the fathers, but the church of today. Her problems are 
not of yesterday’s completed task, but of today’s unfinished, because 
living, work. And while we rejoice in the increased activity of our 
churches in the political, civil, and social aspects of this complex 
age, we believe that we observe indications of a decline from that 
intense form of Christian experience and life for which Methodism 
stands. Some of these indications are a growing laxity regarding 
the sacredness of the Lord’s Day, the absence from the regular 
church services, particularly the prayer meeting, of so large a per- 
centage of our church members, the decline, on the part of so many, 
of testimony to assurances of salvation, and the comparative few- 
ness of our people engaged in the work of personal evangelism. 
We believe, also, that in some quarters too large emphasis is being 
laid on doing, when supreme emphasis should be laid on being. 
There is a real danger in looseness of doctrine, for “with broadness 


there is danger of shallowness, and with shallowness stagnation, 
and with stagnation, death.” 


This age needs the genius that can discover, invent and use new 


methods of work for the Kingdom of God as much as Wesley’s age 
needed it. 


In view of these facts, your Committee believes that if Methodism 
in the coming years be true to her informing spirit and primitive 
genius she must be, like her illustrous founder, a devout discoverer, 
a daring inventor, a courageous employer of new methods, as well 
as wise combinations of old methods, to give her laborers the best 
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thinkable equipment for harvesting the far-lying fields of today, 
which are white unto the harvest. 

While we thus emphasize the necessity of putting new wine into 
new bottles, we do not forget that the wine of the Kingdom is ever- 
lastingly more worth while than the kind of bottles into which it is 
put. 

Notwithstanding some dangers already pointed out, your Com- 
mittee believes that the state of the church today is one to inspire 
hope and to assure faith, while at the same time it is a challenge 
for an ampler vision, and for an efficiency to match the vision.

AGGRESSIVE EVANGELISM. 


Your Committee on Aggressive Evangelism beg leave to submit 
the following report: 

In every age God has sent his messengers to his people to make 
known his saving grace. Evangelism can only be permanent in its 
fruits in proportion to its approximation to the New Testament 
teaching. Those whom God sends have a message for the needs of 
today. As ambassadors for Christ they are fervent and prevailing 
in prayer, worshipful in song, unctious in ministry, faithful in warn- 
ing, clear as the truth, and honored by the Holy Spirit. 

Nothing would be more calculated to produce, as in the past, the 
most profoundly spiritual, social and political revival of righteous- 
ness, than for the entire ministry of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church to preach unitedly, and with tremendous earnestness, her 
doctrines of sin-depravity, the regeneration and sanctification of 
heart and life, personal responsibility to God, and scriptural holi- 
ness, with the ability of Christ Jesus our Lord to save the world 
from sin and unrighteousness. Such an evangelism would secure 
those moral and political transformations we so fruitlessly seek in 
and of themselves. A holy heart and life cannot fail to produced a 
redeemed society. 

The church itself needs a profound awakening to the causes of 
its comparatively meager success in saving this world for Christ. 
Where our doctrines are most earnestly preached, whether by our- 
selves or others, the fruits are most abundant. Our doctrines relat- 
ing to personal salvation must be wrought into experience. We 
must not only believe, but know the truth. 

Under no circumstances must the church lose sight of the com- 
mon people. Every successful evangelism has won the common 
people to it. The world’s great evangelist, John Wesley, won the 
masses while his broad and exhaustive scholarship commanded the 
esteem of the great teachers and philosophers. The largest measure 
of spirituality has always produced the clearest intellectuality in 


formulating spiritual truth. 
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As before, so now, we constantly need revelations of truth and 
conformity of heart and life to them. As Moses, learned in all the 
wisdom of the Egyptians, was unprepared for his great redemptive 
and legislative task until he had been with God on the mount; as 
Paul, with all the wisdom of Gamaliel’s school stirring his mighty 
intellect, needed a heavenly vision, and they demanded with strange 
authority conformity spiritual, moral, intellectual, social and even 
physical to those revealed truths which God gave them, so we need 
an evangelism of authority based upon the truth revealed by God 
to the hearts of men. We believe a revival of that type of spir- 
ituality which gave us a distinctive place in the religious world 
would solve those problems of amusements, worldliness and other 
evils menacing our spiritual life. We thank God for any success 
attending our ministry in the past, and pray the Spirit of Grace 
may make us fruitful in every good word and work into well pleas- 
ing in his sight.

BENEVOLENCES. 


Certainly it can not be questioned that the rallying cry of the 
Church should be, “As much for others as for ourselves.” 

It is also conceded that the Church is not giving anything like 
what is possible to benevolences, in proportion to what is given 
to local church obligations. For all causes, authorized by the Gen- 
eral Conference, this Conference gave last year, in round num- 
bers, $115,000. To local expenses, for ourselves, we gave approxi- 
mately $324,000. 

How shall it all be done? Again this Committee presents to 
your consideration the following suggestions: 

(1) A new emphasis on the action taken by the General Con- 
ference, that the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension 
has identically the same claim on the resources of the church as 
the claims of the Foreign Missionary Board. 

(2) Tithing as the only ultimate solution of the finances of the 
Kingdom. 

(3) The Duplex system of envelopes as the best method for 
weekly offerings for all the benevolences on a par with the ex- 
penses for current expenses. 

(4) Special occasions emphasized at which times the great inter- 
est of the Kingdom’s needs may be thoroughly presented. 
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(5) An every member canvass, in an effort to reach the last 
man, as a policy of each church. 
(6) The grace of giving emphasized as a privilege, not as a 


sacrifice.

PUBLIC MORALS. 


We are recognizing in this day that morals involve practically all 
the interests of human life; therefore your Committee reports con- 
cerning a variety of matters. 


We deplore the widespread practice of the public press in ex- 
ploiting social indecencies. We note with deep regret the news- 
paper policy of giving sensational prominence to crimes and crimi- 
nals. We plead for a practical idealism in reporting the achieve- 
ments of Christianity, commerce and civilization. The best news 
is the news of the best and not of the worst. The effect of good 
report is to inspire good deeds. ‘“Whatsoever things are true” we 
recommend that as the best possible principle, even for the news- 
paper. 

We recognize the conservation movement as in harmony with 
the purpose of our Heavenly Father who provided the natural re- 
sources for His children, the human race, and not for the advantage 
of “special interests” or a favored few. 


Let it be remembered that the most precious of our resources 
are the men and women for whom Christ died. Therefore we de- 
clare our sympathy with every reform, and again indorse the Anti- 
Saloon League, and the W. C. T. U. We do especially congratulate 
California upon the administration of Governor Hiram Johnson, 
and assure him of our appreciation of his splendid work in restoring 
government of the people and by the people to the great state we 
love. The Secretary of this Conference is hereby instructed to 
convey to him the contents of this resolution. 


We greet as moral progress the direct primary and we urge our 
people to use it and the ballot at regular elections as the sacrament 
of the Republic. We look with hope upon the movement to estab- 
lish direct legislation by the people, with the possibility of the 
recall of unworthy officials, and we believe the establishment of 
suffrage without distinction of sex will help every moral reform. 


We favor the establishment of a National Health Bureau and the 
careful examination of children in the public schools in order that 
the weak and the defective may be assisted to health and com- 
petency. We favor the passage and enforcement of laws prohibit- 
ing child labor and will encourage economic movements which will 
provide fair conditions for wage-earners. We recognize the inti- 
mate relationship between poverty and immorality, and we com- 
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mend to our ministers as the natural leaders of the people, the study 
of sociological conditions and principles. We thank our Bishops 
for placing in the course of study books calculated to arouse the 
heart and inform the mind concerning the alarming and unprece- 
dented conditions into which we are passing. 

It has ever been the genius of Methodism to take a leading part 
in all vital movements, and especially as the friend of the poor and 
the workingmen. We regret industrial wars and economic reprisals 
as widening the breach between classes, but we urge all of our peo- 
ple to seek friendly relations with wage-earners, and advise our 
ministers to seek fraternal relations with trades unions, and amid 
the increasing complexities of modern industrial conditions we 
record our unswerving faith in the leadership of Jesus Christ who 
holds the solution of all human problems in His pierced hands.

SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


_ Never were the prospects for efficient work on the part of our 
Sunday Schools brighter than at the present time. The year has 
seen an increasing interest in this great movement throughout the 
churches of the Conference, and a recognition that childhood and 
youth are the strategic opportunities of the church. The series of 
institutes held during the spring by Dr. Blake, the Assistant Sec- 
retary of our Board of Sunday Schools, and his co-laborers, con- 
tributed not a little to this end. 

The Sunday School statistics reveal the following results of the 
year’s activity: 

Increase in number of schools, 12; increase in enrollment, 2172; 
conversions during the year, 510. 

We hereby express our appreciation of the great work of our own 
Board of Sunday Schools in behalf of the neglected childhood and 
youth of the country, and in its endeavor to increase the efficiency 
of all our schools. We urge upon our pastors and Sunday School 
Superintendents to enroll all Teacher Training Classes and Adult 
Bible Classes, with our own board and especially commend its 
literature, upon these subjects to their attention. 

We also call attention to the twofold requirements of the Dis- 
cipline with reference to the support of this board, which asks the 
observance of Sunday School Day on the last Sunday of October, 
or some other more convenient Sunday during the year, with a 
presentation of the work of the board and of the taking of an offer- 
ing for it. The second requirement calls for an offering to be 
taken “at least once a year” in each Sunday School in behalf of the 
board. We pledge our Conference to the faithful observance of the 
spirit of this legislation, and request the District Superintendents 
to apportion the amounts asked for the support of the Board of 
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Sunday Schools on the basis of one and one-half per cent of the 
total pastoral support. 

We urge upon our pastors and Sunday School Superintendents 
the importance and possibilities of missionary education and work 
in the Sunday Schools. 

We express our appreciation of the wisdom of the Board of Sun- 
day Schools in appointing Dr. Oren B. Waite as Conference Sunday 
School Superintendent of this Conference. We approve of his 
work and plans and pledge ourselves to the fullest co-operation by 
inviting him into our pulpits and opening our church to his institute 
work wherever possible. 

We heartily endorse the “Plan of Campaign” presented to the 
schools of the Conference by Dr. Waite, and urge the co-operation 
of all our pastors and Superintendents. We note the following 
items: 

1. Fifty thousand enrollment for the schools of the Conference 
with 75 per cent in average attendance. This means an increase of 
25 per cent in enrollment and 8 per cent in average attendance in all 
our schools. 

2. A campaign for a real religious life in the home. Pastors 
are asked to preach on this theme at least once during the year. 
Meetings with parents, in which the purpose of the Sunday School 
and its relation to the home training are explained, are suggested. 
Cradle Roll and Home Department visitors are requested to make 
this the theme of conversation in the homes they visit. Teachers 
of Adult Bible Classes are asked to use their opportunities to call 
attention to the importance of the home atmosphere in its relations 
to the religious development of the child. 

3. The organization of all Adult Classes. This seeks the definite 
organization of the adult life of the church for the study of the 
Word. No movement promises larger immediate increase of effi- 
ciency in church work than does this. 

4. Doubling the use of the graded series of lessons. 

5. Teacher training in every school. 

6. The evangelistic aim in all teaching. This is the end of it all; 
we are to make disciplines who shall be trained to intelligent ser- 
vice. That we may have new emphasis upon this as the aim of all 
our teaching, we are asking the co-operation of the pastors and 
superintendents, and further ask that the Conference hereby set 
apart Wednesday, the 15th day of November, as a day of prayer for 
Sunday Schools on which we shall as a Conference call upon God 
for the outpouring of His Spirit upon our teachers and pupils that 
this may be a year of great awakening among our children and 
youth. 

7. An offering from every church and Sunday School for the 
Board of Sunday Schools, in harmony with the requirements of our 
Discipline.

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EPWORTH LEAGUE. 


One year ago at Fresno you adopted a Constitution which pro- 
vided for the organiaztion of this board. To this board you have 
committed a work which is stated in the Constitution in the follow- 
ing manner: “The object of this organiaztion shall be to unite our 
young people in a closer Christian fellowship, to increase by co- 
operation the usefulness of our District Leagues, to improve the 
efficiency of our local chapters, and to place the Epworth League 
within this Conference in a more helpful relation to the rest of the 
Epworth League and to Central Office.” 


In pursuance of your directions, the board was organized Decem- 
ber 19, its officers being C. H. Scott, President; Dr. W. Lehman 
Lowder, Secretary, and W. C. Geyer, Treasurer. 


A diligent effort has been made to attain the objects you have set 
before us. Our policy has four principal features.. The first is to 
get every local chapter to hold its annual election during the month 
of April. This is recommended by the Central Office and helpful, 
as the names of officers can thus be secured at one time. Also a 
spring election makes it possible for the newly-elected officers to 
get training and inspiration in the summer conventions and insti- 
tutes, and to mature their plans for their year’s work. 

The second feature of our policy is to get the Districts to hold 
their annual conventions, in series, during the first two weeks of 
May. It will thus be possible for special leaders to be brought to 
our Conference for all the series of District conventions. 

The third feature is to get each League to hold a public installa- 
tion of officers on the Epworth League anniversary Sunday in May. 

The fourth feature is the holding of a Summer Institute for the 
training of our young people in Christian service. 

This policy has been adopted by Los Angeles and San Diego Dis- 
tricts, and is still under consideration by the Cabinet of Fresno 
District. It will be placed before the Pasadena District convention 
in November. 

This board and the Conference Sunday School Board combined 
this year in holding a Summer Institute, at Huntington Beach, in 
connection with the camp meeting. 

Study classes were held in Bible, Home and Foreign Missions, 
Epworth League methods and Sunday School methods. The insti- 
tute had ninety-one regularly registered members, and besides these 
221 daily admissions were issued. It paid its expenses and accom- 
plished worthy results, some of which were the offering of five 
lives to the Missionary Boards for service on the field, and the en- 
trance of five others upon the training course at the Deaconess 
Training School. This work deserves a much larger and more sym- 


pathetic response from the pastors and Leagues of the Conference. 
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This board regards this institute as the most important service 
it can render to the Leagues of the Conference, and earnestly urges 
that each League and Sunday School co-operate in carrying it for- 
ward, and in sending their young people to its sessions.

HOSPITALS. 


The Methodist Hospital of Southern California has had many 
hindrances in its work the past year; not so many in the actual 
work of the hospital—for that has moved steadily forward—but 
from the failure of the people to understand the nature and scope 
of a Christian hospital. Local conditions also make the hospital 
work difficult. The great need is for a hospital which will give 
good care at reasonable rates with a few endowed beds for the 
unfortunate. The hospital has been able to minister to many who 
without such aid must have gone to the county hospital. 

A new building, with single rooms for patients and a new operat- 
ing room, is greatly needed. There are only two single rooms at 
present, consequently many patients are refused entrance, which 
otherwise would make the hospital self-sustaining. This new build- 
ing would increase the capacity sufficiently to establish a training 
school for nurses and thus reduce the expenses. A campaign for 
$30,000 for a new building should begin at once. 

A good eight-room house, adjoining the grounds, has been secured 
for a nurses’ cottage, at an expense of $3500. The indebtedness on 
the hospital has been reduced $1000. There is a remaining indebt- 
edness of $8500. 

The hospital is to receive one-third of the estate of the late Mrs. 
Sarah Barber to endow a free bed for working girls. From this 
source $5000 will be realized. Mr. Hodge has given $1000 for free 
work the coming year. 

During the year 220 patients have been cared for and $7231.41 
has been received for this care. About 12 per cent of the work 
is free. 

We call upon the Methodists of Southern California to rally to 
the support of this worthy institution. We pledge our hearty co- 
operation to the management and will welcome and assist its 
special representative in our various charges. 

The Committee recommends the appointment of a Field Secre- 
tary for the ensuing year.

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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


This Society conducts a great and world-wide Bible missionary 
work. It translates, prints and circulates the Bible in 112 lan- 
guages and employs in its own agencies over one thousand Bible 
missionaries. Its issues at home and abroad this last year were 
3,213,722 volumes. Its work is carried on by nine great home and 
twelve foreign agencies. All mission fields are wholly dependent 
on the Bible Society for their supply of the Scriptures. 

This has been a record year for the Bible cause. The commercial 
houses have sold and distributed about six million copies, chiefly 
in the English language, while the Bible Societies sold and dis- 
tributed thirteen million in over 525 languages and dialects. 

On the Coast, in Nevada, Oregon, Washington and California, 
the American Bible Society has had twenty-six Bible missionaries; 
fourteen of these regularly employed, who have sold and dis- 
tributed 56,401 volumes in 53 different languages. This work has 
been almost wholly done in thé neediest fields of religious effort— 
among the foreigners, in the slums of the cities, in mining and 
logging camps and on the frontier. 

The needs of the Society were never as great as today. Its 
budget for this year amounts to $700,000. Interest from invested 
funds, sale of books, rents, etc., amounts to but half of this budget, 
leaving the balance to be raised by special gifts and church collec- 
tions. One billion of the earth’s inhabitance are still without the 
Scriptures. We call attention to the fact that there was a decrease 
in the offerings of this Conference this year to the American Bible 
Society and we earnestly recommend that the pastors place the 
needs of this Society before the church.

MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 


We take pleasure in reporting the incorporation of the State 
Commission on Marriage and Divorce by filing the papers with 
the Secretary of State on the 7th day of January, 1911. 

The long sought for hour has come. The two bills passed by 
the last session of the Legislature at our request are worthy heralds 
of the coming day. 

The first was a bill striking out the words “open and notorious” 
from the two sections of the law that profess to punish not the 
single act of adultery, but living together when one or both parties 
are married to a lawful spouse. 

The second was Assembly Joint Resolution No. 19, commanding 
our Representatives in Congress to work for the submission of an 
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amendment to the Federal Constitution, relegating to Federal 
Statute and Federal Courts the control of all questions of marriage 
and divorce. 

The first change in our criminal law was needed to take out 
“weasel words” that utterly prevented the punishment of any adul- 
tery, no matter how long continued or how open. The introduc- 
tion of one or more witnesses who didn’t know about it would 
always throw the case out of court. 

The joint resolution launches the national campaign for uniform 
marriage laws with Califfornia in the lead. 

The children’s rights are supreme, and these now demand safe- 
guarding. Our state divorce laws as they now stand in nearly 
every part of the Union, seek only the happiness of each adult 
individual. 

The laxity of the divorce laws is fearful beyond belief. 

Judson Swift said, “The nation’s greatest need is the need of the 
nation’s homes, and this need lies in the necessity of the moral 
and spiritual uplift of the children and youth of the land.” 

Frances Willard said, “The right of the child to be well-born is 
the greatest reform the world has ever seen.” 

There is a “Way of God in Marriage.” It is ours to find and 
to proclaim it. 

Every law and every utterance encouraging divorce for slight 
cause is of the devil. 

Every divorce that sets the guilty party free to remarry is a 
lying decree.

MINUTES OF THE LAY-ELECTORAL ASSOCIATION OF 
THE SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA CONFERENCE. 


The Lay Electoral Association of the Southern California Con- 
ference convened in the Epworth League room of the First M. E. 
Church, Los Angeles, September 29, 1911. 


Mr. W. M. Bowen former chairman, called the association to 
order at 10 a. m. After devotional services, H. W. Wright was 
elected temporary Secretary. 


A committee of three on organization and order of business was 
called for, and the chairman appointed D. W. Huffman, Mr. Alex- 
ander and S. M. Davis as such committee, who reported recom- 
mending that W. S. Allen of Los Angeles be permanent chairman 
and H. W. Wright be permanent Secretary, and outlined the order 
of business, which recommendations were on motion adopted. 


A committee of four, one from each district, on credentials was 
ordered, and the chairman appointed R. B. Metcalf, J. W. Sedrick, 
L. B. Stewart and J. H. Turner. 


The chairman appointed as a committee of five on Resolutions, 
A. M. Drew, C. I. D. Moore, E. E. Elliott, C. F. Fingerlee and 
MC, Paxton: 


The Credential Committee reported 137 regular and 16 reserve 
delegates properly accredited and entitled to participate in the pro- 
ceedings of the association. 


The selection of six lay-delegates to the General Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church to be held in Minneapolis in May, 
1912, was the next order of business and under the call of the 
chairman for nominations, the following names were placed before 
the association in the order named: S. P. Mulford, Los Angeles; 
Miss Lydia Alexander, Los Angeles; B. C. Lockwood, San Diego; 
W. F. Cronemiller, Los Angeles; John W. Whittington, Los An- 
geles; A. J. Wallace, Los Angeles; M. C. Paxton, Riverside; A. M. 
Drew, Fresno; N. G. Felker, Pasadena; Stephen Townsend, Long 
Beach; H. W. Brodbeck, Los Angeles; C. M. Parker, Pasadena; 
E. S. Ormsby, Los Angeles; Henry L. Kuns, Lordsburg; E. P. 
Clark, Riverside, and D. W. Huffman, Santa Paula. 
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The first ballot showed the election of D. W. Huffman, A. M. 
Drew, Miss Lydia Alexander, Hon. A. J. Wallace and Stephen 
Townsend, in the order named. The second ballot giving no 
choice, the third ballot was taken and showed the election of B. C. 
Lockwood, completing the delegation, and the chairman declared 
the election of the six parties named. 


The Association proceeded to select three reserve delegates, and 
the following nominations were made: J. F. Evans, S. P. Mulford, 
E. P. Clark, John W. Whittington and H. W. Brodbeck. On 
motion it was ordered that the three receiving the highest vote be 
declared elected. The ballot showed the selection of E. P. Clark, 
S. P. Mulford and H. W. Brodbeck, and they were declared the 
duly elected reserve delegates. 


Dr. Matt S. Hughes and Dr. Charles E. Locke were introduced 
and addressed the Association, bringing greetings from the Annual 
Conference then in session. 


Bishop Edwin H. Hughes by invitation addressed the Association 
in his usual vigorous manner, urging upon the laity the supreme 
duty of replenishing the ranks of the ministry from the homes of 
Methodism in Southern California. 


The Committee on Resolutions reported through its chairman, 
Hon. A. M. Drew, and on motion the resolutions as read were 
adopted. (See resolutions in full on following pages.) 


Mr. L. M. Dart offered a resolution bearing upon the question of 
Lay representation in the Annual Conference, which was adopted. 
(See resolution.) 


Moved that the Association record and send to President Taft, 
by telegram, its protest against any honorary president of the 
Brewers’ Association being permitted to act as Secretary of Agri- 
culture of the United States, which motion was carried unanimous- 
ly, and the message sent. 


On motion a committee of three, consisting of Huffman, Mulford 


and Drew, was appointed to convey greetings to the Annual Con- 
ference. 


A resolution of condolence upon the death of Mr. F. W. Hovey, 
a delegate-elect from Union Avenue Church, Los Angeles, was 
passed by a rising vote. 


A Methodist collection was taken to defray the expenses of the 
meeting and publishing the proceedings in the Conference Minutes. 


After approval of the minutes the Association adjourned.

CIATION. 


Whereas, the Lay Electoral Conference in quadrennial session

Resolved, that recognizing the wisdom of the founders of our 
church in providing the Sub-Bishop, our District Superintendents, 
who are establishing God’s kingdom on the frontier and in the dark 
places of our cities, we commend them to the favorable considera- 
tion and loyal support of the laity of our church. 


Church Unity. 


We, the members of the Lay Electoral Conference of the South- 
ern California Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, as- 
sembled at Los Angeles, Cal:, September 29, 1911, in the fear of 
God and with desire for the greatest progress and prosperity of the 
kingdom of our Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ, adopt the following 
resolutions: 

1. That we count the uniting of the Protestant Methodist Church, 
the Methodist Church, South, and the Methodist Episcopal Church 
as possible, and as necessary if Methodism is to be the largest force 
she is capable of being in spreading the glorious doctrine that God 
seems to have called her to teach.

Episcopal Residence for Los Angeles. 


Resolved, that we, the members of the Lay Electoral Conference 
of the Southern California Conference here assembled this 29th day 
of September, 1911, do hereby memorialize the General Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, which will convene in Minne- 
apolis in the month of May, 1912, as follows: 

First. That an Episcopal residence be established in the city of 
fos Angeles, in the State of California, or at such other point in 
Southern California as said General Conference may deem best. 
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Second. That a Bishop of the Methodist Episcopal Church be 
located at the city of Los Angeles in said Southern California Con- 
ference, or at such other city as said General Conference may deem 
best. 

Resolved, further, that a committee of three be appointed from 
this Lay Electoral Conference to present a copy of these resolu- 
tions and to co-operate with the Southern California Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church now in session, with an urgent 
request that said Conference do adopt similar resolutions before its 
adjournment. 


Laymen in the Annual Conference. 


Whereas, the participation of Laymen in the business of the 
church is recognized by their membership in Quarterly, District 
and General Conferences, the Annual Conference alone being 
closed to them, and 

Whereas, under our existing laws Laymen are entitled to par- 
ticipation in such important business of the Annual Conference as is 
assigned to Conference Stewards, the Discipline providing that 
Laymen may be members of said Conference Board of Stewards— 
albeit such.members of the Board of Stewards have as yet no 
rights on the floor of the body which appoint them, therefore be it 


Resolved, that we, the members of the Southern California An- 
nual Conference, hereby declare our belief in the justice of the 
principle of lay membership in the Conferences at present open to 
them, and no less in the justice and wisdom of the further applica- 
tion of the princip'« to our Annual Conferences: 

Resolved, that we hereby memorialize the coming General Con- 
ference to consider this matter and provide a plan (if practicable) 
whereby our laws admit Laymen to membership in our Annual 
Conferences, such membership not to include participation in ques- 
tions of ministerial character, nor in the election of ministerial dele- 
gates to the General Conference. 


Woman Suffrage. 


In the matter of Woman Suffrage, which is now one of the great 
issues before the public and is soon to be voted upon in this State, 
we, the members of this Lay Electoral Conference, now in session, 
desire to place ourselves on record as favoring and supporting this 
measure. 


University Endowment. 


Resolved, that the Lay Electoral Conference of the Southern 
California Annual Conference at its session September 29, 1911, 
hereby pledges its unqualified support to the University of South- 
ern California in its plan to add $500,000 to the endowment, thus 
bringing its endowment funds to $1,000,000. ~ 

Resolved, that in every possible way we aid the Trustees of the 
University of Southern California and its administration in secur- 
ing the above mentioned amount. 


Marriage and Divorce. 


Whereas, the growth of divorce in the whole United States for 
the past fifty years has been more than three times as rapid as the 
growth of the population, and 
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Whereas, more than twelve hundred thousand American children 
have been deprived of one or both of their parents by nearly eigh- 
teen hundred thousand divorces in the past fifty years, 


Resolved, that we memorialize our General Conference to lend 
every reasonable aid to the work of securing national uniformity 
in our marriage laws through an amendment to the Federal Con- 
stitution. 


Temperance. 


Whereas, the brewers and other manufacturers and producers of 
malt, vinous and spirituous liquors in the State of California are 
forming an association to be known as “Associated Industries,” and 
having for its object the advancement of the interests of the liquor 
traffic in opposition to present temperance laws, therefore, be it 

Resolved, that the Lay Electoral Conference of Southern Cali- 
fornia place itself on record as opposed to the spirit and methods 
of said “association,” and urges every member of this Conference 
to use all proper methods to counteract such influence and action.

HISTORICAL 
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Rules of Order 


1. Committees of Examinations shall meet the classes on the day preceding the 
day appointed for the opening of the session of the Conference. 


2. Candidates for the Conference classes shall be marked on a scale of 100, which 
shall be the maximum, and 70 shall be the minimum and no person shall be advanced 
if conditioned in more than one study. A certificate of graduation from one of our theologi- 
cal seminaries will be accepted in place of examination in all the biblical and the theological 
studies in this Conference course. 

3. Conference shall meet at 8:30 a. m., spend half an hour in devotional exercises 
the regular business session commencing promptly at 9:00 and closing at 11:45 a. m. 


4, The regular standing Committees shall be appointed at the morning session of 
the first day. 


5. The District Superintendents shall be a Committee to nominate Standing 
Committees. 

6. All motions must be reduced to writing at the request of the Secretary of the 
Conference or of the Presiding Officer. 


7. When a member wishes to speak he must arise and address the chair, but shall 
not proceed until he is properly recognized by the President. 


8. The President shall distinctly call the name of the member to whom he assigns 
the floor. 


9. Motions made and seconded, reports made and accepted, shall be deemed the 
property of the Conference, and cannot be withdrawn without the consent of the Conference. 


10. All motions to lay on the table, to take from the table, to indefinitely postpone, 
shall be taken without debate. 


11. The following motions may take precedence of the original motion and pre- 
cedence of each other in the order they are here named: (1) To adjourn to a given time. 
(2) To adjourn indefinitely. (3) To take up the order of the day. (4) To lay on the table. 
(5) To move the previous question. (6) To postpone toa given time. (7) To refer to a 
Committee. (8) Toamend. (9) To postpone indefinitely. 


12. Members shall not be interrupted while speaking, except by the President, or 
@ member through the President. 


13. All questions of privilege must be decided by the President. 
14. No Member shall speak on any question more than once until all who wish 


have spoken. No member shall speak more than ten minutes, except by permission of 
the Conference. Nor shall it be in order to move the previous question, nor to lay on the 


table at the close of a speech in which the pending question has been discussed. 

15. The one who offers a motion or resolution may have five minutes to close the 
debate and this right shall not be forfeited by a motion ordering the previous question or 
to lay on the table. 


16. Any person voting in the majority may move a reconsideration, but such motion 
shall not be debatable. 

17. All members are required to be present at the regular sessions of the Conference. 

18. No one is allowed to vote outside the bar of the Conference. 


19. The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the call of one-third of the 
members present. 


20. Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule during the devotional 
exercises. 


al. All reports prepared for adoption shall be presented in duplicate, one copy of 
which shall be suitably written in ink for the printer, using one side of the paper. 


22. All persons desiring a change in their relations shall first be considered by the 
Committee on Conference Relations, 


__ 23. Applications for admission on trial or into full connection shall be considered 
with closed doors, and no one shall be admitted except by a two-thirds vote, and said 
session shall be held each day from 11 to 12 a. m. if found necessary. 


{ 24, The Memorial Service shall be held the first morning of the » Conference 
immediately following the organization. %

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OBITUARY 


In Hemoriam 
S. J. KAHLER 


Samuel James Kahler was born in Centre county, Penn., January 
26, 1834, and died in San Fernando, Calif., February 24, 1912. His 
eatly boyhood was spent in Pennsylvania. At the age of eleven 
years, his futher moved West with his family to Logansport, Indi- 
ana. His early training in spiritual things was jealously guarded 
by a most devout and godly father whose life was radiant from 
hallowed communion with God. Brother Kahler was the eldest of 
fourteen children. His earliest recollection was a scene that took 
place when but a little lad, walking with his father in the forests of 
Pennsylvania. In a secluded spot with none but the bending trees 
to witness the dedication, little Samuel was lifted upon a log, which 
answered as a rude altar; while the father devoutly kneeling in the 
solemn stillness, committed his precious son in loving dedication to 
God, that he might become a man who should serve his own genera- 
tion according to the will of God. The fervency of that father’s 
petition made an indelible impress upon the youthful Samuel, the 
effects of which were seen after many days. 

Although subject to the privations of pioneer farm life, with little 
of this world’s goods to help him in his lofty ambitions, brother 
Kahler sought every opportunity to improve his mind and satisfy 
his thirst for knowledge. At the age of eighteen he entered Frank- 
lin college as a student, where he spent two years; after which, he 
spent four years in the. Indiana State University at Bloomington, 
where he graduated in June, 1858. In 1859 he received an appoint- 
ment in Moore’s Hill college, Indiana, where he was made professor 
of mathematics and natural sciences. Here he met Miss Jennie 
Churchill, who was a teacher in the same school, and on July 21, 
1859, she became his wife, and for over half a century in loving fel- 
lowship they have fought life’s battle together. 

Although a most successful teacher he felt his true sphere of ser- 
vice was in the active ministry, and resigning his position in the col- 
lege, he joined the North West Indiana Conference in 1861. 
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His first appointment was his old home church in Star City, which 
he filled with great acceptance. Owing to Mrs. Kahler’s failing 
health he moved to Kansas, where he labored with heroic faith 
amidst pioneer conditions with signal success. He preached the 
gospel of God’s love in houses dug out on the side hills, and churches 
built of sod. Conditions were not conducive to comfort, but stimu- 
lating to faith; and the victories gained on the plains of Kansas will 
add many sheaves in the day when the harvest is garnered in. Dur- 
ing his ministerial life Brother Kahler served in the following ap- 
pointments: Star City, Door Village, Chesterton, Indianapolis, 
Hebron, Abilene, Solomon Valley, North Dickinson, Wakefield, 
Junction City and Russell. In the year 1882 he came to California, 
and in the following year he was appointed to Fresno. Brother 
Kahler set himself to the task with an earnest consecrated spirit, 
and erected during his ministry in Fresno its first Methodist church. 
While here he contracted a troublesome throat affliction, which 
finally compelled him, after serving at Lompoc and Goleta, to take 
a superannuated relation. 


For twenty-three years Brother Kahler with his beloved wife have 
resided in San Fernando. His beautiful life and consistent Chris- 
tian character are precious elements for which there can be no 
tomb. He being dead yet speaks in the hearts and lives of those 
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who were brought within the range of his holy example. As long 
as he was able he was found actively engaged in the work to which 
he had consecrated his life. For years he unfolded the Scriptures 
in the Senior Bible Class of the Sunday School, and rendered valu- 
able aid to the successive pastors who have filled the pulpit in San 
Fernando. 


During the last two years of his life Brother Kahler felt that the 
cords of life were rapidly losing their tension, and his sight became 
dim. His gait became unsteady, and he felt he was in sight of the 
last milestone, at which terminus stood the gates of the Eternal City. 
His faith was sublime in its beautiful simplicity. A few days before 
he was seized with his sudden and fatal illness, he was leaning upon 
his cane, and I said to him: “Brother Kahler, it won’t be long 
before your eyes will look upon the King in His beauty.” His 
emotions were stirred by the longing he had to realize its bliss, and 
he said, “If I am not with you at the next sacramental service, tell 
my brethren and sisters that Jesus is most precious to me, and I 
long to go home.” 


Three days from that time the sweet spirit of this sainted man 
had taken its immortal flight and there passed to his coronation 
one of the most beloved and Christ-like souls.

BISHOP HENRY WHITE WARREN—AN APPRECIATION 
By Charles Edward Locke. 


It is an unmerited honor bestowed upon me in asking me to pre- 
sent some words of appreciation of our translated Bishop; and in 
consenting to do so it imposes upon me an obligation which I do 
not regard myself able to worthily discharge. If, however, long- 
standing admiration and profound esteem for our deceased friend 
constituted fitness, I would have to confess that I have had much 
preparation for this delicate task. 


It is no disparagement to others to declare that Bishop Henry 
W. Warren was easily the most prominent and impressive person- 
ality in our present-day Methodism, which is by no means impov- 
erished in the number of its great and useful men. 


The perspective is too short for any one to gain the true measure 
of the height and breadth of this exceptional man—in a range of 
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towering mountains this glistening peak was the highest and most 
majestic Matterhorn. 


He was an interpreter of God and truth—an exuberant and pro- 
found student in nearly every reaim—his versatility was extraordi- 
nary. He would remain up most of the night studying the stars, 
and spend all the day serving a needy humanity. 


He was so full of bounding boyish health and glee that it looked 
as if he would project himself unweariedly into the future. His 81 
years were crowded with ministries of truth and mercy; and his 
sudden departure was without the sadness of farewell. 


In his quest for God he studied all books and found.truth every- 
where. The starry heavens allured him and the crystals at his feet 
enthralled him. Nothing which God had made was uninteresting 
to him. 


The range of his investigations reached from the grain of sand to 
the towering mountain; from the starry jasmine to blazing Alcyone; 
from singing rivulets to surging oceans; from the fire-fly to the 
wild thunderbolt; from the cricket in the grass to the leviathan in 
the deep, from the song-bird’s note to immortal oratorios, from the 
humble child to the Everlasting Father the Prince of Peace; and 
with all his poetical fancies he was a practical man and a most 
skillful administrator. 


If it is true that the measure of a great man is his mastery of 
details, where is the man among us who was so familiar with little 
things and on such intimate acquaintanceship with the mighty 
forces of the universe. 


Bishop Warren communed with God among the heights and he 
walked with man among the depths. He interpreted God to man 
and man to himself. 


The ramifications of Bishop Warren’s investigations and his rare 
culture won for him the respect of all students, and made him a 
most entrancing and stalwart and persuasive preacher of righteous- 
ness and truth. He would not know how to preach a dull sermon. 


He was able to rebuke that claim of materialism that man is 
monstrously arrogant when he considers himself the loftiest pur- 
pose of creation. Henry Warren proved in his own finished char- 
acter that though in size man is out of proportion to the immensity 
of the universe, yet as the climax of creation, “God made man a 


little lower than God,” or as quaint Gesenius says: “A shaving less 
than God.” 
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Henry White Warren was no common man; he was our elegant 
Christian gentleman—our premier preacher. All mean things and 
low levels were strangers to him. Nothing unsavory or discordant 
dwelt in his thoughts or passed his lips. He had Seneca’s proof of 
his divinity, and that was that divine things delighted him. 


In his presence you felt the proximity of a priest and prophet. 
No personal or coarse rivalries could creep into his breast. He 
never sought promotions, but every door was open to this master- 
ful man. 


He was a child of the King and moved with princely stride, but 
with no tinge of arrogance or superiority. 


The greatest pastorates awaited him, and the most popular plat- 
forms invited him. 


When he was pastor in Philadelphia he was sent as a delegate 
to the General Conference of 1880 in Cincinnati. It is reported 
that a man from our own Southern California Conference said, 
“When I saw Dr. Warren walking down the aisle of that General 
Conference, and before I knew him personally, I recognized in him 
a coming Bishop of the Methodist Episcopal Church.” 


The day before the ballot for bishops was taken at that General 
Conference, President Wm. F. Warren of Boston University, 
brother of Henry White Warren, was seen by a friend hastening 
toward the station. The friend said to him, “You are not going 
away, are you? You should stay over tomorrow and see your 
brother Henry elected a Bishop of the Methodist Church.” 


“No, I guess not,” said President Warren, “and Henry is not 
expecting it, I am sure, for I have been with him for several days 
and he has not said a word to me about it!” 


He was our ideal priest and preacher; an imperial pulpit prince; 
our golden-mouthed Chrysostom. 


“As some tall cliff that lifts its awful form, 

Swells from the vale and midway leaves the storm, 
Though round its breast the rolling clouds are spread, 
Eternal sunshine settles on its head.” 


It was one of our most honored and exquisite privileges to have 
come into intimate contact with this blameless life. As a guest in 
your home he was easy and companionable. His charming and 
knightly courtesy made him admired by women, and tenderly loved 
and highly respected by men. 
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I remember as a boy preacher when I heard him in one of his 
masterful sermons. His grace of manner, his perfect diction, his 
virility of argument, his range of thought, his opulent vocabulary, 
his aptness of illustration, his ringing voice and clear enunciation, 
his thrilling climaxes, his tender emotion, and in the background 
his unostentatious but superb manliness and manifest sincerity, 
stirred my heart to lawful ambitions and to highest ministerial 
ideals. Just where shall we find his like again? 


In that last General Conference he was the most notable figure. 
He held the gavel at the opening, and likewise at the closing session 
of that memorable gathering. 


All the men spoke with rare acceptability at the huge reception 
in the Armory, but the most comprehensive, and felicitous, and 
witty, and appropriate word came at the last when all had spoken, 
and one would think nothing remained to be said, when Bishop 
Warren captivated all hearts and showed himself once more posi- 
tively unmatched as a speaker for special occasions. 


He possessed remarkable felicity in extemporaneous and unex- 
pected responses. All of the delegates will ever remember an 
incident at the last General Conference, when at the opening of 
the afternoon session of May 22, Mr. B. F. Edsall of the Newark 
Conference presented Bishop Warren a beautiful white rose, mak- 
ing the following speech in bestowing it: “I went and bought the 
most perfect rose I could find; because I knew him to be and knew 
you thought him to be one of the most perfect gentlemen and one 
of the most perfect bishops we have ever had in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. I bought a white rose, because I thought it 
expressed the purity and spotlessness of the character of our 
bishop and of his administration.” 


Bishop Warren’s response was as follows: “Because this is the 
most perfect product of the vegetable world, it has always been 
considered a fit emblem of love. You men, you remember the 
time when roses scarcely seemed to voice your debt of affection 
for some one, but it availed to take the message, and so I take this 
as bearing the message. It indicates what perfection may come 
from a rough wire, how that humanity can be made to blossom and 
be glorified by the blessed influence of the Son, the Sun of right- 
eousness, and I accept it with loving gratitude among the many 
expressions of love that have made my heart very tender.” He 
graciously accepted the flower and beckoning to Bishop McDowell 
asked him to please present it to Mrs. Warren. 


Bishop Warren was a loyal patriot—he carried a New Testament 
and a small silk American flag with him in all his journeys around 
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the world. Bunker Hill patriotism was in his veins from his illus- 
trious ancestor who made the name of Warren forever notable in 
that victorious defeat of our Revolutionary heroes. 


Bishop Warren was our spiritual and physical athlete, and always 
a commanding figure when tall men assembled on the King’s 
business. He had the initiative and vision of the seer, and the 
courage and consecration of the martyr. And while he was ten- 
acious and inexorable in logic and convictions, he was perennially 
amiable and winsome. 


He was our modern Elisha—a holy and devout man, a happy, 
prayerful man. There was a notable atmospheric invasion wherever 
he went. He was never entertained in a home or held a conference 
that some one could not have said of him what the Shunammite 
woman said of his inspired prototype: “Behold, now I perceive 
that this is a holy man of God which passeth by us continually.” 


Superfine as was Bishop Warren’s ministry there was something 
finer in the man than anything he ever said or did. Just as all art 
and music, all love and laughter, all beauty and light, is God 
expressing Himself, so the supreme grace of Henry Warren’s life 
was that he humbly permitted God to express Himself through 
him—he had Christ in him the hope of glory!

RULES OF BOARD OF EXAMINERS 


1. Examinations will be held on the Tuesday preceding the opening of 
Conference at 9 A. M., at the seat of the Conference. 


2. All applicants for admission on trial must present certificates of gradua- 
tion from a High School, or from an institution of, at least, equal standing. 


3. All candidates holding bachelor degrees from accredited colleges shall 
be exempt from further examination in all the studies that are not included in the 
term biblical and theological.. Certificates for this work should be sent to the 
Registrar not later than September Ist. 


4. Sermons and essays shall be typewritten or in ink, and sent to Matt S. 
Hughes, Pasadena, not later than September 1st. 


5. The Registrar and Examiners will be glad to communicate with under- 
graduates regarding studies. Enclose stamps for reply. 


6. Deduction will be made on each paper in which the spelling, grammar, 
writing, or general execution is slovenly. 


7. A notebook containing an outline of each book studied is to be presented 
to the Examiner at the examination, the notes will be used in marking. 


8. Sermons should contain 2000 to 3000 words, and essays 2000 to 4000. 
The paper used shall be letter size and folded when sent. 
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9. Each undergraduate shall state to the Registrar that he has read the 
books required ‘‘to be read.” 


10. All applicants from other conferences or from another denomination, also 
theological students who have been excused from the course of study by virtue of 
their work in college, shall be examined concerning their personal attitude toward 
our doctrine and discipline, by a committee of three, said committee to report to 
the Board of Examiners. 


12. As early in the Conference year as possible all applicants for admission 
on Trial shall send to the Chairman of the Board for application blanks, which 
are to be filled out with all care and returned to the Chairman. 


13. On the completion of the entire course of study by an undergraduate, 
or in case of his retirement or transfer from the conference before its completion, 
he shall be entitled to a certificate, covering all his work, signed by the Chairman 
and Registrar of the Board. 


14. The annual meeting of the Board of Examiners shall convene at the 
seat of and on the day before the session of the Annual Conference, at the hour 
of 9 o’clock a. m. 


15. College or Seminary graduates, thereby excused from the course of study, 
shall be required to read the books assigned ‘“‘to be read,’”’ and report the same 
in writing; they shall write the sermon or essay required; and shall also present 
a certificate with the grade of each study, for the work done in College and 
Seminary.

After a few words of exhortation as to the importance thereof, 
the Bishop asked the disciplinary questions in an earnest manner 
and they were answered in the affirmative, after which the Bishop 
said: 

“Tf you do this, brothers, you have the world’s hardest and great- 
est work. Christ in Cana of Galilee hesitated ere he entered upon 
his life of crowded activity. You, my brothers, are to take loads, 
responsibilities, burdens upon you which you can never lay down. 
Southern California should lay upon your heart. Its unparalleled 
opportunity should be your chief concern. Your labor is to be un- 
ceasing. It will never be through. If you think that a minister’s 
task is an easy one, you ought to ask now to be excused. Seest 
thou a minister in the twentieth century that desires an easy job; 
there is more hope for a fool than for him. My young brothers, 
the days of rocking chair and slippers are over for you. It is said 
that it was the province of Mozart to bring angels down from 
heaven, and of Beethoven to lift men up to heaven. Your task is 


to do both.” 

Four qualifications for this work were then emphasized. 

“First, sincerity. This is a fundamental virture. You must be 
true. Absolute transparency is demanded. Second, you must be 
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earnest; no other way will bring success. Third, you must be great 
believers, you must have a deep, strong, settled faith in Jesus Christ. 
You are not to search out a new gospel, but seek to preach effective- 
ly that already received. Fourth, have a great purpose. Every 
sermon should have this, every separate year of your ministry 
should have this, your whole life should have this. 


“The work for the children must not be neglected. I pledge you 
to great faithfulness for the children.” The Bishop closed his 
address by saying, “The great end of all your work should be to 
make men know Jesus. If this is your deep and abiding purpose, 
your lives cannot but be successful.” 


Introductions—I. R. Van de Watér, T. B. Hunter, J. D. Ham- 
mond and T. C. Iliff were introduced and Dr. Iliff addressed the 
Conference. 


Anti Saloon League—By recommendation of the Committee on 
Privileges-of the Floor, A. C. Bane, Superintendent of the Anti 
Saloon League for Northern California, was introduced and ad- 
dressed the Conference. 


Temperance Society—C. C. Woods, as official representative of 
our Temperance Society, also addressed the Conference. 


Conference Funds—J. B. Green read his report as Field Secretary 
of the Conference Funds. 


_On motion of W. A. Knighten the report was accepted and the 
Conference requested the reappointment of J. B. Green as Field 
Secretary. 


N. J. Burton reported the gift of $100 to the Conference funds 
from Mr. and Mrs. A. J. Boston of Elsinore, and the Secretary 
was requested to convey to them the thanks of the Conference.

Whereas, there is great importance to be attached to the moral 
and religious welfare of the soldiers and sailors of the Republic, 
the conditions of military and naval service at their best being 
peculiarly open to harmful influence; and those who are in the 
country’s service are deserving of the best aid the government can 
furnish for the promotion of morality, sobriety and religion. 


Whereas, there is inadequate government provision for Chap- 
lancies in the Army, Navy and State troops, the chaplains in service 
being obliged to carry on their difficult work against discouraging 
and unnecessary obstacles, and recently a movement has been 
inaugurated to abolish the chaplain’s rank as a commissioned offi- 
cer, substituting therefor “contract clergyman’; therefore be it 


Resolved, (1) That we assure all faithful army chaplains of our 
sympathy with them in their difficult and responsible work. 


(2) That we regard it as the duty of the government to appoint 
as many competent chaplains as may be needed for the moral 
and religious supervision of those who are in the actual service 
of the country on land and sea. 


(3) That we insist that the government should maintain the 
present commissioned status of the chaplains in all branches of. 
the military and naval services, emphasize the importance of the 
work of these officers among those who are denied the ordinary 
religious privileges of their fellow citizens, and encourage the 
development of moral and religious convictions among officers and 


es ee the basis of the most powerful motives to the performance 
of duty. 


(4) That we urge the President, as commander-in-chief of the 
Army and Navy, our Senators and Representatives in Congress, 
our Governors and the Senators and Representatives in the State 
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Legislature, to recognize the indubitable fact that the Article in 
the Federal Constitution, forbidding an establishment of religion, 
does not mean that the Republic is unfavorable, or even indifferent 
to the religious welfare of the nation, and further, we ask them 
to further in every possible way all agencies which make for the 
moral protection and religious welfare of those who in the per- 
formance of their duties are separated from home influence and 
church fellowship. 


(5) That we heartily approve the movement of the chaplains 
for the betterment of this branch of the service, that we pledge 
ourselves to co-operate with representatives of other religious 
bodies in their endeavors to promote these ends. 


Question XXIV—“Who are the Retired Ministers?” was resumed.

District Superintendent’s Reports 
SAN DIEGO DISTRICT 


Mr. President, Fathers and Brethren: 


As I present my report I am very conscious of two things: 
the imperative necessity of brevity and so the impossibility of 
adequately reporting the work of so faithful and devoted a band 
of men as my co-workers on the San Diego District. So I. shall 
be as brief as possible and my brethren will take this as my reason 
for not mentioning them by name. But though doing this I am 
not unmindful of their splendid ‘service, for whatever of gain'there 
shall have been (and there has been much), the glory and praise 
are theirs. My task has been but to suggest and inspire:..theirs 
to accomplish. 

The past year has been one of trial and rae OP ey not 
through sorrow and bereavement, for my brothers and their fami- 
lies have with one or two exceptions been kept in health; nor 
through faction and disorder, for all the churches have had a 
year of peace and steadfastness; but through frost and dcqught, 
through river’s overflow, and unusual change. 

The first two struck the heart of my District a staggering blow, 
in many cases wiping out the entire income of the individual 
members; but so great has been the loyalty of the people that 
pastor’s salaries and gifts to the benevolences have not. seriously 
suffered except in a few instances; and as I have gone amongst 
the churches I have been astounded at their splendid liberality; 
but for the time being some church building enterprises have had 
to be abandoned. At Perris plans for a new auditorium had been 
drawn and subscriptions obtained, but the enterprise had tempo- 
rarily to be given up. At Blythe, out in the Palo Verde valley, 
four lots had been secured and more than a thousand dollars 
subscribed for a new church, when the breaking of the levee of 
the Colorado threatened for awhile the utter ruin of the entire 
valley and threw back the building enterprise for at least a year. 
In other places an unusual removal of families of our churches 
has so depleted the ranks that continuance of the work at times 
seemed impossible. In spite of it all, however, a substantial | Bain 
has been made in every direction. id 
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My attention was early called to serious defects in the titles 
to the property of a number of our churches and I have there- 
fore given special attention to this and hope in a short time to 
have these defects corrected in every case. So serious were some 
of these that I have felt that our Conference would do wisely 
to have an examiner to whom every deed must be submitted be- 
fore being recorded, accompanied by the articles of incorporation 
(where such existed) and thus save our churches from much 
trouble and heavy expense in securing valid titles. 


A steady improvement in the business management of our 
churches has been shown though at times one is surprised, almost 
astonished, at the loose business methods of the laity when dealing 
with the business of the church. However, the churches are 
steadily gaining. Better salaries are being provided with more 
prompt payment in many cases, while the duplex envelope system 
introduced into a number of churches has proved a very successful 
method of collecting the benevolences. 


This District is still marked by great contrasts—the rich and 
flourishing community with vast stretches of barren desert. But 
this latter brings its great challenge. Everywhere small isolated 
communities pioneering the way for prosperity yet almost utterly 
dependent on outside help for their religious need, are springing 
up, and call for the gospel. Some have this year been entered— 
six in the Imperial Valley, two in the Palo Verde, two in the 
Mojave desert; while in the more settled sections preaching has 
been undertaken at six new points in the Perris Valley and three 
in the northeast section of San Diego county—in all nineteen. 
All these are for the present attached to charges already organized, 
adding burdens to our faithful ministers, but making possible the 
preaching of the Gospel to these scattered yet needy communities. 


At last my boyhood dream of being a foreign missionary has been 
realized—Lower California has been added to this District by 
action of the General Conference. How this foreign field is to 
be administered I do not know, as Home Missionary funds can not 
be spent in foreign lands; but I think this Conference could do no 
better thing than here and now to raise a fund sufficient for 
entering at least one promising point in that field and so hasten 
the day when our neighboring republic will be brought. to Christ. 


Like the District in whose bounds we are met, this District faces 
almost acutely now the problem of the incoming immigrant. It 
faces it first. It will face it in the greatest degree, for Imperial 
Valley and San Diego are the first gateways into this Southland. 
The Negro from the South, the Mexican from across the border, 
the foreigner from lands across the sea will crowd our highways. 
They are almost doing so now and their presence constitutes one 
of the greatest problems we have to deal with. 
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Thus far we have made only a beginning. Imperial Church 
has undertaken definite Sunday School work for the colored people 
in its midst. Last year Vernon McCombs was given supervision 
of the Spanish work and already has accomplished much. With 
the hearty co-operation of the pastors of our American churches 
there very promising work among the Mexicans has been begun 
in Anaheim and Santa Ana. At the latter a church has been 
bought at a cost of $1800. Our First Church at Santa Ana has 
pledged $50 a month towards the support of the pastor and Brother 
Gonzales has been brought from New Mexico to take charge, 
and has already won a warm place in the hearts of both the 
American and Mexican friends of the Church. If only larger 
appropriations could be made this work could be greatly and very 
successfully extended, as large numbers of these needy people are 
found everywhere over Southern California, and they are a people. 
peculiarly open to the Protestant gospel. I am very anxious that 
before the next year shall close definite Spanish missionary work 
shall be done in San Diego. 


I can not speak too highly of the devotion and ability of Brother 
McCombs. He has done remarkably well with the resources at his 
command, but this work calls for a re-inforcement and re-align- 
ment so that this great missionary opportunity may be fully 
entered on. 


To the Woman’s Home Missionary Society belongs the honor 
of the first attempt in large fashion to meet this immigrant need 
in the city of San Diego in their “Industrial Mission” which is 
doing excellent work in spite of Romanist opposition. The Mission 
will soon be housed in a new home though not one belonging to 
our society, but to an interdenominational board. Nevertheless, 
this is a good beginning; a preparation for the great task that is 
certain to come in the near future. Indeed already there is need 
and opportunity for work among the Italians and Greeks, of both 
of which there is an increasingly large number, in that rapidly 
growing city. Our American Methodism there has not yet grappled 
with this problem except as just stated, but I am hoping that our 
great First Church especially, now so largely free from debt (she 
has wiped out $20,000 this year), will becorne a genuine mother of 
Methodism and give herself wholeheartedly with her sister churches 
to the work of winning that city for Christ. 


A transitional and determinate period has come in which churches 
are about to replace the structures suitable for the past but not 
for the present and so the better meet the demands of the day. 
San Jacinto is replacing an old church by a new $15,000 structure; 
Santa Ana at an equal expense has largely increased its auditorium 
and given itself fine Sunday School accommodations; Central, San 
Diego, has erected a $2000 building to properly house its primary 
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department, and plans are also under way for a new auditorium 
at Grace, Redlands. Additions have been made to our churches 
at La Habra, Olinda, Garden Grove, Highland. Holtville, Fall- 
brook, Anaheim and Artesia all looking especially to increased 
facility for Sunday School work; while excellent improvements 
have been made on the property at National City, Westminster, 
Ocean Side, San Marcos, Winchester, Imperial, Hemet, Orange, 
La Mesa, Highgrove, Elsinore, and Taylor Church San Diego, 
all of which will greatly further the work at these points. 


In addition to these, new churches or chapels have been erected 
at the following places: Bard, $500; Mission Hills, $600; Silsbee, 
$700; Del Rosa, $2500; Santee, $5000; El Centro, $9000; Chula 
Vista, $15,000; while new parsonages have been erected at Garden 
Grove, Fairmount, San Diego and Arlington and the contract is 
just let for one at Wintersburg. In addition, the parsonage at 
El Centro has been completed at a cost of $1000 and an attractive 
bungalow chapel is under construction at Yucaipa costing $1500, 
a fine lot having been donated by the Yucaipa Land Company. 


Fifteen churches have wiped out over $27,000 of indebtedness— 
Olinda, $72; Huntington Beach, $120; Hemet, $108; Imperial, $128; 
Rialto, $150; Banning, $250; Arlington, $400; Orange, $418; First, 
Riverside, $500; Anaheim, $600; Holtville, $682; Fullerton, $1000; 
Taylor, San Diego, $1100; Pacific Beach, $1800; First Church, San 
Diego, $20,000. 
~ In addition to the new preaching places already mentioned there 
will appear in this year’s appointments the following new charges: 
Heber and Jasper, Verde and Alamo, in the Imperial Valley; 
Somerset, Harpers, Newport Beach in Orange county; Yucaipa 
near Redlands; Frary Heights, San Diego, and the Spanish Mis- 
sion, Santa Ana. Coronado is practically new. Closed for years, 
sold for state and city taxes amounting in all to $520, it has been 
redeemed, reopened, and renovated and is now our own more 
than ever before with the promise of a fine future, and the pastors 
are to be heartily congratulated who have grappled successfully 
with this seemingly hopeless task. 

- More important than the outward building is the inner life of 
the Church. In view of this group meetings were held at four 
centers (the immense size of this District precludes one gathering), 
when all the pastors in those centers spent a day together facing 
some of the problems meeting us and among other things plans 
were made for extensive and continuous revival. The outcome 
has beén that' more than 40 charges have held revival meetings, 
resulting in’ more than 1200 professed conversions and being of 
immense benefit to the spiritual life of the churches as well as. 
making possible the report of almost 1200 in the membership. 
of ‘the District.::Further, plans were laid to hold ‘some form of 
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Sunday School Institute work in all the churches of this District. 
This’ was found impossible but to many of the churches our gifted 
S. S. Superintendent—O. B. Waite—of whose work I ean not speak 
too highly, brought great inspiration. 


Closely associated with these has been the attempt to awaken 
the District to a very earnest missionary propagandism. Fortu- 
nately we secured a Home Missionary Parliament under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Coker of the Board of Home Missions, which was held 
at San Diego. The gifted leadership, the noted speakers, the un- 
usually strong programme, made certain the great success, and 
a great impetus was given to this cause. More and more am I 
convinced that one of the deepest needs of our Church today is 
a determined and widespread missionary educational programme. 
If our financial response is not all we desire this year it is due 
not only to the providential difficulty already referred to, but also 
the failure to keep the real programme of the Church—the mis- 
sionary programme—steadily before the heart of the Church. 


The camp meeting at Huntington Beach will be duly reported 
by the proper authorities, but this year under the leadership of the 
gifted evangelists, Brown and Curry, was more than usually suc- 
cessful and brought a great blessing to the many gathered there. 


Underneath it all comes the great need for deeper spiritual life 
and to this end I have unceasingly called the attention of the 
Churches to the place of prayer in the life and service of the 
Church in the earnest hope that once again may be discovered in 
their midst the lost art of intercessory prayer, for I am convinced 
that only a praying church can become a really mighty church, 
capable of meeting the vast tasks confronting it today and becom- 
ing a church after God's pattern. 


You will be glad to know that the various organizations of the 
churches have had a year of marked blessing. As already stated 
many of the churches are giving the Sunday Schools added equip- 
ment resulting in increased attendance and efficiency. More and 
more the schools are being properly graded and greater atten- 
tion: paid to departmental life. There are 37 Cradle Roll De- 
partments, 38 Home Departments, and 12 Teacher Training Classes 
in the: Sunday Schools of the District, while over 500 conversions 
in the Sunday Schools have been reported. The Epworth League 
has steadily gained in missionary interest and have taken Borneo 
as: their ‘special field of help. 


Everywhere the Ladies’ Aid Societies are a great power in the 
churches and merit the highest commendation. Without them 
many of the weaker churches would be helpless and many a pastor 
suffer sérious financial loss. This year with a membership of 
‘about 1000 they have raised over $10,000. 
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Only 28 Woman’s Home Missionary and 30 Foreign Missionary 
Auxiliaries are yet organized on the District, but these are work- 
ing finely and have raised this year, the Home Society $4600, the 
Foreign $6061 and a special gift of $6380. 


The Brotherhood Movement is still weak among us, there being 
but nine organizations. The men of our churches do not yet 
see the value of organization; when they do there will be a 
great advance. 


In our District Stewards’ meeting it was decided to set as our 
standard for missions this year $10,000 independent of Sunday 
School offerings and special gifts. Owing to the grave financial 
crisis facing our Board of Foreign Missions I have, while urging 
all the benevolences, especially done so regarding this fund, and 
am glad to report the total offerings as follows: Foreign Mis- 
sions, $10,709, increase, $1937; Home missions, $6370, increase $1578; 
Woman’s Foreign Missions, $12,441, increase, $7480; Woman’s 
Home Missions, $5294, increase, $500; making a grand total of 
the missionary givings of the District, including those of the Mis- 
sionary and Evangelistic Society of $36,114, and from reports to 
hand all the other benevolences will show an encouraging increase, 
making the total offerings to all the benevolent enterprises of the 
Church at not less than $37,000. 


Two changes in the pastorate have occurred during the year. 
The wife of our pastor at San Marcos became so seriously indis- 
posed that it seemed imperative Brother Mealey should give up 
the work. Accordingly he was relieved and James E. DeBord 
appointed in his stead. Exemplary in conduct, faithful and dili- 
gent in work, Brother Mealey had won the hearts of his people 
making his withdrawal a source of regret both to them and myself. 
About the same time Ray H. Pierson asked to be released from 
Fairmount, San Diego. This was granted and Edwin H. Price, 
a probationer of this Conference having just completed his course 
at Drew Seminary, was appointed in his stead. 


I end my brief and meagre report, all too meagre to rightly 
represent the devoted service of my co-workers on the San Diego 
District. The tasks that have met them have been great and 
often so the discouragements; but they have never flinched. Far 
out in isolated districts from which men in the more favored sec- 
tions constantly shrink some have stood alone; but all have rung 
true. Not a man among them has in heart been unworthy of his 
high calling as a Methodist preacher and the privilege of fellow- 
ship with such a band has been an unending joy. To work with, 
to lead in any measure so true a company of men in Christian 
service has been ample compensation for the unceasing toil in- 
herent in the superintendency of so great a field. Their tasks 
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have been great but their successes many. We would they were 
more. We are glad they are so many. And should we, brothers, 
labor together again I challenge you to the highest emprise—to 
the greatest adventure for Jesus, and pledge you to spare myself 
in nothing if only I can serve you and help make possible the 
passion of your hearts—the bringing of the Kingdom of God to 
men.

LOS ANGELES DISTRICT 


The past year has been one of opportunity probably never sur- 
passed in the history of the District. If we correctly read the 
signs of the times, we are now upon the crest of a wave of 
prosperity and growth which is making possible advancement in 
Christian enterprises, the equal of which this generation has never 
seen and will not live to see again. 


No changes have occurred in the pastorates of the charges, 
save one—that of Edendale. C. S. Shepard was relieved of the 
work for a prolonged trip East for educational purposes. The 
charge has been supplied during his absence. 


We record the fact with thankfulness that there has been no 
death or serious illness in the family of any pastor appointed to 
a charge on the District at the last session of the Conference. 
F. M. Clark, who had charge of Little Rock, on account of in- 
creasing ill health was compelled to come to Los Angeles late 
in the spring for medical care. He supplied the work at Eden- 
dale for a short time, but finally had to give up the charge and 
to submit to a serious surgical operation. He is now rapidly 
recovering, and while he will not be able to take a pastoral ap- 
pointment this year, he has every prospect of entirely regaining 
his health. 


The year has been characterized by a series of general religious 
and moral campaigiis 


Early in the fall the people were called upon to vote upon an 
ordinance prohibiting the sale and manufacture of alcoholic liquors 
within the city of Los Angeles. With but few and conspicuous 
exceptions the ministers of the city engaged heartily in the cam- 
paign. The result was a defeat for that ordinance, but a re- 
markable showing in the interest of the cause. There were 
32,000 people in Los Angeles who voted for the most drastic 
ordinance ever presented to a city of the first class, and 17000 
more in their confusion did not vote on the ordinance, giving 
evidence that they were under conviction. We are told that the 
liquor interests spent several hundred thousand thousand dollars 
to defeat the ordinance, while our committee spent a mere pit- 
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tance in comparison, of about $5000. Our Methodist people gen- 
erally did more than their share. We may have lost a battle, 
but we will not fail in our war upon the saloon. ; 


The day is not far distant when the fair city of Los Angeles 
will not have within its incorporate limits a single licensed 
saloon. God hasten the day! 


Following the temperance campaign came the Union Evan- 
gelistic movement under the leadership of the world renowned 
Gypsy ‘Smith. The city was certainly stirred. The work of the 
churches was forced upon the attention of the people, but those 
who expected that through that kind of a campaign there would 
be large accessions to the Church were greatly disappointed. The 
number that united with the churches during the meetings, was 
hardly above the normal for a like period of time of the regular 
services of the Church. 


A few weeks after the evangelistic movement the city was visited 
by a remarkable group of men under ‘the “Men and Religion For- 
ward Movement.” The work was exceedingly valuable and ‘has 
undoubtedly left permanent results in effective methods in reach- 
ing men. We shall always be -glad of the visit of these men, 
and believe that our churches and the city received permanent 
benefits from the work accomplished. 


The last and the best and in many respects the greatest cam- 
paign, at least for the Methodists, was the Home Missionary Par- 
liament. This was conducted by Dr. H. J. Coker assisted by 
Bishops Quayle and Hughes and four or five others; and without 
doubt was one of the best series of meetings ever held inthe 
city. in the interest of the Christian church. It is no reflection 
to say that none of the campaigns were more efficient nor had 
better speakers, nor aroused more enthusiasm than our Parliament. 


A number of our institutions located within the bounds of 
this District require at least brief comment here. 


The University of Southern California is embarrassed with suc: 
cess. Literally thousands of the youth of our state are coming 
to us for education. We must not disappoint them and we must 
not miss our great opportunity. The demand for a large endow- 
ment is imperative. The preachers and churches must take our 
Maclay College of Theology upon their hearts. Three years in 
this office has convinced me that educationally, our church’s most 
pressing need is the enlarged efficiency of this school. We are 
fortunate, in having as a resident of Southern California Dr. S. L. 
‘Beiler, former dean of. the School of Theology of Boston Uni- 
versity, and we heartily congratulate the University and the. stu- 


dents upon the fact that he is to be a regular professor in-,that 
school this year. 
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The Methodist Hospital has passed its best year and’a great 
future is at hand. A Board of Trustees has been incorporated 
and the property deeded to it. Plans have been prepared for a 
modern building which when completed will cost $150,000. It 
is expected that the main building, to cost $50,000, will be erected 
this year. The superintendent, J. C. Elliot, has been very suc- 
cessful in the work. 


The City Missionary Society has been the right arm of power 
in the development of all our new work. This year we will 
raise for all purposes over $7000. This is not half of what we 
actually need. The Fifth Street Mission has continued its benefi- 
cent work every night of the past year. Thousands of the lost 
and straying have heard the. Gospel Message; many have been 
clothed and fed in the name of Christ. 

All the various organizations in the church are rendering ex: 
cellent service and are fairly prosperous. The work in fhe Sunday 
Schools is being presented with zeal and intelligence in every 
field. Indeed, the Sunday School is the most vigorous organiza- 
tion in the Church. This is as it should be. We are glad to 
report that in almost every Church the Sunday School attendance 
is Over-crowding the accommodations. Most of our Church im- 
provements are forced by demands for larger Sunday School 
equipment. Our Sunday School literature is everywhere in use, 
and the graded lessons are gradually being adopted and are giving 
great satisfaction. 

The Epworth League continues to be a spiritual force, although 
the organized class of the Sunday School has somewhat limited 
the social features. 

We shall not attempt to describe the Ladies’ Aid, the Woman’s 
Home and Woman’s Foreign Missionary societies. The money 
raised is increasing from year to year, and instead of raising 
tens of thousands of dollars, they will very shortly be raising 
money by the hundreds of thousand. One of these societies has 
raised this year in the Conference over fifty thousand dollars— 
an amount equal to the combined contributions of the churches 
to both the so-called parent boards. 

All our churches have been active and our pastors successful. 
There have.been different soils to cultivate and results have varied. 
But we have had no pastor who has hid his talent, because there 
was no opportunity. We should be glad to pen our appreciation 
of every Church and pastor on the District. They all deserve it, 
but I must forbear. 

We have endeavored on every possible occasion to assist the 
pastors in securing an improved financial system. Many of our 
churches have adopted plans by which all expenses, including 
the pastor’s salary, are paid at least once a month. 
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The salaries are being gradually increased. It is doubtful if 
there are any churches whose laymen are more generous than 
those in our denomination. During the past year there has been 
a total increase in salaries of about thirty-five hundred dollars, 
making a total increase for the past three years of fourteen 
thousand dollars, or about one dollar per member. There has 
been reported to me a total increase in benevolences for the Dis- 
trict of over three thousand dollars. The membership in the 
churches continues to grow at about ten per cent a year. This 
year the net increase appears to be, from the pre-conference re- 
ports returned by the pastors, about fourteen hundred, making a 
total increase for the three years of four thousand members. 


Four new churches have held dedicatory services. Vermont 
Avenue Square was built last year, but owing to debt, the dedi- 
cation was postponed. The church membership and Sunday School 
grew so rapidly that last winter the lot adjoining the Church was 
purchased, and in June the money was raised to pay for it. Sep- 
tember first was decided upon for the dedication of the church 
building. Bishop Shepard very kindly agreed to be present at 
two services. During the afternoon and evening four thousand 
two hundred dollars were received in cash and pledges to pay 
the remaining debt and to provide for the enlarging of the 
church. This church has increased its membership fifty-seven this 
year, and has paid on its property almost four thousand dollars 
in cash. 


About two years ago a society was organized on West Wash- 
ington Blvd. called Arlington Heights. Last year a lot was secured 
at a cost of $2300. During the past summer an attractive little 
bungalow church was built at a cost of $1600; $1300 has been 
paid and the balance is provided for in good pledges. This church 
is well located and in a beautiful and growing part of the city. 


Normandie Ave. Church was organized several years ago, and 
has worshiped for three years in a portable church on 39th street. 
A new railroad on 39th street, and other changes in contiguous 
property, made the location impossible for a church. The people 
determined upon a new location on the corner of Normandie Ave. 
and 38th street. The lot was not large enough, but it was the 
utmost they could secure. In the time of this great need a Chris- 
tian woman, a member of the Protestant Episcopal Church, whose 
husband had been a member of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
secured the adjoining lot on contract, and will deed it to the church 
free of all encumbrances. The church built is of the modern 
bungalow type, beautiful in interior and exterior, and is the best 
building for the money that we know of. The opening was held 
Sept. 15th, and E. A. Healy preached in the morning, W. E. Tilroe 
in the afternoon and W. K. Beans in the evening. 
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Probably the most remarkable church growth and develop- 
ment in the history of the Southern California Conference is the 
First Church of Hollywood. About three years ago this. society 
was organized by J. B. Green. Two and one-half years ago the 
present pastor, E. P. Ryland, was appointed. Today the church 
property is valued at $50,000, upon which there is an indebtedness 
of but $13,000, and this is all provided for in good subscriptions. 
The church now has a membership of 554, ‘a net increase for 
this year of 167. The building is modern in every respect, located 
on one of the most sightly lots in this beautiful suburb. The 
church was dedicated last April, the sermon being preached by 
Dr. Matt. S. Hughes. Fifteen thousand dollars was pledged upon 
that day, amidst great rejoicing. This new church is one of the 
first to make a large advance in giving for foreign missions upon 
the new plan, and next year will support a missionary in China 
at a cost of one thousand dollars. 


Grace Church, Long Beach, has built a new parsonage for its 
pastor, beautiful and comfortable, at a cost of $2400. The net 
increase in membership is 71. 

Sawtelle has built a new parsonage and enlarged its church 
at a cost of thirty-five hundred dollars. The membership has 
increased fifty during the year. 

Boyle Heights continues to prosper under its pastor. A fine 
new pipe organ was placed in the church last fall, and five thousand 
dollars was pledged for improvements, three thousand of which 
has been paid. Vincent Church has paid the last five hundred dol- 
lars of its debt, and is in a prosperous condition, planning for 
more improvements and reports a fine net increase in membership. 


University Church continues to grow and has now a member- 
ship of over one thousand. 

Five new enterprises have been launched and will be completed 
before another session of this Conference. 

Brooklyn Heights with the aid of the City Missionary Society 
has provided for the paying of its entire indebtedness and has re- 
ceived $1900 in pledges toward a new church building. 

Euclid Heights has had one of the most prosperous years of 
its history. The membership has been greatly increased, the con- 
gregation has outgrown the audience room of the church. The 
trustees have contracted for one of the finest sites for a church 
on the east side of the river, upon which they will build a fine 
modern church edifice. 

Last fall the Melrose Ave. Church decided to change its loca- 
tion. A fine lot was secured a few blocks west upon the same 
avenue for $2500. Within three months after the purchase of 
this site the city decided to build the new Girls’ High School 
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about three blocks south of this lot; and the trustees of the 
State Normal Schools bought twenty-five acres three blocks north, 
upon which will be put not less than a million dollars’ worth of im- 
provements. This is a strategic location, and we rejoice that it 
was secured before the rise in values caused by these new school 
buildings. Plans have been adopted, and the new building will 
be begun within thirty days. 


West Adams is in the midst of completing its church building. 
This will be one of the finest and most artistic church buildings 
in-the city. It is being constructed of brick and stone, will be 
finished in oak, and will have art glass windows:. A pipe organ 
has been contracted for, and it is expected that the new church 
will be dedicated some time next February. The cost of improve- 
ments will be over thirty-five thousand dollars. 


Hobart Blvd. Church has had a very marked growth in every 
department. It has enlarged its bungalow two or three times to 
accommodate its growing Sunday School and congregation, and 
about three months ago the pastor was talking of his embarrass- 
ment to a Congregationalist from Minneapolis. She surprised him 
by saying, “Do not enlarge any more; build a new church. I will 
give you $5000.” Inspired by this generous offer, the members 
who felt they had been doing all they could in buying the lots 
anid the new parsonage subscribed seven thousand dollars more. 
On réporting this to our friend, she said, “Go right ahead on a 
twenty thousand dollar building. I will increase my gift to ten 
thousand dollars.” Plans are being prepared; the last service 
has been held in the little chapel, and work has been begun on 
the new building. The membership has almost doubled this year. 


We are today distressed with our new opportunities. There 
are not less than seven places in or near the city where we should 
organize societies. The fields are ripe for the harvest. All we 
need is money. 


A few of our churches have been somewhat embarrassed the 
past few years with relatively heavy debts. 


Hamilton Church, in a very important and difficult field, has 
been greatly burdened. This year it will pay on debt about five 
hundred dollars, and will raise for all purposes over three thousand 
dollars. A large sum for that congregation. 


Epworth Church has provided for its debt of over twenty-five 
hundred dollars. : 


First Church, Santa Monica, accomplished what seemed to be 
impossible, by securing a subscription last February of over twelve 
thousand dollars, covering the entire indebtedness. More than 
four thousand of which has already been paid, " : 
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First Church, Long Beach, has had one of the most successful 
years in'its remarkable history. Today it has a membership of 
over fifteen hundred. Last Conference it had a debt of $58,000. 
On Sunday, February 11th, after much careful planning and work, 
with great rejoicing the people pledged the entire amount. Thir- 
teen thousand dollars have been paid. The members of the 
Ladies’ Aid Society have made over 6500 calls during the year, 
and have paid on the debt two thousand dollars. Yet practically 
the same ladies in the Missionary Societies have raised two thou- 
sand more for missions, home and foreign. 


We wish to call especial attention to our work among the col- 
ored people of the District. Last year the Conference very kindly 
made a large offering to pay the debts upon Mason Chapel in 
Los Angeles and Myrtle Ave. in Long Beach. The entire amount 
necessary was raised by the pastor and these properties are now 
free of debt. 


Wesley Chapel is one of the largest and finest churches among 
the colored people of Los Angeles. Its membership numbers 682, 
being an increase for the year of 102. The debt on the building 
when it was completed several years ago was twenty thousand 
dollars. By hard work this had been reduced to fourteen thousand, 
when last year a street assessment was placed on the property 
of $8000, increasing the debt more than the original sum. But 
these people are full of hope and courage. They propose to save 
this fine property. Next year will be a jubilee year with them. I 
bespeak for them your help and co-operation when the time comes 
to make the effort. 


The spiritual interests of the churches have not been neglected. 
Twenty-one churches report 65 weeks of special meetings and 
the reception of over five hundred members as the direct visible 
results. In some places whole communities have been quickened 
in religious life and interest. 


Pastors have reported to me increase in church membership 
and cash and pledges on improvements in time to be mentioned 
in this report, not referred to elsewhere, as follows: 


Compton, $3000; East Santa Monica, $400 on improvemerits 
and an increase in membership of 46, more than 100 per’ cent; 
Echo Park, $400, and an increase of 40 members; Florence Heights, 
$440, and 22 members; Gardena, $900, and 22 members; Hynes, $100, 
and 42° mémbers; Haven, $350, and 21 members; Inglewood, $1100, 
and 65 members; Lennox Ave., $500, and 16 members; Central 
Church, Long Beach, $200, and 50 members; Redondo, $350,’ and 
45 members; South Main Street, Los Angeles, $1500, and 50 mem- 
bers; Union Ave., Los Angeles, $850, and 51 members; Westland 
increase in members, 42, or about 200 per cent. 
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Forty-four churches report a total net increase in membership 
of 1511 and four churches a net loss of 102. Sunday schools report 
a net increase of 1600 members. Epworth Leagues a net increase 
of 500 members. Increase in all benevolences, $3000. Total im- 
provements, $54,023. Paid on improvements and old indebtedness, 
$57,800. Paid and subscribed during the year for improvements 
and debts, a grand total of $138,154. 

This means a total net increase of a thousand dollars in improve- 
ments over last year; and a net increase of the amount paid in 
cash for debt and improvements of $27,500. Certainly if the Lord 
loves cheerful givers He has a great affection for people called 
Methodists. In all calmness we are ready to declare that our 
great opportunities are in the immediate future. California today 
has but two and a half millions of people. Its territory will sup- 
port a population of forty millions without crowding. We should 
rejoice that the Good Being has granted us the privilege of work- 
ing so delightful a field, surrounded with so many of the physical 
blessings of life. 

We take this opportunity of expressing our appreciation of the 
kindly co-operation of pastors and laymen, and to one and all we 


say heartily, we thank you.

PASADENA DISTRICT 


This fine district has had a notable year. The leaders of its 
militant hosts, like the brave polish Count Pulaski, who led many 
a victorious charge in the American Revolutionary War, have had 
for their slogan, “Forward, brothers.” No retreats have been 
sounded. There have been advances all along the line. 


One of the commanders, who never knew defeat, fell at his 
post. Another one, no less dauntless, was obliged to tarry for 
a time in a hospital. A retired veteran passed to his eternal reward. 


Edward E. Clough, a superannuated member of the West Wis- 
consin Conference, who had supplied the Altadena charge a year 
and a half, in the evening of March 16th, as he was conversing 
with his wife, was suddenly translated from the kingdom of grace 
to the kingdom of glory. He was one of the best men, and one 
of the best informed men I have ever known. He was a model 
husband and father, a true friend, an able preacher, a faithful 
pastor, a valuable citizen, a manly man, a Christian gentleman. 

Near the middle of the Conference year J. N. Roberts, pastor 
at Azusa, was compelled to undergo a serious operation. His 
recovery has been slow, and is not complete. His condition 
compels him to ask for the supernumerary relation. His work 
at Azusa has been successful and satisfactory. In his severe afflic- 
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tion the good people of Azusa have given to him and his family 
the tenderest and most helpful sympathy. It is with keen regret 
that they lose him as their pastor. 


That sweet spirited saint, S. J. Kahler, who, as a retired vet- 
eran, has for some years been resting from ministerial activity 
in his home at San Fernando, and has been showing the people 
how to “grow old gracefuily,” on the 24th day of February was 
called to join the company of “the spirits of the just made per- 
fect.” His life was an honor, as his character is a legacy, to the 
church he loved. 


Some months ago there came into the home of Brother and 
Sister F. G. H. Stevens a little daughter, 


“Whose all of life, a rosy ray, 

Blushed into dawn, and passed away. 

The sunbeam’s smile, the zephyr’s breath, 
All that it knew from birth to death.” 


The pastors have all been faithful. They all deserve commen- 
dation. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies have undertaken great things and 
have accomplished what they undertook. 

The Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies have 
never been more aggressive or efficient. 

The Epworth Leagues have been active. Their devotional meet- 
ings have been well sustained. Many of the leagues have contrib- 
uted generously for the support of missionary workers both at 
home and abroad. The various chapters are united in the sup- 
port of the school established by Bishop Oldham in Borneo. The 
District convention and the group meetings were well attended 
and were helpful. 

There are a few flourishing Junior Leagues. 

Some of the Methodist Brotherhoods have been continuously 
active and progressive. 

The Sunday Schools have never been better equipped, nor have 
they ever done better work. More and more the men and women 
of the churches are awakening to the fact that the greatest work 
of the church is for, and with, the children; and many who have 
heretofore been apathetic are becoming interested. As the result 
numbers of children have been brought into membership in the 
church. 

Careful attention has been given to the benevolences. The pre- 
conference reports of the pastors indicate that the Pasadena Dis- 
trict will hold its rank as the “banner district” of the Conference, 
and one of the foremost districts of Methodisin in missionary offer- 
ings. Some of the charges which have been engaged in forward- 
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ing costly local enterprises, have largely increased their contri- 
butions to the benevolent causes. 
The material interests of the district have been greatly advanced. 


Commodious and elegant parsonages were erected early in the 
year at El Monte'and Montebello, at a cost of about ‘twenty-five 
hundred dollars each. Neither of these enterprises would have 
materialized without the enthusiastic and level-headed leadership 
of Pastors Munger and. Houlgate. [1G 


At Alhambra First Church, after considerable preliminary work 
by the pastor, E. H. Fretz, F. M. Larkin was engaged to preach, 
and W. M. Bowen was engaged to present his ‘plan of); financing 
a church building project. Subscriptions for bonds to the amount 
of more than $16,000 were obtained for the erection of a Sunday 
School building to which a church auditorium will be added later. 
Plans for the plant have been accepted, and the work of con- 
struction will soon be under way. Improvements to the amount 
of $350 have been made on the church and parsonage Garine the 
year. 


At Baldwin Park a large, well located lot has been dente 
to the newly organized: society, and very soon it will be occupied 
with a suitable church building, 


..Mr. and Mrs. George N. King, honored members of our church 
at Bardsdale, purchased two fine lots in Fillmore for $1400 -and 
presented them to the young society there. Under the able ad- 
ministration of the pastor,,W. M. Sapp, a church has been built 
at a cost of about $7500 and will be ready for.dedication in a 
few weeks. 


~The beautiful $15,000 church built at Lordsburg during the last 
Conference year, under the pastorate of George Haffen, was dedi- 


cated two weeks ago last Sunday, the sermon being ah ories by 
A. W. Lamport. 


On Sunday, February 25th, the elegant new church at Monrovia, 
which cost $35,000, was dedicated, the dedicatory sermon being 
preached by Matt..S. Hughes, who also took charge of the money 
raising and soon obtained over $15,000 in subscriptions—more than 
enough to pay the debt. 


'-C. A. Kent, who, for more than five years, has been pastor at 
Monrovia, and has led the people onward to their splendid achieve- 
ment, responding to the divine call to work in Africa is now on 
his way to Rhodesia, under appointment by Bishop Hartzell’ to 
the superintendency of a District. I am sure that our best wishes 
and prayers follow him. 


When John Oliver went to Ontario a year ago, he found a 
building project under way that could not be carried to completion 
for less than SneEO He found a parsonage which needed to 
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be replaced by a better one. He found that the large and well 
built home north of the church property could be bought for 
about $9000. Solving hard problems, mastering difficult situations, 
Overcoming interposing obstacles, he so commended himself to 
the people as a wise and safe leader, that they rallied unitedly 
and heartily under his leadership, purchasing the said adjoining 
place for a parsonage, and vigorously pushing the work of church 
building, so that now they enter into their magnificent completed 
temple, which one week from next Sunday, with Matt. S. Hughes 
as the preacher, will be dedicated to the worship of Almighty God. 


During the progress of this work the First Church people pur- 
chased lots and assisted in the erection of a handsome and con- 
venient church, on the south side at a cost of about $2000. It 
was dedicated by the pastor and District Superintendent on Sun- 
day, August 4th. 


At Lincoln Avenue, Pasadena, under the inspiriting leadership 
of the pastor, C. H. Scott, “the cords were lengthened and the 
stakes’ were strengthened.” By an expenditure of $13,000 the 
church was more than doubled in capacity, and its exterior ap- 
pearance was much improved. For Sunday school purposes it has 
few equals. The reopening and dedication occurred December 31st. 
At the morning service Bishop Hughes preached and raised nearly 
$10,000.. In the afternoon Matt. S. Hughes preached, and the 
Bishop raised the remaining amount needed. 

At Simi, where, for a quarter of a century the people have wor- 
shipped in a cheap and homely building, a beautifui church has been 
erected at a cost of $2000. It will be dedicated to the worship 
of God in three or four weeks. To Sheridan Phillips, pastor at 
Simi, belongs the largest part of the credit and glory of this 
achievement. 

The work at Upland, under the pastorate of S. S. Sampson, has 
so grown beyond the capacity of the church as to make it neces- 
sary to greatly enlarge the plant. Plans for an enlargement which 
will cost not less than $27,000 have been accepted, and the Quar- 
terly Conference has instructed the trustees to let the contract as 
soon as subscriptions to the amount of $18,000 shall have been 
obtained. 

Last fall Dr. (ene Barnes, a superannuated member of the 
Michigan. Conference, was appointed as supply at Van Nuys, and 
continued in such capacity until the last of April, when Coleman 
C. Hartzler took his place. . With the generous assistance of the 
Suburban Homes Company and the generosity of Mr. J. C. Lennox 
and Mr. J. H. Calhoun, of Van Nuys, the erection. of a building 
to cost not. less than $3000 is assured. ’ ie 
_ Owensmouth, ten miles west of Van Nuys, iss a new hesbinks 


ment. July 26th T. A. Hull arrived from Nebraska with his: fam- 
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ily and the following Sunday, two days after their arrival, he held 
service and organized a society, July 28th. The Suburban Homes 
Company has promised to give us two lots for a church and a 
cash subscription of $2400 on condition that we build a church 
to cost not less than $8000. We will build it. 


At Ventura money has been raised and a lot bought and paid 
for eight blocks from the present church site. The Quarterly 
Conference has instructed the trustees to sell the present prop- 
erty. This wise action has been taken as the result of the tactful 
management of the pastor, A. L. Baker. 


Other expenditures for improvements have been as follows: 
Alhambra, First Church, $350; Altadena, $235; Burbank, $267; Casa 
Verdugo, $10; Chino, $450; Covina, $724; Cucamonga, $150; Glen- 
dale, $350; Lamanda Park, $335; Lankershim, $300; Asbury, $640; 
Garvanza, $162; Highland Park, $1450; Montebello, for a new social 
hall, $234, for other improvements, $70, total $304; Moorpark, $265; 
Oxnard, $294; Pasadena, First Church, $600; Lake Avenue, $600; 
Scott Chapell, $440; Piru, $75; Pomona, First, $405; Trinity, $550; 
San Dimas, $275; Santa Paula, $575; Tropico, $225; Upland, $250; 
Ventura, $40. 


Amounts have been paid on old indebtedness as follows: Bards- 
dale, $550; Chino, $500; Lamanda Park, $100; Asbury, $1065; High- 
land Park, $1500; Pasadena, First Church $3000, Lake Avenue $2300, 
Scott Chapel, $100; San Dimas, $500; Ventura, $185. 


While the temporalities of the churches have been faithfully ad- 
ministered, their spiritual interests have not been neglected. Not 
only have the regular church services, the prayer meetings and 
the Epworth League meetings, been truly spiritual and devotional, 
but the evangelistic note has been sounded, special meetings have 
been held, souls have been saved at our altars, the life of the 
churches has been quickened. 


It gives me joy to report 515 additions to the churches from 
probation. 


Nineteen charges increased the pastors’ salaries $2680. Some 


are still pitifully small. The minimum salary of a married pastor 
should be $1200. 


Through the generosity of Dr. J. P. Widney, who, just before 
Christmas, placed in my hands one hundred dollars with instruc- 
tions to distribute it among the wives of those pastors who were 
having the hardest time financially, Christmas cheer was carried 
into a score of parsonage homes. That same “Prince in Israel” 
handed me one hundred dollars less than two weeks ago, with 
similar instructions, and again a score of good women have been 
reminded that the Lord careth for His own. 
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It is my privilege and pleasure to convey to the Conference 
the fraternal greetings of Dr. Widney, and his heartily expressed 
wish that the Conference session may be exceedingly pleasant and 
profitable. 


The Ventura Chautauqua was a great gathering. Its success was 
due in no small measure to the ability and energy of Byron H. 
Wilson, A. L. Baker and W. C. Botkin. 


The Daniel and Margaret Home, under the management of Miss 
Rice, who is “the right person in the right place,” is finely ful- 
filling its mission. 

During no year of my superintendency of the district have I 
experienced more delightful fellowship or enjoyed larger hearted 
hospitality. For all of which I am grateful. With high hopes 
and earnest resolutions we face the future, praying that he “who 
brought again from the dead our Lord Jesus, that great Shepherd 
of the sheep, through the blood of the everlasting covenant, will 
make us perfect in every good work to do His will, working in 
us that which is well pleasing in his sight, through Jesus Christ, 


to whom be glory forever and ever. Amen.”

FRESNO DISTRICT 
Bishop Shepherd and .Brethren: 


We gratefully acknowledge our Heavenly Father’s goodness in 
protecting the immediate families of the pastors of the Fresno 
District during the year. 

We were reinforced by Harry S. Warner, who took charge at 
Ducor; O. W. Ostrom, at Kerman; Thomas C. Maxwell, at 
McFarland; H. L. McKinney, at Fowler, and Martinus Nelson at 
Riverdale. These brethren worthily filled the advance posts in 
which they were placed. ; 

It has been a year of steady, solid growth along all lines. The 
pastors and laity have for the most part worked in complete 
harmony and the result has been that no difficulty seemed to 
daunt them. 

Most of the revival work has been done by the pastors them- 
selves; while we have had great assistance from a number of care- 
fully selected evangelists with the result that the pastors report 
to me about 900 of an increase. It was the Superintendent’s joy 
to assist in a month’s revival services during the year, and sixty 
weeks during the past six years, and I received about 700 into the 
‘church at their close. 

The Sequoia Park Camp Meeting Association was organized 
‘during the year. It received its name from the grove of giant 
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Sequoia trees located a few miles away. Forty-nine acres, partly 
covered with oaks and orchards, watered on either side’ by the 
forks of the Tule river and located twenty miles up that river in 
the foothills of the high Sierra Mountains back of Porterville, 
were secured, A branch of the Southern Pacific runs to within a 
mile and a quarter of the grounds, which for beauty of situation 
and grandeur of its surroundings—high snow-capped mountains 
and two rivers—can hardly be excelled. 


The first session, under the leadership of C. H. Haudeiechiela 
evangelist; Howard B. Clark, leader in song; Oren: B. Waite, 
instructor in Sunday School work; Mrs. Daniel Dundas, in charge 
of the junior work, and T. C. Maxwell, from Malaysia, and Mrs. 
Brown from China, in charge of missions, was not only a great 
inspiration, but also resulted in some remarkable conversions. 


The campmeeting at Arroyo Grande was never so well attended 
nor so successful as this year. For the first time in its history it 
passed out of the local stage and was SAI ee aie by 
that side of the District. 


Charles Wentworth and C. H. Fowler were the evangelists; 
Matt S. Hughes gave four greatly appreciated addresses; Oren B. 
Waite had charge of Sunday School work and the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society, had a very capable and enthusiastic 
representative from Corea in the person of Mrs. Brand. 


New charges were organized at Exeter, Kingsburg, McFarland 
and McKittrick during the year. Work has been established and 
the necessary steps taken for the appointment of pastors to, and 
the immediate organization of new charges at Riverdale, Patterson, 
Sultana, and Bakersfield-Toltec; while the growth of the work 
and the addition of new places have compelled the division and 
reorganization of the Livingston-Delhi, Atwater-Winton and 
Kerman-Graham charges. 


The recent General Conference held in Minneapolis chinced 
the boundary between the California and the Southern California 
Conferences. Newman charge on the Oakland District petitioned 
to be transferred to the Southern California. Conference and added 
to the Fresno District. This was done. During thé early part 
of the year our spiritually aggressive and vigorous young ‘pastor 
at Newman, W. W. Kaler, not only reorganized his very hard 
charge and trebled its membership, but also reached out’ into the 
territory north of Newman, unoccupied by Methodism; and estab- 
lished and served the Newman Circuit. This new work was also 
added to the Fresno District by the General Conference, and will, 
hereafter appear on our conference minutes as Patterson. ’This 
latest addition to the district. brought the boundaries. of! the 
Southern California Conference to within 95 miles of SanvFrancisco. ° 
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Steadily and tirelessly the battle against the liquor traffic and 
its attendant vices has been pressed in our territory by the pastors 
and laity of our churches in association with the workers of the 
sister denominations and those of the other temperance 
organizations. 


We have not only held all the ground previously won, but have 
also added during the year the counties of Fresno and Stanislaus, 
a number of supervisorial districts and the cities and towns of 
Hantord, Merced, Reedley, Arroyo Grande, Clovis,-Delano and a 
large number of smaller places to the “Dry” column. Either the 
liquor traffic or the home, the school and the church must: die. 
In that warfare the Methodist Episcopal preacher and his rapidly 
increasing and militant host of workers will neither attempt nor 
accept any compromise. 

During the year ten churches were dedicated and three more 
are now building; at the same time fourteen parsonages were either 
built, bought, or so completely rebuilt as to be practically new. 

The churches dedicated were as follows: Madera, $4000; Globe, 
$2500; Sequoia Park Tabernacle, $500; Exeter, $1500; ‘Woodlake, 
$1500; Riverbend, $3000; Kingsburg, $3000; Earlimart, $1500; Win- 
ton, $1200; Livingston, $2500; a $1000 church is being erected at 
Stevenson, and another church costing $2500 is being built at 
Irwin, on the same charge; while an exceptionally artistic, well 
planned and commodious church to cost $20,000 is under way at 
Tulare. Half of these churches are in either new towns or new 
colonies, and while modest in value represent real sacrifice and 
most earnest effort on the part of both pastors and people. The 
brethren of the district are solving the “problem of the country 
church” without apparently being aware of the fact. We moved 
the last one of our empty churches to Kingsburg and transformed 
it into a neat church which was dedicated by Bishop Shepard 
to the worship of God and the winning of souls. We are steadily 
holding our own in the country and at. the same time are push- 
ing out and establishing new and vigorous churches. 

New parsonages were either built or bought at the following 
places: San Luis Obispo, $2000; Clovis, $1000; Corcoran, $1000; 
Del Rey, $2500; Rolinda, $1000; Livingston, $500; Globe, $1000; 
Lemoore, $1300; Stratford, $250; McFarland, $1000; and the fol- 
lowing were almost completely rebuilt: Reedley, $2500; Taft, $500; 
Armona, $800; and the $1000 parsonage at, Laton was finished. 
These churches and parsonages aggregate in value $60, pO ‘Debts 
amounting to $32,000 have been paid this year. 

The Woman’s Home Missionary Society reports to me twenty- 
two organizations on the Fresno District which paid in $1727, 
an increase of $300 over last year. No report has reached me 
concerning their young people’s or children’s work. ; 
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The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society reports twenty-one 
auxiliaries at work on the District and contributions from them 
of $1227. There are ten bands of Kings Heralds and Little 
Light Bearers. The number of Standard Bearers organizations 
has not been reported, though they have been growing and have 
sent in their thank offerings. 

Both of these women’s organizations are doing good work on 
the district and have been a distinct help and inspiration to the 
rest of the work. 

Sixty Ladies’ Aid societies composed of hundreds of very in- 
dustrious, enthusiastic women, have been busy during the year, 
not only attending to their own immediate work, but also stand- 
ing steadily by the work in the hour of its need at more than 
one place, and thus won victory out of seeming defeat. 

Seventy-four Epworth Leagues have been reported, with a 
membership of 2080. There are twenty-six Junior Leagues with 
729 members. 


The Senior societies under the presidency of Rev. Howard B. 
Clark, and the Junior organizations under the superintendency 
of Mrs. Daniel Dundas, have been better organized, and done 
more effective work than ever before. 


Six years ago Bishop David H. Moore appointed me as Pre- 
siding Elder of the Fresno District. Having completed the full 
term, a brief review may not be out of place. They have been 
six years of happy, earnest endeavor marred only by the fact 
that in order to do the work I was compelled to be away from 
home and loved ones about five-sixths of my time, during which 
I traveled about 100,000 miles. It has been a joy to labor with 
the pastors and laity with whom I have been associated. . The 
privilege of storming the strongholds of indifference, selfishness 
and sin and planting in their places the works of our Christ, might 
well be coveted by the angels. 

The brethren early caught the vision of the dawning day. Fac- 
ing a teeming Orient and with our own and other lands pouring 
their children into our fields and towns, my fellow workers reso- 
lutely set to work to win them for Christ. They need no other 
enconium than the bare tale of their work, so well, so earnestly, 
so vigorously done. 

The regular pastors and “supply” pastors on the Fresno Dis- 
trict now number 68, an increase of 41. Associated with these 
are 30 local preachers, an increase of 21. They are now preach- 
ing in 125 places, an increase of 90. Of these 11 are circuits in 
new colonies and towns. The members and probationers num- 
ber about 6600, an increase of over 3000. There are 108 Sunday 
Schools, an increase of 60. They are manned by 1035 officers and 
teachers, an increase of over 550. Under their instructions are over 
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8000 scholars, an increase during the six years of about 4000. There 
are over 550 in the home departments, and 700 more on the cradle 
rolls; both of these are net gains, as we had no such work six years 
ago. There has been an increase of 52 Epworth Leagues and a 
gain in their membership of 950. The Junior Leagues increased 


from 13 to 26, and their membership numbers 730, an increase 
of 235. 


The contributions to home and foreign missions increased from 
$2950 six years ago to over $7000 this year. The other benevolent 
offerings increased over $3000. The total salaries, including bish- 
ops, superannuates, superintendent and pastors, have increased over 
$40,000. Including house rent, that gives an average salary on the 
District of about $1000. Sixty-eight new churches and parsonages, 
valued at $190,000 were built. In addition to these six churches 
and parsonages, valued at $26,000 were so completely rebuilt as to 
be practically new. Five more churches and parsonages valued 
at $8500 came to us with the new territory; and three churches 
to cost $23,500, are now in course of erection. A total of 82 
churches and parsonages worth $248,000. Over 10,000 square miles 
of new territory were added to our conference in Central Cali- 
fornia and joined to the Fresno District. This territory had been 
abandoned by our church as an impossible proposition. During 
the four years, since it was added, the brethren have re-established 
our work. 

We now have eight pastors who receive $5000 toward their 
salaries from their fields in that section. They have eight par- 
sonages worth $6000. Have ten churches worth $26,000, and 
have two more building. There are also 450 members, 15 Sunday 
Schools with over 700 scholars, and ten Epworth Leagues with 
over 300 Leaguers. Nothing is impossible to such men. 

Back of the brethren doing the work on the District has stood 
the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension. Their sup- 
port has been constant, cordial and liberal. Two of their secre- 
taries, Dr. Ward Platt and Dr. Charles M. Boswell, made a 
personal inspection of the field, and have as a result staunchly 
supported the work. A very helpful Home Missionary Parlia- 
ment was held at Fresno last February. It proved a great in- 
spiration and education to Fresno District Methodism.

EDUCATION 


The church and the college serve each other. Our religion must 
be intelligent and our education must be religious...The church has 
a ministry for the whole man—body, mind and spirit. The college 
has a ministry for the whole man. One of the masters of the edu- 
cational world defined education as being “the development of the 
whole man.” No better or more comprehensive definition of edu- 
cation has ever been given. But the “whole man” includes the 
religious nature. Part of the church’s ministry to the intellectual 
nature of man it seeks to render by means of its schools.. The 
Christian student has a right to a helpful environment in the impres- 
sionable period of youth. That lays a recognized duty upon the 
church. 


The Methodists of Southern California attempt the discharge of 
this acknowledged obligation by means of the University of South- 
ern California. There are special incentives at the present day for 
loyalty to this splendid institution of the church. Its necessity is a 
command; its success is a challenge. Our fathers had a vision of 
its possibilities and laid its foundations in sacrifice. In our times 
the institutions of the state and the non-denominational institutions 
of various kinds, are inspired by the church, have grown to such 
magnitude and multiplied with such rapidity, as to threaten the very 
existence of the denominational schools. But the church must not 
forget that while it founds the college, the college in turn sustains 
the church, and the church’s work for the college comes under the 
law of self-preservation. There never was a time in all the Chris- 
tian centuries when the interests of the church made such demands. 
upon the college as today. This fact needs tremendous emphasis in 
every pulpit of our Conference. 


The General Conference at Minneapolis gave us some important 
educational legislation. It enlarged the scope of the work and in- 
creased the responsibilities of the Board of Education. One feature 
of that legislation is of special interest:to all pastors as having to 
do with raising and reporting collections.. The attempt was made 
to unify and federate the local and the general educational interests. 
To: say the least the new order requires explanation. 

Under: the old order our educational collection had three sub- 
divisions. "There was (1) the Children’s Day Fund. This is exclu- |

sively for students’ aid and remains unchanged under the new order. 
Then (2) there was the church collection generally denominated 
“General Educational Collection,” as described in our statistical 
reports as the “General Fund.” This was apportioned in an amount 
equal to 3 per cent of the apportionment for foreign missions and 
went to the Board of Education for the aid of schools for people of 
the white race in the South. In addition to these two collections 
there was (3) the conference educational collection for the aid of 
the college in the Conference territory. This you will find under 
the separate head of the University of Southern California in our 
minutes. This was the old order, and our reports for the present 
year follow these directions. 3 
In the General Conference the Board of Education proposed our 
public educational collection; to be divided by the Conference 
treasurer in the proportion of 80 per cent to local interests and 20 
per cent to the Board of Education. In Conferences where there 
is no local institution under definite charge of the Conference, the 
entire public educational collection, of course, goes to the Board of 
Education. 
: Two things have occurred which necessitate a change in the plan 
as outlined in Paragraph 456:. (1) An amendment to the plan on 
the floor of the General Conference which ordered a column in the 
statistical blanks for the “Conference Educational Collection.” (2) 
More important by far was the creation of a Commission on Finance 
charged with the duty of unifying the work of the great benevolent 
boards and of overseeing their appropriations. : This contemplates 
sending down to each charge a unified apportionment for all con- 
nectional boards, the undesignated proceeds to be divided according 
to a fixed ratio. Conference funds or collections are to be super- 
vised and corelated by Conference and commissions. This, there- 
fore, make a sharp distinction between the general educational col- 
lection (designated in the new Discipline, Paragraph 456, Section 1, 
as the “Board of Education 20% of the Public Educational Collec- 
tion’) and the collection for the Conference institutions (designated 
in Paragraph 456 of the new Discipline as the 80% to be paid to 
the Conference institutions.) This really perpetuates the general 
educational collection and the Conference collection, and the statis- 
tical blanks will show the reports of the two collections in different 


places. 
The important item is in connection with the 20 per cent and 80 


per cent of which so much has been said. This needs to be clearly 
understood by all pastors. The Commission on Finance has fixed 
the apportionment for the Board of Education at $135,000, which 
represents only the 20 per cent which is to go to the Board of 
Education. 

~ But how shall the Conference or the local pastor know what is 
to be done for the General Board and for the local institution. 
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Manifestly apportionments should be fair—that is, the ratio should 
be the same for all Conferences. That would be impossible on the 
basis of 20 and 80 per cent. 

The following is the solution recommended by your committee: 
The apportionment of $135,000 for the Board of Education by the 
Commission on Finance is the equivalent of about four cents a 
member for the whole church. We therefore recommend that the 
two collections—the one for the Board of Education and the one 
for the University of Southern California—be kept separate. We 
further recommend that the Conference accept the apportionment 
of four cents per member for the Board of Education as made by 
the Commission on Finance; and that the apportionment for the 
University of Southern California be 35 cents per member, as 
heretofore, two-sevenths of which is to be applied to the Maclay 
School of Theology, as ordered by the Conference last year. 


The uninterrupted growth and progress of our University is a 
matter of great gratification. The present situation may be stated 
in the fornr of a paradox—the only obstacle in the way of the insti- 
tution is its success. In others words the increase in numbers has 
been so rapid and the demands for expansion have been so impera- 
tive that all available resources have been taxed to the last degree: 
The increase in registration for the opening year in the College of 
Liberal Arts would furnish some of our excellent institutions in 
Southern California with a larger student body than they now 
possess. Last year the attendance reached its high-water mark 
with a splendid total of 2107. This year it will probably go beyond 
that by 200. 


The income for the past year, nearly $90,000, may have seemed 
enormous to those who were familiar with the situation of ten years 
ago. But it remains true that the demands more than keep pace 
with the revenues. In these days when the institution is making 
good its title to the first place among the institutions of Southern 
California, the hearty support of the church means more than the 
Same amount in contributions can ever mean again. Will you allow 
your committee to call attention to the fact that the apportionment 
of 35 cents per member, voted by the Conference, is only a little 
more than half met? That is, last year when we should have poured 
into the treasury about $13,000, we only gave but $8000. Every 
dollar means increased efficiency for the present and a stronger 
guarantee for the future. The charges which do not bring up their 
educational apportionments are the very ones which need education 
on the relation of church and college. 


The Conference will be glad to know that the proposed and an- 
nounced campaign for an additional half million of endowments only 
awaits the propitious moment. Not a little preliminary work has 
bezn done and those charged with the responsibility of the move- 
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ment only wait for the striking of the clock. In the meantime the 
pastors can be of incalculable value in the outcome by informing 
the administration of generous Methodists in the various communi- 
ties who ought to be donors to a cause which will endow their wealth 
with the gift of perpetual motion. 


Just a word about the Maclay School of Theology. We do not 
need to emphasize the importance of its mission nor point out the 
strategic value of its location. But one thing must be emphasized 
over and over again—that is the need of such financial backing as 
shall place Maclay by the side of Garrett, Drew and the Boston 
School of Theology. Some of our laymen need the vision already 
possessed by many of our pastors, and the future of Maclay would 
be assured. 

At the last session of the Conference two orders were passed in 
the interest of the Maclay School of Theology. One was the in- 
crease in the apportionment to 35 cents per member for our local 
educational collection with the proviso that two-sevenths of that 
amount should go to the School of Theology. This will just about 
double its income for the present year. 


The other matter was the appointment of a commission of five to 
consider the feasibility of a Board of Control for the Maclay School 
of Theology, similar to those which have special charge of the other 
professional schools of the University. Your commission held a 
meeting and came to the conclusion that no such action was advis- 
able at this fime. The action was taken without prejudice to the 
future. MATT. s; HUGHES: 


PUBLIC MORALS 


It is basic that the Church of Jesus Christ is to so ‘influence 
public moral life as to bring it under the mastery of her Lord. 
We therefore beg to report as follows: 

1. There is danger that the keen sense of fundamental moral 
obligation will be lost by our generation. The materialistic evolu- 
tion taught by the schools; the uncertainty of many religious 
teachers as to the authority of the Bible ethic; the all too shallow 
denial by certain cults of the fact of sin and the assumption that 
all men are good if we can only think so; these are tending to 
weaken the foundation of public moral life. They at once chal- 
lenge the Church to an ever clearer message of revealed moral 
truth. 

2. The teachings of the New Testament regarding wealth are 
summed up in the words: “The love of money is the root of all 
evil.’ The church must guard herself if she would boldly oppose 
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the influerices of the love of money as those influences appear 
as follows: 


a. In the breaking down of the Christian Sabbath. We would 
recommend that the Conference approve the work of and co- 
operate with the Weekly Rest Day League and that it appoint 
Dr. Chas. Edward Locke as its representative on its central com- 
mittee of Southern California. 


b. In the effort to restore race track gambling to our State 
through a shrewdly worded measure to be voted on at the No- 
vember election. Regarding this matter your committee recom- 
mends that this Conference urge our preachers to immediate and 
intense opposition to the said bill, warning the people to vote 
against the same. 


“c. In the baneful power of the liquor traffic. We would heartily 

endorse the Temperance Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church and kindred organizations existing for the purpose of over- 
throwing the liquor power. The Temperance Society of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal’ Church, Clarence True Wilson, Sec’y, Shawnee 
Bldg., Topeka, Kan., asks that a Sunday in November be observed 
by the churches as Temperance Sunday. 


3. The Methodist Episcopal Church has declared herself anew 
on the social and industrial questions of our time. The General 
Conference of 1912 recognized “The Methodist Federation for So- 
cial Service” as the executive agency to rally the forces of the 
church in support of the principles and measures approved by that 
body. Acting under the approval of the General Conference, the 
Methodist Federation for Social Service requests each annual Con- 
ference to appoint a Social Service Commission, who shall serve 
continuously as far as possible» We. do, therefore, recommend 
that this Conference create such a commission of five members 
to act under the limitations fixed by the General Conference. We 
further recommend that the Rev. E. Guy Talbott be appointed 
secretary of said commission, the five members of which are to 
be elected by this Conference. 


4. We would suggest, however, that the material betterment. 
of society does not promise a fundamentally improved society. 
Morals and religion are married and can not be divorced. We 
ultimately best serve the cause of public morals when we bring 
our fellow men to living fellowship with Jesus Christ. Our great- 
est opportunity lies in preaching the Word. It seems to your 
committee none, too early for this Conference to begin to act 
in harmony with the California Conference and other bodies to 
present a great program of Christian teaching as well as of Social 
Service to the multitudes who are coming and will come the next 
few years from all lands to our coast. 
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5. Our Church is- profoundly interested in the public school 
system of the State, and we desire to help make that system 
what it ought to be. We believe that the foundation of all true 
morals is in God and revealed in the Bible, and earnestly desire 
that the Bible be properly recognized in our public schools... We 
call attention to the experiments being made in using certain of 
our public schools as places for dancing among the young. The 
public dance hall is the most dangerous public institution. Grave 
danger also lies in these public school dances. Too much is. at 
stake and the lives of children are too precious material to be 
used in such crude experiments. 

6. Finally it seems that in face of all opposition our Lord’s 
Kingdom moves towards it consummation. His mastery ‘grows 
ever more apparent over men. May His Kingdom come and His 
Will be done on Earth as it is in Heaven.

SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


The report of your Conference Board of Sunday Schools records 
the achievements of the year, and submits some recommendations 
for your approval. 

At the last session of this body the Plan of Campaign submitted 
by the Conference Superintendent of Sunday Schools was adopted, 
and we note the successes you and your workers have won along 
the lines therein suggested. 

We report this year 296 schools, an increase of 43.for the year 
as against an increase of 12 for the year preceding. This is a gain 
of 17 per cent. 

The Plan of Campaign called for an enrollment of 50,000 in the 
main school. We report this year a total enrollment, excluding 
the Cradle Roll and Home Department, of 51,085—a thousand and 
eighty-five beyond the mark. This is a gain of 6296, as against a 
gain of 2821 last year. In terms of percentage, we have made a 
net increase of 20 per cent. While our average attendance still 
remains unsatisfactory, we are gaining, the figures this year show- 
ing an increase of 4531, which is more than proportional to the gain 
in enrollment. 

Last year we set ourselves to improve the educational efficiency 
of our schools; first, by doubling the use of the Graded Lessons, 
and second, by establishing Teacher Training in every school. The 
first of these undertakings we have achieved. Today 78 per cent of 
our schools use the graded lessons in whole or in part, and in three 
of our districts the proportion rises to 90 per cent. Notable ad- 
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vances have been made in teacher training, but the ideal is still 
far ahead of our achievement. Nevertheless, we stand second 
among the Conferences of Methodism in the number of teacher 
training classes enrolled with our Board. 


The Conference Superintendent’s Plan of Campaign stressed the 
evangelistic aim in all teaching. This has been steadily emphasized 
in the work of the Board this year. While the results are encour- 
aging, we still lack sadly the evangelistic enthusiasm and steadiness 
of purpose in our teaching force which are necessary to the harvest- 
ing of our largest possibilities. The Sunday School continues, and 
must ever continue, to be the church’s natural and most fruitful 
recruiting ground. This year we report 2673 conversions as against 
2468 for the year previous. These conversions account for 79.2 per 
cent of the net increase in church membership for the year. But 
the most encouraging feature of the showing lies in the fact that 
more of our schools are catching the evangelistic vision. Last year 
71 charges reported “no conversions” from the Sunday School. - 
This year we report but 60 blanks in this column. Next year let us 
have none. 


Last year we pledged ourselves to an offering in every church 
and Sunday School, equaling 10 cents per member, for the work of 
our Board. This pledge remains unfulfilled, and offers an oppor- 
tunity for pastoral fidelity for the coming year. Nevertheless, we 
have made substantial gains. Although few of the brethren gave 
to the Board of Sunday Schools the 10 per cent of the Missionary 
offering from the Sunday Schools, the income of the Board this year 
will be $2266, as against $1494 last year—a gain of $772. It still 
remains less than two-thirds the amount pledged by your vote, and 
nearly one-third less than the amount spent by the Board within the 
Conference in support of the various lines of its work. 


In pressing the work, the Superintendent has been embarrassed 
by the bigness of the territory, which has prevented him from visit- 
ing many of the charges and schools. But thus far he has held 
thirty-one Institutes and Conferences, ranging from one to ten days 
in length, visited officially 119 pastoral charges, made 378 addresses, 
and traveled a little over twenty-five thousand miles on the. busi- 
ness of the Board. 


The following recommendations are offered by the Conference 
Superintendent, and your Board asks that you make this the official 


Conference program for Sunday School work this coming year by 
the adoption of this report: 


1. The complete organization of our work in each district of 
the Conference. To this end the representatives in the Conference 
Board of Sunday Schools from a given district shall be the Board of 
Sunday Schools for that district. With the Conference Superin- 
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tendent it shall plan for the systematic promotion of our Sunday 
School work. 


2. We ask the Board of Sunday Schools to put into the hands of 
every pastor a short digest of the new legislation concerning the 
Sunday School. 


3. We request the District Superintendents on their first quar- 
terly visits to urge in the Quarterly Conferences and wherever prac- 
ticable in the public congregations, the importance of an aggressive 
campaign along lines of Sunday School endeavor suggested in this 
program; to call attention to the new legislation with reference to 
the support of our denominational work, and urge loyalty to it, 
and to ask the question, “Have you held or will you hold a Decision 
Day this year?” 

4. That we ask the apportionment to the charges of the full 


amount set down by the Commission on Finance for the work of 
the Board, pledging our faithful endeavor to raise it. 


5. That we set our goal for the coming year at 60,000 enrollment 
in the main school. This is a possible achievement if we work to 
attain it. At least two children of school age in our southland are 
outside all organized religious training for every one that is in the 
Sunday School. Let us take for our slogan the cry: “We seek the 
last one!” 


6. That we pledge ourselves as a Conference to an earnest en- 
deavor: 

(a) To establish some provision for teacher training in all our 
charges. 

(b) To enlist the co-operation of the home in the moral and 
religious training of children. 

(c) To the complete organization of our schools, wherever pos- 
sible, according to the provisions of the Discipline of 1912, para- 
graph 463, section 3. 

(d) To definite missionary instruction in the Sunday School. 

(e) To observe some Sunday during the first quarter of the year 
as Sunday School Day, preaching upon such phase of the work as 
the varying local conditions may suggest as most important. 

7. Above all we will urge upon our teachers their evangelistic 
opportunity and responsibility, making our rallying cry for the year: 
“No school without conversions.” To emphasize this ideal we will 
observe Wednesday, November 20th, as a Day of Prayer for Sun- 
day Schools, asking the outpouring of the Spirit upon all who teach 
and all who study in our schools. 

In conclusion we record our thanksgiving to God for the vic- 
tories given, and we seek the divine blessing and guidance as we 
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gird ourselves for the work of another year. We challenge every 
pastor to help us to an achievement which will enable us to report 
in 1913: “No blanks in Statistics No. 2.”

EPWORTH LEAGUE 


Under faithful officers the District Leagues have made a worthy 
record. San Diego and Pasadena Districts have each raised $400.00 
to support a Missionary school in Borneo. In addition to this 
enterprise these districts and Fresno District have contributed to 
‘the Spanish work. The Los Angeles District has reached the 
highest point. of evangelistic and missionary zeal in its history. 
At a Missionary Conference held at Huntington Park in February, 
$150 was subscribed to the work in China and a splendid young 
physician has consecrated his life to medical missionary work. 
Besides this foreign enterprise, they have been the mainstay of 
the Spanish work, to which they have contributed $1200. 


Three Summer Institutes have been held this year, two on the 
Fresno District and one at Huntington Beach. They provide the 
most wholesome kind of Christian recreation for our young people, 
who must and will have recreation. Most important of all, these 
assemblages of consecrated young Methodists furnish an atmos- 
phere in which Christian duty and privilege are seen in their clear- 
est light. Each year from six to a dozen young people have 
chosen Christian service as a life work. Some of them are in 
training in the schools of the Church, and others are already at 
their work in various fields. 


There are two matters of local League importance which this 
Board wishes to impress upon the Conference. The first is the 
need of pastoral supervision, Epworth Leagues will not run 
themselves. Pastors should be in their places in the League cabi- 
nets, not to suppress but to enthuse and direct the energies of 
the young people. 


Second, an ever present danger of our Leagues is that people 
entering their membership at the proper age will remain in lead- 
ership long after they have passed the special age and stage of 
experience for the League. These seem to say by their action, 
“Grow old along with me,” and the societies obey, until in many 
places, what was truly an Epworth League a few years ago, has 
become a dignified old people’s class. 
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It is not to the disparagement of either of these to say that 
they are different, and that they ought to be separate.. We must 
see to it that the young people of suitable age are in the Leagues, 
and that however interested the older people are, that they do 
not take possession of an institution which was brought into being 
especially to meet the peculiar needs of young people.

DEACONESS BOARD 


Among the greatest activities of the church is the department 
of Deaconess work. The need for this work was never greater 
than now. It is the humanitarian age. The unselfish devotion of 
the young women of the church is making a deep impression 
on the outside world. 

They are practical. They minister to the poor, the sick, the 
orphan, and the widow. We need more in the field. 

This report will be the greatest argument we can present. The 
following labors have been performed by the deaconesses the 
past year: postals and letters written, 798; pieces of literature 
given, 2590; garments given, 689; bouquets given, 238; situations 
secured, 89; deaconesses in parish work, 6; in traveller’s aid work, 
2; in immigration, 1; in mission work, 1; hours spent in traveler’s 
aid, 3005; persons directed, 2197; persons helped, 1435. Number 
enrolled in Sunday School or Junior Leagues by Deaconesses, 728; 
licensed Deaconesses, 11; unlicensed Deaconesses and probation- 
ers,l; candidates, 1; calls of all kinds made, 9821; number of sick 
nursed in homes, 14; children taught in Industrial schools, 3304; 
children taught in Sunday Schools, 776.

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SPANISH WORK 


Brethren of the Conference: 


There is something inspiring in feeling that you have back of 
you in a great task a Conference like this one. There is among 
you a purposefulness and enjoyment of work that are essential 
to success in great tasks. Seventeen months ago we began this 
work by visiting a little mission in Los Angeles. Before that 
others had carried on a faithful work, but all had been closed 
up except the Pasadena Church. We soon saw that what the 
Mexicans needed was a Mexican pastor and a pleasant church of 
their own. The next thought that came was a request to God 
for at least one such station in each of the three districts sup- 
porting the Spanish work. God has honored the request. Our 
work now consists of three well equipped stations, Pasadena, 
Los Angeles and Santa Ana, each centrally located in the three 
districts. We have three church buildings paid for and very able 
pastors in charge of each. 

Our Los Angeles Mission under the leadership of Sr. Narro 
has developed into a strong church. Forty-one members were 
on the list a year ago. Fifteen of these have not been re-written 
in the new list for various reasons. Bro. Narro now reports a 
membership of 52 and 6 probationers. He came in February and 
since that time has extended his circuit out to Whittier and Comp- 
ton with visits to other points. This church has given nearly $100 
within the last year. The Mission includes a cottage bought by 
the Vincent Brotherhood, remodeled by brethren of Westlake 
and West Adams churches and furnished by brethren and sisters 
from many other churches. The Asbury pastor and brethren 
came down with proper tools and made repairs on the church 
property which would have cost $150. St. James and Union 
churches secured us a bell, which Vermont Square church is to 
place in an artistic belfry. Best of all is to see that church at 
225 Bloom street, Los Angeles, crowded with Mexican men and 
women—a church earnestly seeking the life that Christ can give. 

Pasadena has prospered as if by divine impulse under the faith- 
ful and efficient work of Bro. and Sister Weaver. Nearly half a 
hundred Mexicans have sought peace and cleansing at the altar 
of the Pasadena church. They have a membership of 22, with 9 
probationers, and 10 adults have been baptized. The S. S. num- 
bers 48. Pasadena church has given $16 to missions and $30 in 
self-support. Bro. Weaver has been away frequently on trips 
to other points, such as the liquor fight at Colton. He is now 
planning to open up a new point. It is worthy of mention that 
the Pasadena pastors had a business like conference and agreed 
what each church should give toward the Spanish work. They 
have given over $600 during the year and promised more next year. 
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At Santa Ana the strenuous labor of Brother Murkett and his 
church will go down the annals of missionary history in Cali- 
fornia. They have a Spanish committee in the official board. 
That committee has worked. Bro. Murkett has worked. His 
auto has worked. The result of it all is that a splendid work is 
going on there now. God brought them the most capable Metho- 
dist Spanish pastor in the United States—Rev. Ambrosio C. Gon- 
zales, who is a grandson of the first ordained Methodist Spanish 
pastor in the United States. Bro. and Sister Gonzales are both 
products of industrial schools. They already have a carefully 
selected membership in Santa Ana of 24. The American Metho- 
dists there in two days and a half raised $1500 to purchase a good 
church, well located. This was within the same week when the 
American church had raised nearly $12,000 to pay for their own 
charmingly remodeled church. It was also in addition to the 
regular monthly pledge to support Bro. Gonzales. 


Anaheim is on the Santa Ana circuit. Bro. Ziegler has been 
a friend indeed to the Mexicans. His church gives each month 
and have provided considerable equipment for the mission there. 
The marshal of Santa Ana said of that mission, “Since Morales 
came down from Los Angeles and started this mission, I rarely 
ever have to go down to Mexican town, and when I do I hear 
them singing gospel hymns. I used to have to go down three or 
four times a night to stop drunken rows.” 


Bro. Gonzales will now seek to make permanent this mission 
that the marshal appreciated so highly. Somebody said to him 
as he came to his Santa Ana circuit: “I pity you in your. hard 
and dangerous task.” Sr. Gonzales quickly replied: “Do not 
pity me, pity my people and help them.” 


Other points being opened are Rivera, Montebello, Downey and 
Compton. These will have to be worked from Los Angeles and 
Pasadena for the present. Urgent calls have come from many 
directions. 


Our only holding point in the Fresno district is at Firepaugh, 
where an unpaid, banished nobleman of Mexico, who herds stock 
for a living, serves God and His generation by giving out gospel 
tracts and holy advices among his fellows. He wears a gold watch 
and jeweled rings—pathetic reminders that he was once wealthy 
in his fatherland. As he looks at them he recalls how 20 years 
ago the ignorant mob, blind servants of a distant pope, drove 
him from his residence where he was representing his nation, 
destroyed his goods and hurled him forth in exile. He came to 
this southland, and as yet we permit him to herd swine like the 
“prodigal son,” which is so far from the truth. This is Sr. Cerillo 
and his first name is “Hilarious!” I have thought so many times 
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of the letter from the good pastor of San Luis Obispo, appealing 
for the work there; but it seems it can not all be done at once. 


Let us say frankly and abruptly that even this much work 
would have been impossible without the efforts of the, Epworth 
Leaguers and a meagre help from the Board of Home Missions. 
Others are becoming interested on every hand. It is obvious 
to every one that we are all just playing with this great work. 
These three points should be forty, and then there wouldn’t be a 
church and pastor for parishes which number 1000 Spanish people. 
Statistics gathered at the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
show that there are not less than 160,000 Spanish speaking people 
in Central and Southern California alone. 


I rejoice then to tell you-that instead of practically one church 
in Southern California a year ago, we now have three under pas- 
toral care, with four outstations, two local preachers coming into 
our conference on trial. The J. O. C.’s sustain a splendid deaconess 
and the Woman’s Home Missionary Society support our wonder- 
fully heroic-Miss Turner, well known to many of you now. The 
total giving of our church last year was over $200. The Duplex 
is working surprisingly well in the three churches. We have 133 
scholars in Sunday School each Sunday, and one of the best 
Epworth Leagues in Southern California. 


Before us arise some great objectives. May the months be num- 
bered when the University of Southern California and their friends 
will be sustaining ‘a thronging settlement house and church on 
the Spanish plaza in Los Angeles. At our last visit to this center 
of Spanish life in the United States, we saw an evil looking man 
standing upon a broken chair in that plaza haranguing more than 
200 Mexicans by actual count, with’such social dynamite as this: 
“The. great philosopher of Galilee said, ‘When the wicked op- 
press you and injure you and do not pay you well they are fools 
and hypocrites.’ There are preachers who go around with a book 
they call the Bible. It is a lie and a deception, and nobody knows 
it so well as they who preach it. It unbalances the lobes af the 
brain.” After counting the dazed and empty faces around him I 
recalled how this mass of people circulate through Los Angeles 
like the blood does through the. heart, and also that the most 
popular book in Spanish among those same people is one entitled 
“Jesus Christ does not Exist,” and others which show Joseph 
and Jesus and the Marys all to be immoral characters. 


We secured a. building about Christmas time a few hundred 
feet from the plaza and 1000 people were fed at our Christmas 
dinner. Special services resulted in surprising good. The S.'S. 
attendance reached as high as 80, but we did not have the $65 a 
month to hold the building and had to give it up to others. 
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Something of still more importance than our evangelical work 
is to do something definite and large for the Mexican boys. That 
definite thing has already been launched by this conference—the 
Spanish-American Industrial Training School for Boys. It must be 
brought to pass speedily. There are “tides in the affairs of men.” 
The tide is now on to do this great service for our beloved home- 
land; and for these poor, ignorant and wicked people. The women 
have seen it. There are three industrial schools for Mexican girls 
in Los Angeles county. There is no industrial school for Mexican 
boys within many hundreds of miles. There are not less than 
10,000 Spanish speaking boys in California, who though they might 
go to school have very few uplifting influences. The boys who 
come here from Mexico can not speak English. By the time they 
can, they are put out to work. You seldom find Spanish boys in 
our schools above the sixth grade, but about 40 per cent of the 
boys in our reformatories are Mexicans. Several in a position 
to know say that from 75 per cent to 90 per cent of our costs for 
crime are chargeable to folks who were once Mexican boys. 
Methodism knows what is the matter. There is a cure, and it 
is easy of application, if applied upon the boy life of any people— 
Christian education. 


I thank you as a conference for your interest in the Mexican 
people. I thank you for the many sacrifices turned their way. in 
the past year. I thank the brethren who gave me health and 
possibly life by the month at Dr. Porter’s Sanatarium here at 
Long Beach, last winter. I am a new man physically since that 
time. 


As we will now plan to launch out for larger things in the 
Spanish work, let us not forget. Let us look at these pale, pinched 
faces with Christ-like compassion. 


The third vice president of our Los Angeles Epworth League 
disappeared some days ago as if the earth had swallowed him up. 
I phoned to the police station. They replied with a drawl, “What, 
have you lost a Mexican? That wouldn’t worry us a bit. We 
would like to lose all of them. It would take our whole police 
force to look-up your friend. We are busy at other things.” 
Contrast with this, another lieutenant of the police force who said 
to me, “The Mexicans are starving, my friend. Late the other 
night I saw one of them pick up a dirty fruit core from the gutter. 
I told him it was not fit for him to eat and took him to a tamale 
stand. He was soon dividing his tamale with four other starving 
Mexicans.” Jacob Riis says that he knew six tenement boys 
who had been hung, not because they were criminals, but because 
they were brought up in tenements. 


Through all this sad narrative and this brief statement of a few 
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definite results this year, do we not hear a clear call from our 
calm and unwearied Christ saying, as he walks these streets of woe, 
and visits these empty hovels of sorrow and poverty: “Lovest 


pmehecd heep.” 
thou me eed my sheep V. M. McCOMBS. 


SPANISH-AMERICAN INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL 


For some years the Woman’s Home Missionary Society has con- 
ducted within the bounds of this Conference, a successful school 
for Spanish-American girls. But experience has proved that in 
many instances the protestant ideas and ideals of these young 
women have failed to bear their legitimate fruit, because in their 
married life their husbands have been men whose social affinities 
and religious faith were not in sympathy with such ideals. The 
unit of society is not the man or the woman, but the family. 
Hence to conserve the efficient work of the Spanish-American 
School for Girls, the demand became imperative to establish a 
Spanish-American School for Boys. The institution was incorpo- 
rated about three years ago and this Conference adopted it and 
elected a board of trustees. 


After a general survey of the field a site near Chino was selected 
and a payment made towards its purchase. But when we came to 
canvas for the funds to complete the purchase our friends and 
prospective supporters advised the board to let the matter rest 
for a season. And at this junction, Mr. and Mrs. I. J. Reynolds 
came to our relief and generously took the land off our hands, 
giving us a substantial bonus of $500 for our bargain. 


So the matter of the school was held in the background until 
our new and efficient superintendent, V. M. McCombs had gone 
over the territory and had the need for such a school forced on 
his attention in so many forms and localities that at his sugges- 
tion the board of trustees came together and from all indications 
it seemed that the time had come to go forward. Conferences 
with sympathizing friends and advisers confirmed them in’ their 
views and the site near Gardena was selected, but not until inquiry 
as to the adaptability of its soil for such purposes, as to the temper 
of the community’ toward such a school, which was assured by a 
subscription of $1200, as to the opportunity of the school to avail 
itself of the agricultural high school and other schools in the 
community. Not until such inquiry by members of the Board of 
Trustees and their friends had assured and reassured them of its 
adaptibility for our purpose. 


It is the plan of the trustees to raise $25,000, and one member 
has subscribed one-tenth of that amount. An option on the place 
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is secured till October 15th, at which date the bargain will be 
closed, provided the board has in hand $15,000 in cash and good 
subscriptions. I am sure it will gratify this Conference to know 
that we now have of this amount $10,000, with many most cordial 
expression of support from influential friends. 


Brethren, give us the inspiration, courage and strength that will 
come from your approval.

METHODIST HOSPITAL 


The Methodist Hospital of Southern California has just closed 
the most successful year of its history. About 1000 patients have 
been treated during the past three years; 300 the year just closed. 
The property has a valuation of $50,000. We rejoice that a plan 
’ of reorganization has been effected whereby all friends of the 
work may heartily co-operate. A new corporation, known as the 
Methodist Hospital of Southern California, has been formed for 
the future management of the hospital. The title of all property 
will be vested in the new corporation. The nine directors of the 
new corporation, elected by the Woman’s Home Missionary So- 
ciety, are as follows: Alfred E. Guinn, Lydia Alexander, Francis 
M. Larkin, Cora D. Bayley, J. C. Elliott, Florence A. Pomeroy, 
Willitts J. Hole, Kate W. Sprowels, W. S. Allen. The charter 
for the new corporation has been granted, and the order for the 
conveyance of the property has been given. 


Provision is made whereby ministers and ministers’ wives may 
be treated for one-half the usual expense, and it is hoped that 
soon a room may be endowed for free treatment. 


Several students are enrolled in the three years’ course of the 
training school. We recommend that a Hospital Sunday be ob- 
served in every charge; that the members of the Conference aid 
in every way the erection of the proposed $100,000 building, which 
is badly needed to meet the growing demands; that, according 
to the recommendation of the discipline regarding hospitals, this 
Conference by formal vote, become the patron of this worthy in- 
stitution; and that J. C. Elliott, who has rendered conspicuous 
service the past year as field superintendent and who has been 
unanimously requested to serve another year in the same capacity 
by the board of directors of said hospital, be so appointed by the 


presiding Bishop.

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BIBLE CAUSE 


The American Bible Society has a historic relation to our church, 
as it acts for the church in the fundamental work of the‘ transla- 
tion, revision, publication and circulation of the Scriptures. All 
home and foreign missionary work is under profound obligation 
to this missionary agency. Without it their own resources would 
be inadequate for their tasks. The work of Christian missions 
simply could not be carried on without an agency of this kind. 

Three new languages appear this year on our list of printed 
Scriptures. 

Akin to the translation,of the Scriptures is the revision of exist- 
ing Scriptures. This is continually going on through the American 
Bible Society’s agencies in different parts of the world, as lan- 
guages of nations and tribes change in their rise above illiteracy. 

Besides these revisions, translations in languages in which parts 
of the Bible have been printed already are being carried to com- 
pletion. 

The total issues at home and abroad for the year amount to 
3,691,201 volumes. One-half of these were issued from the Bible 
House in New York, and the other half by the society’s agencies 
abroad, in Turkey, Syria, Siam, China and Japan. 

The work of distribution has been carried on by an army of 
1025 Bible missionaries. The work on the Pacific Coast has in- 
creased to the sale and distribution of 60,489 volumes in 55 dif- 
ferent languages; 135 Sunday schools supplied with Scriptures, 75 
jails and institutions, and the supplying by its regular colporteurs 
of over 9,500 families and individuals who were without Scriptures. 
Grants were made by the Society only when the cost price could 
not be met. ’ 

Assistance was given to struggling churches, city rescue mis- 
sions, missionary societies, seamen’s institutes, Salvation Armies, 
various city missionary workers, Indian reservations, reform 
schools, hospitals, orphanages, immigrants, prisons, lumber camps, 
mines, to the blind and to individuals needy and destitute. 

We commend this world work of the Society, and recommend 
that our Conference seek to do its full share in raising the appor- 
tionment adopted by our General Conference.

MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE 


The alarming increase of divorces in our land is cause for the 
most serious consideration. The ratio of their increase has been 
three and one-third times the ratio of increase of our population 


for fifty years. Court records show that for every six couples 
married in 1910, one was divorced. 
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Recently one of our prominent judges said, and it was confirmed 
by another of equal prominence, “At least fifty per cent of the 
divorces are asked for and granted on fraudulent grounds.” 

As the pure home is the foundation upon which the society of 
church and state must rest; and as divorce is to the home what 
the fuse is to the destructive charge of dynamite; and as many inno- 
cent children are the most tragic victims of our loose laws and 
conduct concerning our marital relations; and as designing parties 
through the courts, throw upon society for its evil ends, a mass 
of morally corrupt individuals who are a menace to all good society, 
who in desperation seek relief from their condition in unscriptural 
marriages; and as too many ministers of the gospel are lax con- 
cerning the Scriptural essentials for remarriage, it is necessary 
that the mandatory language of our Discipline should be rigidly 
enforced. Concerning this paragraph the Episcopal Address of 
1912 has the following: 


“Four years ago we recommended that this paragraph, so plainly 
statutory in its terms, should be taken from ‘Special Advices’ and 
be placed among the other laws of the church. Probably by an 
oversight this was not done. For the sake of consistency with 
the opening declaration of that paragraph, that the Church can not 
regard as lawful any divorce obtained for any other cause than that 
named by our Lord, we now repeat our recommendation, with all 
the added emphasis supplied by the monstrous indecencies that 
have openly sought legal sanction in our divorce courts since our 
previous utterance. The Church must stand inflexibly for the 
sacredness of the marriage covenant. It is the divine charter of 
the home and family, ordained not only for the purity and dignity 
of womanhood, the protection and nurture of childhood, and the 
ennobling of manhood, but for the preservation in every household 
of the type and spirit of the divine fatherhood. Whatever our civil 
government may sanction the church can never consistently re- 
gard marriage as merely a civil contract to be entered into for 
convenience and profit or terminated for reasons no more valid 
than these in the sight of God.” 


We most earnestly recommend the following: 

The enactment of a uniform federal law upon all questions of 
marriage and divorce based upon an amendment to the federal 
constitution, affixing penalties commensurate with the seriousness 
of the crime for all violations of the same. Sant instruction 
throughout our educational system concerning the physiological, 
psychological, scientific and moral reasons why parties should, or 
should not, be united in marriage. 

The positive refusal of our ministers to sanction by marrying 
any who are not scripturally divorced, and who can not furnish 
legal proof of the same. 
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We can not purify the streams of holy love so shamefully defiled 
in the past by the criminal relations society has sustained toward 
itself, but we can not only refuse to aid in increasing its impurities, 
but with thunderous note demand its unconditional surrender to 
the standard stern nature demands, and the irrevocable law of 
God imposes.

BENEVOLENCES 


Christian stewardship in the Kingdom of God implies a knowl- 
edge of the demands of the kingdom. 


It requires but a casual glance at conditions in the modern 
church to discover that multitudes of our people have but a super- 
ficial discernment of the real problems of the Christian propaganda. 


Though we are closing the most prosperous year in the his- 
tory of this Conference, the Church as a whole faces a serious 
deficit in its foreign missionary endeavor. 

With the growing and intensified commercial. activities in the 
home field, the pastors will and must inspire a new vision, or the 
Church will be embarrassed by inadequate resources. To meet 
this emergency, so constantly thrust upon us, the Committee 
on Benevolences have the following recommendation for the 
churches: 


a. A more general insistence on the membership to subscribe 
for the California Christian Advocate, where every week some 
phase of church benevolence is presented. 


b. A more thorough organization of the Sunday School, where 
intelligence in these necessities yield the best and most permanent 
returns. 


c. A careful study of the action of the General Conference on 
tithing, as a reasonable standard for Christian stewardship. 


d. A regular weekly offering by the duplex envelope, of every 
member paying to the church expenses, and free will offering 
on special occasions, where specific problems are presented. 

e. A special crusade among the parents to have their chil- 
dren educated in the use of the duplex system. 


We note with special pleasure the recent action of the General 
Conference setting forth in its special advices the principles con- 
cerning Christian stewardship, as best evidenced by the systematic 
application of a portion of income to the advancement of the King- 
dom, and designating the tenth as having divine sanction. 


We believe that a general observance of the directions of the 
Discipline in the paragraph referred to would, in the language of 
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Bishop Hughes, “Finance the kingdom plenteously.” As a prac- 
tical measure in the interest of this endeavor, we gratefully ac- 
knowledge the proffer of Dr. A. N. Fisher to place in the hands 
of every. member of our Conference free of expense, except for 
postage, his leaflet, containing said paragraph, on Christian stew- 
ardship. 


We further recommend the reappointment of Dr. A. N. Fisher 
as field secretary of Systematic Beneficence in this Conference. 
His address is 71 S. Euclid Ave., Pasadena.

MISSIONS 


It was God’s love to the whole world that brought Jesus to earth, 
and His command to go into all the world and preach the Gospel 
to every creature was not an afterthought but is fundamental in the 
scheme of salvation.

In the face of the great success of missionary work and the 
greater need, the decrease in the offerings for missions from the 
church at large the past year, and the resulting cut in appropria- 
tions for this work are truly calamitous. It is disgraceful to the 
church at home that the success of the missionary should become 
his embarrassment. 


We rejoice that our Conference has not added to the embarass- 
ment of the missionaries by decreased offerings, but has made a 
splendid advance in its offerings again this year, amounting to $1179 
for foreign missions and $4197 for home missions, making a total 
missionary offering of $68,825 for the year. As an example to other 
Conferences and an encouragement to our brethren in the mission 
fields, we call upon all the churches to aim at a still larger increase 


next year. 


The duplex envelope system, to train the people in systematic 
giving, and the return to God’s plan for financing His kingdom, 
namely tithes and offerings, afford the only solution of the problem 
of how to keep up the offerings of the church to meet the demands 
of the constantly expanding work at home and abroad, and we call 
upon the brethren by example and precept to urge the adoption of

HUNTINGTON BEACH ASSEMBLY 


The eighth year of this enterprise has been by far its most 
successful one. Our property is in excellent shape, the building 
having been thoroughly renovated and repaired at the opening of 
our last Campmeeting and $200 spent on added conveniences. Our 
finances are well in hand, the indebtedness of some years stand- 
ing being fully met and all bills met for the current year. 

This splendid condition of our fiscal affairs is the more grati- 
fying because it is an index to our spiritual successes. This 
year’s summer gathering marked the highest tide yet reached in 
our spiritual work. For the second season the morning sessions 
were devoted to a training institute, held under the auspices of 
the Conference Boards of Sunday Schools and Epworth League. 

Large numbers of our choice young people heard their first 
clear call from Christ and many went into trained and consecrated 
service in their home churches, a number into the schools and 
colleges of the Church to be trained for life work in the ministry 
and missions, and some whose training was already sufficient have 
already gone to active service. 


The evangelistic meetings of the Campmeeting were filled with 
the manifest power of God. We were more than fortunate in being 
able to secure as leaders for a second season, Brothers Brown and 
Currey. The greatest crowds in our history waited upon the 
preaching by which believers were edified and the unbelieving 
turned unto God in great numbers. 

You are aware that tenting and boarding facilities have been 
provided for us by the Huntington Beach Tent City Company, to 
whom we have granted a lease in consideration of their services. 


This lease has two more years to run. At the close of the 
G. A. R. encampment this year a disastrous fire burned up their 
cafeteria building and a large part of their tenting equipment, 
which was stored therein: Their loss amounted to over $5000, a 
part of which was covered by insurance. If the company con- 
tinues to provide for our people they must expend a large sum 
of money for new buildings and equipment, and this they do not 
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feel warranted in doing unless their lease is extended for five years, 
Your board has voted to grant this extension, so that before the 
opening of another season our people may expect larger and 
better and more convenient buildings and equipment for the thou- 
sands of Methodists whom we shall gather this year, and through 
the years to come. 


This assembly ground is the one central rallying place of South- 
ern California Methodism. It is not ours but yours, and for what 
it will do to promote the Kingdom of God through Methodism, 
we as your Board of Trustees call upon you to turn the faces of 
your people toward it as a summer center. 


AGGRESSIVE EVANGELISM. 


In the Episcopal Address of 1912 delivered to the recent General 
Conference, our Bishops deplore a condition in our Church which 
they call “arrested growth.” They declare that our great Church 
with all its equipment for conquest is making less than two per 
cent annual gain in membership. Concerning this they say: 

“The statistical paradox glares us out of countenance. It shames 
and humiliates us. Only tears of repentance become us, our hearts 
bleed contrition. If the soul be dying within us what haye we to 
legislate for? What are honors or offices worth in an army that 
does not win battles?” 

In another part of this same Episcopal address they say: “Meth- 
odism was meant to be an itinerant revival—a moving Pentecost. 
Into its wheels was breathed the word, Go! It is not geared for 
standing still. Its equilibrium depends upon forward motion. It 
wobbles only when speed is slackened. It will topple over into 
the ecclesiastical scrap pile if it stops. Therefore it must not 
stop.” With these declarations so recently uttered by our chief 
pastors, it seems it would be well for us to seek the causes for 
such “arrested growth” or slackened speed and if possible find 
and apply the remedy. 

There may be many contributing causes, but we would call at- 
tention here to only two of them. 


First, it is often charged that many 20th century pastors have 
lost the evangelistic note in their preaching. Many important 
and so-called up-to-date themes press for consideration in the 
sermons. The tendency is to present these new themes without 
injecting into them the spirit of evangelism with its appeal to 
the consciences of men as really lost and ruined by sin. The 
preacher of the old time gospel, while adapting his methods to 
modern conditions must nevertheless go to the same source for 
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power as did Peter and his associates on the day of Pentecost. 
Too often the pastor and the church depend upon the coming of 
some professional evangelist for ten or thirty days, hoping that 
he may arouse the members and awaken the sinner in a once- 
a-year effort. 

Second, many of our laymen are so engrossed in business that 
they seem to have little time for any personal effort to save men 
from sin. They are willing to pay for a man—the pastor—to 
attend to these matters for them. Having engaged the man for 
this work he is too often looked upon as the church’s hired man 
rather than the ambassador of the King with an imperial commis- 
sion from the sky. On the day of Pentecost, the beginning of 
that great model revival, “They were all with one accord (preach- 
ers and laymen) in one place.” 

If Methodism is to be, as our bishops say, “a moving Pentecost,” 
pastors, laymen and everybody must count the salvation of this 
generation as a serious task and proceed along definite and ag- 
gressive lines as if we expected the world to be saved. 


We will urge upon our people everywhere to establish family 
altars that the home may the better join with the church in saving 
the children before sin blights their young lives. If we could 
save the children in all our Methodist homes we would witness 
the greatest revival this world has yet seen. We will urge upon 
our people to plan and pray for an all-the-year-round revival 
punctuated, as conditions may demand, by special revival campaigns 
conducted by the pastors or by carefully selected evangelists set 
apart by the Church because of their special ability or peculiar 
fitness for such a task. 


We are greatly delighted by the manifest evangelistic spirit of 
our presiding bishop and we heartily endorse his call to make our 
militant host in this Conference fifty thousand (50,000) strong be- 
fore the end of the ensuing year. To this end we will rally our 
forces and endeavor to make every church in the Conference a 
soul-saving station. 


We hereby request our committee on program for our next Con- 
ference to set apart some time each day during the session to be 
used in the interest of evangelism.

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Minutes of the Laymen’s Association 


The session was held in the First Presbyterian Church, Long 
Beach, Cal., October 4, 1912, and was called to order at 10 a. m. by 
the President, A. L. Park. The Secretary not being present, Mrs. 
G. E. Foster was chosen Secretary protem. 


The devotional meeting consisted of two songs, and a prayer by 
D. W. Huffman. The Vice-Presidents were called to the front, but 
one responded, Brother Jacobs of Pasadena. The President gave 
an address of welcome, closing with the song, “Our God is March- 
ing On.” 

The following were asked to come forward and be introduced: 
Miss Lydia Alexander, S. Townsend, E. P. Clarke, D. W. Huffman, 
S. L McCrory. 

Moved and carried that they at once proceed to nominate a 
President, who should be elected early in the afternoon. 

Address by Miss Lydia Alexander, “Women in the General Con- 
ference.” 


Address by E. P. Clarke, “Laymen in the Annual Conference.” 
Address by Lieut.-Gov. Wallace, “The Church and Amusements.” 


The chair appointed as Committee on Resolutions, W. L. Cleve- 
land and Frank Wallace. 


Adjourned till 1:30. 


Opening by singing “What a Friend We Have In Jesus.” Prayer 
by W. L. Cleveland. 


Address by Mrs. Stella B. Irvine, “Temperance.” 

Address by D. W. Huffman, “The New Bishops.” : 

Address by General Sampson. 

A resolution regarding the Spanish-American work was read, 
commending the school, then Vernon McCombs and some of his 
workers were introduced, who gave short talks. C. D. Lewis, 


pastor of the Methodist church of Gardena, told of the welcome 
the Spanish school for boys would have in their midst. 


Bishop Shepard was introduced and gave a fine address on the 
Laymen’s Movement. 


Frank S. Wallace ‘told of the immediate need of funds for the 
Spanish school, and subscriptions were solicited. 
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W. L. Cleveland read the following resolutions, which were 
adopted: 


“Whereas, the literature of our church is the legitimate heritage 
of our Christian homes and a potent factor in the upbuilding and 
conservation of Christian character; and, 


“Whereas, the California Christian Advocate is the recognized 
organ of our church on the California Pacific coast, and under the 
editorial management of the able and aggressive Freeman D. 
Bovard, is a strong, fearless and safe teacher of sound doctrine and 
tight thinking so necessary to the safeguarding and growth of 
Christian character in these perilous times; therefore, be it 


“Resolved, by the Lay Association of the Southern California 
Conference that we urgently call upon the laymen in all of our 
individual charges to take an active interest in placing the Cali- 
fornia Christian Advocate in every Methodist home. 


“Resolved, further, that we pledge ourselves to call this matter 
up in our official boards and if advisable will support the budget 
plan for the placing of the Advocate in our llomes, as advised by 
the recent General Conference.” 


Temperance—Resolved, that this association records it apprecia- 
tion of the Temperance Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
and we urge that the plans be carefully studied and carried out and 
that financial support be given. 


We urge that all of our Sunday Schools be organized as Tem- 
perance Societies according to our plan of the White Shield League, 
and that we emphasize God’s prohibitory law as revealed in the 
Bible and in our bodies which are temples of the Holy Spirit; 
that we educate for total abstinence from alcoholic liquors, tobacco 
and all narcotics by the use of the total abstinence pledge; that all 
temperance educational work in our church, Sunday Schools and 
Young People’s Societies be carried on with the one purpose of 
laying the foundation of true Christian citizenship. 


Resolved, that this association calls upon the citizens of Long 
Beach to keep this beautiful city by the sea free from the vicious 
influences of the open saloon and we pray that the prohibitory law 
be maintained. 


Indian Schools—Whereas, the Methodist General Conference 
on May 8, 1912, adopted strong resolutions endorsing the order of 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs Valentine, directing that no garb 
or insignia of any religious sect or order be worn by teachers em- 
ployed in government Indian schools; and, 


Whereas, against the protest of united Methodism and other 
Protestant denominations, that order has been overruled by Sec- 
retary of the Interior Fisher and President Taft; therefore, be it 


Resolved, that the Lay Association of the Southern California 
Methodist Conference voices its regret at this action by those high 
in authority in the nation, and expresses the conviction that this 
recognition of religious orders in the work of schools that are sup- 
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posed to be conducted without religious bias, is unwise and con- 
trary to the principle of non-sectarian education which has come 
to be the settled policy in our public school system. It is our 
strong conviction that neither the garb of the Methodist deaconess 
nor the vestments of the Catholic nun have any place in any school 
under state or federal control. 


Spanish School for Boys—Be it resolved, that the Lay Associa- 
tion of the Southern California Conference expresses its hearty 
interest in the movement now under way, looking toward the estab- 
lishment at Gardena of the Spanish American Industrial Training 
School for Boys, and we pledge to this project our hearty support 
and active co-operation. 


Rev. Freeman D. Bovard, editor of the California Christian Advo- 


cate, was introduced. He made a short address, and later, by re- 
quest, talked on the third resolution. 


Address by Governor Gosper, “Christian Politeness.” 


The following officers were elected: President, Frank S. Wallace; 
W. L. Cleveland, Vice-President Los Angeles District; A. W. 
Golder, Vice-President San Diego District; Summerfield Douglas, 
Vice-President Pasadena District; Mrs. T: C. Thebe, Vice-Presi- 
dent Fresno District; Mrs. G. E. Foster, Secretary; Miss Lydia 
Alexander, Treasurer. 


A. L. Park was requested to take fraternal greetings to the 
Annual Conference. 


Dr. Harter, pastor’s assistant at Long Beach, was questioned 
regarding his methods of work. Vote of thanks was given for the 
use of the church.
